In those instances where a person testifies about 
an individual residing within another division, it is your 
responsibility to advise the appropriate office of the 
nature of the information and of the Bureau's instructions. 

For your information and guidance, upon receipt 
of transcripts of testimony from the Washington Field 
Office, you are directed to advise the Bureau of the 
status of your review within one week's time. Thereafter, 
you will be requested to submit weekly letters advising of 
the status of your review until the project is completed 
and necessary action has been taken in accordance with 
Bureau instructions.

The Committee* on Un-American Activities shall report to the House (or to the 
Clerk of the House if the House is not in session) the results of any such investi- 
gation, together with such recommendations as it deems advisable.

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SYNOPSIS 

Hearings concerning Communist activities and infiltration in the 
South were held in Atlanta, Georgia, on July 29, 30, and 31, 1958. 

The testimony of Armando Penha forcefully illustrated the. Com- 
munists 5 altertness to opportunities presented them and the need they 
feel to concentrate their insidious efforts on penetrating new industries 
in that area. Mr. Penha had been an undercover operative for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in the ranks of the Communist Party 
from early m 1950 until the spring of 1958. During this time, he had 
risen to high rank in the party, both in his native New England* and 
also on the national level. One of the important positions he had held 
was membership on the conspiracy's National Textile Commission, 
with which he served from its inception in 1955 until the completion 
of his FBI assignment. Mr. Penha described the Commission as 
follows : 

m The National, Textile Commission is a leading body, na- 
tionally, that is set up for the purposes of controlling, coordi- 
nating, and supervising the infiltration and colonization 
within the textile industry, particularly within the South. 

Mr. Penha gave the following information on the composition and 
duties of the Commission in this and prior committee hearings : 

1. The National Textile Commission is composed of 5 members. 
Through one of them, it has direct contact with, and operates on the 
orders of, the party's National Committee in New York. 

2. ^ The Commission is highly secret. Its members have code names. 
Their true identity is not supposed to be known even to one another. 
Extreme security precautions are taken in conducting its meetings. 

3. The Commission provides "colonizers" from the North for work 
in the South. (A colonizer is a hard-core party member "directed by 
the Communist Party to teach and spread propaganda in order to culti- 
vate the workers within a plant or industry or legitimate organiza- 
tion.") These colonizers move into the South and obtain employment 
in the textile industry. Some are highly educated, holding bachelor's 
or master's degrees, and conceal this fact in order to obtain menial jobs 
which put them in contact with the rank-and-file workers. 

4. The Commission furnishes the finances required to implement the 
party's plan of penetration in the South. 

Penha, as a member of the National Textile Commission of the party, 
was sent into the South in 1955 to offer guidance to party members 
engaged in the infiltration-colonization operation. He traveled 
throughout North and South Carolina and, although extreme security 
measures were exercised, including the use of code names, was able to 
learn the identity of many persons he met. A considerable number of 
them were colonizers from the North. 

Several persons Mr. Penha met on this trip were called as witnesses 
in these hearings. One was Madge Spumy .Cole, currently employed 
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in a textile mill in North Carolina, who testified that she is a native of 
New York State and holds a master's degree from New York Uni- 
versity. Her application for employment at this mill, produced by 
the committee during the hearing, stated that she was merely a high 
school graduate. Mrs. Cole invoked the fifth amendment when asked 
if she was a Communist Party member. 

William J. Robertson, III, another witness and a college graduate, 
had followed the practice of Mrs. Cole by concealing his higher edu- 
cation when he applied for his position with a Southern textile mill. 
Like Mrs. Cole, Robertson also invoked the fifth amendment when 
asked to confirm br deny Penha's testimony concerning his part m the 
Communist Party plan to penetrate the South. 

Several other witnesses who were identified by Peiiha as party mem- 
bers likewise refused, on the grounds of the fifth amendment, to furnish 
the committee with any information concerning their part m Com- 
munist Party activities in the South. # . 

In furtherance of the committee's directive to gather information 
concerning the extent, character, and objects of un-American propa- 
ganda and its dissemination within the United States, testimony was 
obtained concerning propaganda of both a foreign and domestic origin. 

Mr. Irving Fishman, Deputy Collector of Customs, New York City, 
testified that residents of the South, like, those of other parts of the 
United States, were being deluged with Communist propaganda from 
abroad which is sent through the mails and directed primarily to 
schools and colleges. , . . 

Dissemination of Communist propaganda of domestic origin was 
illustrated in the committee's production, during the hearings, of a 
publication called the Southern Newsletter, which has a Post pihce 
box address in a Southern city but is actually published m Chicago. 
Its editor, Mr. Eugene Feldman, invoked the fifth amendment to avoid 
answering any questions concerning his Communist Party activities. 

Carl Braden, field organizer for the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional Fund, which is active in the integration movement, also appeared 
as a witness in these hearings. Mr. Braden, who has been identified 
under oath as a Communist Party member, refused, on the basis of the 
first amendment, to give the committee any information concerning his 
role in Communist Party activities in the South, , 

Frank Wilkinson was also called as a witness when he appeared m 
Atlanta as a representative of the Emergency Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee. This is an organization with headquarters in New York, 
which has as its avowed purpose the abolition of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities and the curbing of FBI activities. Mr. 
Wilkinson refused to answer when asked if he was sent to Atlanta to 
disrupt the committee hearings. In reply to all questions asked him, 
he replied : "I am answering no questions of this committee." 

One of the most illuminating aspects of the hearings in Atlanta was 
the testimony of a Hungarian refugee who, from 1945 to 1956, was a 
prisoner of the Soviet Union. Due to the fact that the witness has 
relatives now behind the Iron Curtain, his true identity could not be 
revealed. However, his account of the tortures and indignities suffered 
by himself and his father at the hands of his Communist captors 
portrays a vivid and horrifying picture of communism in action.

Kepresentative Francis E. Walter, chairman of the full committee) 
presided over the hearing and made the following statement :: 

The hearings which begin today in Atlanta are in furtherance o± 
the powers and duties of the Committee on Un-American Activities, 
pursuant to Public Law 601 of the 79th Congress, which not only 
establishes the basic jurisdiction of the committee but also mandates 
this committee, along with other standing committees of the Congress, 
to exercise continuous watchf ulness of the execution of any laws the 
subject matter of which is within the jurisdiction of the committee. 

In response to this power and duty, the Committee on U n-American 
Activities is continuously in the process of accumulating factual in- 
formation respecting Communists, the Communist Party, and Com- 
munist activities which will enable the committee and the Congress 
to appraise the administration and operation of the Smith Act, the 
Internal Security Act of 1950, the Communist Control Act of 1954, 
and numerous provisions of the Criminal Code relating to espionage, 
sabotage, and subversion. In .addition, the committee has before it 
numerous proposals to strengthen our legislative weapons designed 
to protect the internal security of this Nation. m 

In the course of the last few years, as a result of hearings and in- 
vestigations, this committee has made over 80 separate recommenda- 
tions for legislative action. Legislation has been passed by the Con- 
gress embracing 35 of the committee recommendations and 26 separate 
proposals are currently pending in the Congress on subjects covered 
by other committee recommendations. Moreover, m the course ot the 
last few years numerous recommendations made by the committee for 
administrative action have been adopted by the executive agencies 
of the Government. ^ m . . . . 

The hearings in Atlanta are in furtherance of a project of this com- 
mittee on current techniques of the Communist conspiracy m this 
Nation. Today, the Communist Party, though reduced m size as a 
formal entity, is a greater menace than ever before. It has long since 
divested itself of unreliable elements. Those who remain are the 
hard-core, disciplined agents of the Kremlin on American soil. Most 
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of the Communist Party operation in the United States today consists 
of underground, behind-the-scenes manipulations. The operation 
is focused at nerve centers of the Nation and masquerades behind a 
facade of humanitarianism. 

We know that the strategy and tactics of the Communist Party 
are constantly changing for the purpose of avoiding detection and in 
an attempt to beguile the American people and the Government re- 
specting the true nature of the conspiracy. As we on the Committee^ 
on Un-American Activities seek to develop factual information on 
these changing strategies and tactics for our legislative purposes, we 
are constantly met with numerous and unfounded charges respecting 
the nature ox our work and our objectives. Such charges will not 
dissuade us from our duty. We seek the facts and only the facts. 
Insofar as it is within- the power of this committee, #s a part of the 
United States Congress, we shall obtain the facts and we shall do so 
within the framework of carefully prescribed procedures of justice 
and fair play. 

I have long felt that the effectiveness of this committee appears to 
be in direct ratio to the volume of attack against it which is waged 
by the Communist Party and those under Communist discipline. 
Accordingly, I was interested to take note some several months ago 
of the intensified activity against the Committee^ on Un-American 
Activities and the Federal Bureau of Investigation which is now 
being promoted by the Communist Party. This campaign was the 
subject of a special booklet which the committee issued entitled 
"Operation Abolition." I was somewhat gratified to receive a letter 
from Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the F. B. I. in regard to this 
booklet, part of which letter reads as follows : 

This booklet depicts another example of the apparent ease with which the 
Communists have been able to enlist the support of misguided individuals to 
assist them in obscuring their subversive workings. Certainly the real meaning 
of civil liberties is not understood by these Communist apologists. . 

Tour Committee's role in safeguarding our freedoms is well known to every 
patriotic citizen, and real Americans are not going to be fooled or misled by 
efforts to discredit your vital task. 

Preliminary investigations by the staff of this committee indicate 
that the principal Communist Party activities in the South are directed 
and manipulated by agents who are headquartered in Communist 
nests in concentration points in the metropolitan areas of the North. 

May I emphasize that the purpose of the committee kere in Atlanta 
is to develop facts with reference to a pattern of operation and not 
to attempt to exhaust the subject matter. We have not subpenaed 
witnesses for these hearings merely for the sake of exposure or to 
put on a show.. "We are engaged in the serious business of tracing 
the operations in the United States of a world-wide conspiracy which 
is determined to destroy us. Should we attempt to interrogate in 
these hearings even a significant percentage of all possible witnesses 
on whom we have lead information regarding Communist activity in 
the South, we would be here for many months to the neglect of our 
work elsewhere. 

It is a standing rule of this committee that any person identified 
as a member of the Communist Party during the course of the com^ 
mittee hearings will be given an early opportunity to appear before 
this committee, if he desires, for the purpose of denying or explaining 
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any testimony adversely affecting him. It is also the policy of the 
committee to accord any witness the privilege of being represented 
by counsel; but within the provisions of the rules of this committee, 
counsel's sole and exclusive prerogative is to advise his client. 

I would remind those present that a disturbance of any kind or an 
audible comment during the hearings will not be permitted. This is a 
serious proceeding in which we are earnestly trying to discharge an 
important and arduous duty with the general objective of maintaining 
the security of this great Nation. 

The committee is encouraged at the outset of this work by the 
presence of the distinguished Governor of this great State, for whom 
many of us have long had a feeling of great admiration. 

We are very happy that you have come here this morning, Governor.

Mr. Arens. I expect to pursue this particular subject matter with 
you in considerable detail in a few moments. Just from the stand- 
point of giving the committee and this record your appraisal of the 
over-all operation of the Communist Party, Mr. Penha, on the basis 
of your extensive background and experience, please tell this commit- 
tee how serious is the Communist operation in the United States, right 
now. 

Mr. Penha. Based upon my experiences, it is rather unfortunate 
for me to report — but fortunate in order to alert the people of the 
United States — that the Communist Party in this country is by and 
large a greater menace today than it has ever been in the past. 
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Mr. Arens. Would you kindly explain why you have reached that 
conclusion after your 8 years in the Communist Party as an under- 
cover -agent of the FBI. 

Mr. Penha. "Well, sir, shortly after I entered the Communist Party, 
the Communist Party reevaluated its entire policy; and, in order to 
carry out its aims, it realized that the most important thing for it to 
do was to go completely underground, with only a small group that 
would exist in the upper level for propaganda purposes. 

In connection with this, the party, by going underground, has been 
a party of hard-core, zealous, dedicated Communists, who have been 
trained for the ultimate purpose of the overthrow of this Government. 
Its techniques have adopted both legal and illegal methods of opera- 
tions, both open and concealed methods, and above all, at all times, to 
go in accordance with the wishes of the Kremlin. 

Mr.. Arens. Is the Communist Party a political party ? 

Mr. Penha. It is not and never has been a political party, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What is it? 

Mr. Penha. The Communist Party, which is known as such, is a 
conspiracy dedicated to the overthrow of the United States. 

Mr. Arens. According to press reports, which we have seen from 
time to time in the Communist press, the actual size of the entity 
known as the Communist Party has been reduced, Mr. Penha. Does 
this mean, in your judgment, that the effectiveness or strength or 
menace of the Communist Party has been proportionately reduced? 

Mr. Penha. Absolutely not, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Why? 

Mr. Penha. The reason for that is very basic. The party is not in- 
terested in numbers. It is interested in quality. In fact, as a result 
of the comrades that either have resigned or have been expelled or 
have been detected by the party, they, as a result of that, have 
strengthened themselves in removing these weak links. The party

I would like 
to ask you, first : On the National Textile Commission, what were their 
techniques of operation ? 

Mr. Penha. Their techniques of operations were that of establish- 
ing, which they did, a group of colonizers, Northern colonizers, to be 
sent to the South. 

Mr. Arens. If you will hesitate a moment, please, Mr. Penha, tell 
.us what is a colonizer in Communist jargon ? 

Mr. Penha. A colonizer is one that is directed by the Communist 
Party to teach and spread propaganda in order to cultivate the mass 
workers within -a plant or industry or legitimate organization. He 
must use, in his tactics, methods of spreading confusion^ agitation. 
Such attacks are to be made both legally and illegally. He has to be. 
able to cope with existing situations — one moment being on' the offen- 
sive and^the other -on the defensive — participating in open activities of 
mass agitation and propaganda while, at the same time, being capable 
of undertaking concealed activities which will obstruct and undermine 
public confidence in our foreign policy. 

However, the clear-cut danger of a colonizer is that he is a part of 
a vast network of secret party members, of potential saboteurs and es- 
pionage agents. The placement of these colonizers in key and basic in- 
dustries is vital to the party from the standpoint of placing such col- 
onizers in the position of promoting strikes, slowdowns, and so forth. 
In such concealed positions a colonizer, in the event of an emergency, 
becomes very effective to commit sabotage. 

Mr. Arens. May I ask at this point a general question ? Why would 
the Communist Party have designs on the South from the standpoint 
of attempted colonization ? 

Mr. Penha. Sir, before I answer that question, if I may be permit- 
ted to, I would like to stress 2 points here from this book "New Op- 
portunities in the Fight for Peace and Democracy— Main Report 
Delivered at the National Conference of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A." n t r 

Mr.ARENS. By whom? — *" 

Mr. Penha. Supposedly written by Andrew Stevens. Tffowever, 
this is another party technique in order to conceal the true identity 
of the Communist that wrote it. This was a party document, so-called 
main report, delivered at the national conference of the Communist 
Party, U. S. A. — a national conference which was secret, and no one 
knew where it was, taking place, when, who were the members, who 
were the speakers. 

Mr.AKEsrs. Did you attend that conference? 

Mr. Penha. I did not, sir. This was too top secret a meeting for 
ey§n myself to attenci. However, in reference tq colonization, this is

the National Committee's instructions outlined at its conference. And 
I quote : 

The prime objective of every shop club must be to influence the mass of non- 
party workers in a given department, shift, or building and not to be a faction- 
type of mechanism for high-level dealings with union leadership. This means 
that the role of every shop club must be clearly established m relation to the 
mass of workers among whom it operates, but this requires the Party leadership 
to be as familiar with the problems and relations of forces in a given depart- 
ment, shift, or building as it is with the state of affairs in a local union execu- 
tive board. Of course, we cannot be satisfied with the organization of the shop 
workers already in the Party into shop clubs based on the existing places ot 
employment. Our main aim is to route our Party organization m the shops 
in basic industry so as to conform to our concentration policy. A concentration 
policy which is based on the mass-production industries and the Bight-lea 
unions but which does not have the instrumentality of Party organization m 
those industries and their key shops is a highly abstract concentration policy. 
To put flesh and bone on our concentration policy we must undertake to shitt 
the base of our Party membership into key shops and industry. 

That, in Communist language, means relocation of hard-core mem- 
bers to be sent into given areas as colonizers. 

Mr. Arens. And why would the Communist Party covet the South 
in this colonization program? , . 

Mr. Penha. The South, as far as the party is concerned, is a virgin 
territory. Insofar as that the party sees the potentials that exist here, 
the potentials are those that the party will exploit for their own gains. 
They will agitate and use every means within their command to raise 
political and economic issues of the Negro people in order to create 
mass agitation and foment discord at the same time. 

Mr. Arens. Do the activities of the Communist Party in coloniza- 
tion in the South parallel the program of industrialization of the 
South and the moving to the South of the textile industry? 

Mr. Penha. Would you repeat that question, sir ? 

Mr. Arens. Does the effort of the Communist Party to colonize in 
the South run parallel with the movement of the textile industry 
from the North into the South ? 

Mr. Penha. It absolutely does, sir. 

Mr. Arens. No^ kindly tell us in your own words, Mr. Penha, just 
what you did specifically during your period of service on the National 
Textile Commission of the Communist Party toward furthering the 
aims and objectives of the Communist program to colonize in the 
South. " , 

Mr. Penha. There were several things, sir. I will start, first, with 
after, I believe, the third meeting held in New York City. I was dele- 
gated by the National Textile Commission 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me. What year was this, please, sir? 

Mr. Penha. This was about August of 1955, when I was instructed 
to meet with the party leadership in the South; namely, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, and Virginia. The reason for this was for the 
p ar ty — and that is nationally, because this was in accordance and 
supervised by the National Committee of the Communist Party, New 
York City— to evaluate the Southern problem that exists within the 
party, its weaknesses and so forth, in .order to establish the need and 
the placing of colonizers in the given areas of the South. 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me. Just proceed at your own pace to tell what 
you did.

Mr. Penha. Before I get into that, sir, I would also like to point 
out that I was instructed to attend party meetings in the South, meet 
■with party leaders in the South, in order to raise organizational prob- 
lems in an attempt to solve them and, at the same time, to place down 
in the given areas of the South the organizational aims, party policy 
and lines, that they were to undertake. In other words, they were 
to do just what the National Textile Commission and the National 
Committee would direct. 

Mr. Arens. And these directives were given to you in 1955 ? 

Mr. Peneca. That is correct, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us what you did pursuant to those di- 
rectives. 

Mr. Peneca. I received my instructions from the district organ- 
izer for New England. UfJl£f 

Mr.ARENS. And his name agam,^l^ase sirs 

Mr. Penha.. His name is Sidti^Eipshires. 
Mr. Arens. Spell the last namerplease, sir. 

Mr. Penha. L-i-p-s-h-i-r-e-s. He had just recently arrived from 
New York, and he had received instructions as to the date, the place, 
a^ff^^Sme that I would leave, along with that information as to how 
I should conduct myself and what was to be achieved in the South. 
Subsequently, in September of 1955, 1 came down South. 

Mr. Akbns. Tell us first of all where you went through the South, 
and then we will take it, bit by bit, as to what transpired. "Where 
v did you go? 

, Mr. Penha. Well, sir, I went mainly, covering practically the en- 
tire State of North Carolina. I was not able at that time to get into 
Virginia. 

Mr. Arens. Did you meet with people from other Southern States 
even though you physically were not present in those States ? 

Mr. Penha. I met with people that were from other States that 
were assigned in the South as colonizers or leaders at that time. 

Mr. Arens. Before we proceed with the details of your trip, tell 
us whether or not you came to the South as an open and avowed 
Communist or whether, on the other hand, you were in the under- 
ground. 

Mr. Penha. When I came to the South, there was only one person 
in the South that was aware of my trip. Just prior to this person 
being told, there was also another Southern leader, who at the time 
was in New York City, that was told; and subsequently he went into 
Carolina. However, the procedure, as far as coming into the South, 
was that of complete secrecy. I did not at any time, as I was in- 
structed, reveal my true name, my place of origin, or anything that 
would reveal even to the comrades in the South who I was. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, who was this person in the South who knew 
that you were coming and knew you were coming as an undercover, or 
a secret, member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Penha. This person who knew was another member of the 
National Textile Commission, Bill Evans. 

Mr. Ajrens. Can you tell us whether or not you were given a sched- 
ule of appearances, meeting places, lists of people to see, and the like? 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, when I arrived in North Carolina, my first 
task was to sit down with Bill Evans and get a report from him as

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to what he had aranged for the following week. At that time, he in- 
dicated to me what he had prepared insofar as party meetings went: 
where they would take place, his consensus of opinion of the problems 
that exist there, the weakness, and how I could help. The names of 
the people, that is, the Communist Party members, that I was to meet 
were not revealed to me because of the fact that the majority of them 
were colonizers, others were section organizers, section committee lead- 
ers within that area. 

Mr. Arens. Bill Evans you knew as a comrade, did you not? 

Mr. Pjsnha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ajie:n-s. In passing, give us just a word of his location and 
activities. 

Mr. Penha. ^Well, he was a section organizer for Durham, North 
Carolina, sir. 

Mr. Aiiens. How did you know the names of the people in the 
South whom you were to contact, specifically, how did you know that? 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, I did not know. Another leading Communist, 
who was in New York came down to Carolina to contact the party, 
and one of his immediate .tasks was that of seeing that the proper 
agenda was arranged for me to be able to see the various groups of 
colonizers, section leaders, and so forth. ^ ^ ^tfyi

Mr. Penha. > Juniii^SCales. " "~ 

Mr. Arens. Give us just a word of description of Junius Scales, 
and his present status, by the way, please, sir. 

Mr. Peniia. Junius Scales was, at the time, the district organizer 
for Carolina. He was out on bail at the time, living in Mjsa&^prk 
City, but instructed, from time to time, by both the National Com- 
mittee and the National Textile Commission to come into the South- 
mainly Virginia, South, Car pim^, and N^r^C^s!!^— in order to 
carry the party line across. He did not come on an open basis, that is 
security was taken care of at all times so that no one would know where 
he was going and when and so forth. 

Mr. Ajiests. Prior to the time that you started on your trip to the 
South, did you have contact with the Southern organizer for the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mr. Penha. If I recall correctly, sir, I did not Jaave direct contact 
with the Southern regional organizer prior to -going; but, as I was 
told, the district organizer for New England was the one that had 
direct contact in order to be able to know the situation that existed 
there and what could be done there. However, when I returned back, 
I did meet at least twice with the Southern regional organizer, which 
means the leading Communist for tiie^ntire South in the Communist 
Earty^. " '" ' 

Mr. Arens. And who is that person,? / 
Mr. Penbca. That person is Fanjjj&fefcht from NejvJ^rk City. jh±e

JNow, Air. Penha, would you kindly at your own pace, teU us about 
your trip. You have given us the detail of the background and the 
arrangement that were made. Tell us, if you please, sir, iust where 
you went and what you did. 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, just before getting into that, I would like 
to request that, at a later time, I would indulge more into Fanny Licht. 

Mr.AnENs. Yes; and her activities,

Mr. Arests. I anticipate that we will be questioning you along 
those lines. We would like, in the order of presentation of your 
testimony, if you please, Mr. Penha*, to have you now tell us about 
this trip, where you went, whom you saw, and what you did. 

Mr. Penha. Thank you sir. In Durham, North Carolina, I met, of 
course, with Bill Evans; William^ Kobertson, a colonizer originally 
from the State of Virginia; Mai^^bertson, hiswife, a member of ^ 
the Section Committee for Durham: At the time, she was employed 
at Duke University. Prior to that she was a colonizer. Her last 
known whereabouts, to my 'knowledge, is Chicago. £** : X^/~ M 

The Chairman. May I ask a question at this point ? -lQ~£££Li 

This National Textile Commission, were any <>f the members of 
this Commission textile workers, or were they jus£^ Communists as- 
signed to a particular field? 1 * 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, there were 2 that were textile workers, if 
you want to call it that, that is, in the broad general sense. Bill Evans 
and George Sheldrick were working in textile plants; however, as 
colonizers for the Communist Party. In other words, they were 
riot genuine textile workers. 

The Chairman*. That is what I wanted to determine. 

Mr. Penha. Jerome Van Camp 

Mr. Willis. You are still talking about Durham ? 

Mr. Penha. This is Durham, sir — a former colonizer. When I 
make reference to "former," that is because of the fact that either they 
had been laid off or, in some cases, they were dropped from their j)lace 
of employment because of the appearance of the House Committee 
just prior to my trip going down— for which all America should be 
very thankful. 

Mr. Akens. You are speaking of this committee's hearings in Charr 
lotte, Nq^ j gai:oHna ? aibout 2 years ago, igj^afc correct ? xi V 

Mr. PSiSTThat is correct, sir. Osga^Serland 

Mr. Arests. Excuse me just a moment. Before you get to Mr. 
Berland, can you tell us a little more about Jerome Van Camp ? 

Mr. Penha. Jerome Van Camp, as I stated, was a former colonizer. 
He was under the wing; and protection of Bill Evans for the pur- 
poses of further cultivation.

Mr. Arens. You might spell that, please, sir.

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. She was a section member for 
Durhan0£t the time. 
Na^roond, ja^as Joe, member of the Section Committee for 

Elli^Jjeving^Eatthews, a colonizer from^ew^ork, who'had been 
sent down to the South during the week I was there. - She is a daugh- 
ter of B^^levine who was a welL-knownjCommunist and writer for 
the Daily Worker.

The next group is Winston-Salem. 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me, before you move to Winston-Salem in your 
chronology of your trip, Mr. Penha, what did you do at Durham in 
your session or sessions with these people whom you have identified 
as Communist colonizers 

Mr. Penha. There were many things that I did, sir. We attended 
meetings, several of them. The purpose'of these meetings was for me 
to make an appraisal for the need of colonizers within the South, to 
analyze the existing weaknesses that existed organizationally, and 
make recommendations — of course, from the party, when you make 
recommendations it is an order — for better and more efficient organi- 
zation; attempt to work out a plan with them for relocation of other 
colonizers already in the South; coordinate the organizationaLpolicy 
of the party and its line between the South and North, so that the 
North would have its control of the situation in that area. 

Mr. Arens. Where were these meetings held in Durham? 

Mr. Penha. These meetings were held with a maximum security. 
Some were held in homes, trusted homes. The meetings that were 
held in the homes, at all times all security precautionary measures 
were taken. Other meetings were held in automobiles; and in addi- 
tion to that, we also had meetings which were held within Duke Uni- 
versity and its campus. The reason for all of these given areas and 
others was because of security. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us about the meeting at Duke University. 

Mr. Penha. The meeting that was held at Duke University — I be- 
lieve there were 2. One was held within the chapel of Duke Univer- 
sity for security reasons. It is obvious that it would be one of the best 
places. 

Mr. Arens. Who made the arrangement for the group to convene in 
the chapel at Duke University ? 

Mr. Penha. These arrangements were made by Bill Evans and 
presented to me for my approval at the time. 

Mr. Arens. How many assembled in the session which was held at 
Duke University chapel? 

Mr. Penha. I would say that the greatest number was 3 to 4. 
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Mr. Arens. Under what pretense was the chapel made available 
to the group for its session? 

Mr. Penha. The party took advantage of the chapel being avail- 
able to the public, as it is supposedly, for the purposes that we were 
going there to pray and see the chapel itself. 

Mr. Arens. I have never been to Duke University, and I should like 
to inquire : Is this chapel a place of meditation or is it a place of pub- 
lic worship where there are general services with generally a large 
congregation? 

Mr. Penha. There is quite a large congregation, and it is also a 
place of meditation at the same time, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Where did the actual Communist Party conclave take 
place, within the larger edifice or within a smaller sanctuary? 

Mr. Penha. It took place within the largest because of the reason 
that it would be the most logical place. Of course, none of us carry 
anything with us that would be suspicious; and as such you can talk, 
and people will just think that you are part of a religious group, that 
is, within that building. 

Mr. Arens. Did Bill Evans make an overture to the administrative 
authorities at Duke University soliciting the chapel for use of the 
Communists or did the Communists under his leadership in this ses- 
sion just go to the chapel ? 

Mr. Penha. The party just went there, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you concluded with your activities at Durham? 
Mr. Penha. I haven't concluded, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Go right ahead, please, sir. I would like to have you 
cover it to give the significant points. 

Mr. Penha. "While I was in Durham, I was informed that Oscar 
Berland, who was the contact party member and coordinator for 
Junius Scales — the reason for this was that secrecy was at its highest 
peak and Junius Scales, being well known, we had to be absolutely 
sure of not only my safety, but of those other comrades, particularly 
colonizers, I would see. 

Mr. Arens. I am not sure the record is clear, Mr. Penha, if you will 
pardon the interruption. You say you were informed of Berland. 
Do you mean you met him there? 

Mr. Penha. I met Oscar Berland there, yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Was he identified to you as part of the underground 
apparatus of the Communist conspiracy in this country ? 

Mr. Penha. That is absolutely true,' sir. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us what transpired between you and Berland. 

Mr. Penha. One of the things was that I sent a message to Junius 
Scales at the time, through Oscar, in order to strengthen the party 
meetings both in quality, more so in that, and in reaching the local 
party officials in each given area so that I could place them on the 
spot. Subsequently, the following evening, Oscar Berland came 
back with an answer from Junius Scales promising full cooperation. 

In addition to that, I had brought down with me a copy, a docu- 
ment, 18-page document, that ye were preparing, the National Textile 
Commission; and Bill Evans had received one also. This document 
was to be used at the time in strengthening the general line that we 
had and obtaining as much information as will strengthen this 
document. Oscar IJerland was the key person in this. I worked 
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with him. The only phase that he was not to touch was that which 
the National Commission itself would handle. The problems of the 
South was particularly the key point that I worked with him on at the 
time. 

Mr. Arens. Are there textile mills in or around the Durham area 
where you were in session ? 
Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you completed the highlights ? 

Mr. Pjsnha. There, is the Erwin Mills in the Durham area, which 
they brought me there to see, so that I could better evaluate the size 
and location of the plant and the need for colonizers there. 

Mr. Arens. And at all times you were in the underground ap- 
paratus in this process ? 

Mr. Penha. At all times they knew me as only Tom. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to ask this naive question on the record, 
so it is clear : The time is long since past that you can look in the 
telephone book and find the Communist.Party's address in any given 
area, is that not true, Mr. Penha ? 

Mr. Penha. That is absolutely true. 

Mr. Ajudns. The time has long since passed when the Communist 
Party, as an operating entity, is above ground, isn't that true ? 

Mr. Penha. That is absolutely true, sir. # 

Mr. Arens. Sir, have you completed the significant facts with 
reference to your visit to the Durham, North Carolina, area? 

Mr. Penha. The only point I want to raise about Durham is that 
while these meetings were taking place, I participated in them on the 
basis of criticizing the local leaders; making recommendations to 
strengthen the apparatus ; and subsequently, as a result of this, mak- 
ing my own recommendations in New York City so that in my opinion 
I would have the leading person, Bill Evans, removed from leader- 
ship, which was done subsequently. 

Mr. Arens. And you were working under direct orders ot the 
National Textile Commission itself, is that correct ? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. > 

Mr. Arens. Before we leave Durham in the chronology of your 
trip-to go to the next place, have you told us the name of each person 
who was a participant in these secret sessions at Durham? 

Mr. Penha. All of these people that I have made reference to, 
starting with Bill Evans and concluding with William Matthews, 
participated in one or more meetings with me. I believe I attended 
some 5 to 6 meetings with each and every one at one time or another. 

Mr Arens. Do you here and now testify- that each of these persons, 
to your certain knowledge, was a member of the Communist appara- 
tus? n , . 

Mr Penha. I absolutely do, sir. - 

Mr- Arens. Now tell us the next place you went, please^ sir, and 
give us the comparable facts relating ^ that<p^ce. ^-E-' mMr% 
/.f Mr. Penha. Winston-Salem area. Waraea^

He was also very instrumental in his own syna- 
gogue, teaching Sunday school to the children, which is another party 
technique.

, There waslCXBill, last name I do not know, who was an Industrial 
Commission member and my driver at the time. I mighlTadd^m^f ar~ J 
as these people are^concerned, through security devices and measures 
I was able to know their true identity, not that they told me while 
I was down there. The same facts apply that they only knew me as 
Tom, and I only knew them as other names they gave. 

Mr. Arens. Did you learn anything of the general educational 
background of the colonizers whom the Communist Party selected to 
penetrate the South? 

Mr. Penha. I certainly did, sir. And I found, which was no sur- 
prise to me, because based on my experiences I was fully aware of 
this, that the average colonizer either holds a bachelor's, master's, or 
doctor's degree; and in the case of the South, this was absolutely 
correct. 

Mr. Arebts. When 'they went into the South to work in the indus- 
trial establishments, the textile industry, did they, on the basis of your 
experience, reveal to their prospective employers that they had high 
educations? 

Mr. Penha. In my experience, they did not at any time do that be- 
cause it Would be obvious they would never get employment as such. 

Mr. Arens. What type of jobs did they take, just as a pattern? 

Mr. Penha. They would take menial jobs in order to go along with 
the instructions that were handed down by the party. They were 
willing to sacrifice years of formal education in order to serve the 
party's aims. 

Mr. Arens. Now I should like to ask you, before we get into the 
activities of Winston-Salem, Mr. Penha, to give us as much detail as 
you can on this public record with reference to certain of the people 
whom we have under subpena and who will.be heard by this commit- 
tee during our stay here. * 

I ask you, first of all, to give us as much detail as you presently have 
with reference to Mr. Eugene Feldman, whom you have identified as 
a person known by you to be a Southern colonizer of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. PenhTa. Well, sir, I would like to say this in regard to him 
and others, that when I went down South it was extremely difficult 
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for me to handle my activities— and I am talking about my intelligence 
activities— in order to report it to the FBI and, at the same time, to 
conduct myself as a leader while I was down there. This was so 
because of the fact that they were not known tome by their true 
identities. I had to utilize security devices and so forth, bo that, to 
make a complete background on each and every individual, as 1 
started with Eugene Feldman a while ago, actually I couldn t go any 
further at this time other than stating that he was a college man; he 
was a colonizer originally sent from a Midwestern state, and he was 
instrumental in a synagogue. 

Mi-. Arens. You would recognize him if you should lay eyes upon 
him; is that correct? . , ., 

Mr. Penha. I would put it this way, sir : While I was down theie 
within a matter of 8 days, I believe, traveling extensively throughout 
that area, I met with approximately 32 party members, aD j secret 
members. Many of them I met at night in cars and places of the hke 
It is very possible that I can identify many of them. It is also possible 
that I may not be able to identify others. Some I was 2 hours with, 
others I was 5 and 6. , a , 

Mr. Ajkens. Tell us what you did in Winston-Salem. 

Mr Penha. In Winston-Salem, I had several meetings with War- 
ren Williams, because he was the top man in that area, being the sec- 
tion organizer, fully evaluating the necessity that existed m - Strength- 
ening the weakness, organizational weakness, within that area, 
Sng places and preparations and getting as much information as 
SSble at the same time, of the existence of the Cone Mills, tins was 
C Cone ISto in Greensboro, so that we could avail ourselves of 
transfers of party members from the various areas m North Carolina 

in Alon?wi?htt"'there were other developments such as giving them 
a certafn perspective in order to bring into W^^Jft^ 
North, includihg the National Textile Commission, the National Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party, and the top leaders of the . party m 
New England, of which I was one, were particularly interested in 
XrS£h?ning that key area. There were several proposals made. 
TSfweS various discussions on the basic weaknesses, Theresas 
further implementation established at that time for coordmation, both 
Kin the various groups within the South, the methods that should 
be further expanded %n, and also between the North and the South. 

Mr ArasNS Did you in addition to your work on tins mission of 
thfcomSist Party ok a textile penetration, give directives and con- 
sult wEeadif of the operation^ the South respecting penetration 
of nSdSrial groups, which we generaUy call Communist f route ? 

Mr Pbnha. I gave as I recall a general approach to that matter. 
The reason for that was mainly that I had found there was much to 
be done on the level of infiltration and colonization. Therefore, l 
felt that I had to deal more extensively on that in those given areas. 

Mr Ikens* TeU S ?what, in Communist Party jargon, is meant by 

"^Pen^I. Well, sir, infiltration is the method whereby party 
members are instructed to penetrate organizations for the purpose of 
influence of connnunism. To infiltrate «, umon organiza- 
Sn" o? industry is but a first step. First and foremost, it must be 
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made to .serve the party's interest. In labor organizations the party, 
once in control, will crush every opponent. The party's exploitation 
against our society can best be illustrated by their ability to stress the 
issues that are the important elements for a worker and thereby un- 
dermining politics. . 

In addition, in industry the ability of the party to play the role 
of mediator between industry versus union and vice versa, to create a 
wedge of ill feelings, is one of their specialties. However, to fulfill 
the party's aims, to achieve victory — force and violence being necessary 
for the party's victory— it follows that industrial sabotage and es- 
pionage are the key to the ultimate aim of the party's victory in 
industry. 

The Chairman. I think we will have a recess to give the witness an 
opportunity to take a little rest. The committee will stand in recess 
for 5 minutes. 

( A brief recess was feken.) 

(Members present: Representatives Francis E. Walter, Edwin E. 
Willis, William M. Tuck.) 

The Chairman. The committee will be in order. 

(Committee members present: Eepresentatives Walter, Willis, 
Tuck, and Jackson.) 

The Chairman. Proceed, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha, would you kindly resume the witness chair? 

The Chairman. Mr. Penha, before you go on, just as a matter of 
curiosity, I would like to know how you got into the Communist 
Party originally. 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, I will try to answer your question. How- 
ever, as yo\x know, there will be some important elements that I will 
have to leave out for security reasons. However, I first became ac- 
quainted with communism during World War II as a member of 
Military Intelligence. My activities encompassed particularly the 
country of Italy. In Trieste I was confronted with Yugoslav and 
Italian Communists. It was at that time that I became aware of the 
menace, that it was international in scope, and that I had to do some- 
thing after the war to have at least some part in fighting communism. 

Later on, after I was discharged from the service, I was in contact 
with the FBI ; and after a thorough investigation of me, they accepted 
me within their ranks to infiltrate the Communist Party. I was very 
fortunate, through security devices, to be able to get in the Com- 
munist Party within two months. Subsequently after that my rise in 
the party Avas one that followed at a rapid pace. 

The Chairman. How did you get into the party ? That is the thing 
I am interested in and would like to know. 

Mr. Penha. Well, I should raise one general viewpoint on that, 
sir, to give you ah illustration. At the time, in 1949 and early 1950, 
the Communist Party had a fifteen-minute radio broadcast which 
originated in the City of Eall River, Massachusetts. At the conclu- 
sion of this program the speaker— they-lia^^afious speakers of the 
party, but mainly a Josej^fegueiredo, who subsequently brought me 
into the party— stressed at *he end of the program that anyone that 
was interested, or would like to give comments or criticisms, was to 
write to the station or to- him or to a post office box that had been 
set up for that purpose. I did, and subsequently he got in touch with 
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me, and it followed that he slowly attempted to indoctrinate me, culti- 
vate me. , 

I believe this took a matter of some weeks because of the tact that 
he had known that I had lived in Portugal for a number of years, 
and he was strong in his belief of fighting the existing Premier at the 
time, who is still the Premier, Salazar, and he felt that my opinions 
coincided with his. That strengthened his belief that I could be pos- 
sibly a good candidate for the party. After that it just continued 
to unfold. 

Mr. Jackson. He -was wrong, wasn't he ? 
Mr. Penha. Little did he know that. 
The Chairman. All right, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Now, would you kindly tell us the next place you went 
on your trip into the South at the behest of the National Textile 
Commission of the Communist Party % 

Mr. Willis. May I ask one question at this point ? 

The Chairman. All right. _ To 

Mr. "Willis. I suppose that you made regular reports to the FBI? 

Mr. Penha. Every contact that I made, whether it was in the South, 
New York, or in the North, I made reports on every single phase of 
activity, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Perhaps the committee would be interested to hear ]ust 
a word, Mr. Penha, while we have diverted from the main theme, 
about your own personal life in the Communist Party. First of all, 
were you permitted to attend church services and be a regular com- 
municant in the church of your choice ? 

Mr. Penha. No, sir, I was not. The party, of course, as you gen- 
tlemen know, is basically an atheistic group. As such they do not 
want anyone to attend church or believe in any religion — other than 
a small group which think of infiltrating organizations within the 
church, not for the purposes of worship. As such, I had prepared 
in advance before contacting Joseph Figueiredo — that is, the prepa- 
ration I made was divorcing myself from my own church so that, 
when I got in, I was completely out of contact with the church. Dur- 
ing the entire eight years, I attended no more than eight services with 
the maximum security precautions taken at the time. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us a word, please, in this same vein, respecting the 
discipline which the Communist Party operations impose upon the 
comrades in their personal lives. 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, their discipline is one that is again indicative 
of the fact that it is not a party. It is no party in this country, 
thank God; and I don't think we will ever have one that will main- 
tain a discipline that the Communist Party does. For example, short- 
ly after I was a member of the Communist Party, I had been in the 
insurance business during that time, and I was instructed, I was 
urged, and I was ordered to get out of my own profession and accept 
menial jobs. If I did not do that, I would not be' able to advance m 
the party. This was a sacrifice of $45 to $50 a week for me and my 
family. p 

In addition to that, its discipline on the personal life of a Communist 
is revolved around many factors. One, your time is never your own. 
They can call you at will and tell you, you are leaving for New York 
within an hour ; whether you are, at the time, working or not it does not

Mr. Abbot. That is the Walter-McCarran Immigration and Na- 
tionality Act, is that correct? 

^¥ r -/ B fiP;^ at A i ? 1 cor ? ecfc ' sir '„ The reason for that is because 
of the fact that this Act has been so effective in holding down the Com- 
munists in this country and, at the same time, has curtailed the import 
of Communists from abroad. v 

Mr. Aebns. May I interpose a question right there, Mr. Penha ? 

The Communist Party in its attack on the Walter-McCarran Act 
doesn't come out and say, "We, the Communist Party, we comrades, 
we Communists want this act destroyed." How do they do ? What is 
their technique? What are the mechanics by which they undertake 
to bring pressure on the Congress or create sentiments against legis- 
lative enactment? 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir,- they have been very effective in their methods 
and techniques. One of their methods is establishing a chain of 
letters, communications and petitions, to the Congressmen, which with- 
in relatively a short time, 72 hours, they are able to put' as much as 
150,000 protests in, addressed to the Congressmen, the President, pro- 
testing such laws. " 

Mr. Akenb. The individual signer of these petitions and the person 
who writes the letter does not know at the time he does it that he has 
done so at the solicitation of a comrade, does he ? 
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Mr. Penha. He has no knowledge, whatsoever. He is a dupe. 

Mr. Arens. To what extent does the Communist operation in the 
United States use non-Communists for the purpose of accomplishing 
their objectives? 

Mr. Penha. It is rather unfortunate to report, sir, that the use of 
non-Communists, sincere Americans, is extensively used throughout 
the country. A conservative estimate, based on my experiences, is that 
a Communist is able, capable, and has direct or indirect influence or 
control over such dedicated Americans, insofar as having these people 
take the role which the party could not, and in this connection "I 
would say that this average is between 10 to 12 Americans per 
Communist. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Penha, may we resume the itinerary which we 
were pursuing here a little while ago on your instruction tour in the 
South, in which you were meeting with key comrades on behalf of the 
National Textile Commission of the Communist Party? I believe we 
had finished the general theme of jour testimony on the Winston- 
Salem, North Carolina, vicinity. 

Mr. Penha. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. "Where did you go next, please, sir, and tell us what 
transpired there. 

Mr. Penha. Well, sir, I went to a small town in.S^^.Ca^hna, 
the name of which does not come to my mind at the time ; and prep- 
arations had been made for me to meet key Cojnmunists in that area 
and colonizers around there; but because of the If act that there was 
a discrepancy at the time involving the agenda and the arrangements 
for my appearance there, we only met with one Communist that was 
present at the time. 

Mr. Ahens. Who was he, please, sir ? * * 

Mr. Penha. I do not know his true name. I believe the codename 
that was used, if I recall correctly, wa^Pete. 

Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon? 

Mr. Penha. Pete. P-e-t-e. -* 

At that time, of course, the same techniques and methods were de- 
veloped with him in line with coordinating South Carolina with North 
Carolina, and exercising my influence, to see that the National Tex- 
tile Commission and the party as a whole, through the National 
Committee, would develop a further and extensive means of develop- 
ing, carrying out, and directing the party policy and line withm the 
South. ■ , 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, may I invite your attention to the general 
subject matter of persons who are members of the Communist Paxty 
but not actively identified with the National Textile Commission who 
did come to New York City, or who were in contact with New York 
City, for the purpose of obtaining directions and orders? 

Mr. i Penha. There were several comrades, sir. There was one 
Emiuksher, the husband of Martha Stone, national committee- 
womSior the party, who came from New J ersey. 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me. He came from New^ergey for what 
purpose? , . . __. - 

Mr. Penha. The purpose of Emil coming into Ney^Kork ^as to 
strengthen the Commission's , work, organizationally speaking and 
nationally speaking, in order to further implement the party policy 
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in the South, and to further commit New Jersey in utilizing finances 
in the South, colonizers to be sent down and its experiences that had 
been gained m the North. 

Edward Strong, recently deceased, a National Committee member 
tLcoiunist Party 1 r ° f ]1Srational ^S 10 Commission for 

Mt.Arens. From where, please, sir? 

Mr. Penha. He was at the time in New York. Eel Strong's posi- 
tion was to strengthen again the national level with the SoutS, to the 
extent that I recall in one of the meetings Bill Evans was present and 
was somewhat critical of the national line of the party, insofar as 
they were being directed by the North and that the South didn't seem 
to have much say. Ed Strong at that time was very instrumental not 
only in placing Bill Evans as a representative of the South in line, but 
seeing to it that the South was going to conform with the party's 
policy and line directed by the National Committee in New York, 
He went further to see to it that BiU Evans would have to be removed 
±rom his positions, again indicative of the national party's strength 
and control over the South. s 

Sidney Lipshires, at the time being the acting district organizer for 
the entire New England area. His participation there was also on the 
basis of extending the experiences of the North, the sending of two 
colonizers from the North and aiding in finances and propaganda to 
be sent down to the South. ' . 

Mr. Aeens. "Was Junius Scales on the National Textile Commis- 
sion itself? 

Mr. Penha. I was just getting to his name, sir. Junius Scales at- 
tended two of the National Textile Commission meetings in New 
York City. Because he was not a member of this Commission, he had 
been invited to attend its meetings. As the. National Textile Com- 
mission was formed solely for the purpose of directing the party's 
activities in the South, it followed, then, that' its membership was 
selected on the basis of having majority representation from the 
JNorth. Only one member from the South would have actual voice 
m its decisions; hence, party supervision, direction, and discipline 
could be properly maintained. As such, Junius Scales was hot a 
member of the National Textile Commission, but rather a. top South- 
ern Communist observer. 

Mr. Aeens. Scales was tried under the Smith Act, was he not? 

Mr. Penha. That is correct, sir. At the time he was out on bail. 

Mr. Aeens. While he was out on bail did he, to your certain knowl- 
*#?' ™ any Penetrating of the South, from the standpoint of work 
of the Textile Commission? 

Mr. Penha. Well, that was one of his phases of activities, sir. He 
had been instructed, from time to time, both by the National Textile ' 
Commission and the National Committee to go into the South— at 
this time he was living in New York— for the purposes of coordinat- 
ing the party's activities in the South, meeting with top party officials, 
and seeing to it that the party's instructions given by both the Nation- 
al lextile Commission and the National Committee in New York City 
were to be carried out in Carolina. 

Mr. Akens. Did he do so ? 

Mr. Penha. Yes, he did, sir. 
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Mr. Arens. Did he do so while he was out on bail? 
Mr. Penha. He was out on bail at the time, sir. 
Mr. Wilms. Was he found guilty? Was Scales convicted? 
Mr. Penjsta. He was convicted and he appealed, sir, to the Supreme 
Court. 

Later on Junius Scales was instructed by the National Committee 
again to go to New England in order to carry out a program of propa- 
ganda as instructed by the National Committee. On the surface the 
public was informed that he was there to defend his position, having 
been indicted on the membership clause of the Smith Act. However, 
his main purpose was to get into public debates, which he did in 
Providence, Rhode Island ; to harass and undermine our internal se- 
curity system; to attack it in all forms and shapes; and to attempt to 
get public support and cooperation and action against our Govern- 
ment. Pie also was instructed to obtain finances, which were to come 
from both party sympathizers and American people at large, sup- 
posedly for his defense. Actually the party was in need of money, 
and this was one of the reasons why he was sent, and it was much 
easier to obtain-it on the basis of his need for his defense. 

Mr. Arens. Are there any others who were working with the Nat- 
ional Textile Commission to your certain knowledge but who were 
not officially on the National Textile Commission? 

Mr. Penha. Oscar Berland, from Durham. As a result of my 'trip 
down South, I attended an organizational meeting in the latter part 
of 1955 in Fairhaven, Massachusetts. This meeting was for the pur- 
pose of giving a report" 'on myTKp, recommendations for changes. 
Among these I recommended that Bill Evans be replaced. As a re- 
sult, Oscar Berland was sent in to replace him|to attend National Tex- 
tile Commission meetings. / ' j£p I ' 

At that meeting, present were: FannfTLacht, Souther regional 
organizer; Ed Strong, National Committee member; MiisSfeisso, who 
had just come out from complete underground for a period of ap- 
proximately 3 years that he had spent and," during that period, he 
had completely changed his physical appearance and identity in order 
to avoid possible arrest; Sidney Lipshires, who had been acting dis- 
trict organizer for New England while Mike was completely under- 
ground ; and myself. ~ AA£L&* . 

Aside from my report, there was another ftport given by Ed Strong 
and implemented by Fanny Licht, relative to 'the fact of colonization. 
The^ had come into the New England area for the pumose of inter- 
viewing twQ prospective colonizers, namely, fe^ffr^^hite and his 
wife, Ann-^Wtiite, from I^yidence, RhodeiMand/ * They had re- 
quested, at that time, m^opmioSftelativ'e "to Tie "person of Geoff 
White, his capabilities. 

• Mr. Arens. Whom was Geoffrey White to contact in the South? 

Mr. Penha. If I may on this point allude just one second, and tK&n 
I will answer that, sir. t'*'£ tuwi ,li L__ 

Mr. Ajkens. Proceed. Excuse me. y ^ ■ , 

Mr. Penha. In the person of GeofiwhitejVho subsequently went 
to the South as acolonizer, I of course {recommended him, and I think 
this is highly pertinent — it again shows the effectiveness of a colon- 
izer — like many others I met in the South, he was a Harvard graduate, 
a disciplined, 'hard-core, and zealous Communist who had been in 
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Eastern Europe at one time and subsequently, on his return, was told 
to accept a menial 30b as a colonizer in Rhode Island to gain some 
experience. , 0 

While he was -working in Rhode Island as a colonizer— and he be- 
came very effective, as all colonizers do, in a relatively short time— he 
became editor of the local trade union newspaper; and there the party 
line was thoroughly put across. He was also able to recruit at least 
two workers, to my knowledge, into the Communist Party. Not only 
was he able to recruit them, but he knew how to cultivate and indoc- 
trinate them. One of them in relatively a short time became a poten- 
tial colonizer. He was specifically trained for that purpose. 

Ihese are more or less typical of what we find in all areas of the 
country as far as colonizers, particularly in this given area of the 
South. h')tiZ>3 

Now, Geoff White subsequently was instructed, shortly after this 
meeting, to go to NW^k,City with Micha^feusso and there they 
would be met by Ed Strong. A fourth person was to come up from 
Dalton, Georgia, to meet with Geoff White. This- person, as I was 
told, was an editor of a newspaper in the South, which happens to be 
the Southera^t^ We had various copies submitted to us in the North 
to use. D^if^Yest, as itwas reported to me, was also a minister , very 
effective m labor organizations and a party member. HewasTo come 
*° New York, City to meet Geoff White, participate in consultations 
m order to ascertain the value and the need for Geoff White to assist 
Don West in the South, both within the paper, the Southerner, and 
within labor organizations and industries. Subsequently, Geoff White 
was sent down to the South as a colonizer. 

I may add, on the issue of colonizers, it was reported time and 
time again in New York City in the national meetings that I at- 
tended, that the party stressed very much the fact that colonization 
is part of the party's industrial concentration program, because it 
would aim at increasing Communist influence, both in industry and 
labor. As such, the party would see to it that any colonizer sent 
down to the South would have to be a tested, hard-core, zealous com- 
rade; and even if he was known in the North as a Communist, that 
would not matter because the party would change his complete identity, 
physically and Otherwise ; provide him with completely new identifica- 
tion, another name, complete new background, and so forth. He 
would have extensive training prior to coming into the South. 

Mr. Akests. Now, would you kindly tell us about the activities in 
the South, to your .certain knowledge, of the Southern organizer 
whom you identified as Fanny Licht. 

Mr. Penha. Fanny Licht at that time, in 1955, was the Southern 
regional organizer, the top Communist that controlled the South for 
the National Committee. She was a Northerner living in New York 
City at the time. Her task was to carry out the party line and policy 
in the South within the framework of the instructions received by 
the National Committee. In addition to that, she was also a contact 
for many Communists to the National Committee. I recall one time 
I went to New York City with Sidney Lipshires, and he had a vast 
amount of money collected in New England to be turned over to the 
National Committee. We went to the home of Fanny Licht, and it 
was turned over to her so that she would give it to the proper person 
within the National Committee.

Fannv Licht attended at least two meetings with me and she took 
no pains to stress the point that, aside from being a Southern regional 
organizer, she had full responsibility within the National Committee. 
Sue saw to it, from time to time, that those people that were in the 
party that did not want to adjust themselves to accept her were to be 
weeded out of party positions. » • ni .r, ar . 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, this particular witness has m other 
executive sessions given considerable information, to the committee 
on offer areas and other items of interest in the . 
committee. We have no further questions to ask this witness at 
this time respecting the particular operation winch we have been 
pursuing thus far in this hearing. , 

The Chairman. Have you any questions i 

Mr. "Wilms. No. 

The Chairman. Governor Tuck i 

Mr. Tuck. I have no questions. 

The Chairman. Mr. Jackson? % ■ 

Mr. Jackson. I have no questions, Mr. Chairman. However, 1 teel 
the American people, the committee, and the Congress are indebted to 
Mr Penha Only one who has cut off all the normal ways and man- 
ners of life to enter the Communist Party can understand what a sac- 
rifice it is; and to spend 8 years in the conspiracy on behalt oi the 
Government constitutes a great service to America. , 

I want to congratulate the witness and express my appreciation 
and my thanks to him, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Penha. Thank you, sir. „ 

The Chairman. Yes, Mr. Penha, I, too, want to thank you. You 
rendered a great service to your country, perhaps as great as the serv- 
ice you rendered during wartime. It is appalling to me to see the 
apathy on all sides and particularly from people who are well, in- 
formed This is a very distasteful task this committee is performing, 
and I assure you not a member of it sought the position he occupies. 
But somebody has to do it, and I might say to those who would de- 
stroy the effectiveness of the committee by making attacks on the sev- 
eral members that when the committee as presently constituted changes, 
the same work will continue. +t, 0 

And it is only because of people such as you that we can devise the 
kind of legislative program that will help. 

This last week we had some hearings regarding a matter that had 
been developed through hearings of this committee ; and 1 am sure 
that when the proposals are enacted into law, it will go a great jay 
toward undoing what was done through a decision of the Supreme

Mr. Arens. How" long have~you been with the Customs Service and 
how long have you been assigned to this particular project of main- 
taining surveillance on the importation of Communist propaganda? 
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Mr. Fishman. I have been with the Customs Service some 30 years 
and with this proj ect about 10. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, give us just a word again on this record 
as to the principal provisions of the law, the Foreign Agents ^Registra- 
tion Act, which are applicable to this project of Communist propa- 

^Mr^FismiAN. The Customs Service, in a joint effort with the 
United States Post Office Department, is charged with the responsi- 
bility of prohibiting the importation of subversive materials which 
advocate treason or insurrection against the United States. We also 
have the joint responsibility with the Justice Department to enforce 
certain provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act. 

The Foreign Agents Registration Act is a disclosure type o± statute. 
It contemplates that those people in the United States who desire to 
read foreign propaganda be made aware of the source of the material 
by the proper labeling or identification thereof. Thus a reader has 
an opportunity to evaluate the source. As we understand it, the stat- 
ute does not restrict or prohibit an individual from reading any 
printed material which emanates from the Soviet bloc countries. 

The Customs Service and the Post Office Department have estab- 
lished three control units: One in New York, one in San Francisco, 
and one in Chicago. To these units we direct most of the printed 
material which has its origin in the Soviet Union and in the Soviet 
bloc countries. , , ' 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, in the simplest terms, the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act requires that an agent in the United States 
of a foreign power, who is disseminating political propaganda, must 
himself register with the' Department of Justice and must cause to be 
affixed to the political propaganda a labeling or a stamp so that the 
reader will know that he has Communist propaganda, is not that cor- 
rect? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. # . 

Mr. Ajrens. During the course of your 30-odd years' service m the 
Bureau of Customs of the United States Treasury Department, have 
you ever seen a single item of Communist propaganda which has been 
imported into the United States which has been labeledan accordance 
with the law, in accordance with the Foreign Agents Registration 
Act ? 

Mr. Fishman. None on its way into the United States. I have seen 
some exhibits in the Library of Congress which have borne the neces- 
sary labeling. _ 

Mr. Arens. You have before you today, Mr. Fishman, some speci- 
mens of the Communist propaganda that have been imported, or in 
the process of being imported, through New York City, is that 
correct? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. That is one of the control points ? 

Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Before I proceed further, I should like to have you tell 
this committee now the overall statistics on the Communist propa- 
ganda that is being imported into the United States from the Iron 
Curtain countries through the various ports of entry.

Mr. Fishman. The volume increases steadily. In 1955 there were 
imported into the United States some 2,563,000 mail packages of 
printed matter from the Soviet bloc countries. These, we estimate, 
contained over 5,000,000 pieces of printed matter intended for dis- 
semination in the United States. 

In 1956 that increased by almost a million mail packages. 

In 1957 it did increase by a million and in 1958 — the first six months 
of 1958— there was a total of 2,454,000 packages containing 4,786,000 
pieces of printed matter. This, of course, was a 6-month period in 
1958. We haven't added the last 2 months. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, this is all material emanating from an 
Iron Curtain country, is it not ? 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. All imported into the United States, is that correct? 
Mr. Fishman. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. All of it disseminated over the United States ? 

Mr. Fishmaw. Intended for dissemination. Of course some of it 
we have been able to control. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, in addition to this material which you 
are speaking about which is imported from abroad, this Communist 
propaganda, is there Communist propaganda emanating from non- 
Communist countries abroad which is imported into the United 
States? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. As our control becomes more effective, a great 
deal of this same printed matter is sent into the United States through 
friendly countries. Because of budgetary difficulties, we are unable 
to exercise the same kind of control over all foreign mail matter; 
neither are we as much concerned with printed matter which comes 
from friendly countries. So that a good deal of this material is 
passed without examination. Then, too, in order to cause the deten- 
tion of any of these importations under the Foreign Agents Kegistra- 
tion Act, we must establish agency relationship. This is not as simple 
where material comes from a friendly country. 

Mr. Arens. Is the Communist propaganda which is coming into the 
United States from friendly countries, as distinct from the Iron Cur- 
tain countries, on the increase or on the decrease ? 

Mr. Fishmak. On the increase. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have any way of giving us an appraisal as to 
the volume of that' Communist propaganda that is hitting our shores? 

Mr. Fishman. No. That would only be an estimate and we just 
haven't the figures at all. 

Mr. Arens. At the request of the chairman of the committee, did 
you, in the course of the recent past, make a spot check of the Com- 
munist propaganda coming through one port of entry, through New 
York City, destined to some 3 or 4 of the typical southern states? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. At the suggestion of the committee we segre- 
gated and set apart for a brief period of time that portion of the mail 
destined for this area. 

t Mr. Arens. By this area you mean the Georgia, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi area, is that correct? 

Mr. Fishjvia:n". That is correct. 
. Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you make this spot check? 
Mr. Fishman. Two weeks. 
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Mr. Arens. Do the exhibits here represent a typical sampling of 
this material? 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. Most of the exhibits were chosen from 
material destined for this area. 

, Mr. Arens. Tell us, if you please, sir, what type of mail this is 
which comes into the Southern States. 

Mr. Fishmah . The Communist propaganda program is directed, for 
the most part, to those states where the citizenship has its heritage 
in foreign countries, countries which are now under Communist con- 
trol. Areas like the State of Georgia and other southern states get 
a much more selected type of material. Here the volume is much less. 
The percentage of material sent here is far less than it is in some of 
the northern states. But it is selected more carefully. It is sent to 
people who probably will disseminate and redistribute it in domestic 
and local publications. The propaganda program currently is di- 
rected, first of all, to the general type of Communist material ; then, 
too, a good deal of effort has recently been directed to the students 
at the secondary schools in the United States, the colleges, and 
universities. And, of course, the redefection program or the "return 
to the homeland" program has been on the constant increase. We 
have made very careful efforts to halt the flow of this homeland ma- 
terial into the United States because it is all unsolicited. 

The Committee on Un-American Activities has been very helpful 
in this respect : They have made the public aware that the redefection 
program is an overall Communist type of propaganda program. And 
this was important in this way : Eedef ection material is sent in- — r 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me. Would you clarify what you mean by re- 
defection ? Our record may not be clear on that here. 

Mr. Fishmahst. The Communist propaganda machine, a number of 
years ago, turned out a good deal of material consisting of individually 
written letters to people who have their origin in foreign countries, 
asking them to return home; promising them forgiveness for any 
crimes they may have committed against the administration; assuring 
them that there was plenty, and that the situation in the particular 
country "was far better than it was in the United States; and telling 
them that they owed it to their country of origin to return and give 
the benefits of their experience, their knowledge, to the foreign coun- 
try. This material was individually addressed, and many of the reci- 
pients were alarmed because they felt that they were being subjected 
to pressures from outside of the United States. We received many 
letters asking us to withhold delivery of this material; Members of the 
Congress sent us many complaints that they had received ; and it was 
as a result of a hearing before this committee, the Committee on Un- 
American Activities, that the public was made aware that this was an 
overall propaganda program, q,nd many of the fears of the recipients 
were allayed. 

The program, however, has continued to be on the increase; and 
as we have taken steps to control it, efforts to forward this type of ma- 
terial into the United States have increased, so much so that the 
senders have reduced the size of the letter and are now sending it in 
very small packets. Then, too, a good deal of it is disguised in time 
tables and other material, and the recipients are asked to acknowledge 
receipt, something they never were asked to do before this. 
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Mr. Ajrens. As to this sampling which was made of Communist 
propaganda destined to this Mid-South area, does any of it contain 
a label that "this is Communist propaganda in accordance with the 
Foreign Agents Registration Act" ? 

Mr. Fishman. No. It is only by indirection and if you study the 
publication that one may become aware of its origin. 

To complete the statement I made concerning this homeland ma- 
terial, I have a translation from the Russian, which I would like to 
read, at least an extract from it. It is addressed "Dear Compatriot " 
and reads as follows : 

Having received your address from one of our compatriots, we decided to 
address this letter to you. 

You live in foreign lands for a long time. We do not know what circumstances 
have torn you away from your homeland, from your family and friends and 
have doomed you to become a foreigner, but we are sure, that no matter where 
you are the holy image of the mother homeland always lives in your conscience, 
as it lives in the conscience and heart of everyone of our compatriots abroad. 
This is why we are taking 'it as our duty to help every Soviet citizen, who has 
found himself outside of his homeland, to come closer to the homeland, to be 
in touch with its life, successes in work, science and culture, to realize yourself 
to be a true son of the great Soviet people, to help our compatriots to withstand 
bourgeoisie and emigrant propaganda which, not wanting to see the successes 
of the Soviet people, pours slanders upon our homeland. 

We know that not all Soviet citizens will be able to return to the homeland. 
We even don't consider this as our goal. But we wish to help our compatriots 
to reestablish contact with the homeland, to strengthen in them the feeling of 
pride for the homeland. 

And so on and so forth. To continue from the letter : 

If our letter to you will awaken in you some interest to the homeland or 
will provoke a desire to reestablish with relatives in the Soviet Union ties 
broken for one reason or another, or will make you think about your own 
position, write to us. We will give you cooperation and moral support. 

This goes on to tell how to get in touch with the committee and 
advise that there is a broadcast every day. 

Mr. Arens. Why would they be sending that, Mr. Fishman? Do 
you have a conclusion you reached in your own mind on that? 

Mr. Fishman. I doubt very much that any of this material has any 
real effect, and I doubt also whether there will be a wholesale exodus 
of people from tl\e United States back to the Soviet Union, but it 
does continue to strengthen the distribution scheme in tlae United 
States and it permits dissemination to many more people who can be 
continuously bombarded with this type of material. 

Mr. Arens. By "this material," you are alluding exclusively at the 
moment to the redef ection material, are you not ? 

Mr. Fishman. Yes. Once having established a person's identity 
and address here in the United States, all of this other propaganda 
type of material follows, plus requests for funds and so on and so 
forth. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Fishman, this Communist propaganda here, vari- 
ous publications, of which you have made a sampling goes through 
the United States mails, does it not ? 

Mr. Fishman. It does. 

Mr. Arens. The United States mails are not self-sustaining, are 
they? 

Mr. Fishman. Not as I understand it. 

Mr. Arens. In other words, Mr. Fishman, the taxpayers of this 
country are, by their subsidy to the Post Office Department, paying 
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part of the transportation costs of this Communist propaganda? Is 
that correct? 
Mr. Fishkan. That is so in my opinion. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Fishman, in what languages does this Communist 
propaganda appear in these various publications? 

Mr. Fishman. Most of these exhibit publications are printed in 11 
languages. A good deal of it is in English, or printed in the Eng- 
lish language, but most every publication here is also reprinted in at 
least half a dozen languages other than English. 

Mr. Arens. Does some of this Communist propaganda go in transit 
through the United States to other areas in the Western Hemisphere ? 

Mr. Fishman. It does and, more particularly, recently to Latin 
America. - 

Mr. Arens. From whence does it emanate ? 

Mr. Fishman. A good deal of it is printed by the Soviet Embassies 
in South America, one of the greatest distribution centers being in 
Mexico. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell us something about the content 
of each of the several specimens which you have there? 
. Mr. Fishman. All of this material of course is cleverly written by 
professional writers. They play skillfully on known and recognized 
grievances. We have chosen several exhibits, and I have prepared 
for committee use samples of articles taken from some of the news- 
papersbgfore me. 

TheMSJerar^ Gazette, No. 86, July 19, 1958, is the organ of the 
Boaxdraf^^ among the articles in it is one 

which reports" strong condSanatibn against American aggression in 
the Middle East. "Hands Off Arab Countries" is the title of one 
article; the second one, "Yankees Get Out of Lebanon." There are 
pictures and descriptions of the anti-United States demonstrations 
in Moscow with very strong attacks,on the United States. Another 
article, "In the Name of Oil," strongly attacks the United States on 
its capitalistic greediness as the only reason for its intervention in 
Lebanon. Another article is entitled "To Cease Immediately the Game 
With Fire." This is a strongly anti- American review by the foreign 
press which accuses the United States of all evils in connection with 
the Middle East. 

The propaganda, as you will note from these exhibits, is not very far 
behind what goes on in the United States; and actually we frequently 
find ourselves in the position where we obtain more current news from 
these foreign news bulletins issued abroad than we do from our own 
newspapers. 

Here is a Chinese daily bulletin that is issued regularly, which 
contains very current news on what is alleged to be going on in Wash- 
ington. Here is an article entitled "Hands Off Lebanon," with strong 
attacks against United States policies, said to consist of interference 
in the Middle East. 

Mr. Arens. Are there publications designed for particular groups 
in the United States, such as students and women and youth and the 
like? 

Mr. Fishmak. That is a special direction that the Communist pro- 
gram has recently taken. All of this type of publication, "World 
Student News," "Students Say No," "News Service," and so on and so 
forth; all are directed to students. There are two major' distribution

Mr. Akens. Mr. Fishman, this material is unsolicited as far as these 
schools are concerned, is it not? 

Mr. Fishman. It is. It is sent to the editors of every college news- 
paper printed m the United States. Actually, in 1955 some 111,000 
such individually addressed student packages were sent to schools in 
the United States. In 1958, in six months, over 140,000 individually 
addressed pieces of mail were sent to student groups in the United 
States.' 

t Mr. Arens. Were any of these labeled so a recipient would know, 
m accordance with provisions of the Foreign Agents Registration Act, 
that the material he is reading is Communist material ? 

Mr. Fishman-. No. As a matter of fact, as I mentioned, these 
groups, the International Union of Students and the World Federa- 
tion of Democratic Youth are both supposedly independent proper 
groups. They claim association with some of the recognized Ameri- 
can student organizations. Many of these groups around the country 
have disclaimed this association, but they still continue to list them 
as associated groups. 

Mr. Arens. Does this material on this sampling get into Mississippi 
as well as Georgia ? 

Mr. Fishman. Oh, yes. 

Mr.AjRENS. Does it go into Alabama? 

Mr. Fishman. It does. 
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Mr. Arens. You pointed out 3 or 4 states that you used in sampling 
here in the South. 

Mr. Fishman. That is right. We have concentrated on Georgia, 
of course, in the last 2 weeks. 

Mr. Arens. Are most oi the educational institutions in Georgia the 
targets of this propaganda ? 

Mr. Fishman. It is sent to the schools here and universities, con- 
sistently, as one way of getting it read. In some college libraries a 
good deal of this material is made available to students. \ > 

Mr, Arens. Mr. Fishman, in times past, the committee has solicited 
your assistance in legislative proposals. The chairman of this com- 
mittee, as you know, has introduced legislation, some of which is em- 
Bodied in a bill, H. B, 9937, pending before the committee at the 
present time. Some of the provisions of that bill undertake to cope 
with this problem of Communist propaganda coming into the United 
States unlabeled. . # 

Are you familiar with those provisions of H. R. 9937 which under- 
take to cause the labeling of this material prior to its actual physical 
importation? 

Mr. Fishman. Iam. , . 

Mr. Arens. Would you give us your expression on that, please, sir s 

Mr. Fishman. We liave long attempted to cope with this very prob- 
lem. The Department of Justice has held that the labeling of this 
material, the requirement for labeling of this material, does not at- 
tach itself until the foreign agent, the disseminator m the United 
States, distributes the material in the United States. This leaves it 
pretty much up to the registered agent to decide, first of all, whether 
it is Communist propaganda and, second, whether he will label it. 
We have long sought for a requirement, and the new bill will provide 
it, that this material must be labeled before it enters the United States 
and before it is delivered to the recipient in the United States. Such 
a requirement will facilitate our work very considerably. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have any other comments to make respecting 
those provisions of H. R. 9937 which undertake to correct this partic- 
ular problem? , . 

Mr, Fishm:an. No. That is the most significant one as I see it. 

Mr. Arens. Would it be of help, in your judgment, Mr. Fishman, 
if the attempted control of this flood of Communist propaganda which 
is imported were centralized in a single agency of the Government* 

Mr. Fishman; It would. It is currently pretty much a business of 
cooperation between our agency, the Post Office, and Justice. I think 
it would help a lot if it were all concentrated in one agency. 

Mr. Arens. Would any help come from additional translators? 

Mr. Fishman. It would. We now, as I reported, have 3 control 
units. We can use other control units around the country. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, we have in other proceedings, as I am 
sure the chairman will recall, probed further on specific details of 
the legislative phase of Mr. Fishman's information. I would suggest 
that would conclude the staff interrogation of Mr. Fishman at this 
time. 

The Chairman*. Any questions? 

Mr. WiLiiis. No questions. 

The Chairman. Any questions, Mr. Jackson,? 
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Mr. Jackson. No questions. 
Mr. Tuck. No questions. 

The Chairman. I noticed, Mr. Fishman, some of these magazines 
are really done up in great shape. They are fine looking. They 
are entirely in English without a word of advertising, not a line of 
advertising. Is this the type of magazine that is being sent to these 
schools for reading? 

Mx. Fishman. It has been very apparent over the years. The cost 
ot this material is obviously subsidized. It would be impossible to 
print and sell this material for the subscription price. Frequently, 
you can have a year's subscription to one of these publications for a 
dollar. In the absence of advertising, someone must be paying; for 
printing these publications. 

The Chairman. Some of this is really beautiful work. 

Mr. Fishman. They compare very favorably with American printed 
magazines. 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Fishman. In format only, I hope. 

The Chairman. I am sure that is the only comparison, Mr. Fishman. 
Thank you very much, Mr. Fishman. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, could we suspend for just a couple of 
minutes while we make arrangements to get this material moved 
aside? 

The Chairman. Yes. 

(At this point Representatives Willis, Tuck, and Jackson left the 
room.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Perry Cartwright, kindly come forward.

Mr. Arens. Can you tell us something of the circulation of the 
Southern Newsletter? 

Mr. Cartwright. Yes. It goes largely about 85 percent to Southern 
white people. We find that there are many young Southerners who 
don't go along with Mr. Walter's friend, the great Governor of 
Georgia, on this business of segregation. # 

MrT Arens. In what States does the Southern Newsletter circulate? 

Mr. Cartwright. We find many young Southerners in all the> 
Southern States are beginning to break with this business off 
racism ■ 

Mr. Arens. Will you kindly tell us, does it circulate in most of <• 
the Southern States?' . 

Mr. Cartwright. I believe we have them in every single btate, i±* 
I am not wrong-on that. 

Mr; Arens. Can you give us something on appraisal! a§ ; to; the ag- 
gregate oj tptalcireulation per month Qr per week,?: 
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(At this point Eepresentative Jackson returned to the hearing 
room.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Cartwright. Oh, well, sir, it has been going very rapidly. To 
what month do you refer ? 

Mr. Arens. Any period of time. You are the circulation manager 
of the Southern Newsletter, you tell us. "We want to inquire from 
you what the circulation is. 

Mr. Cartwright. Our response, as I say, considering our limited 
resources, is very gratifying with white Southern young people. We 
have grown from practically nothing to about 2,100 now. 

Mr. Arens. Where is the paper published? 

Mr. Cartwright. The mailing address is in Post Office Box 1307, 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

Mr. Arens. Where is it printed? 
„ Mr. Cartwright. The paper is printed in Chicago. 

Mr. Arens. Does it have a postal permit to use the second-class 
mailingprivilege ? 

Mr. Cartwright. You have me there, sir. I honestly don't know 
the answer to that question. 

Mr. Arens. What type of postage do you put on the individual 
Southern Newsletter ? 

Mr. Cartwright. 2-cent stamp. Whatever class that falls into. 

May I answer a little more on the Chicago business, sir? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir, please. 

Mr. Cartwright. Since I am cooperating with you and I. am going 
to try to answer your questions, if I can — we are obliged to publish 
in Chicago because, with the pressures that have been exercised on us, 
we can't make a living, the segregation, such as this Governor here 
today, and the pressure they can bring make it very nearly impossible 
for a liberal white Southerner to make a living. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell us— and the record does not 
presently reflect it by affirmative testimony — who is the editor of the 
Southern Newsletter ? 

Mr. Cartwright. Well, Mr. Arens, as you see, I am testifying freely 
about myself; but one reason I can't be a Communist is because I 
understand that that is the sort of thing that goes on in Communist 
countries, testifying about other people, informing. I speak freely 
about my own connections and my own business, my own theory, and 
so on; but when it comes to talking about other people, I can't da 
that, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know who is the editor of the Southern News- 
letter? 

Mr. Cartwright.- I* believe I covered" that in the previous answer. 

Mr.- Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered'and'ditected'to answer the question as to who is the editor of 
»the*paper of which he is a circulation manager. 
% The Chairman. You are directed to answer the question* 

Mr.- Cartwright. Chairman Walter, I understand this is one of the 
reasons that the United States Government, including your commit- 
tee, is very much opposed^to the Soviet Union^ that; they, force people, 
tp talk about their friends and]asspciates, ,

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The Chairman-. You are not being forced to talk about anybody. 
You are merely being asked who is the editor of the paper that em- 
ploys you. You are not being asked to say anything about him at all. 

Mr. Cartwright. You see, sir, if I answer that* I believe that you 
might very well ask me about some of our subscribers and other 
people, and I wouldn't think of telling you the names of anybody in 
the South. Your friendly Governor might get after them. 

The Chairman". Let us not be funny. I am not fortunate enough 
to be numbered among the Governor's friends, because I just met him 
this morning. So you are not making very much of an impression on 
anybody when you resort to that sort of thing. You are not going to 
be asked about subscribers at all, and you know it. 
m You answer the question who is the editor of this paper. It is pub- 
lished in Chicago and mailed in Louisville. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Cartwright. Mr. Walter, obviously the names, the two names, 
Perry Cartwright and Eugene Feldman, appear on this magazine 
together. That should be answer enough. If you can assure me that 
you won't pursue this into asking me the names and addresses of 
people in the South, where they will be subjected to the violence of 
the Klan and the Councils, then I will answer that particular question. 
But I got to draw the line at giving information to segregationists. 

The Chairman. Mr. Arens, ask the next question. 

Mr. Arens. Are Carl and Anne Braden of Louisville connected 
with the Southern Newsletter ? Could you help us on that, please, sir ? 
^ Mr. Cartwright. Mr. Arens, there is a good sample right there of 
liberal white people who believe in a more democratic approach to 
the race question, getting into terrible trouble, subsequentlv cleared by 
the Supreme Court, the same Court which, of course, slapped this 
committee down several times. I just simply am not going to talk 
about other people and get them in trouble in the South. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know whether or not Carl and Anne Braden 
are connected in an official capacity with the Southern Newsletter ? 

Mr. Cartwright. Mr. Arens, if you will ask me about myself,, as 
you see, I am willing to testify freely, but I must repeat it is morally 
reprehensible to me 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered and directed to answer the question. 

The Chairman. You are directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Cartwright. I am just not going to help in bringing any kind 
of police-state informing conditions in this country. It is against my 
principles entirely, sir. I will answer about myself. I have done 
that freely. Please don't put me in position to jeopardizing other 
people. 

The Chairman. Why would you be jeopardizing anybody by ad- 
mitting that you knew them? How would you be placing them in 
jeopardy? 3 ~ . 

Mr. Cartwright. Mr. "Walter, I will answer that one. It is common 
knowledge that it was a great case in this country centered around the 
Bradens. ^ I read about it, as well as anyone else interested in a more 
democratic, decent great South that your party says it is for in its 
platforms. The Bradens, as you probably know, were sentenced to 
Jail 15 years on a drummed-up sedition charge. 
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The Chairman. That is the case where they blew up their own prop- 
erty. Is that the case you are talking about ? ^ 

Mr. Cartwright. You are making allegations. 

The Chairman. I am merely asking. I don't know anything about 
it, either. 

Mr. Cartwright. It is a have-you-stopped-beating-the-wife ques- 
tion. That allegation was never sustained. Someone blew up a house. 

The Chairman. I asked you to identify a case. I don't remember. 

Mr. Cartwright. Sir, my attorney here was represented in that 
case. He is a prominent Negro Eepublican attorney in Louisville and 
he helped represent the Bradens. Now, I would have no objection to 
my counsel answering that question. He is intimately familiar with 
the case.- 

The Chairman. He is not the witness at the moment. 
Go ahead, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you live immediately prior to your present 
residence? 

Mr. Cartwright. 4746% South Woodlawn, Chicago. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you live immediately prior to your Chicago 
residence? 

Mr. Cartwright. Mint, Michigan. 
- Mr. Arens. How long did you live there ? 

Mr. Cartwright. Some 4 years, sir. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you lived in Chicago ? 

Mr. Cartwright. Three, three and a half years. 

Mr. Arens. What was your occupation in Flint, Michigan? 

Mr. Cartwright. Oh, I drove a truck and, for a while, I was a 
machinist at one of the General Motors plants there.^ 

Mr. Arens. Give us a word, sir, about your education. 

Mr. Cartwright. Well, I grew up in York, South Carolina, and I 
completed high school at the schools there, and I went one year to the 
University of South Carolina. Then I had a considerable number of 
courses of all types'in both the Eoyal Canadian Air Force and in the 
United States Army, from which I was discharged as a captain in 
1945.

Mr. Arens. Go ahead. I am listening, yes ? sir. 

Mr. Cartwright. After that I went to New York University for a 
total of about 2 years.

Mrs. Saba. Clara Hutchinson,^ 1 ^ 

Mr. Arens. H-u-t-c-h-i-n-s-o-n? 
Mrs. Saba. No. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly spell your last name, your maiden 
name for us? 

% Mrs. Saba. H-u-t-c-h-e-r-s-o-n. From Pittsylvania County, in Vir- 
ginia. I believe that is Kepresentative Tuck, our former Governor's, 
district, down there at Danville. 

Mr. Arens. Now, for purposes of identification, you are the wife 
of Mitchell Saba ; is that correct % 
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Mrs. Saba. That is right. 
Mr.AjRENs. Where were you born? 

Mrs. Saba. I was born on a tobacco farm in Pittsylvania County 
near Danville. J 
Mr. Arehts. And give us a word, please, about your education. 
Mrs. bABA. I am a high-school graduate. 
Mr. Arests. When? 
Mrs. Saba. 1934. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us your first principal employment after 
you concluded your formal education. ~ w 

Mrs. Saba. I was a textile worker. 
Mr.A*ENS. Where? 

Mrs. Saba. American Viscose Company in Eoanoke for 8 years. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time were you a textile worker? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, if I recall rightly I worked for awhile during 
my high school years— for 6 months, I believe it was— and I went back 
and finished high school so I could graduate in the spring term with 
the rest of my class. And then I went back to the American Vis- 
cose Company where I worked for 8 years along with, I believe it was, 
3 sisters and my father. 

Mr. Ajrens. Please tell us about what period of lime in your life 
were you engaged in this textile establishment. 

Mr. Saba. What do you mean? 

Mr. Arens. What years? 

Mrs. Saba. I think it was 1934 to— my arithmetic might not be 
very good— I think it was 1942. Does that make 8 years? 
Mr. Arens. Approximately, yes. 

Now, tell us what your first employment was after you concluded 
your employment at the textile establishment. 

Mrs. Saba. I was technologically displaced. So I went from there 
as an organizer to North Carolina, in Winston-Salem. 

Mr.AnEsrs. Excuse me. An organizer for what? 

Mrs. Saba. For FTA, Food, Tobacco and Agriculture. 

Mr. Arens. Who was your immediate supervisor in FTA ? 

Mrs. Saba. My immediate superior? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, Ma'am. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mr. Forer. Give the question again, will you ? 

Mr. Ajrens. Who was your immediate superior in FTA ? 

Mrs. Saba. It is not that I mind telling you but it is that every 
name that seems to come before this committee, that their names are 
published in the newspapers, Just like.mine was ; and they get all sorts 
of smears against them, and I hesitate to do it for that reason. * 

Mr. Arens. Was the person wha was your immediate superior, to 
your knowledge, a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Saba. I know nothing about his membership in anything ex- 
cept that he was a director. 

Mr. Arens. Thank you. Tell us, where were you engaged by FTA 
as an organizer? 

Mrs. Saba. In Winston-Salem. 

Mr. Akens. Over what period of time? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, let's see. I believe it was 1943 to— it was a year 
and a half. 
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Mr. Ajrens. Where were you organizing, in what plant or plants ? 
Mrs. Saba. Camel Cigarette factory. 
Mr. Ajrens. And your next employment ? 
Mrs. Saba. From there I went to New York. 

Mr. Arens, In what capacity did you go to New York, as an or- 
ganizer for FTA? 

Mrs. Saba. No, I got married. 

Mr. Arens. Did you live in New York? 

Mrs. Saba. Yes, for a year and a half. 

Mr. Arens. Were you then employed? 

Mrs. Saba. Yes, I was. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you employed? 

Mrs. Saba. For the United States Army. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mrs. Saba. Transportation zone. 

Mr. Arens. What were your duties? 

Mrs. Saba. Clerk-stenographer. 

Mr. Arens. And then your next employment ? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, I believe it was from there we came back to Roa- 
noke and 

Mr. Arens. While you were in New York City, before you get back 
to Roanoke, did you attend any sessions at a place called Camp Beacon 
in New York? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mr. Willis. What was that question? 

Mr. Arens. The (juestion was while she was in New York City, did 
she attend any sessions at a place called Camp Beacon, New York. 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that question for the following rea- 
sons : No. 1, I feel that these questions invade my rights under the 
first amendment, free speech and free assembly; No. 2, 1 believe, from 
what I have heard and from what I have read of your committee, that 
it is not in the best interests of civil liberties of, our country; and I 
believe that you are calling me here because of my strong position that 
I have taken for a great number of years on the question of integra- 
tion in the South. 

The Chairman. Just let me disabuse your mind on that point. 
That is simply not the truth. Whether you believe it or not, it is not 
the timth. This committee is not concerned with any extraneous prob- - 
lems such as that is. We are concerned solely with Communist activi- 
ties and what to do about it in order to protect this Republic, and we 
are asking you to assist us in our work. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been in attendance at Camp Beacon in New 
*York? 

Mrs. Saba. I have not finished the answer. 
Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon. 

Mrs. Saba. I would like to say further that your calling me here 
is — now what's the word? 

The Chairman. Inconvenience? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, it is an inconvenience, that's for sure. 

The Chairman. It was an inconvenience for us to come here, too. 

Mrs. Saba. I want to say this : that your calling me here would infer 
that I am un-American, that I am an advocate of force and violence, 
that I am for conspiracy and spying and that sort of thing; and I 
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want you to know that I resent that very much, and the people who 

know better know I have nothing to do 

Mr. Aj*ens. Now, tell the committee whether you have been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party- 
Mrs. Saba. I have not finished my answer. I refuse to answer. 
Mr. Forer. That is all right. Just a minute. 

I take it, Mr. Axens, you have accepted the objections to the last 
question and are now going on to another. 

The Chairman. Just a minute. Have you answered the last 
question? 

Mrs. Saba. I haven't finished. 

The CHArRjxAjNr. Go ahead. 

Mrs. Saba. I want to say I am basing mjr refusal on the first amend- 
ment and on the fifth amendment, which gives me the privilege of use 
so that I don't have to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Ajrens. To your certain knowledge, is the Communist Party 
un-American? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. Is this a question you are asking ? 

Mr. Ahens. Yes; you said you have not done anything un- 
American. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 
Mrs. Saba. Define your terms, please. 

Mr. Aeens. Now tell this committee, are you now, or have you ever 
been, a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that question for the same reasons I 
just gave, first and fifth amendment. 

Mr. Areks. Are you now, at this moment, a member of the Com- 
munist Party? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendment. 

. Mr. Ajjens. Were you a member of the Communist Party when you 
were sent by FTA as an organizer into North Carolina ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Auens. Were you a member of the Communist Party when you 
were engaged in the service of the United States Army ? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. Pardon? 

Mr. Ahens. Were you a member of the Communist Party when you 
were engaged in the service of the United States Army ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that for the reasons I gave before. 

Mr. Arebts. Do you know, or have you known, a person by the 
name of Ralph Long? _ y 

Mrs. Saba. There is a EalpHXLong that I know of and who has been 
convicted about 20 or 30 times of drunkenness and disorderly conduct 
in Chapel HU1, North Carolina . Is that the one that you want to 
know about ? ' 3 

Mr. Arens. Do you know, or have you known, a man by the name 
of Ralph V. Long ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer on the previous reasons given. 

Mr. Ajrens. Ralph "fc^Leifg took an oath before this committee 
and testified that while he was a member of the Cpmmum st^arty, he 
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knew you as a Communist. I would like to give you an opportunity 
now to deny that statement by Mr. Long, which was made under 
oath; while you are under oath, do you care to avail yourself of that 
opportunity? 

Mrs. Saba. I would like consultation, please. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. I do not care to do so, but I want it to be known and 
make perfectly clear that Mr. Long has been convicted many times on 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct. 

Mr. Arens. Was Mr. Long in error or was he telling the truth when 
he said that he knew you as a Communist and served with you as a 
Communist at Camp Beacon? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.)' 

Mr. Saba. I refuse for the same reason. 

Mr. Jackson-. Mr. Chairman, the witness has said that she knows 
a Mr. Long. Now, I am interested in finding out whether he was 
in a drunken and irresponsible condition when he identified you as a 
member of the Communist Party. 

Were you in fact a member of the Communist Party as testified to 
under oath by Mr. Long ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse for the same reasons that I gave previously. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us what your next Employment was after 
you became disassociated from the United States Army. 

Mrs. Saba. Will you repeat that question, please ? 

Mr. Arens. From the employ of the United States Army. 

Mrs. Saba. What was that question, please ? 

Mr. Aeens. You told us a few moments ago during one period of 
your life, 1943 or thereabouts, you were engaged in a clerical capacity 
with the United States Army in New York City. When did that 
service terminate ? 

Mrs. Saba. I believe it was '45. I am not quite sure about that. 

Mr. Ajjens. Kindly tell us your next employment. 

Mrs. Saba. From there I went to Eoanoke, and I didn't work in 
Roanoke. Then we moved to Florida. 

Mr. Arens. I didn't hear that. 

Mrs. Saba. Went to Florida. In Miami, Florida, I worked for 
OPA. 

Mr. Arens. You went from the United States Army to Miami, Fla., 
and worked in OPA ? 
Mrs. Saba. Yes. 

Mr. Ajrens. What period of time did you work in OPA ? 
Mr. Forer. You left out Eoanoke, but that is all right. 
Mr. Arens. You went to Eoanoke from the United States Army 
for a short time and then to Miami, Florida. 
Mrs. Saba. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Were you engaged in employment in Eoanoke prior to 
the time you went to Miami, Florida ? 
Mrs. Saba. No, not that I recall. 

Mr. Arens. How long were you engaged by the OPA in Miami, 
Florida? 

Mrs. Saba. I believe it was about 6 or 8 months. I am not sure. 
Mr.ARENs. In what capacity? 
Mrs. Saba. Clerk-stenographer. 

Mr.ARENS. Your next employment? ^ ; 
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Mrs. Saba. From there we came back to Eoanoke, and I believe 
my next job was with American Bridge Company, a subsidiary of 
United States Steel. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mrs. Saba. In payroll. 

Mr. Arens. Were you -a Communist at that time, a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that on the basis that I have given 
earlier. 

Mr. Arens. Your next employment, please, Ma'am. 
Mrs. Saba. The next was with a printing company— my experiences 
and work have been quite varied. 
Mr. Arens. In Eoanoke? 
Mrs. Saba. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. * And in what capacity ? 

Mrs. Saba. I was a one-office girl, or one-girl office. 

Mr. Arens. And your next j ob, please ? 

Mrs. Saba. The next one was, I think it was, in Arizona, in Phoenix, 
Arizona. My husband had to go there for his health, and I worked 
there. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us what year, please. 

Mrs. Saba. I have lost track. Let me see. Gosh, I don't remember. 
Mr. Arens. Was it in the late 40's ? 

Mr. Saba. Can I help ? I am Mitchell Saba. We went there in 
'55, if that will refresh her memory. 
Mrs. Saba. '55? 
Mr. Saba. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Were you engaged in Phoenix, Arizona ? 
Mrs. Saba. Pardon? 

Mr. Arens. Were you engaged, did you have a job in Phoenix, 
Arizona? 
Mrs. Saba. Yes. 
Mr. Arens. In what capacity ? 

Mrs. Saba. I was a stenographer for a construction company. 
Mr. Arens. How long did you stay in Phoenix ? 
Mrs. Saba. We got there in June and left in May. 
Mr. Arens. And your next location, please ? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, we came back to Eoanoke — well, no. I got a 
couple other little jobs with construction companies, seasonal type of 
work, and I was laid off and I got a couple of short jobs while I was 
there, doing office work; and then Ave came to Eoanoke. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been given special training at Camp Beacon 
in New York, under Communist Party direction and auspices, on 
Communist Party penetration techniques in the South? 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to. answer that on the grounds that I have pre- 
viously given. 

Mr. Arens. I put it to you as a fact, and ask you to affirm or 
deny the fact, that you have been in attendance at Camp Beacon, 
New York. 

Mr. Forer. The witness did not complete her answer to the preced- 
ing question. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 
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Mrs. Saba. This question of penetrating the South, I want you to 
know that I was bprn in the South ; and my ancestors, from as far back 
as I can remember, they were one of the first families of Virgina, and 
I don't know how I could penetrate the South. 

Mr. Arens. Yes. Now, just tell us whether or not you received 
training m the techniques of— not penetration of the South, I will 
amend my query— Communist penetrations of the South at Camp 
Beacon, New York. 

Mrs. Saba. I refuse to answer that on the grounds that I have 
previously given. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will con- 
clude the staff interrogation of this witness. 

The Chairman. Are there any questions? 

The witness is excused. 

Mrs. Saba. Does Governor Tuck have any questions ? 
Mr. Tuck. I might ask you one or two. 
The Chairman-. What was that? 

Mr. Tuck. She invited me to ask her one or two questions, and I 
thought I might comply. 
Mrs. Saba. Go ahead. 

Mr. Forer. She wants to know how things are in Danville. 
Mr. Tuck. In what part of Pittsylvania County was that tobacco 
farm where you were born ? 
Mrs. Saba. Pardon? 

Mr. Tuck. In what part of Pittsylvania County was that tobacco 
farm on which you were born and raised ? 

Mrs. Saba. It was near Axton. My father used to take his tobacco 
to market to Danville and South Boston, I believe. 

Did you have a tobacco warehouse in South Boston ? 

Mr. Tuck. My father did. 

Mrs. Saba. Then he probably took it to your father. 
The Chairman. Probably related. 
Mrs. Saba. Might be. 

Mr. Tuck. What schopl did you say you graduated from in Pittsyl- 
vania County? What high school did you graduate from? 

Mrs. Saba. My sisters went to Browsville. I didn't. You are 
probably familiar with Browsville. 

Mr. Tuck. I understood you to say earlier in your testimony that 
yqu graduated- 

Mrs. Saba. From Jefferson High School in Koanoke. 

Mr. Tuck. InEoanoke? 

Mrs. Saba. That's right. 

Mr. Tuck. I thought you must have gone to some school outside 
of Pittsylvania County after hearing your testimony and I was won- 
dering what other schools you attended. 

Mrs. Saba. Jefferson, a wonderful guy. 

Mr. Tuck. Did you get any other education after you left Jefferson 
School in.Roanoke ? 
Mrs. Saba. What did you say ? 

Mr. Tuck. Did you go to any other school or colleges besides 
Jefferson School in Roanoke ? 

Mrs. Saba. That is the extent of my formal education. 

Mr. Tuck. I wondered where you got so well educated on the 
Constitution. 
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Mrs. Saba. I can read. 

Mr. Forer. It is m the paper, Governor. 

Mrs. Saba. I believe that the committee could learn a great deal 
from the Constitution if they would study it as well as I have, ap- 
parently. That is without contempt. 

Mr.^TucK. Where in Eoanoke did you work? You said you lost 
your job in Eoanoke by reason of having been subpenaed. 

Mrs. Saba. I was a secretary, secretary-receptionist for two physi- 
cians. 

Mr. Tuck. Two physicians? 
Mrs. Saba. That is right. 

Mr. Tuck. And they objected to your being summoned down here 
to testify and to give this committee such information as you may have 
upon the operations of the Communist organization ? 

Mrs. Saba. Well, we had quite a discussion, the doctors and I; and 
I told them that I felt that my appearance here, that; I was fighting 
for the right of opinion .and belief, and that this burden, which I con- 
sider a burden, it' was not only just for me but it was for them,*too'; 
and they said that they " didn't have any disagreement with me on 
that, they felt that I had a perfect right to my opinions an& my be : 
liefs, but they couldn't - 

Mr. Tuck. Do you mean to convey 4 ' 

Mrs. Saba. Pardon? 

Mr. Tuck. Do you mean to convey to this committee and the House 
of Representatives and to the people here gathered that there . are 
doctors in Eoanoke, Ya., who would object to your coining here beiore 
this committee of the Congress and giving them the benefit of such 
information as you may have in respect to the Communist organiza- 
tion in this country ? 

Mrs. Saba. I didn't say that they objected. 

The Chairman. Of course you did. That is exactly what you said. 
You said you lost your job because you had been subpenaed. 

Mr. Forer. Why don't you let her finish what she was saying about 
what happened. 

Mrs. Saba. I said I lost my job. That's right, because I was sub- 
penaed down here. They said that they — they couldn't keep me on 
with the kind of newspaper publicity that was coming olit about me. 

Mr. Tuck. Let me ask you this question 

Mrs. Saba. And would be coming out as a result of this hearing. 
^ Mr. Tuck. Was there objection on their part to your giving informa- 
tion or was there objection on their part to your reiusal to. give infor- 
mation? * 

(Witness conferred with her counsel.) * 

Mrs. Saba. That is all I can say. They just objected to the publicity 
that — you know — the spotlight would be on them and they said 
they would have to let me go rather than that happen. 

Mr. Tuck. They didn't object to any publicity that might ensue by 
reason of your giving this committee any information whicli you had 
in respect to the Communist operation in the South, did they? \ 

Mrs. Saba. I think you would have to ask them that. % Yes, I do. 
I think you would. 

Mr. Tuck. That they objected to that ? They objected to your giv- 
ing this committee information ? : v - 
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Mr. Foker. Mrs. Saba said she couldn't read their minds. 
Mr. Jackson. Let her answer. Counsel is well familiar with the 
rules of the committee. 
Mrs. Saba. I didn't say that at all. 

Mr. Tuck. I am interrogating the witness, not the counsel. 

Mrs. Saba. I didn't say they objected to my coming down here. 
I am saying they objected to the kind of newspaper publicity that 
would come out of this trial, and they said they could not keep me on, 
on that basis. 

Mr. Tuck. Did you tell them that you were going to come down 
here and invoke the fifth amendment to the Constitution? 

Mrs. Saba. I told them I was coming down here to protect the 
right of free speech and free opinion and that I felt that I was doing 
that for them, too, and I also told them that fascism in Germany — 
and the German people are smart people, they are not stupid — and yet 
fascism was able to take ahold and grow over there. I say that the- 
same thing could happen in this country unless people safeguard the 
right to bear their own opinions and their own thoughts, and that is: 
exactly what I am trying and intending to do here today. If that 
sounds un-American, then I have to say "I am un-American, but that 
is the way I feel about it. 

Mr. Tuck. That is, in eifect, you told these two physicians in 
Eoanoke who employ you that you were going to come down here and 
refuse to give this committee such information as you may have in 
your possession that would guide and help this committee? 

Mrs. Saba. Where do you get your information ? 

Mr. Tuck. I didn't. The only information that I have is from you. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel. ) 

Mrs. Saba. Yes, you are putting words in my mouth, Governor Tuck- 
I am sorry, I can't answer that. 
Mr. Tuck. I am interrogating you on your own testimony. 
Mrs. Saba. I haven't told you any such things. 
Mr. Jackson. Would the gentleman yield briefly ? 
Mr. Tuck. I will be glad to yield. 

Mr. Jackson. I would like to get this thing in proper context. 

How did the news of your suopena come to the attention of the 
doctors by whom you were employed? Did you tell them? 
^ (The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. -That's a very interesting question. 

Mr. Jackson. That is why Tasked it. 

Mrs. Saba. I believe so. It makes me think that you have somehow 
or other — the committee must have gotten in touch with the doctors. 
Of course I did tell them. 

Mr. Jackson. I have no information, nor have I conferred with 
your former employers. 

Mrs. Saba. In fact, I told the doctors the very day that I got a tele- 
phone call from the marshal. I went straight to the doctor and told 
him what kind of telephone call that I had gotten and I told him what 
to expect in the way of publicity. 

Mr. Jackson. All right. • 

Now, what did the doctor say to you? As a matter of fact, I think 
these doctors will finally wind up in a position to be highly com- 
mended, but I vrant to determine the reason, as you do, Gov- 
ernor Tuck, as to why any loyal American, be he doctor or any other 
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citizen, would object or would discharge an employee for doing his or 
her duty to the Government in the face of this tremendous conspiracy. 

Do you contend that these doctors by whom you were employed 
discharged you simply because you were subpenaed? Was that the 
reason for the discharge ? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mr. Forer. Would you mind repeating that question? 



Mr. Forer. The witness, Mr. Jackson 

Mrs. Saba. You want me to tell you what was said ? 
Mr. Jackson. No. 

Mrs. Saba. I will 

Mr. Jackson. Very well. 

Mrs. Saba. I am trying not to. If you insist, I will. 

Mr. Jackson. As briefly as possible. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. You are asking for this. 

Mr. Jackson. Of course. That is why I asked. 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Saba. I don't see how it is relevant and all and I would rather 
not say this. I would rather not say this because it is going to get 
back to the doctors. But I will tell you if you insist on it. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, the purpose of counsel is not to put 
words into the mouth of the witness. 

The Chairman. Yes, of course. 

Mr. Jackson. It is audible from here. 

Mrs. Saba. I am asking legal advice. 

Mr. Jackson. You are not asking; you are getting solicited 
guidance. 

Mrs. Saba. I am asking for legal advice. Isn't that permissible? 
Mr. Jackson. Go on with the advice you have received. 
Now, what happened when you went to the doctors ? . 
(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mr. Jackson. I am asking the witness. . What happened when you 
went to the doctors and infornjed them that you had received the 
subpena? This is within your knowledge, and I want the answer 
from you. 

Mrs. Saba. I must consult with my attorney. 

Mr. Jackson. Was your attorney there when you told the doctors 
you had received a subpena ? 
Mrs. Saba. Who is the chairman ? Mr. Walter, who is responsible ? 
Mr. Jackson. I have the floor. Iam asking -a question. 
Mrs. Saba. Point of order, if that is correct. 

Mr. Jackson. No, I am sorry. This is not subject to-a point of 
order. I am asking a question. 
Mrs. Saba. Can I have some access to the chairman? 

Mr. Jackson. If the chairman tells me to cease, yes, but until 

, Mrs. Saba. May I consult with my attorney ? 
The Chairman. In a moment 

Mrs. Saba. May I consult with my attorney before answering that 
question? 
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Mr. Jackson". Mr. Chairman, I withdraw the question if this is so 
involved that the witness does not know what occurred when she went 
to the doctors.

The fact of the matter is, the onl^ school you went 
to at Beacon, New York, was a school that was established for the pur- 
pose of training people to go into other areas of the United States 
to instruct in Communist procedures, practices, and methods; isn't 
that a fact?

Mr. Arens. Now, kindly tell us the first principal employment you 
had after you completed your formal education. r ■ 

p Mr. Saba. I worked as an errand boy in a garment factory. I car- 
ried around the salesman's suitcase with samples which he took to these 
bars, and models wore them, and so on and so forth. 

Mr. Arests. How long did that employment endure ? 

Mr. Saba. I worked in this garment factory for 3 years. At the end 
of 3 years I was a full-fledged cutter, c-u-t-t-e-r. I was 18 years old 
at that time. 

Mr.AmsNS. And your next employment? 

Mr. Saba. That was with a' similar company for — no. My :next 
employment after that was for approximately 5 or 6 months in a 
men's clothing store as a wrapper. 

Mr. Arens. Your next employment, please, sir. 

Mr. Saba. In the ladies'^ garment industry for a while, and at that 
time my health had deteriorated and at that time I was 19. Thino-s 
were such— my father didn't have much money. He had a brother m 
Egypt and he sent me there— in late 1929, for my bronchial condition. 
. Mr.AjREtfs. To Egypt? 

Mr. Saba. Cairo,<Egypt. , . , 

Mr. Arens. How long did you stay in Egypt ? 

Mr. Saba. Two and a half years. Apparently the climate was not 
too good tor me. I did work as a salesman— this was during the de- 
pression, early thirty's— for an American company, selling office 
equipment m Egypt. 

Mr. Apsrs. On your return to the United States, what was your 
prmcipal employment? 

Mr. Saba. I didn't return to the United States from Egypt. I had 
to do something about my health, for my health deteriorated in Egypt, 
too, and I went to Lebanon,, to the Lebanon mountains; and the three 
and a half years there improved my health yery much. 

Mr. Akens. In what capacity were you. engaged in Lebanon while 
you were there? » , 

Mr. Saba. As a patient. < * / 
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Mr. Arens. Then your next employment? 

Mr. Saba. I came back to the United States in 1936, and soon after 
that, having worked in the — rather, being in the hospital for such a 
while, I thought that I would like to work in a hospital and I did 
work for the City of New York for 6 years as an attendant for the 
Department of Hospitals. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Your next employment. 

Mr. Saba. I sought to improve myself and I worked for the Vet- 
erans' Administration, also as an attendant in a Veterans Administra- 
tion hospital in New York for 2 years. 

Mr. Arens. That gets us up to about '44 or '45, does it not? 

Mr. Saba. A little earlier than that, was when I— I think prob- 
ably 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Your next principal employment, 
please, sir. 

Mr. Saba. I met a fellow who agreed to take me in when he opened 
up his shop and teach me refrigeration, which I did. 
Mr. Arens. That was in New York City? 
Mr. Saba. In New York City. 
Mr. Arens. How long did that arrangement endure? 

Mr. Saba. It might have lasted — this is all approximate 

Mr. Arens. I understand. 

Mr. Saba. About a year. And then while working on that job, a 
buddy and myself opened up our own roll shop ; and about that time 
I met my wife, when she came to New York -with her girl friend on 
her vacation. 

Mr. Arens. That was about '44 or '45, thereabouts? 

Mr. Saba. About the end of '44. We got married — rather late in 
'44 and we got married, yes, in '45. I lived in New York for a year 
and a half. 

Mr. Arens. During your residency in New York City, did you ever 
attend Camp Beacon in New York? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Saba. No, I didn't. 

(At this point Eepresentative Jackson returned to the hearing 
room.) 

Mr. Arens. Tell us now, if you please,, sir, your next principal em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Saba. I worked in two refrigeration factories in New York, and 
shops, for about a year and a half, until the middle of '46 ; and things 
got slow, so I tried Roanoke. 

Mr. Arens. You tried what? 

Mr. Saba. Eoanoke. I had visited my wife's home town before 
and I liked Eoanoke, and I felt I would like to work there and I 
found a job in Eoanoke. 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Saba. With Johnston- Vest Electric Company. I think they 
treated me very good. Things got very slow, but I didn't expect them 
to keep me on forever. So that is why we went down to Florida 
where she had a sister and brother, and I worked down in Florida for 
about 7 or 8 months. At that time my wife was working. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you work in Florida, please, sir ? 

Mr. Saba. Around the Miami area. 
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Mr. Akens. In what capacity did you work ? 

Mr. Saba. As refrigerator and air conditioning mechanic. 

Mr. Arbns. And you returned to Eoanoke ? 

Mr. Saba. Yes, I did, and I worked— if you want me to continue. 

Mr. Arens. If you please, sir. 

Mr. Saba. In Eoanoke I worked for the Richardson Company when 
I came back, in the capacity of refrigerator and air conditioning 
mechanic for 2 years, and then I joined a pipefitters union. 
Mr. Arens. What was the name of the organization, please, sir? * 
Mr. Saba. The AFLr-CIO; and from there on until last March, I 
worked out of their jurisdiction. I have been unemployed since 
March '58. 

I want to correct myself on.that. I went to Arizona for my health. 
Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied for employment at Eadford 
Arsenal in Eadf or d, Virginia ? 
Mr. Saba. No, sir. I was afraid of a frame-up. 
Mt.Arens. I beg your pardon? 
Mr. Saba. I was afraid of a frame-up. 
Mr. Ajrens. What do you mean, a frame-up ? 

Mr. Saba, At that time I noticed in the papers there was a lot of 
hysteria regarding spies and so on and so forth, so I shied away from 
any kind of contact with anything that would pe of any security risk, 
and the possibility that some guy who wants a feather in his cap— 
I am not accusing the Government of anything like thaf^-but I was 
afraid that some guy, some flunky, might with a feather in his cap, 
want to put a feather in his cap, would try to frame me and accuse 
me of spying. So I steered clear, stayed clear of the Eadford Arsenal 
or anything else like that, although it meant unemployment to me. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now, or have you .ever been, a member of the 
Communist Party? , %r 

Mr. Saba. I refuse to answer that question for the following reasons : 
I believe that the conduct of this committee has been contrary to the 
letter and spirit of the first amendment, which guarantees or is sup- 
posed to protect us in our rights regarding freedom of speech and 
assembly, press, so on and so forth. ~ , \ 

The Chairman". Do you include in that, membership in the Com- 
munist Party? Do you think the Constitution of the United States 
guarantees people the right to join the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Saba. And I would like to finish the reason why I — r- 1 

The Chairman. All right. . 

Mr. Saba. Eef use to answer this question. . ' * : 

And the Constitution of the Communist Party— I mean of, the 
'United States is supposed to guarantee us all freedom; ,and inasmuch 
as this committee is coming down liere and concentrating on people 
who are for integration, I feel I should refuse to answer your question 
on the grounds that it would incriminate me. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I want the record clear. I happen to 
have voted for a great deal of civil rights legislation. 

The committee is not here to investigate how you feel on integration. 
The committee is here to investigate testimony, taken under oath, 
which identifies certain people as having been members of the Com- 
munist conspiracy. Let's separate this integration matter and . the 
Communist membership. 
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The reason you didn't pursue employment with the Federal Gov- 
ernment was because of the fact that there had been such testimony 
relating to your past as would make it impossible for you to be em- 
ployed with the Federal Government. Isn't this a fact ? 

Mr. Saba. What is a fact ? 

Mr. Jackson. Isn't it a fact that the reason you didn't pursue the 
Eadford Arsenal application was because there were things in your 
past that would have guaranteed that you couldn't have gotten a job? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Saba. I thought I gave you my reason awhile ago, the reason 
why I didn't go to the Eadford Arsenal and did not apply in any 
other so-called sensitive job. 

The Chairman'. May I ask a question in that connection ? 

Why didn't you feel that you could qualify for a sensitive job and 
so forth? 

Mr. Saba. The FBI had been snooping around me. 
The Chairman. Oh, and what did they find out? I mean what do 
you think they found out ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Saba. Now, how are these questions that you are asking me 
and expect me to answer them, going to help you frame legislation, 
Mr. Walter? I don't understand. 

The Chairman. I think we have some ideas, now, and you are de- 
veloping them very nicely for us. 

Mr. Saba. Mr. Walter, I feel very strongly that the oil fields of 
the United States should be nationalized; and if Eockefeller wants 
to put me against the wall and shoot me for that, well, I am ready to 
take the risk. That is why I think 

The Chairman. There is only one place in the world where that 
could happen to you and that is behind the Iron Curtain. Go on, 
Mr. Arens, with the next question. ,

Mr. Arens. ASct give usa word, please, about your education. " 

Mr. Hester. I had 8 years of eleirientary school. The bulk of it 
was in Kansas City, Ka ns as/ I had 4 years of high school in Omaha, 
^ebiraska.. And I ha^ve'recently started college work in Chicago at 
'one of "Chicago's junior colleges. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been gainfully employed? 

Mr. Hester. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Where and when, please, sir? 
- Mr. Hester. Where should T start? At the very beginning? 

Mr. Arens. With the principal occupation, not incidental occupa- 
tions as a youngster. * • ' 

Mr. Hester. After, getting out of high school, I worked for a brief 
time in Chicago, Illinois, at a truck transfer point. I worked in jfeg. 
York^City subsequent* to that in 2 or 3 jobs. I guess the first was in a 
clothing distributive house, Lerner's, and following that in a small 
factory of people that made baking pans* for bakeries. In 1952 I 
returned to Chicago. I got a job at Armour and Company, a packing- 
house. I worked there until I was drafted in the latter part of 1952, 
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and I worked there subsequent to my discharge. They had a consider- 
able lay-off in '56, I believe — the latter part of '56 — and whereupon 
I took up the trade of machinist and worked for, oh, approximately 
a year as a machine tool operator.

Mr. Hester. As I indicated previously, I would not answer questions 
that involved associations or political beliefs for the reasons I gave. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever lived at Don West's house here in * 
Georgia? 

Mr. Hester. I refuse to answer for the same reasons. 

The Chairman. Where did you live in Georgia ? 

Mr. Hester. I lived on a farm near Douglasville, Georgia, sir. 

The Chairman. Is that the only place you ever lived in Georgia? 

Mr. Hester. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you a photograph and ask 
you if that is a .true and correct reproduction of the house that you 
lived in, iii Georgia.

Mr. Arens. In what capacity are you employed, Mr. Braden, with 
the Southern Conference Educational Fund? 

Mr. Braden. I am employed as field secretary, and I am also asso- 
ciate editor of their newspaper, the Southern Patriot, which is a pa- 
per that disseminates information on integration in the South and 
about the people who are working for integration. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been so employed, please, sir? 

Mr. Braden. A year. 1 

Mr. Arens. And what was your employment immediately prior to 
your present employment? 

Mr. Braden. I was employed — I was unemployed as a result of 
harassment and prosecution resulting from my efforts to bring about 
integration in Louisville, Kentucky. 

Mr. Arens. And what was your last principal occupation? 

Mr. Braden. I was a newspaper man, employed as a copy editor by 
the Louisville Courier- Journal. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment endure? 

Mr. Braden. I was employed on two different occasions. You mean 
my entire newspaper career or 

Mr. Arens. Just the highlights, please, sir. 

Mr. Braden. All rights I was a reporter and rewrite man for the 
Louisville Herald-Post from 1930 to 1936 ; a reporter and editor for 
the Cincinnati Inquirer ; city editor of the Harlan, Kentucky, Daily 
Enterprise; labor reporter for the Louisville Times; and then editor 
for the Courier- Journal, in addition to being editor of several labor 
newspapers. 

Mr. Arens. Would you give us now please just a word about your 
education? 

Mr. Braden. I studied from 1928 to 1930 for the Catholic priest- 
hood. I might add that I am now a member of the Episcopal Church. 

Mr. Arens. When did you complete your formal education? 

Mr. Braden. I did not attend school after 1930. ^ 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Braden, I understand you to say you were vaca- 
tioning in Ehode Island when you were served with the subpena to 
appear before this committee, is that correct? 

Mr. Braden. That is right, sir. 

Mr. Arens. With whom were you visiting in Ehode Island ? 

Mr. Braden. I was visiting Harvey O'Connor. 

Mr. Ajrens, Can you tell us, if you please, sir, what his occupation 
is? , 

Mr. Braden. Harvey O'XUonnor is a writer. 

Mr. Arens. Is he connected with the Emergency Civil Liberties 
Committee? 

Mr. Braden. He is the chairman of it, the national chairman. 

Mr. Arens. And where did you come from to your point in Ehode 
Island; where was your immediate point of departure before you 
arrived in Ehode Island ? 
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Mr. Beaded. Mr. Arens, I believe this is outside the scope of any 
possible— this is not pertinent to any possible investigation that this 
committee might be conducting, and I also believe that it is an in- 
vasion of my right to associate under the first amendment, and I 
therefore decline to answer. 

Mr. Akebts. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered and directed to answer; and I should like, for the purpose of 
making the record absolutely clear, to explain to the witness now the 
pertinency of the question. 

. Sir, it is our understanding that you are now a Communist, a mem- 
ber of the Communist. Party; that you have been identified by rep- 
utable, responsible witnesses under oath as a Communist, part of the 
Communist Party which is a tentacle of the international Communist 
conspiracy. It is our information further, sir, that you as a Com- 
munist have been propagating the Communist activity and the Com- 
munist line principally in the South ; that you have been masquerading 
behind a facade of humanitarianism ; that you have been masquerad- 
ing behind a facade of emotional appeal to certain segments of our 
society; that your purpose, objective, your actiyities, are designed to 
further the cause of the international Communist conspiracv in the 
United States. 

Now, there is pending before the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities # pursuant to its authority, its duty, and its responsibility 
legislation. Indeed, the chairman of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities sometime ago introduced a bill, H. U. 9937, which has 
numerous provisions which are being considered by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Some of these provisions undertake to 
tighten the security laws respecting registration of Communists ; some 
of these provisions undertake to tighten the security laws respecting 
the dissemination of Communist propaganda. Some of these security 
laws preclude certain types of activities, the very nature of which we 
understand you have been engaged in. 

In addition to that, sir, there is pending before the Committee on 
Un-American Activities a series of proposals that are not yet incor- 
porated into legislative form, which the committee is considering. 
In addition to that, the Committee on Un-American Activities has a 
mandate from the Congress of the United States to maintain a sur- 
veillance over the administration and operation of numerous security 
laws that are presently on the statute books, including the Internal 
Security Act, the Communist Control Act of 1954, the. Foreign Agents 
Eegistration Act, espionage and sabotage statutes. 

It is for that reason and ±ox these reasons which I have just de- 
scribed to you that this committee has come to Atlanta, Georgia, for 
the purpose of assembling factual material which the committee can 
use, in connection with other material which it has assembled, in 
appraising the administration and operation of the laws and in mak- 
ing a studied judgment upon whether or not the current provisions 
of the laws are adequate and whether or not each or any of these pro- 
posals pending before the committee should be recommended for 
enactment. 

If you, sir, now will tell us, in response to the last outstanding 
principal question, where you have been immediately prior to your 
sojourn in Rhode Island with Harvey O'Connor, who has been iden- 
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tified as a hard-core member of the Communist conspiracy, head of 
the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, and other organizations 
that have been cited by a congressional committee as Communist fronts. 

If you will tell us, sir, now of your activities in this connection, 
that will add to the fund of knowledge of this committee so that 
it can more adequately discharge the duties and responsibilities which 
it has upon it. ' 

Now, Mr. Chairman, on the basis of that explanation of the per- 
tinency of the question which I have posed to this witness, I respect- 
fully suggest that you now order and direct this witness either to 
answer the question or to invoke his privileges under the fifth amend- 
ment against giving testimony which could be used against him in a 
criminal proceeding. . 

Mr. Willis. I think, sir, that a sufficient foundation has been laid to 
make the question completely pertinent, and I direct you to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Braben. In the first place, Mr. Chairman, Mr. Arens has been 
grossly misinformed ; and it still remains a fact thafrmy beliefs and my 
associations are none of the business of this committee. 

Mr. Willis. In other words, you are maintaining your attitude of 
refusing to answer? 

Mr. Braden. On the grounds of the first amendment to the United 
States Constitution, which protects the right of all citizens to practice 
beliefs and associations, freedom of the press, freedom of religion, 
and freedom of assembly. On that ground I stand, sir. 

While you are investigating, Mr. Arens, you ought to investigate 
some of the atrocities against the Jews and Negroes in the South, such 
as the picketing of the Atlanta J ournal last Sunday morning. 

Mr. Arens. Now, kindly tell the committee, if you please, sir, are 
you now, this minute, a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Braden. I stand on my previous position under the first amend- 
ment, that such a question has no pertinency to any legislative purpose 
and it violates my belief. 

Mr. Willis. Would you kindly defer one second ? 

Proceed with your next question, Mr. Counsel. 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me just a moment. Mr. Chairman, may Ave 
have the reporter read back just the last line or so, so I am thoroughly 
conversant? 

Mr. Willis. What was the outstanding question ? The outstanding 
question was: Are you now a member of the Communist Party? If 
I am not mistaken, the witness refused to answer the question, but 
did not invoke the privileges against self-incrimination provided in 
the fifth amendment to the Constitution of the United States. That 
is correct, is it not ? 

Mr. Braden. And I stated my grounds on the first amendment, on 
the grounds that the question has no possible pertinency to any legis- 
lation. 

Mr. Arens. Yes. I want the record to be absolutely clear, sir, so 
we do not put this committee in the ludicrous position of a com- 
plete, thorough explanation in response to each invocation of alleged 
lack of pertinency, that the explanation which I gave to you as to the 
pertinency of the question is understood to be applicable to similar 
questions which I am intending to propose to you, 
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Mr, Braden. Should I take that up with counsel, or what ? 
Mr. Arens. I am just announcing for the record now. 
Mr. Braden-. You are doing this 

Mr. Ajrens. If, as, and when this particular proceeding is subject 
to judicial review, it will be thoroughly understood that the questions 
which I propose to propound to you today will be geared to the 
pertinency which I summarily explained to you a few moments ago. 

Mr. Braden. Is this pertinent insofar as the integration movement 
is concerned ? 

Mt.Arens. Sir, kindly tell us 

Mr. Willis. Let the Chair understand the situation. And I think 
that should be made perfectly clear. I think the question of perti- 
nency of these hearings has been completely explained and is a, mat- 
ter of record. Without repetition, you- are now on your guard as to 
why these questions are being propounded to you, all of them ; and 
let that basis be the general basis for the question. 

Now do ^understand that you have refused to answer the question 
as to whether or not you are now a member of the Communist Party 
solely upon the invocation of the provisions of the first amendment, 
but that you have not invoked the protection of the fifth amendment 
to the Constitution. Is that correct ? 

Mr. Braden. That is right, sir. I am standing on the Watkins, 
Sweezy, Koenigsberg, and other decisions of the united States Su- 
preme Court which protect my right, and the Constitution as they 
interpret the Constitution of the United States, protecting my right 
to private belief and association. 

Mr. Arens. And let it be clear also, sir, that I do not propose^nor 
have I thus far at any time undertaken, to probe any private beliefs. 
We are interested here solely in your participation in an organiza- • 
tion which is controlled by a Godless, atheistic conspiracy, which is 
sweeping the world and which ultimately threatens, and will threaten, 
the integrity of this Nation; and if this committee of the "United k 
States Congress cannot solicit from a citizen information respecting 
the operation within the confines of the border of this Godless, athe- 
istic conspiracy, God help this country. 

Mr. Braden. Are you saying integration is communism like they 
do in Louisiana ? 

Mr. Arens. Now would you kindly tell us whether, or not Mrs. 
Alberta Ahearn, A-h-e-a-r-n, was in error when she took an oath be- 
fore the Committee on Un-American Activities and testified that while 
she was a member of the Communist Party she knew you, sir, as a 
member of the Communist Party ? We would like to now afford you 
an opportunity to deny; that identification while you are under oath, 
sir. Do you care to avail yourself of that opportunity? 

Mr. Braden. I stand on the same grounds^ as I stood on before. 
You are probing into private beliefs and associations, which are pro- 
tected by the first amendment of the United States. The question 
has no possible pertinency to any legislative purpose. The- mandate . 
of this committee is so vague that nobody knows what you are sup- 
posed to be investigating. 

Mr. Arens. We will tell you now, communism and Communists — ^— 

Mr. Bradest. Integration is what you are investigating. All the 
people subpenaed here are integrationists. 
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Mr. Jackson. Are all of the people subpenaecl here also Commu- 
nists? 

Mr. Braden. I leave that to you. 

Mr. Jackson. We are trying to determine that fact; and it would 
certainly seem that when we have testimony under oath which so 
identifies witnesses, that there must be some flame with all of the 
smoke. 

Mr. Braden. Have any of your witnesses identified the anti-Semite, 
* who was picketing the Journal Building Sunday morning, Billy 
Branam? 

Mr. Jackson. Do you suggest that this committee of the Congress 
should take over the police powers? Do you suggest if somebody was 
shot on the street corner in Atlanta 

Mr. Braden. That is what you are doing, Mr. Jackson. 

Mr. Jackson. Just a moment — that this committee of Congress, 
which has no such mandate, should go out and make investigation 
of that particular form of violence? This is an investigation that is 
bounded by certain very clear-cut and distinct lines, your definition to 
the contrary. We are told to investigate the extent and scope of 
propaganda activities within the United States. That is precisely 
what we are doing. And when you cast doubt, or attempt to cast 
doubt, on the relevancy of the question when you are in the position 
you are to influence public opinion through your writings— and I 
gather through your writings on behalf of the Communist Party — it is 
very clearly within the purview of this committee to inquire into those 
activities. I do not care what you think. I have not the slightest 
interest in 

Mr. Braden. Mr. Arens just asked me 

Mr. Jackson. Slightest interest in your opinions. I am sure that 
your opinions would be extremely interesting, but I am not interested 
in them. 

What I am interested in, is what are you doing on behalf of the 
Communist Party? We are not going to b,e clouded^ so far as I am 
concerned, by talking about integration and segregation. This com- 
mittee is not concerned in that. This committee is concerned in what 
you are doing in behalf of the Communist conspiracy. It may be that 
your actions parallel, as the chairman said, a very humanitarian thing, 
a thing which is emotional and a thing in which many of us are in 
sympathy. 

I don't know but what I made as great contribution to civil rights 
as you have, as a member of the Congress, because I also voted for a 
great many things, but I voted for them out of American principles, 
and I have not agitated for them out of any sympathy for the Com- 
munist cause. 

Mr. Braden. Anything I do is done by American principles, Mr. 
Jackson, and you asked me if I think you should be investigating 
violence^ and I think you should be investigating against Jews and 
Negroes in the South, the bombing of synagogues, the bombing of 
Negro homes. That is the kind of thing you should be investigating. 

Mr. Jackson. I suggest that you go before the Congress of the 
United States and so petition it to change the charge on this committee. 
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Mr. Braden. Two hundred Negro leaders in the South petitioned 
the Congress of the United States last week in connection with this 
hearing in Atlanta. 

Mr. Jackson. After looking at some of the names on this list, the 
letters went into the circular files of many members, because it was 
quite obvious that a number of names on that letter were names of 
those that had been closely associated with the Communist Party. 
Their interest and major part does not lie with honest integration. 
Their interest lies with the purposes of the Communist Party. And 
that is what we are looking into, and let us not be clouding this dis- 
cussion and this hearing this morning by any more nonsense that we 
are here as representatives of the United States Government to further, 
or to destroy, or to have any tiling to do with, integration. I resent it as 
an individual member of the Congress. 

Mr. Braden. I think the 200 Negro leaders who signed that state- 
ment ought to resent your statement about their political affiliations. 

Mr. Arens. Now we would like to display to you a copy of this 
statement which you have just alluded to, which has been received in 
many quarters in the United States Congress. Did you prepare that 
open letter which was signed by a number of people and 

Mr. Braden. Shall I read it first ? 

Mr. Arens. Directed to the United States Congress? Did you 
prepare that letter? Kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Braden. I would like to read the letter, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Take your time and read it, yes, sir. 

Mr. Braden. This is an open letter to the United States House of 
Eepresentatives : 

We are informed that the Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
House of Representatives is planning to hold hearings in Atlanta, Georgia, at an 
early date. 

As Negroes residing in Southern States and the District of Columbia, aU deeply 
involved in the struggle to secure full and e^ual rights for our people, we are 
very much concerned by this development. 

We are acutely aware of the fact that there is at the present time a shocking 
amount of un-American activity in our Southern States. To cite only a few 
examples, there are the bombings of the homes, schools, and houses of worship 
of not only Negroes but also of our Jewish citizens ; the terror against Negroes 
in Dawson, Ga. ; the continued refusal of boards of registrars in many Southern 
communities to allow Negroes to register and vote ; and the activities of White 
Citizens Councils encouraging open defiance of the United States Supreme Court. 

However, there is nothing in the record of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities to indicate^ that, if it comes South, it wiU investigate these 
things. On the contrary, all of its activities in recent years suggest that it is 
much more interested in harassing and labeling as "subversive" any citizen who 
is inclined to be liberal or an independent thinker. 

For this reason, we are alarmed at the prospect of this committee coming 
South to follow the lead of Senator Eastland, as well as several state investigat- 
ing committees, in trying to attach the "subversive" label to any liberal white 
Southerner who dares to raise his voice in support of our democratic ideals. 

It was recently pointed out by four Negro leaders who met with President 
Eisenhower that one of our great needs in the "South is to build lines of com- 
munication between Negro and white Southerners. Many people in the South 
are seeking to do this. But if white people who support integration are labeled 
'subversive" by congressional committees, terror is spread among our white 
citizens and it becomes increasingly difficult to find white people who are willing 
to support our efforts for full citizenship. Southerners, white and Negro, who 
strive today for full democracy must work at best against tremendous odds. 
They need the support of every agency of our Federal Government. It is un- 
thinkable that they should instead be harassed by committees of the United 
States Congress. 
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We therefore urge you to use your influence to see that the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities stays out of the South— unless it can be persuaded 
to come to our region to help defend us against those subversives who oppose 
our Supreme Court, our Federal policy of civil rights for all, and our American 
ideals of equality and brotherhood. 

This letter is dated July 22, 1958, which is the day that my sub- 
pena was dated in Washington, D. 0., by Congressman Francis Walter. 
There it is. . 

Mr. Arens. Now would you kindly answer just 2 questions with 
reference to this letter? Question number 1 is: What did you, an 
identified member of the Communist Party, have to do with this 
letter? , . . _ 

Mr. Braden. I will have to stand on my first amendment rights for 
private beliefs and association on the grounds that the question has no 
possible pertinency to any legislation. 

Mr. Abens. Now question number 2 

Mr. Willis. I think you should be more specific and ask him did 
he prepare it. 
Mr. Arens. Did you prepare the letter, Mr. Braden ? 
Mr. Willis. Or have anything to do with its preparation? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Braden. I will have to stand again on the first amendment, 
the vagueness of the mandate of the committee, and the pertinency 
of the investigation and the legislative 

Mr. Willis. The Chair wants to make this statement for the record : 
Of course, let me assure you that this committee is not in accord with 
your alleged grounds as the basis for refusing to answer these ques- 
tions. 

On the contrary, we take a different view. You have 2 counsel, and 
Tknow you realize why I am making this clear. You have your choice. 
You may allow your counsel to confer with you. We think a basis 
has been made; we are quite familiar, I assure you, with the decisions 
to which you refer. And I want to make the record perfectly clear. 

Mr. Braden, Yes, sir. 

Mr. Willis. I think you understand the position of this committee. 
Mr. Braden. Yes, sir, I do. And I hope you understand my posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I want to join the chairman in his 
statement. I, too, am not satisfied with the reason he gives for decli- 
nation to answer the question. I think the record should show very 
affirmatively that there is an instance of communication signed by a 
number of individuals and addressed to Members of the Congress of 
the United States. 

There is a very strong possibility that that letter was prepared by a 
Communist; and it points up one of the things that this committee has 
been trying to put across, that well-meaning people pursuing a very 
worthwhile goal are very frequently not sufficiently advised as to 
what they are doing when they lend their names to various petitions, 
letters, and so forth. A very strong likelihood exists — and we cannot 
know because of the refusal of the witness to answer whether he pre- 
pared this letter — but a strong likelihood exists that the letter ^ques- 
tion was prepared under Gommunist direction; that those who signed 
it signed a document which was prepared by the Communist Party for 
their own purposes. 
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Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Braden. I am sure the people who signed the letter will appre- 
ciate those aspersions, Mr. Jackson. 
Mr. Jackson. The people who did what? 

Mr. Braden. The people who signed the letter, I am sure, will ap- 
preciate the aspersions on their intelligence. 

Mr. Jackson. If they will pay a little more attention to what they 
are doing and have a little less concern about some of the other non- 
important things, I think everyone concerned will get along a lot 
better. 

Mr. Braden. I think that would be true of the committee. 

Mr. Jackson. I still say that the attribution on the letterhead ap- 
pears that it has been prepared by a Communist organization that has 
been cited. 

. Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the entire 
document that I displayed to the witness be appropriately marked and 
incorporated by reference in the record. 

Mr. Willis. Let the document be so incorporated. 
. (Document marked "Braden Exhibit No. 1," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Braden. Will that include the signers, Mr. Chairman, the 
names of the signers also? " 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Braden, please tell the committee when you 
were last here in the Atlanta area pursuant to your work. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Braden. I am trying to think exactly when it was, sir. The 
latter part of May. 
Mr. Arens. Of this year? 
Mr. Braden. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Were you here pursuant to the official assignment which 
you have as a field organizer or field secretary, as it were, of the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund? 

Mr. Braden. Yes, sir. I travel all over the South in the interest of 
integration. 

Mr. Arens. And where did you hold your meeting here in May? 

Mr. Braden. Did you ask me about a meeting? 

Mr. Arens. Did you have a meeting here in May ? 

Mr. Braden. Again I will have to stand on the first amendment on 
the grounds that this' is an invasion of private belief and association ; 
that the question has no possible pertinency to any possible legislative^ 
purpose ; and that the mandate establishing this committee is too vague 
for anybody to know what you are investigating. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I hope and expect and am relying upon 
the request that I made that the explanation of pertinency which I 
gave at the outset of this interrogation carries over with reference 
to each of these principal questions. 

Mr. Braden. That is understood, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in the Atlanta area in December of 1957? 
( * Mr: Braden. I beg'your pardon, sir ? 
Mr. Arens. Were you in the Atlanta area in December of 1957? 
Mr. Braden. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. And did you participate in a meeting here at that time ? 
Mr. Braden. Again the first amendment; same grounds, sir. Do 
I have to repeat it each time,, or is it understood each time? 
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Mr. Wilms. Well, it is understood that you are referring to the 
first amendment. 

Mr. Braden. The challenging of the pertinency of the question, 
challenging the mandate of the committee, and my rights under the 
first amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Then, Mr. Chairman, if there is to be an understanding 
on this record that there is, in response to each of these principal 
questions, a challenge to the pertinency of the question, I respectfully 
suggest and request that the record likewise in each instance, unless 
otherwise directed by the chairman, show a direction to the witness 
to answer the question. 

Mr. Willis. Yes. In order to establish the basis for any proceed- 
ing that might conceivably be instituted, do you understand that you 
are ordered to answer these questions, meaning that the committee 
disagrees with your position and is insisting upon pertinency? Do 
we understand that? 

Mr. Braden. Yes. I understand, and I disagree with the com- 
mittee, and I will understand that you ar£ directing me to answer 
each question in order to expedite the matter so that we will not be 
wasting the committee's time and everybody else's time on this. 

Mr.AKENs. I will not, however, be precluded 

Mr. Willis. Let me suggest this : I think our budget for national 
defense is something like, oh, $38 to $40 billion per year. And I 
think we all know that the troublemakers are the masters of the 
Kremlin — Communist conspiracy, worldwide I am talking aboufrr- 
and here the representatives of the people in Congress feel compelled 
to spend the taxpayers' money, this huge sum. And to indicate what 
a billion dollars is, it comes to my mind that, as a matter of arith- 
metic, a billion minutes have not ticked or gone by since the birth of 
Christ, and we are spending almost $40 billion a year to fight this 
very thing to defend ourselves; 

Now, sir, you are placing yourself in a position of saying that 
Congress has no right to inquire into the Communist conspiracy in 
America. 

Next question. 

Mr. Braden. I am not saying you have no business at that. I am 
just saying your mandate is so vague that nobody knows what you 
have a right to investigate, and the Supreme Court has indicated 

Mr. Willis. You will be surprised how familiar we are with the 
decisions. 

Mr. Braden. The Watkins 

Mr. Willis. That is all right. Proceed. 

Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Chairman, I should like, notwithstanding the 
general direction that the explanation of pertinency carries over to 
the principal questions, to add a brief explanation with reference to 
the question which I intend to propound in just a moment. 

Before this committee, Mr. Braden, a day or so ago, Mr. Armando 
Penha took an oath and testified respecting Communist Party tech- 
niques — Mr. Penha was in the Communist conspiratorial operation in 
this country at the behest of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
and he served there for 8 years. In the course of his testimony yes- 
terday he said, in effect on this issue, that the comrades are under a 
directive to penetrate non-Communist organizations, fine, patriotic, 
humanitarian organizations for the purpose of worming their way 
in, to further the Communist objectives. 
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I am now going to display to you, sir, some photographs, showing 
you and your wife entering the American Red Cross Building in 
Atlanta, December of 1957, at which time it is our understanding 
you were a participant in sessions there. We should like to have you, 
first of all, look at these photographs and tell the committee whether 
or not they are true and correct reproductions of your physical fea- 
tures as you 'were entering the American Red Cross in December of 
1957, a fine, humanitarian, patriotic organization. 

Mr. Braden. Before we get to that, Mr. Arens, you said that Mr. 
Penha made some statements there. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered and directed to answer the question* This record is crystal 
clear if I ever saw one. 

Mr. Braden. Mr. Chairman, the man made a lot of statements. 

Mr. Arens. I do not think the committee needs to be harassed of 
haggled "with by an identified Communist. 

Mr. "Willis. Answer the question. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Braden. Shall I take these pictures one by one ? 

Mr. Ai*ens. Kindly tell us whether or not these pictures are a true 
and correct reproduction of yourself and your wife entering the 
American Red Cross Building in December of 1957. 

Mr. Braden. While we are at it, my vrif e is not here, so I guess I can 
identify all of us, let's see. This is a picture of me and JameS A. 
Dombrowski, executive secretary of the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional Fund, and Mrs. Anne Braden, myself and Aubrey W. Williams, 
publisher of the Southern Farm and Home, -who was director of the 
National Youth Administration under Franklin D. Roosevelt, one of 
the many liberal *white Southerners in the South who has been under 
attack for his position on integration. 

t While we are on the question of the Southern Conference Educa- 
tional Fund, Mr. Chairman, since I think we 

Mr. Willis. Please' do not ^ 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, the witness now 
be ordered and directed to answer this particular question. 

Mr. Braden. I did answer it. I said -what the picture showed. 

Mr. Ajrens. You did not, sir. Do those pictures iairly and honest- 
ly and accurately represent you and your wife as you were entering 
the American Red Cross in December of 1957 ? 

Mr. Braden. These are pictures taken from a building across the 
street, apparently by persons spying on the board of the Southern 
Conference Educational Fund "which met at the American Red Cross 
Building here in Atlanta last December 15. This is a common tech- 
nique for harassing liberals in the South. 

Mr. Arens. Now, did the Southern Conference Educational Fund 
meet in the American Red Cross Building in December of 1957? 

Mr. Braden. It is a matter of public record that they did^ and you 
probablv have a copy of the board meetings 

Mr. Ahens. Excuse me. Who solicited the quarters to be made 
available to the Southern Conference Educational Fund ? 

Mr. Braden. I will have to stand on my previous refusal to answer 
on the same grounds, first amendment and so forth. 

Mr. Arens. Did you participate in the session? 

29454—58 6 
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Mr. Braden. Same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. The record is clear, is it not, Mr. Chairman and counsel 
to the witness, that in response to each of these refusals to answer, the 
Chair has given a direction and there has been an appropriate explana- 
tion of the pertinency ? 

I see you nod your head. The reporter cannot get a yes from your 
nod. 

Mr. Braden. I understand. My counsel and I understand that. ^ 
Mr. Arens. Now, sir, are you connected with the Emergency. Civil 
Liberties Committee? 
Mr. Braden. Same ground. 

Mr. Willis. You mean you refuse to answer on the same ground? 

Mr. Braden. Yes, sir. I refuse to answer on the same ground. 
It being, you know— do we have to go through it.each time or will it 
be understood, sir? 

Mr. Ajrens. Was your association with Harvey O'Connor, an iden- 
tified Communist, in Rhode Island in furtherance of the work pf the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee ? 

Mr. Braden. I was on vacation in Ehode Island, Mr. Arens, and 
you sent a subpena up there and took me off my vacation where it was 
cool and brought me down here in Atlanta where it is 90 degrees. 

Mr. Jackson. It is just as hot for the committee, I might add. 

Mr. Braden. You can always go back to Washington. 

Mr. Jackson-. That is not much improvement; 

Mr. Arens. Now kindly answer the question. Did. you and Har- 
vey O'Connor, in the course of your conferences there in Rhode Is- 
land, develop plans and strategies outlining work schedules for the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee? 

Mr. Braden, Same answer on the same grounds, Mr. Chairman; 
same refusal to answer on the same ground. * 

Mr. Arens. Now, in addition to the letter attacking this commit- 
tee — and we are used to it — by the Southern Conference Educational 
Fund, have you, as a field representative or field organizer pf the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, promoted, stimulated, politi- 
cal pressure, or attempted political pressure, on the United States 
Congress with reference to security measures pending in the Con- 
gress? 

Mr. Braden. I am afraid the question is too vague for an answer, 
Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Arens. I will be specific then, sir. I will display, if yoii please, 
sir, a photostatic reproduction of a letter on the letterhead of the 
Southern Conference Educational Fund, signed Carl and Anne 
Braden, field secretaries. 

Mr. Braden. May we have it read into the record? 

Mr. Arens. Tarn going to display it to you — in which^ among other 
things, the recipient of the letter, "Dear Friend," is asked to write 
their Senators and Congressmen to oppose S. 654, S. 2646, and H. E. 
977, all of which are security measures pending in the United States 
Congress. 

Kindly tell this committee while you are under oath, sir, whether 
or not that photostatic reproduction of that letter is true and correct 
and valid. 

Mr. Braden. I will have to read it first. 
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"Dear Friend" 

Mr. Wit,t,ts. After yon read it — are you going to just read it, or 
will you answer the question as to whether you signed it or not, if it 
proves— — 

Mr. Braden. It will indicate from the letter that I signed- it, I 
think, I mean whether I did or not. If it is a letter I wrote, it is 
bound to have my name on it. 

Dear Friend : 

We are writing to you because of your interest in the Kentucky "sedition" 
cases, which were thrown out of court on the basis of a Supreme Court decision 
declaring state sedition laws inoperative. 

There are now pending in both houses of Congress bills that would nullify this 
decision. We understand there is real danger that these bills win pass. 

We are especially concerned about this because we laiow from our own ex- 
perience how such laws can be used against people working to bring about in- 
tegration in the South. Most of these state statutes are broad and loosely 
worded, and to the officials of many of our Southern states integration is sedi- 
tion. You can imagine what may happen if every little local prosecutor in the 
South is turned loose with a state sedition law. 

It is smaU comfort to realize that such cases would probably eventually be 
thrown out by the Supreme Court. Before such a case reaches the Supreme 
Court, the human beings involved have spent several years of their lives fight- 
ing off the attack, their time and talents have been diverted from the positive 
struggle for integration, and money needed for that struggle has been spent 
in a defensive battle. 

It should also be pointed out that these bUls to validate state sedition laws 
are only a part of a sweeping attack on the ,U. S. Supreme Court. The real 
and ultimate target is the court decisions outlawing segregation. Won't you 
write your two senators and your congressman asking them to oppose S. 654, 
S. 2646, and H. K. 977. Also ask them to stand firm against aU efforts to curb 
the Supreme Court. It is important that you write — and get others to write — 
immediately as the biUs may come up at any time.

Mr. Arens. Did you sign that letter? 

Mr. Braden. Our signature is on the letter. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party the in- 
stant you affixed your signature to that letter ? 

Mr. Braden. I refuse to answer on the same ground previously 
stated, Mr. Chairman. ; 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman > 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Braden, are you connected in any way with the 
Southern Newsletter? , 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Ajrens. I might explain to you. We had a man who has been 

identified as a Communist 

Mr. Braden. Who is that? . « # :^ 

Mr. Arens. Eugene Feldman — who lives in Chicago, Illinois. He 
is the editor of the Southern Newsletter. We had him' before the 
committee yesterday, at which time we displayed to him the applica- 
tion for a post office box made on behalf of the Southern Newsletter, a 

Eublication which is developed in Chicago, which is sent to a post of- 
ce box in Louisville, Kentucky, and then mailed out aver the South. 
I would just like to ask you whether or not you,* being -a resident of 
Louisville, Kentucky, have anything to do there with the Southern 
Newsletter? 

Mr. Braden. I think you are now invading freedom of the press, 
Mr. Arens and Mr. Chairman. I object to your invasion of the free- 
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dom of the press, and I also decline to answer the question on the same 
grounds. You -are not only attacking integrationists, you are attack- 
ing the press. 

Mr. Arens. We have no further questions, if you please, Mr. Chair- 
man. 

Mr. Willis. Any questions, Governor? 
Mr. Tuck. I have no questions. 

Mr. Jackson. I would say anyone who labors under the delusion 
that the Communist press is anything close to free is certainly making 
a very serious mistake. 

However, I think, Mr. Counsel, with reference to the letter sent 
out by the Southern Conference Educational Fund and signed by a 
number of individuals, there may conceivably be some of those who 
signed the letter who did not realize that it was sponsored by a Com- 
munist front. For that reason I think ? in all fairness, that those who 
might desire, if there are any who might desire, to withdraw the^r 
names from that letter before it becomes a part of the official archives 
of our Committee on Un-American Activities should be given oppor- 
tunity to do so on request of the committee. 

Mr. Braden. Mr. Chairman, since he made charges against 

Mr. Willis. He is not making charges. He is making a statement 
for the record. 

Mr. Braden. Southern Conference being a Communist front. 

Mr. Jackson. I am told the Internal Security Subcommittee of the 
Committee on Judiciary of the United States Senate has so character- 
ized it. 

Mr. Braden. I think we ought to be -allowed to introduce in evi- 
dence a brochure showing what the Southern Conference Education 
Fund is about. Give decency a chance in the South. 
m Mr. Arens. In view of the distinguished Congressman's observa- 
tion on the Southern Conference Educational Fund, the organization 
which has been cited as a Communist front with which this man has a 
connection as an identified Communist is the Emergency Civil Lib- 
erties Committee. The Southern Conference Educational Fund it- 
self is, for >all practical purposes, the successor organization to the 
Southern Conference for Human Welfare, which itself had been cited 
as a Communist front. The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
ran an investigation of the Southern Conference Educational Fund — 
and I say in passing that I .happen to have been identified with the 
Internal Security Subcommittee at that time und did the interrogat- 
ing of the witnesses. 

The report of the Internal Security Subcommittee with reference to 
the Southern Conference 'Educational Fund concludes substantially 
as follows — this is not an exact quotation; it is only from memory — 
that an objective appraisal from the record compels the conclusion 
that the Southern Conference Educational Fund is, for all practical 
purposes, operating under the same leadership and for the same objec- 
tives as the Southern Conference for Human Welfare. 

Mr. Braden. May we have the record show, then, Mr. Chairman, 
that the Southern Conference Educational Fund was not specifically 
listed as he said 

Mr. Jackson. Very well, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Braden. Originally. 
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Mr. Arens. That is one of the purposes why we wanted to interro- 
gate you, because you are an identified Communist by a reliable, re- 
sponsible witness who placed her liberty on the line and said, "While 
I .was in the Communist Party, I knew him, to a certainty, as a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party conspiracy." That is you. You are now 
the field representative in this committee. We may desire eventually 
to consider s citation of the Southern Conference Educational Fund 
on the basis of the information which we are now and elsewhere 
developing. 

Mr. Tucker. Mr. Chairman, could I make a statement ? 

Mr. Willis. No, you may not, Counsel for the witness. 

Mr. Tucker. Not in connection with this at all. 

Mr. Willis. Well, you might talk to the committee counsel. You 
are not being examined. You are only a lawyer here. 

The committee will stand in recess for 10 minutes*. 

(Members present: Representatives Willis, Tuck, and Jackson.) 

(A brief recess was taken. ) 
- (Subcommittee membersj>resent : Edwin E. Willis, presiding, Wil- 
liam M. Tuck, and Donald L. Jackson. ) 

Mr. Willis. The subcommittee will please come to order. 

Counsel will call his next witness. 

Mr. Arens. Frank Wilkinson, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Willis. Please raise your right hand. Do you solemnly swear 
that the testimony you are about to give will be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? , ^ a 

Mr. Wilkinson. I do. ~ " AA ia &~ )l wV 

TESTIMONY OP PRANK WILKINSON ^ (j 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and 
occupation. 

Mr. Wilkinson. My name is Frank Wilkinson. 
Mr.AnENS. And your residence, please, sir? , 

^ Mr. Wilkinson. As a matter of conscience and personal responsi- 
bility, I refuse to answer any questions of this committee. 

Mr. Arens. And your occupation, please, sir ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. As a matter of personal conscience and responsi- 
bility, I refuse to answer any questions of this committee. 
• Mr. Ajrens. You are appearing today in response to a subpena that 
was served upon ,you by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities? 

Mr. Wilkinson. I am. 

Mr. Aisens. And you are not represented by counsel ? 
Mr. Wilkinson. I am not 

Mr. Arens. You know you have the privilege of counsel ? 
Mr. Wilkinson. I do. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Wilkinson, are you now a member of the Commit 
nist Party? 

Mr. Wilkinson. As a matter of conscience and personal responsi- 
bility, I refuse to answer any questions of this committee. 

Mr. Arens. Now, sir, I should like to make an explanation to you of 
the reasons, the pertinency, and the relevancy of that question and 
certain other questions which I propose to propound to you; and I do 
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so for the purpose of laying a foundation upon which I will then re- 
quest the chairman of this subcommittee to order and direct you to 
answer those questions. 

The Committee on Un-American Activities has two major responsi- 
bilities which it is undertaking to perform here in Atlanta. 

Kesponsibility number 1, is to maintain a continuing surveillance 
over the administration and operation of a number of our internal 
security laws. In order to discharge that responsibility the Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities must undertake to keep abreast of 
techniques of Communists' operations in the United States and Com- 
munist activities in the United States. In order to know about Com- 
munist activities and Communist techniques, we have got to know 
who the Communists are and what they are doing. 

Responsibility number 2, is to develop factual information which 
will assist the Committee on Un-American Activities in appraising 
legislative proposals before the committee. 

There are pending before the committee a number of legislative pro- 

?osals which undertake to more adequately cope with the Communist 
'arty and the Communist conspiratorial operations in the United 
States. H. R 9937 is one of those. Other proposals are pending before 
the committee not in legislative form yet, but in the form of sugges- 
tions that there be an outright outlawry; of the Communist Party; 
secondly, that there be registrations required of certain activities of 
Communists; third, that there be certain amendments to the Foreign 
Agents Eegistration Act because this Congress of the United States 
has found repeatedly that the Communist Party and Communists in 
the United States are only instrumentalities of a Kremlin-controlled 
world Communist apparatus. Similar proposals are pending before 
this committee. 

Now with reference to pertinency of this question to your * own 
factual situation, may I say that it is the information of this commit- 
tee that you now are. a hard-core member of the Communist Party; 
that you were designated, by the Communist Party for the purpose of 
creatine and manipulating certain organizations, including the Emer- 
gency Civil Liberties Committee, the affiliate organizations of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, including a particular commit- 
tee in Calif ornia and a particular committee in Chicago, a committee — 
the name of which is along the line of the committee for cultural free- 
dom, or something pf that kind. I don't have the name before me at 
the instant. 

It is the information of the committee or the suggestion of the com- 
mittee that in anticipation of the hearings here in Atlanta, Georgia, 
you were sent to this area by the Communist Party for the purpose of 
developing a hostile sentiment to this committee and to its work for 
the purpose of undertaking to bring pressure upon the United States 
Congress to preclude these particular hearings.- Indeed it is the fact 
that you were not even subpenaed for these particular hearings until 
we learned that you were in town for that very purpose and thai/ you 
were not subpenaed to appear before this committee until you had 
actually registered in the hotel here in Atlanta. 

Now, sir, if you will tell this committee whether or not, while you 
are under oath, you are. now a Communist, we intend to pursue that 
area of inquiry and undertake to solicit from you information respect- 
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ingyour activities as a Communist on behalf of the Communist Party, 
which is tied up directly with the Kremlin; your activities from the 
standpoint of propaganda; your activities from the standpoint of 
undertaking to destroy the Federal Bureau of Investigation and the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, because indeed this committee 
issued a report entitled "Operation Abolition," in which we told some- 
thing, the information we then possessed, respecting the efforts of the 
Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, of which you are the guiding 
light, to destroy the F. B. I. and discredit the director of the F. B. I. 
and to undertake to hamstring the work of this Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

So if you will answer that principal^ question, I intend to pursue 
the other questions with you to solicit information which would be of 
interest — which will be of vital necessity, indeed — to this committee in 
undertaking to develop legislation to protect the United States of 
America under whose flag you, sir, have protection. 

Now please answer the question : Are you now a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Wilkinson. I am refusing to answer any questions of this 
committee. * 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest now that the 
record reflect an order and direction of the chairman to the witness to 
answer this question. 

Mr. Willis. I will so order, hut before doing so I want to add this 
remark about pending legislation. 

There is a bill pending right now before the Congress. We have 
held hearings on it just a couple of weeks ago on the question of the 
organizational features of the Communist conspiracy. Specifically 
the Supreme Court, in what is popularly referred to as the Yates Case, 
held that the Communist Party must be regarded as having been or- 
ganized in 1945 and that automatically thereby all prosecutions for 
organizational features have been destroyed and no more prosecution 
is possible. 

We take the position that what happened in 1945 was a* reconstruc- 
tion of the party, rather than an organization of it.; .that it had been 
organized years before. And we received evidence yesterday along 
the lines of the present techniques in connection with new organiza- 
tional efforts,; and among other reasons for pertinency of these hear- 
ings, would oe the development of information which we feel you 
have, sir, that you could shed light on the current methods of organiz- 
ing or regrouping or reconstructing of the party and subdivisions 
thereof. r 

I make that plain to you because it is necessary under the decision 
that that be done. It is necessary that we set forth for the record a 
description of the pertinency of the hearings, which has been done by 
counsel, and I have tried to implement it. And then it is necessary for 
us to warn you that we disagree with your position as a basis t for 
possible contempt proceedings. 

Now, thus far, your position is simply that you will not have any- 
thing to say to this committee. You are not represented by counsel. 
I tell you that it would be better for you, as a matter of protection 
of your own rights, if you* fear that what we develop through you 
might tend to incriminate you that you would have the right to invoke 
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the privilege of the filtlx amendment if you honestly fear that the 
answers to the questions propounded to you would tend to incriminate 
you. But you are not doing that, sir. You are simply, point blank, 
taking the position of obvious contempt for this committee and its 
purposes. You have not invoked any constitutional provision that 
you could invoke if you honestly fear that to testify here would get 
you in criminal trouble. 

So having explained that to you, I now order and direct you to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I challenge, in the most fundamental sense, the 
legality of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. It is 
my opinion that this committee stands in direct violation by its man- 
date and by its practices of the first amendment to the United States 
Constitution. It is my belief that Congress had no authority to 
establish this committee in the first instance, nor to instruct it with 
the mandate which it has. 

I have the utmost respect for the broad powers which the Congress 
of the United States must have to carry on its investigations for legis- 
lative purposes. However, the United States Supreme Court has held 
that, broad as these powers may be, the Congress cannot investigate 
into an area where it cannot legislate, and this committee tends, by 
its mandate and by its practices, to investigate into precisely those 
areas of free speech, religion, peaceful association and assembly, and 
the press, wherein it cannot legislate and therefore it cannot in- 
vestigate. 

I am, therefore, refusing to answer any questions of this committee. 
Mr. Willis. Proceed, Mx. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. I should like, if you please, sir, to read you some tes- 
timony taken under oath in Los Angeles, California, on December 7, 
1956, in which a witness Anita Schneider was. testifying. Mrs. 
Schneider had been, in the course of previous testimony, testifying 
about an organization known as the Citizens Committee to Preserve 
American Freedoms. Mrs. Schneider gave a response which pre- 
cipitated this question from myself : 

Was it Communist controlled? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Who was the ringleader in that organization ? 

A. I didn't work in that organization and I don't know who the ringleader 
was. My contact on that occasion was with Frank Wilkinson, I believe. 
Q. Did you know him as a Communist? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Have you any further information with reference to those two documents 
to which you are now alluding? 

A. Yes. Mr. Wilkinson asked me to start a similar organization or branch of 
that organization in the San Diego area. He said that he would give me a list 
of professional people — teachers, doctors, and lawyers — in the San Diego area 
and that I should contact them in an attempt to set up such a committee in 
San Diego. 

- And I skip a paragraph which is not germane to this particular 
subject matter. Then she continues : 

When I discussed this with Frank Wilkinson in Los Angeles, I said that 
since I wasn't a professional person, at that time I wasn't active publicly, that 
perhaps it might be better to have someone else head it. 

Mr. Wilkinson, was Mrs. Schneider telling the truth when she took 
an oath before this committee and testified that she knew you as a 
Communist? 
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Mr. "Wilkinson. I am refusing to answer questions. 

Mr. Abens. Do you know Mrs. Anita Schneider ? 

Mr. Wilms. I think I should order him to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. If you will please, sir; yes, sir. And I respectfully 
suggest, Mr. Chairman, that the record reflect the intention of myself 
that the explanation of pertinency and relevancy which I previously 
gave is applicable to the particular question which is now outstanding. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I refuse to answer any questions of this committee 
on the grounds which I have stated previously. 

Mr." Arens. Mr. Wilkinson, where were you when you were sub- 
penaed to appear lief ore the Committee on Un-American Activities in 
this particular session ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. I am refusing to answer questions. 

Mr. Arens. I should like, if you please, sir, to display to you a 
photostatic reproduction of the registration at the Atlanta Biltmore 
Hotel, Atlanta, Georgia, of yourself and one Dr. James A. Dom- 
browski, obviously registered together on July 23. This bears in 
handwriting the name "Frank Wilkinson; Street, 421-7th Avenue, 
New York City 27, New York; Business firm, Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee ; Street, same. I plan to check out in a week. 
Room No. 253," I believe. 

Kindly look at that photostatic reproduction of your registration on 
July 23 here in Atlanta and tell this committee, while you are under 
oath please, sir, whether or not that is a true and correct reproduction 
of the registration as you filled it out on July 23 at the Atlanta 
Biltmore Hotel in Atlanta, Georgia. 

Mr. Willis. He has asked you to identify the document, the regis- 
tration. 

Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon, sir. 

Mr. Willis. I am explaining to him 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me. 

Mr. Willis, —that you asked him to identify the registration 
document. 

Mr. Abens. I asked Mm to look at it and tell whether or not it is a 
true and correct reproduction of the form as he filled it out at the 
Atlanta Biltmore Hotel, Atlanta, Georgia, on July 23, 1958. 

Would you kindly answer the question ? 

Mr. Willis. Do you understand the question? 

Mr. .Wilkinson. I am ref using^ to answer any questions of this 
committee. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest, so that this record 
may be abundantly clear, that the explanation of pertinency previously 
given be related into this particular question on our record and that 
there be an order and direction to this witness to answer' the question. 

Mr. Willis. You are ordered to answer the question. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I refuse to answer any questions of this committee 
on the grounds of my initial answer. The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities stands in direct violation of the first amendment 
to the United States Constitution. 

Mr. Arens ; Now, Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the 
document which was obtained by subpena by this committee from the 
Atlanta Biltmore Hotel be appropriately marked and incorporated 
by reference in this record. 
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Mr. Wilus. It will be so marked and incorporated. 
(Document marked "Wilkinson Exhibit No. 1," and retained in 
committee files. ) 

Mr. Asens. Now I should like to display to you, Mr. Witness, an- 
other document. It is a photostatic reproduction of some telephone 
calls made by Frank Wilkinson over the course of a number of days, 
beginning on July 23, 1958, from the Atlanta Biltmore Hotel— a 
number of long distance telephone calls. At least there are long 
distance telephone calls on this. 

I should like to display this document to you and ask you whether 
or not you made the calls to the places indicated in the document at 
the time revealed by the document. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I am answering no questions. 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that this docu- 
ment which was obtained by subpena from the Committee on Un- 
American Activities served upon the officials of the Atlanta Biltmore 
Hotel be incorporated by reference in the record. 

Mr. Willis. Let it be incorporated. m m 

(Document marked "Wilkinson Exhibit No. 2," and retained m 
committee files.) n 

Mr. Arens. And that the witness now be ordered and directed to 
answer the question and that the record reflect at this point the 
explanation of pertinency and the powers and duties and responsi- 
bilities of this committee. 

Mr. Willis. You are so ordered. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I refuse to answer any questions of this committee 
on the grounds of my initial refusal. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now the principal driving force, the leader, 
of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. I refuse to answer any questions. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the record 
again reflect an order and direction to this witness to answer the ques- 
tion and that the record at this point reflect the explanation of per- 
tinency and relevancy, the powers and duties of this committee as pre- 
viously developed in the record. 

Mr. Willis. You are so ordered. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I refuse to answer any questions of this committee 
on the grounds of my initial answer. The mandate of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities stands in direct violation of the 
first amendment to the United States Constitution. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, so that the record may be absolutely 
clear. The witness has made reference to the first amendment. It is 
not clear to me whether or not the witness intends or is invoking the 
provisions of the first amendment in his declination to answer the 
questions. 

Mr. Wilkinson. My initial answer stands as my answer. 

Mr. Jackson. Kb. I am not at all satisfied with it. It might well 
be that the reference to the first amendment might conceivably be in- 
terpreted as relying upon the first amendment, where the witness has 
not specifically indicated that he is so relying, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Willis. Ai;d you are asking him if he is relying on the first 
amendment to the Constitution as a basis for his refusal to answer 
these questions? 
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Mr. Jackson. That was the purport of my question. 

Mr. Wilkinson-. My initial answer is my answer. 

Mr. Jackson. What again, if you will please, for the record, was 
your original and initial answer ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. My initial answer is my answer. 

Mr. Jackson. I think this point should he clarified at some stage 
during the proceedings, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the return 
of the United States marshal showing the time and place of service of 
the subpena upon Frank Wilkinson at the Atlanta BILtmore Hotel 
be incorporated by reference in this record. 

Mr. Willis. It will be so incorporated. 

(Document marked "Wilkinson Exhibit No. 3," and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Akens. ISTow, sir, I put it to you as a fact and ask you to affirm , 
or deny the fact that you are part of an enterprise to destroy the very 
Constitution of the United States under which we all have protec- 
tion; that you are the agent of the Communist Party as an arm of the 
international Communist conspiracy sent into Atlanta for the purpose 
of engaging in conspiratorial activities on behalf of the Communist 
Party. If that is not so, deny it while you are under oath. 

Mr. Wilkinson. I am answering no questions of this committee. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will conclude 
the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Tuck. I have no questions. 

Mr. Willis. I want to pursue a little, for a moment, the questions 
asked by the gentleman from California. And I wish you *would un- 
derstand sir, that the idea in his mind, as in mine, is that the record 
will reflect, as much for your protection as for the benefit of the com- 
mittee, the basis for your refusal to answer these questions. 

You have not made it abundantly clear whether you are invoking 
the protection of the first amendment upon a feeling on your part that 
you want to personally rely, and it is a personal matter to you, on 
that amendment as a basis for refusal or whether your reference to 
the amendment is, let us say, philosophical conversation or some other 
ideas you might have in mind. 

Will you not please try to clarify that point for us ? 

Mr. Wilkinson. My answer is my answer. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, let the record show I am not satisfied 
with that answer. 

Mr. Willis. I think the part and parcel of the whole record is a 
reflection of an attitude on the part of the witness which is obvious 
I think to everyone.

Would you please explain — define your characterization 
there. I don't know what you mean. 

Mr. Arens. Perhaps I can help you a little bit. 

The gentleman seated here to my right, a former FBI undercover 
agent in the Communist Party, explained on the record yesterday that 
he had served in the Communist Party in the United States for some 
8 years, and during the course of his service in the Communist Party 
he rose within the ranks of the conspiracy to where he had become a 
member of the National Textile Commission of the Communist Party. 
He explained yesterday that the Textile Commission of the Commu- 
nist Party was developing a program of penetration into the South to 
follow the- textile mills which have been moved, many from the New 
England States, and which are developing in the South. He ex- 
plained that, as part of this program, he as a member of the Textile 
Commission of the Communist Party was in contact with a number 
of people of high education and training in the conspiracy who were 
going into the textile mills for the purpose of carrying on Communist 
Party underground activity. These people he characterized as colo-

JN*ow, with that explanation tell us whether or not you were a colo-

Mrs. Cole. Well, I am still not quite clear on your explanation. 

Mr. Arens. Maybe it would help you still further 

Mr. Forer. Maybe if I may 

Mr. Arens. We are running these proceedings, Counsel. * 
Now I ask you whether or not you have ever been- in conversation - 
with, or whether or not you know, the gentleman seated at the right 
here whom I have identified, in my colloquy with you, .as a former 
undercover agent of the FBI — do you know this gentleman seated

Armando Penha, you would be supplying information which might 
be used against you in a criminal proceeding?

Mrs. Cole. It is possible. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha testified yesterday that while he was an un- 
dercover agent m the Communist Party, he knew you as a Communist 
.Farty colomzer. That is a pretty serious charge to bring against any- 
one, because we aU know the Communist Party is part and parcel 
or an international conspiracy. 

We would like to give you now an opportunity to deny while you 
are under oath, if a denial is in order, the testimony of Mr. Penha 
insofar as it is applicable to yourself. Do you care to avail yourself 
of that opportunity ? 

(The witness conf ered with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Cole. I am sorry, but I don't know what you mean. 

Mr. Arens. Was Mr. Penha telling the truth or was he in error 
when he identified you under oath as a person known by him to be a 
Communist Party colonizer? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Cole. Well, I will have to say again I am not clear on what 
is a Communist Party colonizer, and the only reason I went into the 
textile work is to make a living. I think it makes a better living than 
a white-collar job, better paying. 

Mr. Arens. Were you — excuse me. 

Mrs. Cole. Go ahead.

The question is was Armando Penha telling the^ truth yesterday 
when he took an oath before this committee and said that while he 
was an undercover agent of the FBI, he knew you as a Communist.

Is it not a fact that this was not your 
first employment in a textile mill ? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 
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Mrs. Cole. Is that your question? 

Mr. Jackson. Yes. Had you previously been employed in a textile 
mill? 

Mrs. CoiiB. I think I already stated that. 

Mr. Jackson. However, on your application you state that you knew 
nothing of -working in a textile mill. What was the purpose for cov- 
ering up your previous employment ? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Cole. Honestly, I don't remember. 

Mr. Jackson. I think that if there was any question in the mind of 
anyone respecting Mr. Penha's testimony as to the extent of the web 
of Communist infiltration, the deliberate effort to infilt rate, no more 
characteristic case could be brought to the attention of the people 
here, or anywhere else in the United States, than that of the witness 
this morning. 

That is all I have, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Wiuas. I might say this: that she feigned lack of knowledge 
on the definition of a colonizer. Judging from our experience in the 
past and similar testimony we have gathered in these hearings, she 
certainly typifies what is commonly known as a colonizer, if she doesn't 
know what a colonizer is.

May I say the only unique thing about it is when an 
agent of the FBI in the Communist Party testifies that, in addition 
to being well educated, in addition to being related to an old textile 
family, and in addition to liking the work, you are also a colonizer 
for the Communist Party. That is what we are interested in. 

Mr. FOrer. Mr. Jackson, I thought you were conducting an investi- 
gation for the purpose of getting information for legislation. 

Mr. Willis. Counsel knows the rules. 

Mr. Forer. And not making speeches' against my client here. 
Mr. Willis. The committee will stand in recess until 2 o'clock. 
(Committee members present: Kepresentatives Willis, Tuck, and

Mr. Robertson. I took some graduate courses after I received my 
degree. 
Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Robertson^ At the University of North Carolina. 

Mr. Arens. When did you complete your graduate courses ? 

Mr. Robertson. In the summer of 1949. 

Mr. Arens. And what courses did you pursue ? 

Mr. Robertson. English and history. 

Mr. Arens. Were you then a resident of North Carolina ? 

Mr. Robertson. Yes, sir, I was. 

Mr. Arens. When did you move from Virginia ?

Mr. Robertson. I attended Washington and Lee University in 
Lexington, Virginia, for 2 years before entering the United States 
Army ; I enlisted in the United States Army. After serving for over 
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3 years, in 1945 I was honorably discharged and returned to iny 
tamily, which at that time was living in Savannah, Georgia. From 
there I entered the University of North Carolina.

Mr. Ajrens. Who was your immediate superior ? 

Mr. Robertson. I actually forget the name. 
# Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you engage in this activ- 
ity, please, sir? 

Mr. Robertson. Oh, for approximately 4 or 5 months. 

Mr. Arens. And your next principal employment, please, sir? 
^Mr. Robertson. My next principal employment was with the Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Corporation of Durham, North Carolina. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment last? 

Mr. Robertson. About 2 months, very rough work. 

Mr. Arens. And your next employment, please, sir ? 

Mr. Robertson. .Golden Belt Cotton Mill, a subsidiary of the 
American Tobacco trust. 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Robertson. Durham, North Carolina. 
Mr. Arens. And in what capacity ? 
Mr. Robertson. As a sweeper. 
Mr. Arens. How long? 

Mr. Robertson. In the carding department, the dirtiest depart- 
ment in the mill. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment last? 

Mr. Robertson. For approximately 3 years. 

Mr. Arens. And your next employment, please? 

Mr. Robertson. Sheet metal worker. 

Mr. Arens. And when did that employment begin?

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Robertson. I do not remember exactly the name. I believe it

Mr. Robertson. Augustana Hospital in Chicago, Illinois. 

Mr. Arens. Tor what period of time were you employed there and 
in what capacity, please, sir? . . 

Mr. Robertson. Oh, 6 weeks to 2 months: I was an orderly m a 
surgical ward. 

Mr. Arens. And, your next employment? 

Mr. Robertson. Popular Mechanics Magazine. 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

itr. Robertson. Chicago, Illinois. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment endure ? 

Mr. Robertson. Approximately 9 months. 

Mr. Arens. And what did you do there ? , m ■ 

Mr. Robertson. I served as a messenger boy and then I served m tne 
Bureau of Information, helping to^ answer queries from readers of 
Popular Mechanics Magazine on various subjects. 

Mr. Arens. And your next employment, please, sir? m - 

Mr. Robertson. I worked for Cargill, Incorporated, a grain ex- 
change on South LaSalle Street in Chicago. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Robertson. As a supervisor in the telegraph room. 
Mr. Arens. Your next employment? 
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Mr. Robertson. Book Production Industries, Incorporated. 
Mr. Arens. Did you ever make application for employment at Er- 
win Mills? 
Mr. Robertson. Yes, sir, I have. 

Mr. Arens. When did you make that application for employment? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Robertson. I don't remember exactly but I believe it was in the 
fall of 1954. 

Mr. Arens. Would it have been the fall of 1955 ? 

Mr. Robertson. Wait a minute. My dates are mixed up. This is 
1958. It may have been the fall of 1955. That would have changed 
some of these dates, by the way. 

Mr. Arens. We understand. You are just relying on your best 
recollection on these dates. 

Mr. Robertson. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. And all of us are a little fuzzy sometimes on dates. 
Mr. Robertson. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you$ if you please, sir, a re- 
production of an application form of the Erwin Mills, Incorporated, 
entitled "application for employment" dated 11-21-55, full name 
William Joseph Robertson, Jr. 

Kindly look at that application form and tell this committee wheth- 
er or not that is a true and correct reproduction of the application 
form filed by yourself with the Erwin Mills at Durham, North Caro- 
lina. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Robertson. Yes, sir, that looks familiar. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly look under that section of the application 
where educational background is alluded to — education. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. Did you put on the application form the truth, the full 
truth, respecting your educational background ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Robertson. Well, cotton-mill owners don't like their employees 
to l)e too well educated. It makes it difficult for them. So, knowing 
this situation in the minds of the employers, naturally I wasn't going 
to make it more difficult for myself to get a job. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer the question. Did you tell your pro- 
spective employers the truth and the whole truth respecting your edu- 
cational background? 

Mr. Robertson. Of course not. I was a worker looking for a job. 

Mr. Arens. Thank you, sir. 

(Document marked "Robertson Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.). 

Mr. Arens. When you worked at the Cone Mills did you happen 
to know a lady by the name of Madge Spurny Cole ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Robertson. This question appears to be the sort of question 
that the Watkins decision had in mind. The Watkins decision was 
directed against the Un-American Activities Committee hearing. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer the question. When you were working 
at the Cone Mills in North Carolina, did you know a person by the 
name of Madge Spurny or Madge Spurny Cole, as her married name 
presently is? 
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Mr. Robertson. This question is in violation of my rights under 
Article I of the Bill of Eights. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question; and as a foundation I 
want now to explain to the witness, as I have done before for other 
witnesses, the pertinency of the question and its relevancy % 

This committee is undertaking to develop factual information 
respecting the administration and operation of certain anti-Com- 
munist legislation which is on the books and to assemble information 
which will enable it to appraise legislative proposals pending bef ore* it. 

Among those legislative proposals is H. E. 9937, a series of sugges- 
tions, prospective provisions of the law to cope with Communists 
and Communist activities. 

Madge Spurny was interrogated this morning by this committee. 
She had been identified yesterday by a live responsible witness under 
oath as a person known, to have been a member of the Ctpmmunist 
Party. You, sir, have likewise been identified as a Communist and as 
a Communist colonizer. . 

This committee is here in Atlanta for the purpose of developing 
factual information respecting Communist techniques, principally 
Communist techniques and colonization in the South. 

If you will tell us whether or not you know, or did know, Madge 
Spurny at the Cone Mills, I then propose to pursue the subject matter 
further by interrogating you with respect to Madge Spurny's activi- 
ties, as current as possible, as a Communist colonizer, if you possess 
such information; so that that information will then be available to 
the Committee on Un-American Activities in its appraisal of pending 
legislation and in its appraisal of the operation and administration of 
the existing security laws. ,r 

Now, sir, kindly answer the question. When you were engaged in 
Cone Mills did you know a person by the name of Madge Spurny? 

Mr. Eobertson. Sir, that question is in violation of my rights under 
Article I of the Bill of Eights as reinforced by the Watkms decision. 
In addition, it has no relevance to any legitimate legislation ; and, 
furthermore, I wish to utilize my rights under Article V of the Bill 
of Eights as reinforced by the Watkins decision. „ ^. , A 

Mr. Arens. Which provision of Article V of the Bill of Eights are 
you invoking? 

( The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Eobektson. My privilege not to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend, sir, that if you told this 
committee truthfully, while you were under oath, whether or not 
you knew Madge Spurny whiie you were employed at the Cone Mills, 
you would be supplying information which might be used against you 
m a criminal proceeding ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Eobertson. It is possible. 

Mr. Ajkens. Do youimow a person, or have you known a person, by 
the name of Charl^Uhilds ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Eobertson. I refuse to answer that question on the same 
grounds, as being in violation of Article I of the Bill of Eights, which 
provides freedom of speech and assembly and association. 



Mr. Arens. Are you invoking those provisions of 

Mr. Robertson. And furthermore I wish to emphasize to this com- 
mittee that these rights and the Bill of Eights have been emphasized 
by the Watkins decision. 

The Watkins decision deals precisely with the activities of this com- 
mittee and it is emphasized very strongly the manner in which this 
committee has carried on its investigations as being in violation of 
the Constitution of the United States of America. 

Mr. Arens. Of course you are in error in your appraisal of the 
Watkins case and in the status and activities of this committee. We 
are letting you unwind this way because that is the typical Commie 
line, and we are glad to listen to it, because we hear it numerous times. 

Mr. Robertson". Is it typical Communist line, sir, to defend the 
Constitution of America ? 

Mr. Ajrens. Are you, sir, this moment, a member of the conspira- 
torial organization which has as its ultimate objective the overthrow 
of the Constitution of the United States ? 

(The witness conferred with Ms counsel.) 

Mr. Robertson. Of course not. I am a loyal American. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now, this moment, a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Robertson. I am a loyal American. My people have been col- 
onizers — you like this word so much — thejr have been colonizers from 
the very beginning and foundation of this country. 

Mr. Ajrens. Tell this committee while you are under oath, are you 
now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Robertson. I am a loyal American. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman 

Mr. Robertson. I love my country. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness be 
ordered and directed to answer the question whether or not he is now 
a member of the Communist Party, or else invoke his rights under the 
fifth amendment not to give information against himself that could 
be used against him in a criminal proceeding. 

Mr. Robertson. I wish to invoke my rights under the various ar- 
ticles of the Bill of Rights, including the first amendment and the fifth 
amendment. 

Mr. Arens. A former undercover agent of the FBI, Mr. Armando 
Penha, testified that you were not just a colonizer, coming on the May- 
flower, or a descendant of those who came on the Mayflower as 
colonizers, but that you were a Communist colonizer. 

Mr, Robertson. Don't speak so loud, sir. It is intimidating. 

Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon. I don't want to intimidate you. 

Mr. Robertson. I think these whole proceedings are an intimidation 
to all witnesses. 

Mr. Arens. Your use of the word intimidation has reached the 
point of exasperation, which I think any loyal red-blooded American 
might well appreciate. 

Now, sir, Mr. Penha, a former undercover agent of the FBI, testified 
before this committee, laid his liberty on the line, and said while he 
was an undercover agent of the FBI in the Communist conspiracy 
lie knew you as a Communist colonizer, active in colonizing in the 
South. 
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We would like to give you now an opportunity, while you are under 
oath, in view of your assertion of your patriotism and your loyalty 
to this country > to deny that while you are under oath. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
" Mr, Arens. Do you as one who has asserted his patriotism and 
loyalty, care to stand up like a red-blooded American and deny that 
you are, or have been in the recent past, a Communist colonizer? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Robertson. No, sir; I don't care to. I am a loyal American.

-cMr. Korstad. I worked in Memphis, Tennessee, as business agent. 
I worked in Kaleigh as a regional director covering all of the south- 
eastern States except Georgia. And I worked in Winston-Salem help- 
ing on about a 3-year organizing drive, an unsuccessful one, against 
the R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. 

Mr. Arens. When were your services with the Food and Tobacco 
Workers terminated? 

Mr. Korstad. In, I think, about November of 1951. The union ac- 
tually went out of existence. It no longer exists. 
" Mr. Arens. And the next employment you had then ? 

Mr. Korstad. I organized the present business that I now operate. 
I have been there since, for 7 or 8 years, whatever amount of time 
that is. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a man by the name of Armando Penha ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Korstad. I am going to have to refuse to answer that question 
on the basis of my rights under the first amendment and the privilege 
under the fifth against self-incrimination. 

Mr. Arbns. Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
truthfully, while you are under oath, whether or not you know Ar- 
mando Penha you would be supplying information which might be 
used against you in a criminal proceeding ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
* Mr, Korstad. It is possible ; yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens." Are you now, or have you ever been, a member of the 
, Communist Party ? ' 

Mr. Korstad. I am going to have to refuse to answer that under the 
same basis. 

Mr. Ajrens. * Are ypu now a member of the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Korstad. I will have to use the same basis. 
Mt.Arbns. In 1950 were you living in Chicago? 
( The witness confer red with his counsel. ) * ' " : 

Mr. Korstad. No, sir. I have never lived in Chicago. I might have 
stayed there a night or two going back home. 
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Mr. Arens. Do you recall a National Labor Conference for Peace, 
urging withdrawal of United States troops from Korea which was 
held in Chicago in July of 1950? 

Mr. Korstad. I seem to recall that there was such a conference. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a participant in the conference ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. I didn't participate in the conference. I wasn't there. 
Mr. Arens. I beg your pardon ? 

Mr. Korstad. I was not at that conference. 4 • 

Mr. Arens. Did you lend your name and your prestige in the- labor 

movement *to the Conference for Peace, urging the withdrawal of 

United States troops from Korea? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.), 

Mr. Korstad. I may have, I was working in the union. Many 
things came across my desk. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at the time 
you loaned your name and your prestige and your stature m this labor 
organization to this Conference for Peace, urging the withdrawal 
of United States troops from Korea ? 

Mr. Korstad. I am going to have to refuse to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. You are not under any compulsion to refuse, you under- 
stand, sir. 

Mr. Korstad. On the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Do you refuse? 

Mr. v Korstad. I refuse. 

Mr. Arens. Why? 

Mr. Korstad. On the grounds I already stated. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
truthfully whether or not you were a Communist when you were lend- 
ing your name, your prestige, and your status in this labor organi- 
zation to this drive to cause the withdrawal of United States troops 
from Korea, you would be supplying information which might be used 
against you in a criminal proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. It is possible, yes. - 

Mr. Arens. While you were one of these organizers did you lend 
your name, your prestige, and your status in the labor organization in 
attacks against the House Committee on Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Korstad. What date is that, please, sir? Do you have a date 
on that? 

Mr. Arens. I have in my hand a thermofax reproduction of the 
Communist Daily Worker of Sunday, May 25, 1947, listingnames of a 
number of people who are alleging witch* hunts, fascism, Ked baiting 
and the like of this committee as alleged by the conspiracy, all en- 
dorsing this warning against this committee, including one Karl Kor- 
stad of the Food and Tobacco Workers Union of Memphis. Does 
that refresh your recollection ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. Personally, I don't Remember. I could have. 

Mr. Arens. You could have. 

Mr. Korstad. It is possible. I don't remember. 

(Document marked "Korstad Exhibit No. 1," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 
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Mr. Arens. "Were you a member of the Civil Rights Congress? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. Sir, I refuse to answer the question on the previous 
basis. 

Mr. Arens. Do you recall when the 11 or 12 traitors were tried in 
New York City before Judge Medina? Do you recall that? 
Mr. Korstad. I read the papers. 
Mr. Arests. Do you recall it? 

Mr. Korstad. I recall the news. I don't recall any headlines like 
that. * m 

Mr. Arens. Do you recall any headlines in which your name ap^ 
peared under an article asking that the 11 traitors be freed? 

(The witness conferred with his, counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. What were those people charged for, treason? Is 
that the charge that was against them ? 

Mr. Arens. You said you recalled it. I don't want to quibble with 
you. Your counsel is trying to get me to say here that was not trea- 
son. It was traitorous acts under the Smith Act, and he knows it, 
as well as you do. 

Tell us if you have a recollection, if you please, sir? Tell us if you 
have a recollection of lending your name, your prestige, and your 
status in this labor organization" on behalf of the 11 Communists who 
were being tried, or had been tried, before Judge Medina in Foley 
Square in New York? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. I don't recall it; I may have., I honestly don't recall 
that. 

Mr. Arens. Armando Penha testified yesterday, among other 
things, that while he was in the Communist Party at the behest of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation to serve his Government he knew you 
in the apparatus as a colonizer. .Was he in error in that testimony? 
I am not quoting him but giving the essence of it. Was he in error 
on that? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. Would it be helpful in answering the question if I 
told you honestly- how I happen to be working where I am now and 
why I happened to work 

Mr. Arens. We don't want quibbling. 

Mr. Korstad. I am not trying to. 

Mr. Arens. We want you to tell us : Have you been a Communist 
Party colonizer? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Korstad. I don't know how — you phrase the question, you see, 
in such a way that you make it almost impossible for a person to give 
an' honest answer. 

Mr. Arens. Just tell us honestly and simply: Are you now — we 
will start with that and then we will go on from there — are you now, 
this 'minute, a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Korstad. I refuse to answer on the ground previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Penha said he knew you 'as a Communist. Why 
don't you deny it now while you have an opportunity while you are 
under oath? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr. Korstad. I choose to use my constitutional rights under the 
first and fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. "Were you a member of the High Point Industrial Com- 
mission in North Carolina in 1955 ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Korstad. I refuse on the same basis. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that will con- 
clude the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I gathered the impression that the 
witness desired to say something in explanation. In sfjite of his hav- 
ing availed himself of the privilege under the Constitution, ! feel that 
if there is any matter in extenuation or matter of explanation that he 
cares to make, perhaps we should hear him. 

Mr. Willis. I think it would be a splendid idea if he would really 
speak freely about all he knows. 

Mr. Jackson. I am not that hopeful, Mr. Chairman. But I 
thought perhaps there might be something which he wanted to say 
which we should, in all justice, let him say. 

Mr. Korstad. The reason — what I wanted to explain : The reason 
I came into the South was that I was drafted in the Army and sent 
in the South. I stayed in one post in the South. I married a Sou- 
thern girl — there were thousands of us — and I settled in the South 
where my wife's family was. I went to work for this particular un- 
ion—I don't think— because I was interested in the strike situation. 
I continued to work for them. 

Mr. Jackson. Were you a member of the Communist Party while 
you were doing all of this ? 

Mr. Korstad. I must refuse to answer. I refuse to answer those 
questions on the basis I have already given. 

Mr. Jackson. Why? 

Mr. Korstad. On the basis of my rights under the first and privilege 
under the fifth not to give self-incrimination. 

Mr. Ajrens. Let us take a recess, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr., Chairman, I wish to make one observation, per- 
haps gratuitously. 

I have been impressed by the fact that the present witness has not 
carried the militant injunctions of the Communist Party to disrupt, 
into this hearing room. We have seen enough of that during the years 
the committee has operated. I do not know what recent information, 
more recent than was developed by the witness Mr. Penha, the com- 
mittee has. However, I have a feeling that one with the war record 
of the previous witness might and should give consideration to a con- 
tinuing obligation which he has to his country. 

I would hope that on sober reflection some time in the future 
the witness would see that obligation, as we believe it exists, and give 
the committee the benefit of whatever information he may have. He 
has been a courteous witness, which is quite unusual. 

Mr. Willis. The committee will stand in formal recess for 1ft 
minutes. 

(Subcommittee members present: Kepresentatives Willis, Tuck, 
and Jackson.) 
(Brief recess.) 

Mr. Willis. The subcommittee will please come to order. 
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(Subcommittee members present : Eepresentatives Willis, Tuck, and 
Jackson.) 

Mr. Willis. Counsel, please call your next witness. 
Mr. Arens. Jerome Van Camp, kindly come forward. 
Mr. Willis. Please raise your right hand.

Mr. Van Camp. I was born in Southern Pines, North Carolina, in

Mr. Arens. Now tell us, if you please, sir, what.your first principal 
employment was after you completed your formal .education ? 
Mr. Van Camp. I was working during my education. 
Mr. Arens. Where? 
Mr. Van Camp. Erwin Mills. 
Mr. Arens. Where are the Erwin Mills located?

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Mr. Van Camp. In Durham, North Carolina. 
Mr. Arens. In what capacity were you working there ? 
Mr. Van Camp. I worked there one time as a spare hand and then 
I learned to weave there. 
Mr. Arens. How long did you work there? 
Mr. Van Camp. A total of 2 years. 

Mr. Arens. That would get us up to about 1956, is that correct ? 

Mr. Van Camp. No. I stopped working there twice to go back to 
school, and each time I would oe reemployed at Erwin Mills. 

Mr, Arens. When did you finally conclude your employment activ- 
ities at Erwin Mills ? 

Mr. Van Camp. May 5. 1955. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Now, your next employment, please, sir. 

Mr. Van Camp. I worked for a plumbing contractor for a few weeks. 

Mr. Arens. Where, please, sir? 

Mr. Van Camp. I worked for a plumbing contractor. 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Van Camp. In Chapel Hill, North Carolina, for a few weeks. 
- Mr. Arens. And your next employment? 

Mr. Van Camp. I worked for the Alexander Motor Company in 
Durham, which is 8 miles from there. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment last ? 

Mr. Van Camp. Two months. 

Mr. Ajrens. And your next employment, please, sir ? 

Mr. Van Camp. Carpenter Motor Company. 

Mr. Arens. Where? 

Mr. Van Camp. In Durham, 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Van Camp. As a mechanic's helper. 

Mr. Arens. And your next employment ? 

Mr. Van Camp. Just a minute. I went to New York that summer, 
1956, and stayed there for about a month. I had a job there for the 
sheet metal company and then I returned to North Carolina. 

Mr. Arens. Just go on, if you please, sir, and tell us your next em- 
ployments in sequence. 

Mr. Van Camp. I received a draft notice while I was in New York 
and came^home to answer it, and I was unemployed during that period, 
and I was declared 4r-F. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. Go right ahead, please, sir. 

Mr. Van Camp. I live with my relatives, who moved to Philadel- 
phia at that time, and when I got in Philadelphia I worked for the 
Northeast Auto Sales. That was in the fall of 1956. 

Mr. Arens. And your next employment ? 

Mr. Van Camp. The Philadelphia Inquirer. 

Mr. Arens. The Philadelphia Inquirer ? 

Mr. Van Camp. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Van Camp. As a copy boy. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Tell us your next employments as they 
come along, please, sir. 

Mr. Van Camp. And my present job I now work at was the next one 
which is Kar-nu Company, 

Mr. Arens. I didn't get that. 
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Mr. Van Camp. The Kar-nu Co. They service Bell Telephone 
trucks, a subcontractor. I quit that job to come down here several 
days ago. 

Mr. Ahests. Do you propose to take up residence again here in 
the South?

Mr. Arens. Are you right now, today, a member of the Communist

Mr. Arens. Have you ever quit the Communist Party ?

Mr. Arens. This Committee on Un-American Activities, young 

man — and you still are a very young man- 

Mr. Van Camp. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. — can recommend that immunity be granted from any 
criminal prosecution to certain people. I would like to ask you this: 
If this committee should cause to be instituted proceedings to grant 
you immunity so that you could not be prosecuted criminally for in-

Mr. O'Dell. I will repeat. My name is Hunter O'Dell. My resi-

Mr. Willis. What is your occupation? That is the next question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. Since this committee has earlier stated 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly state your occupation ? 

Mr. O'Dell. The question as to my occupation is not relevant to 
subversive activity. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I ask that the witness be directed to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Willis. Yes. You are directed to answer the question and I 
think you will find out— we might as well get on the right foot—that 
it will be so much better for you if you answer the questions direct. If 
you don't, you may subject yourself to special proceedings. We don't 
want that.

Mr. O'Dell. I am an insurance^executive, 

Mr. Arens. I didn't hear you, please, sir. 

Mr. O'Dell. I am an insurance executive. 

Before we go further, I have a statement that I would like to 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in response to a suhpena that 
was served upon you by the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities ? 
Mr. O'Dell. Iam. 

Mr. Arens. And you are represented by counsel ?

Mr. Ahens. Where and when were you born, Mr. O'Dell ? 

Mr. O'Dell. Detroit, Michigan, 1923 ; in August. 

Mr.AjRENS. And a word about your education. 

Mr. O'Dell. Well, I doii't feel that my education is a question at 
hand with regard to subversive activities. Therefore I refuse to 
answer. 

Mr. Aeens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest this witness be 
ordered and directed to answer the question as to his educational 
background. 

Mr. Willis. You are directed to answer the question. It is a 
preliminary question and may well be very pertinent. 
I direct you to answer that question as to your education. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. I don't think that it is pertinent and neither is it a 
secret, but I spent 2 years in college and studied Pharmacy at Xavier 
University in New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Mr. Ajrens. Where did you take your 2 years in college ? 

Mr. 0 'Dell. I just stated that. 

Mr. Willis. Xavier University of New Orleans, a very good school. 
Mr. Ahens. Did you receive any kind of degree ? 
Mr. O'Dell. No. 

Mr. Ajosns. When did you conclude your education at Xavier Uni- 
versity? 

Mr. O'Dell. Somewhere around 1944, late '43. 

m Mr. Akens. What was your first principal employment after you 
concluded your education at Xavier University ? 

Mr. O'Dell. I joined the United States Merchant Marine during the 
war. , 

Mr. Akens. And how long did you serve in the Merchant Marine? 

Mr. O'Dell. Well, it was a broken period for about 7 years. It was 
a period of about 2 years and then there was a period that I worked 
in Miami for my father, and then I went back to the Merchant Marine 
years later. So it ran to about 7 years altogether. 

Mr. Ajrens. Were you ever precluded or screened off ships m the 
Merchant Marine under any Government program ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) ^ 

Mr. Ajrens. Did you understand the question ? 

Mr. O'Dell. Yes, I understood the question. 

Mr. Ajrests. Would you kindly answer it ? ' _ . 

Mr. O'Dell. And I would like to introduce a statement to this 
committee, if there is no objection. 
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Mr. Arens. We will get to that in a moment, please. Were you 
ever screened off any ships by any Government security program? 
Mr. O'Dell. I don't recall. 

Mr. Arens. You don't recall. Where all did you go when you were 
with the Merchant Marine ? 

Mr. O'Dell. I stated that I worked in the Merchant Marine during 
the war. 

Mr. Arens. Where all did you ga? 
Mr. O'Dell. I went all over the world. 

Mr. Arens. Did you engage in any Communist Party organizing on 
these ships? 

Mr. O'Dell. My purpose in sailing was to be part of the war effort. 
Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were a part of this 
war effort? 

Mr. O'Dell. What is meant by a "Communist"? What do. you 
mean by that? 
Mr. Arens. A Communist? 
Mr. O'Dell. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. I will be very glad to tell you. 

A Communist is a person who is part and parcel of the Communist 
Party, either aboveground or belowground in the United States, the 
Communist operation. About 100 years ago there was a German 
scholar, Karl Marx. He evolved a philosophy of world revolution, an 
atheistic, communistic program. That was given a catalytic response 
by Nicolai Lenin, 50 years ago, at which time he and a band of revolu- 
tionaries seized control of the government. That movement has 
spread over the world. It has 33,000,000, agents over the world, in a 
death grip with all the God-fearing people; all that God-fearing 
people believe in. In the United States, 25 or 30 years ago that move- 
ment got a start. It is a movement that now has enmeshed in its grip 
900 million people. It is the movement that proceeds by violence and 
deceit and subversion to corrupt and to destroy. It is the movement 
within Soviet Russia itself which has, in its ascendancy, destroyed 
over 10 million human souls. It has at least 20 million in slave labor 
camps. It is a movement in Red China, according to the best advices, 
that has destroyed approximately 40 million souls. . It is a movement 
that is heading toward a total war against the United^ States of 
America. It is a movement that has enlisted within the United States 
a fifth column, dedicated to destroy this Government, which is the last 
bastion of freedom of any potency to resist this movement in the 
world. . 

We understand, and we have received testimony from live witnesses 
under oath, responsible people, identifying you, Hunter Pitts O'Dell, 
as part and parcel of that movement, as a dedicated zealot of the 
Communist conspiracy in the United States who masquerades behind 
the Constitution of the United States, and would desecrate the flag 
of this great Nation. * ' . _ 

That I believe is a fair start on "What is a Communist?" and "What 
is the Communist movement?" 

And this Committee on Un-American Activities, as an arm of the 
Congress of the United States, is seeking to develop factual informa- 
tion which it can use in devising legislative enactments to protect this 
Nation against this conspiratorial fifth column, not a political party, 
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but one which masquerades behind a facade of humanitarianism and 
undertakes to suck into its web, the dupes, the innocent, and those 
who can be caUed within the orbit of its influence. 
id^.^^ 116 testified before this committee in February 
that while he was a member of this conspiracy, he knew you, 
Hunter Pitts O'Dell, as part and parcel of the conspiracy. 

Another one-time top Communist in the South, a Dr. William 
borum, likewise identified you as a Communist. I have in mv 
hand here now an organizational platform and program for the 
fcouth— which was seized on premises which you occupied in New 
Orleans a year or so ago— on proposals of the Communiit Party con- 
spiracy of the South. J 

And I propose, if you will teU us whether or not, while you are 
under oath, you are now in this conspiracy of the Communist Party,

Mr. Araijsrs. Mr. Chairman,'I respectfuUy suggest that the witness 
be now ordered and directed to answer the question. 
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Mr. Willis. I order and direct you to answer the simple question : 
Are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. O'Dell. Since we are not concerned with the subversive activi- 
ties, as far as oppression of the Negro people is concerned, I have to 
rely upon all of the immunity that the Constitution of the United 
States gives me as a Negro, because I am concerned with subversive 
activities that have kept my people segregated for this long time. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. So' the first and fifth amendments, and any other 
amendment of the Constitution that offers me support and protection 
from not being persecuted because I am concerned with the oppres- 
sion of the Negro people, and you are talking about something that 
started over 100 years ago. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly feel, and are you trying to make this 
committee and the people of this country believe, that you, a member 
of the Communist conspiracy, responsive to the will of the Kremlin, 
are in truth and in fact, concerned about the welfare of the Negro 
people of this country? 

Mr. O'Dell. I wouldn't try to make you believe anything. 

Mr. Arens. Then stand up and tell this committee while you are 
under oath whether or not your activities and this facade that you are 
throwing around yourself in this aura of so-called respectability are 
not a front for the conspiratorial activities of yourself as a member 
of the Communist Party. 

Mr. O'Dell. The Jim Crow system in the United States is not a 
front; it is a very real thing, which every Negro in the United States 
has experienced.* It is not a front. If you think it is a front, you 
have a great deal to learn about your own country, not worrying about 
what some international thing — I don't know anything about. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know anything about the Communist Party? 

Mr. O'Dell. I answered that question previously. m - 

(At this point Eepresentative Jackson returned to the hearing 
room.) 

' Mr. Arens. Now, I should like to display to you 

Mr. O'Dell. Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a statement in

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you now, please, an outline, 
a directive, "Proposals on Southern Party Organization, 19515, 1956," 
which was procured from your premises in New Orleans, and in which 
are set forth here in detail : organizational plans and specifications, 
mass agitation, permeation of the press, Party building, cadres, liter- 
ature, finances, educational activities, -outlined plans for industrial 
concentration, and the like, including a bibliography of books on 
international communism. 

Kindly look at that document and tell this committee, first of all, 
whether you have ever seen it before. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. I don't recall ever seeing any such document. 

(At this point Eepresentative Tuck left the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. Are you sure you are telling the truth ? 

Mr. O'Dell. That is my answer. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to read you some testimony with reference 
to this particular document and see if it might refresh your recollec- 
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tion. This testimony, an excerpt from which I am now going to 
read, was taken by this committee on February 14, 1957, in New 
Orleans. I was at that time interrogating Sergeant Badeaux, of the 
New Orleans Anti-Subversive Squad. 

Q. Will you kindly proceed at your own pace, Sergeant, to teU us about these 
documents and their significance? 

At that time, among other documents, he had this particular docu- 
ment, which I have just displayed to you. 

Sergeant Badeaux. We were particularly fortunate in receiving this first 
document. At the time that we obtained it, it was, you might say, of recent 
vintage. It is the proposals on the entire Southern Communist Party Organiza- 
tion for 1955 and 1956. 

Q. Was that seized on the premises of a person you know to be a Communist 
agent? 

A. Yes. We have known this man to be, as a matter of fact, the top man in 
the State since 1950. 
Q. Can you disclose the name of this Communist agent? 
A. Yes. Hunter Pitts O'DeU. 

Do you want the record now to stand that you have never seen this 
document before ? 

Mr. O'Dell. I don't recall seeing that document. 

(Document marked "O'Dell Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arests. Did you live in New Orleans in 195V at any time? 
Mr. O'Dell. What would where I live have to do with subversive 
activities? 

Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest the witness now 
be ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Wilms. Yes. You are ordered and directed to answer thef 
question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. Would you have the court reporter repeat that ques- 
tion, please? 

Mr. Willis. Yes, the reporter will please read the last question. 

(The reporter read from his notes as requested. ) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. I refuse to answer that question. 

Mf.ARENS. Why?* x - \ 

Mr. O'Dell. On the basis of the first and fifth amendments, sir. 

Mr. Ajrehs. Have you in addition to your other activities been an

Mr. O'Dell. I have no knowledge of ever having been an author. 

Mr. Arews. I should like to display to you now a photostatic -copy 
of the Communist publication, Political Affairs, in which appears 
ah article entitled "The Political Scene in Louisiana," andthe author's 
name, according to Political Affairs, is Hunter O'Dell. 

Please look at that article which I shall now display to you and 
. tell this committee whether or not that refreshes your recollection iwith 
reference to your activities in the literary field. r - 1 f 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. O'Dell. I decline to answer that under the same constitu- 
tional provisions. 

. Mr. Akens. Doesn't this refresh your recollection? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr. O'Delii. My answer is: I refuse to answer the question on the 
basis of the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. I put it to you as a fact, and ask you to affirm or deny 
the fact, that you are the Hunter O'Dell alluded to as the author of 
this article appearing in Political Affairs, which has been cited as 
the official Communist Party monthly thepretical organ. 

Mr., O'Dell. My stand is the same. I refuse to answer that on the 
same grounds. . 

(Document marked "O'Dell Exhibit No. 2," and retained m 
committee files.) . 

Mr. Arens. Were you ever expelled from the CIO National Mari- 
time Union? * 

(The witness conferred, with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Dell. I refuse to answer that, on the same grounds. 

Mr.' Arens. Have you ever been a member of the National Maritime 
Union? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. O'Dell. I refuse to answer that. 
Mr. Willis. Why? 

Mr.ARENS. Why? n 
Mr. O'Dell. On the same grounds, the first and fifth amendments 
to the Constitution. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you now a copy of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker, Wednesday, July 5, 1950, and I will read to 
you an excerpt from this article and see if you can't help this Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities which is trying to develop factual 
information to preserve this country under whose flag you have pro- 
tection. 

Mr. O'Dell. Tou are trying to preserve the segregation system, too, 
-I see that. 

Mr. Arens. The article reads : 

* TEXAS NMTT OUSTS SEAMAN FOE CIBCULATING PEACE PLAN 

Galveston, Texas, July 4.— Hunter O'Dell, Negro seaman, who sailed during 
World War II, was expelled from the OIO National Maritime Union here for 
circulating peace petitions aboard the S. S. Simon Benson. 

This appeared in the Communist Daily "Worker, as I say, July 5, 
I960..- -* 

c ^Kindly look at this article and see if this might refresh your recol- 
lection with respect to that particular incident. 
(The' witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. -O'Dell. I refuse to answer on the same grounds, the first and 
fifth amendments to the Constitution. 

' (Document marked "O'Dell Exhibit No. 3" and retained in commit- 
tee files.) *" • 

-Mr. Akeks..Do you know a man by the name of Arthur Eugene? 
• * '(The. witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. O'Dell. * I don't recall thTe name. 

Mr. Arens. Let me read you a little testimony. Perhaps it might 
refresh yqur recollection. m m 

Arthur Eugene is a man who had been m the Communist Party. ^ He 
likewise w^s a Negro,* a patriotic Negro. He told about his activities 
in the Communist Party, about the efforts of the conspirators in the 
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party to use issues by which they could stir up race relations for Com- 
munist conspiratorial purposes. 

He told about how he resented it, and why patriotic people of your 
race would resent that type of thing. 

Then he continued, in the course of the interrogation which we had 
with him while he was under oath, and told about a particular Com- 
munist Party committee. 

Here is the question which I asked him when he was under oath, 
in 1957 :

Mr. Arens. Now, tell this committee, while you are under oath, 
whether or not my reading of that testimony refreshes your recollec- 
tion with reference to your participation in that enterprise. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. O'Deijci. No, it does not. ' ' . . 

Mr. Arens. Do you deny your participation in that enterprise? - 

Mr. O'DEiiii. I -already answered the question. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and 'directed to answer the last principal outstanding ques- 
tion. < . r 

Mr. Wilms. I direct you to answer the question. 

Mr. O'Delii. I decline to answer it, under the same grounds, the 
first and fifth amendments to the Constitution.

I cannot help but reflect on the progress that has been made by 
individuals like Ealph Bunche, Marian Anderson, and JacMe'Kobin- 
son. The latter's testimony before this very committee was gome of 
the best the committee has ever taken, ahd the -fact has been estab- 
lished in abundant testimony thut efforts to infiltrate a substantial 
segment of the Negro population of America by the Cbmmunist Party 
have fallen flat. y '

members of the Negro race, who should know, and who were -willing 
to testify as to what they had found out ahout the Communist Party. 

Mr. O'Deli,. I would like to make a statement, too, since the ' state- 
ment ♦* - * 

Mr. Arens. The rules of this committee provide that any statement 
that you would like to submit to the committee should be, submitted 
in advance of the hearing for consideration by the committee, to de- 
termine whether or not it would care to incorporate it iii the record. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, on that point, let us read into the rec- 
ord at this time the provision of Rule IX of the committee on state- 
ments : 

Any witness desiring to make a prepared or written statement for the record 
of the proceedings in executive or public sessions shall file a copy of such state- 
ment with the counsel of the Committee within a reasonable period of time in 
advance of the hearing at which the statement is to be presented. 

All such statements so received which are relevant and germane to the subject 
of the investigation may, upon approval, at the conclusion of the testimony of 
the witness, by a majority vote of the Committee or Subcommittee members 
present, be inserted in the official transcript of the proceedings.

Mr. O'Dell. I didn't receive a copy. All I want to do is make a 
statement in reply to Mr. Jackson's statement. I didn't receive a copy 
of that. If I was supposed to have, it was your obligation. 

Mr. Ahens. It is a matter of routine. Whether or not it was for- 
gotten in this particular instance, I do not know. 

Mr. Chairman, if you please, sir, I respectfully request that the ex- 
hibits displayed to this witness be appropriately marked and incor- 
porated by reference in the record. 

Mr. Willis. So ordered. 

Mr. O'Dell. Mr. Chairman, I suggest that, this be incorporated

to make about a local member of the bar offering his or her services to 
this young man? t 

Mr, Jacksok. Mr. Chairman, immediately when the witness indi- 
cated that he was without counsel, we contacted the Legal Aid Society 
of Atlanta, explained the situation, and they very; kindly consented 
in the best tradition of jurisprudence which gives everyone, no 
matter of what heinous crime he may stand accused, the right of 
counsel. The Legal Aid Society immediately volunteered to send 
counsel to the committee room to act as counsel for the witness. In 
the interim, however, the witness had made other arrangements for 
counsel. m . 

However, we do want to express the appreciation of the subcom- 
mittee and of the full committee to the Legal Aid Society for its will- 
ingness to help in this matter. 

JVTr. Willis. And counsel was made available ? 
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Mr. Jackson. Counsel 'was made available. I think she is still, in 
the room. However, the witness has made interim arrangements for 
representation. 

Mr. Arens. May I call the witness, Mr. Chairman ? 

Mr. "Willis. William Matthews, kindly resume the witness stand. 

Mr. Arens. So there may be no question as to formalities of this 
particular proceeding, Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest it might 
be well to again swear the -witness. 

Mr.Wn>us. Again, yes. 

Kindly raise your right hand. 

Do you sol emnly Swear the testimony you are about to give -will be 
the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ?

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Foker. I am Joseph Forer of Washington, D. C. ; and on the 
question of representation of this witness, I should like the record 
to "show that after the witness was informed by counsel for the com- 
mittee that the Atlanta Bar Association, whom the committee had

I am willing to tell you my present employment but 
not to discuss my past'employment. 

Mr. Arests. How long has your present employment endured ?

Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer, oh the grounds of the 'fifth 
amendment, about my past employment.

Mr. Matthews. I think that goes beyond identification. 

Mr. Ajrens. Could you, in your own words, tell us now how you deny 
Communist Party membership and yet invoke the provisions of the 
fifth amendment against self-incrimination on all employment which 
you have been engaged in since 1950, with the' exception of your 
present employment ? 

Mr. Matthews. I invoke the fifth amendment in good faith. 

Mr. Akbns. Have you, in the course of the last 8 years, been under 
Communist Party discipline?

Mr. Arens. Jerome Van Camp has been identified under oath as a 
hard-core member of the Communist Party. Has Jerome Van Camp 
been using you for Communist Party purposes ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Matthews. Nobody uses me. 

Mr. Ahens. When did you last see Jerome Van Camp ? 

( The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer on the grounds of the fifth 
amendment. 
Mr. Arens. Do you know William Evans ? 
Mr.FoRER. Excuse me a second. 
( Counsel conferred with the witness. ) 
Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer that question. 
Mr.ARENs. Why? 

(The ^witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Matthews. The fifth amendment, not relevant. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know Oscar Berland ? 

Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer that question on the same 
^rounds. 

to Mr. Ajiens. All three of these men have been identified here under 
oath in these proceedings, in the course of the last day or so, as hard- 
core Communists, Do you have information respecting any of them 
or all of them? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Matthews. What do you mean information ? 

Mr.AnENS. Do you know them? 

Mr. Matthews I refuse to answer that. 

Mr.ARENS. Are you in contact with them? 

( The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer that question on the ground of 
the fif th amendment of the Constitution. 
Mr. Arens. Do you know Armando Penha? 

Mr. Matthews. I do not. I told you I am not a Communist and 
I have never been a Communist and I never intend to be a Communist. 

Mr. Arens. We congratulate you on this assertion. 

Do you presently possess information respecting Communist Party 
activities of Fanny Licht? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Matthews. No. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know Fanny Licht ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer. 

Mr.ARENS. Why? 

Mr. Matthews. Same grounds as before stated. 
Mr. Arens. Do you know, or have you known, Junius Scales ? 
Mr. Matthews. I refuse to answer on the same grounds as before 
stated. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that concludes the 
staff interrogation of this witness. 
Mr. Willis. The witness is excused. 
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Mr. Aeens. Excuse me just one moment. I would like to ask just 
one more question, Mr. Chairman. . 

I asked you, Mr. Matthews, whether or not you knew a person by 
the name of Armando Penha.

The subcommittk of the Committee on Un-American Activities met, 
pursuant to recesskt 10 o'clock a. m. in the courtroom, Old Post Office 
Building, Atlanta Georgia, Hon. Edwin E. Willis (chairman of the 
subcommittee) prsiding. 

Committee meibers present: Representatives Edwin E. Willis, of 
Louisiana, and Ljinald L. Jackson, of California. 

Staff memberspresent : .Richard Arens, staff director, and George 
Williams and F^k Bonora, investigators. 

Mr. Willis. Tie subcommittee will please come to order. 

The Chair wMes to make this statement. 

Over the course of the last 2 days we have heard the testimony of 
many who hare 1 ; been identified by sworn testimony as Communists, 
whose ultimate objective is to bring about a Communist regime in 
America. // 

This morifing, the witness whom we shall hear has lived under Com- 
munist regipe. He will tell of communism in action. Counsel has said 
frequently jhat the Communists masquerade under or behind humani- 
tarian issues. We will remove that mask this morning. 

This witness's complete identity cannot be revealed for reasons of 
security^ but $ie committee has carefully checked his integrity and 
reliability, and we can vouch for him. Accordingly, there will be no 
pictures taken hi this witness, and he will not reveal his name or exact 
location of hi£ present residence, except to say that he is now a resi- 
dent in the Southland. • 

Would you fcall the witness, Mr. Arens ? 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, one matter *bef ore the witness is sworn. 

-Yesterday, it will be recalled, a witness- appeared without counsel 
and was excused. by the committee while .arrangements could be made 
for counsel: He explained that he did not have resources to pay.for 
counsel, and the committee undertook to obtain necessary legal coun- 
sel for him. * * • 

He finally obtained the services of an attorney in the room who 
had represented other ^witnesses here. However, advertently ,or inad- 
vertently, the impression may have been left by an announcement 
made by his counsel, when the witness finally did take the stand, that 
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the Atlanta Bar Association had been unable ^ uawilliig to repre- 
sent the witness. \ f 

I should like to make it perfectly clear that tK call tl/at was made 
by the attache here with reference to obtaining co^ssi for th& witness 
was not made to the Atlanta Bar Association, ht was made to the 
Legal Aid Society. The Legal Aid Society was mfct cooperative ; and 
within a matter of a very few minutes, counselwas here from the 
Society for the purposes of representing the witnej. 

However, there should be no misunderstandinkbout the position 
of the committee vis-a-vis the Bar Association, am confident that 
had the Bar Association been contacted, they w<ld have been very 
willing and very anxious, in the best traditions of ie legal profession, 
to furnish counsel for the witness. I

Mr. Willis. Please raise your right hand. 1 

Do you solemnly swear that the testimony youare about to give 
will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing bdthe truth, so help 
you God? 

The Witness. Yes, sir; I do. 

Mr. Willis. Please talk slowly and address yoikelf to the mike 
so we can understand you. We understand that yd have some diffi- 
culty in expressing yourself in the English languak but take your

\a\^^ Mr. Arens. And how long have you been a resident of the South,

JJ^^ Mr. Arens. Where and when were you born ? \ 

The Witness. I was born inJBudapest,IIungary, in 1928^ July„8... 
Mr. Arens. Give us jusf~a word, please, about ~yo 
mother and your father, principally with reference to yqur father's 
occupation. 

The Witness. My father was a doctor, a physician. He was a heart 
specialist, and we lived in Hungary, Budapest. My mfother was just 
a housewife. I had a sister who is still in Hungary. 

Mr. Arens, In the latter part of 1944, or perhaps the early part of 
1945, would you detail for us any occurrences in your life of con- 
siderable consequence when you were then, as I believe, about 16 years 
of age and a resident in Budapest. 

The Witness. In 1945, in January, the Soviet Army occupied the 
half part of Budapest, and in about 3 weeks after the occupation of 
this part of the town, I and my father were captured by the NKVD, 
the Soviet Secret Police. 

Mr. Arens. Where did they take custody of you ? 

The Witness. They came to our apartment. 

Mr. Arens. And who in your family was in the apartment, in addi- 
tion to yourself and your father ? 

The Witness. There was my mother, my sister, and a housemaid. 
We had housemaids. 
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^•^f NS « How old was your sister at the time? 
ir a ITNESS - M y sister was about 12 or 13. 

Mr. Ajrens. And where did the Soviet Secret Police take you when 
they captured you and took you into custody ? 

The Witness. They took me to the headquarters of the NKVD about 
20 miles out from Budapest. 

Mr. Arens. When you say KKVD, you mean the Soviet Secret 
Police? 

The Witness. The Soviet Secret Police. 
Mr. Willis. You alone, or you and your father ? 
The Witness. I was with my father. 
Mr. Willis. All right. 

Mr. Arens. Had either you or your father engaged in any kind of 
activities which, in the most general sense, could be characterized as 
political activities or activities of public affairs of any character? 

The Witness. No, we were not. 

Mr. Arens. Now, just tell us in your own words what happened 
when you were taken to the NKVD headquarters in Budapest or 
outside of Budapest, I believe you said, some 20 miles. 

The Witness. First of all, they separated us. They separated me 
from my father and they put me in a separate room. Later on they 
started to interrogate me and my father, I don't know. Do you want 
to know about the interrogation ? 

Mr. Arens. Well, give us just the highlights of it, please. 

The Witness. First they interrogated me. They asked of me very 
usual questions, like where I was born, where I went to school, what 
education I have; and the second time they asked about my father, 
what did he do, and with what kind of people was he connected. 

They interrogated my father, too, but I had never the opportunity 
to ask my father what they asked him about. 

Mr, Ajrens. Were there other people who were likewise being inter- 
rogated or were captives of the Soviet Secret Police? 

The Witness. Yes, there were very many people, but I was sep- 
arated from them. 

Mr. Arens. Just tell us in your own words what happened there at 
the Secret Police headquarters. 

The Witness. So after they interrogated us, I figured out that they, 
wanted me to tell something, but I didn't know. They wanted me to 
tell that I am a spy against the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Arens. They wanted you to tell that you were a spy against the 
Soviet Union? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens, And you were just 16 years of age ? 
The Witness. I was 16 years old. ^ 

Mr. Arens. Had you engaged in any type of activities of that 
character? 
The Witness. I never did. 
Mr. Arens. Had your father? 
The Witness. My father had not, either. 
Mr. Arens. Go right ahead, please, sir. 

The Witness. I think they captured lis because they thought that 
it might be that we could do some activity, because already the Com- 
munist Government took over in Hungary; and maybe they thought 
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since we had quite a good life in Hungary, we would oppose this 
Soviet regime. 

Mr. Arens. Go ahead and tell us the incidents that transpired 
there at the Secret Police headquarters. 

The Witness. After a couple interrogations, a Soviet colonel came 
to me* 

Mr. Arens. A colonel, did you say % _ , 

The Witness. A colonel came to me, and he gave me exactly this 

question: "Do you know that you are a spy against the Soviet 

Union?" 

I told him, "No, I am not." And he was very angry. He was 
getting very angry, and he wanted that I sign a paper, but I didn t 
want to sign this paper, because I never was a spy and I didn t know 
anything about this whole thing. 

So from here they took us to another place in trucks. 

Mr. Arens. About how far away was it from the first place where 
you were interrogated? 

The Witness. About 20 miles northeast. They took lis the second 
time inside the town in Budapest, in the heart of the city. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Go right ahead, please, sir. 

The Witness. Here we were put in a house that was damaged ±rom 
bombs. It was in February, and it was very cold, of course. A fel- 
low prisoner jumped out from the window, and of course he died on 
the street, and after this incident 

Mr. Arens. my did he do that? 

The Witness. Well, I think he knew already what will happen to 
him. He knew much more about the Communist system than we did. 
Mr. Arens. He knew more about what might be coming than you 

dl The Witness. Yes. I think that he was a smart fellow, that he 

^Mr^Aj^NS. Smart that he killed himself, rather than subject him- 
self to the indignities and torture which you and your iather sub- 
sequently endured ; is that correct ? 
The Witness. Tes. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir ; go right ahead, please. , 

The Witness. After this incident we were put m a cellar o± this 
house. In the cellar was water on the floor, and the conditions were 
just terrible. There were women and men together. There was no 
i bod and no washing utilities and no rest room. We were here ^about 
2 weeks. I and my father were never interrogated here We were 
always separated. \ was separated from my father. Only from the 
door I could see him, but I couldn't talk to him. m 

From here we were taken to another place in Hungary about,. I 
don't know, 60 miles from here ; and here we were interrogated again, 
but wS much more Trotsky methods. Here I had to sign a paper, 
not rSap™e£ a book about 40 pages.

The Witness. As to sleep, we couldn't get sleep because we were so 
many people in a little room pressed. 

Mr. Ajkens. About how many people were in the room, and about 
what was the size of the room that you were in ? 

The Witness. There were about 30 to 50 people in a room like 
usually an apartment room here in the United States. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Go right ahead. You were telling 
about the signature you were about to affix to this document. 

Mr. Jackson. And obviously, no fifth amendment. 

The Witness. Yes, that is right. 

Yesterday I heard here the hearings that if the witness doesn't want 
to answer he just says, "I refuse to answer." This was quite fun for 
me, because such things are not in the Soviet Union. In the Soviet 
Union there is only one party, the Communist Party; and there is not 
another j>arty. Whether you want to or not, you have to be with the 
Communists. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. You were about to affix your signature 
to this document. 

The Witness. I signed this paper because they told me that "if you 
will not sign we will sign it for you," so that there was no reason not 
to sign it, and everything is lost. 

Mr. Arens. What happened next? 
* p?he Witness. From here they took us to Austria, to Baden by 
Vienna. It is about 20 miles from Vienna. 

Mr. Arens. How did you go. By what mode? 

The Witness. With trucks, GMC American-made trucks. 

Mr. Arens. Was your father in your company ? 

The Witness. My father was in another truck. 

Mr. Arens. And how many people were in the truck with you? 

The Witness. In one truck, there were about 30 people in one 
buck. 

Mr. Arens. What was the nature of the weather at this time? 
The Witness. The nature of the weather, it was quite cold* It was 
early springtime ; it was the first days of April. 
Mr. Arens. All right, sir; go right ahead. 

The Witness. In Baden by Vienna we were about 2 weeks, and here 
I was sentenced to 8 years prison with forced labor camp, and my 
father was sentenced at 15 years labor camp. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have a trial? 
■ The Witness. As they say, I had a trial. 

Mr. Arens. I did not understand you. 

The Witness. 1 The Russians, the Soviets, said that I had a trial, 
but I don't call this a trial. In about 3 hours there were about 150 
men sentenced to different times. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have counsel, a lawyer representing you? 

The Witness. JSTo such a thing. 

Mr. Arens. Was this document which you signed presented to the 
forum before which you were sentenced ? 

The WiTStess. Yes, I think it was the judge who sentenced us to 8 
years, who had this paper; and I should add that all this trial was 
m the Eussian language, and I didn't understand— none of us did un- 
derstand — the whole process what was going 0 n. 
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Mr. Arens. Did you know the contents of the document that you 
signed ? 

The Witness. No ; I did not know until now. 

Mr. Ajrens. You say that they beat you. How did they beat you? 
With what instruments ? 

The Witness. First the interrogator beat me with a piece of wood, 
and the second time he hit me with the butt from the stove. 

Mr. Arens. You just concluded in the chronology of your testi- 
mony, the trial— such as it was— and the sentencing of yourself for 8 
years to a slave labor existence in various slave labor camps, and your 
father, you said, 15 years ; is that correct ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Now, just tell us the next thing that happened. 

The Witness. The next thing there arrived many railroad cars. 
They put us in railroad cars. These cars were for animals, not for 
men. 

Mr. Arens. How many were in the car in which they put you? 

The Witness. There were about 50 men in 1 car. The cars were 
all locked, and it was already June at this time, and it was terribly hot 
inside. 

Mr. Aeens. Was your father in the same car you were ? 
The Witness. No, my father was not in the same car. 
Mr. Arens. How many cars were there in the particular train in 
which you were incarcerated ? 
The Witness. If I tell 40 or 50, 1 do not lie. 
Mr. Ajrens. Forty or 50 cars? 
The Witness. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did each car have approximately the same number of 
human beings in it ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Ajrens. Before we proceed further, in the particular car in 
which you were, what was the percentage of Hungarians and what was 
the percentage of non-Hungarians who were being taken to the slave 
labor camps? 

The Witness. It was about 10 percent Hungarians. 

Mr. Arens. And who were the others? 

The Witness. The others were Eussians, Russian soldiers. 

Mr. Arens. And were there women, as well as men? 

The Witness. No ; the women were separated in the railroad cars. 

Mr. Arens. I mean, were there women in the train, as well as 
men? 

The Witness. Oh, yes, there were, but they were separated. 

Mr. Arens. They put the women in different cars ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Were there children ? 

The Witness. No children — I didn't see any. 

Mr. Arens. What was the minimum age ? You were then about 16 ? 
The Witness. Mostly they were about this same age as I was. 
Mr. Arens. Most of them were young people ? r M 
The Witness. Yes, 16, 15, 17, 20. Most of them were young people. 
Mr. Arens. They put you in this railroad car with about 50 other 
people and locked the car ; is that correct? 
The Witness. Yes. 
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Mr. Arens. I dp not want to appear at all immodest, but were there 
any comfort facilities within the railroad car ? 
The Witness. There was a hole made in the car. and this was it. 
Mr. Arens. In the floor of the car? 

The Witness. In the floor of the car, and this was the restroom for 
us people. 

Mr. Auens. And were there any water-fountain arrangements in the 
car * 

The Witness. No, there was not. We would get water once a day, 
and they would just put in a bucket of water, and they gave us no 
jars or anything with which we could drink, and so this water was all 
spoiled, and nobody could drink any. 

Mr. Arens. Were there arrangements where you could sleep, cots 
or bedding of any kind? " 

The Witness. You could sleep on your clothes; that was all— on the 
floor. 

Mr. Ahens. Were there guards with weapons to insure the security 
of the custody? 

The Witness. Inside the railroad car, of course, there was not, be- 
cause it was locked. There were two guards on each car with machine- 
gun on the top. 

Mr. Ajrens. Were these Russian soldiers? 

The Witness. Not Russian— Soviet. 

Mr. Aiiens. How long were you in that car until you were out again 
on terra firma, out on the soil ? 
The Witness. Pardon? 

Mr. Arens. How long were you in that railroad car ? 
, The Witness. About 3 weeks, 2% to 3 weeks. 

Mr. Arens. You were not outside that railroad car in 3 weeks? 

Ihe Witness. No; we were not. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us about the food arrangements. 

The Witness. We got once a day a spoonful of canned meat. This 
was the meat, the same kind that you can get here, even in America. 
American canned meat it was. It was American-made meat. 

Mr. Arens. Was there any particular incident in transit in this 3- 

we mi p Sr lod that comes to y° ur mind tliat y° u would like to recount? 

The Witness. We suffered always in that we were very thirsty al- 
ways. There was not enough water because it was terribly hot, because 
it was June— the middle of June— and I know that in the other rail- 
road cars many people died; but in our railroad car, fortunately, only 
1 died, and he died only in the last day when we arrived to our target. 

Mr. Arens. What happened when the people who were herded in 
these railroad cars en route to the slave labor camps died? Did they 
have any ceremony about disposing of them ? 

The Witness. The ceremony was that they put them in the earth, 
and that was the whole sentiment and nothing else. 

Mr. Arens. Were there any other incidents of consequence that oc- 
curred in the particular car in which you were being taken to slave 
labor camps? 

The Witness. Well, we arrived in Odessa. This is on the shore near 
the Black Sea, which is already the Soviet Union. When we arrived 
we had to walk about 6 miles to the prison. We were so weak that it- 
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was very difficult for us to walk. Finally we arrived in the prison, and 
I saw here my father, the last time in my life. 
Mr. Arens. Did you visit with him ? 

The Witness. Yes. For 1 hour we came together in a room, be- 
cause there was a mixup there. They had many people when all these 
railroad cars arrived, and they didn't know where to put all these 
people. They just put us all in a couple rooms, and here I met my 
father. . . . _ _ , 

Mr. Arens. May I just inquire: In this prison m Odessa, this was 
not a slave-labor camp you first went to, was it ? 

The Witness. Yes, it was not; this was the first station. 

Mr. Arens. This was what we might call a reception station, in 
Odessa? 

The Witness. Yes. # . 

Mr. Arens. Can you give us just a word about the physical descrip- 
tion of this reception station? , . 

The Witness. The first impression that you see from outside, it is a 
usual prison. From inside I never saw another prison because I never 
was a criminal. Here, I saw the first prison from the inside; it was 
very overcrowded. In a room there were about 100, 150 to 200 peopk 
in 1 room, and we were here about 2 weeks. 

Mr. Arens. Were there women as well as men there ? 

The Witness. Yes, but we were always separated from the women, 
never in one room with the women. 

Mr. Arens. What percentage of the prisoners in this reception cen- 
ter were Hungarians ? 

The Witness. The same, about, oh, in all this prison I think there 
may be 5 percent only. 

Mr. Arens. And who were the others ? 

The Witness. The others were, 90 percent were, Russians ; and there 
were very few Austrians ; there weren't any Germans this time, because 
they were not in Germany at this time. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. You say you were there for just a short 
time ? 

The Witness. About 2 weeks. 
. Mr. Arens. Tell us what transpired next. 

- The Witness. From here I saw my father the last time, and I was 
put again in a railroad car, and again it was locked. 

Mr. Arens. About the same facilities as before? 

The Witness. Yes, the same thing ; and we went 3 days to Nikolaev. 
This is in the Soviet Union, of course, too, south from Moscow. This 
was the first so-called camp that I saw in my life. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us, first of all, what the camp looked like, and 
secondly, what happened and how long you were there. 

The Witness. The camp looked like— it was surrounded with wires, 
I think with electric wires. I didn't touch it, of course. It was sur- 
rounded with electric wires, and inside there were about 1,200 people. 
We were working in a shipyard. We had to walk about 10 miles each 
way, 10 miles one way and 10 miles back. Our food was miserable. 
We got about one-half pound of bread a day, and soup once a day, 
and in the morning we got coffee. 

Mr. Arens. What did you do in this first slave-labor camp in which 
you were incarcerated ? 
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The Witness. I did many things. I worked. I carried bricks. I 
pushed pushcarts, and construction work. 

Mr. Ajiens. Did the women work, as well as the men ? 

The Witness. Yes; the women worked the same way as the men. 

Mr. Ajosns. To what type of work were the women assigned? 

The Witness. Construction work, the same as I— carried the bricks, 
pushed pushcart, beat with the hammers, and so on. 

Mr. Arens. How did your fellow prisoners fare under this regime? 

The Witness. I didn't understand. 

Mr. Arens. How did they get along? How did they do ? 

The Witness. Well, for the most of us, this was the first camp ; and 
we thought that really, if we would work, then our food will be better, 
and everybody of us tried to work the best, tried to do the best what he 
could. But later on when we saw that it is the same thing, whether 
you work or don't work, of course, everybody didn't want to work 
always. 

Mr. Arens. What would happen if a person didn't work quite hard 
enough? 

The Witness. Just as I told; they would drive him to work, but 
they didn't beat him. There was no beatings. 

Mr. Ajrens. All right, sir. Then what was the next occurrence? 

The Witness. I was here in this camp about 6 weeks. 

Mr.WiLus. Did you get paid for that work? - 

The Witness. No, sir. In slave-labor camps, nobody gets in the 
Soviet Union paid. 

Mr. Aicens. Did you ever learn how many people are presently, or 
were a year and a half ago when you were over there, in slave-labor 
camps in the Soviet Union ? 

The Witness. When I came home from the Soviet Union, this time 
Khrushchev took over the Government, and this time there were 
about 30 million, I think. 

Mr. Ajrens. 30 million in about the same status as you were? 

The Witness. Yes, 

Mr. Ajrens. Political prisoners ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir let us revert to your theme. 

The Witness. Later — I should add this too— that later, when 
Khrushchev came to the Government he freed about 10 million, I 
am sure. 

Mr. Arens. Sq there would be, as of now, a rough estimate of about 
20 million in these slave-labor camps ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Let us proceed, if you please. You told us about this 
first slave-labor camp you were in and this construction work. - You 
were there how long — about 6 weeks ? 

The Witness. I was there about 6 weeks. 

Mr. Arens. Then what happened? 

The Witness. From here we shipped in a ship to Gherson. This is 
in Ukraine. This was a farm camp. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us about your experiences, if any of particular con- 
sequence, on this ship. 

The Witness. The same thing like in the railroad cars, overcrowded 
ship. It took about one and a half days to go to our target. 
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Mr. Arens. What was the weather like ? 

The Witness. The weather was summertime, hot. There was no 
water inside, of course. 

Mr. Arens. How many people were in the ship ? 

The Witness. This I don't know, I didn't count them. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have bunks and little cabins to sleep in, or other 
facilities? 

The Witness. No; just inside, under the deck of the ship. 
Mr.AnENs. Down in the hold, is that it? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. How about your food on this ship? 
The Witness. Here we got food twice a day, canned beans. 
Mr. Arens. Were you likewise under the guns of the Soviet soldiers ? 
The Witness. The soldiers were not inside; they were outside. 
They were on the deck of the ship. 
Mr. Arens. And the slave laborers were down in the hold ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Did any of the people perish in this process ? 

The Witness. Perish? 

Mr. Aeens. Did they die, anp of them ? 

The Witness. No ; I don't think so. 

Mr.ARENS. Not on the ship? 

The Witness. Not on this ship. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir; what happened after the ship arrived 
at its destination? 
The Witness. We arrived in a farm camp. 
Mr.ARENS. A farm camp? 

The Witness. A farm camp, yes. Gherson, in Ukraine. 
Mr.ARENS. A farm camp in the Ukraine? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us about that, please, sir. 

The Witness. In this camp was, of course, no electricity, no water. 
Our food was what we could find on the fields. In this field were 
grown tomatoes, pickles, cabbages, and so forth. 

Mr. Arens. What did you do on this farm camp ? 

The Witness. I worked. 

Mr.ARENS. What type of work? 

The Witness. I don*t know the right expression for this in English. 

M^Arens. Did you do farm work? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Farm labor work? 

The Witness. Yes, just farm labor work, like here, but not with 
tractors, of course not. 
Mr.ARENS. Hand tools? 
The Witness. Just hand tools, yes. 

Mr. Arens. How many people were in this slave-labor camp ? 

The Witness. In this camp, where I was, were about 500 people. 

Mr. Arens. Were women there, as well as men? 

The Witness. Yes, there were women there, too. 

Mr. Arens. And did they do the handwork, too ? 

The Witness. Yes, of course, they did the same. 

Mr. Arens. What were the living conditions there ? 
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The Witness. I was in this camp 11 months. I didn't change my 
underwear not once. We were very dirty and we had no opportunity 
to wash ourselves, and it was just terrible. 

Mr. Asens. Were most of the people in this camp likewise prison- 
ers, likewise Eussians ? 

m The Witness. Yes ; mostly Ukrainians. They were mostly Ukrain- 
ian people. 

Mr. Abbot. You, of course, had an opportunity to talk with them 
and find out why they were there, did you not ? 

The Witness. This time I didn't know too well Eussian, although 
1 knew some, because— I don't know — I learned quite quickly the lan- 
guage. Ihese Ukrainian people were all the same people as we were, 
lhey were captured from home. That is why, because the Commu- 
nists—the Stalin regime thought that they would be against Commu- 
nist system in the Ukraine. 

Mr. Ajrens. Now, kindly tell us what happened next, of consequence, 
in the sequence of your imprisonment. 

The Witness. After 11 months I was taken to another collection 
prison, to Dniepropetrovsk. 

Mr. Arens. Where was that, in that general area ? 

The Witness. Dniepropetrovsk is in the Ukraine, too; it is by the 
Eiver Dnieper. 

Mr. Arens. And you went by the same mode, in a railroad car ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Crowded with other people? 
- The Witness. Yes, same thing. 
Mr. Arens. All right, sir. 

The Witness. Here we were examined by doctors; and after this 
examination^ they separated the young and the healthy men and they 
put all of us in a railroad car again and they told us that we would be 
shipped to Siberia. 

Mr. Ajrens. Were you one of the persons who was selected to go to 
Siberia? 

The Witness. Yes, I was. 

Mr. Ajkens. And that was because you were relatively healthy, is 
that correct? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. You had no choice in the matter? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Were you interrogated in any respect ? 
The Witness. £To, I was not interrogated. 

Mr. Ajrens. When you said "Yes" a minute v ago, you meant "No," 
did you not? You weren't consulted as to whether or not you would , 
go to work in Siberia ? 

" The Witness. Of course they didn't ask me. Just after the ex- 
amination they saw that I am comparatively healthy and they took me. 

Mr. Arens. Then were you put in railroad cars again to be shipped 
to Siberia? 

The Witness. In these railroad cars we were already not so many 
people inside. We were about 25 to 30. 
Mr. Arens. With about the same facilities ? 

The Witness. Yes, but the food was much better. We got, I think, 
twice or three times a day food, and we got water enough. We got jars, 
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so we were not suffering; we were not thirsty and we were not so 
much hungry. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Now, kindly proceed. Just how long 

did it take you to get to Siberia in this railroad car ? 
The Witness. This took exactly 31 days. § m 
Mr. Akens. Were you out of the car at any time m the 31 days t 
The Witness. No, we were not. We were locked mall the time. 
Mr. Arens. What was the weather condition? 
The Witness. Fortunately, this was in November and fortunately 

it was not so cold in the first part of the transportation. Only the 

next 3 days was quite cold, and they gave us an oven in the railroad 

car. 

Mr. Ajsens. They gave you an oven? 
The Witness. An oven, yes. 
Mr. Arens. Did they give you warm clothing ? 
The Witness. What, please? 
Mr. Ahens. Did they give you warm clothing ? 
The Witness. No; they didn't give us. They gave us wood. 
Mr. Arens. They gave you wood to burn in the stove to keep warm 
in the railroad car ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Were there other cars in this train with prisoners m 
them enroute to Siberia ? 

The Witness. Yes, of course, about 40 or 50 cars. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us what occurred when you arrived in Siberia. 

Mr. Jackson. May I ask a question, Mr. Chairman ? 

Mr. Willis. Yes. u , 

Mr. Jackson. As to these cars, were there windows m thenars? 

The Witness. These cars were made for animal transportation, and 
there were 4 little windows on the top of the car. It was very high. 
We couldn't look out from that. 

Mr. Jackson. Air came through there for ventilation? 

The Witness. Yes ; that is true. 

Mr. Willis. Didn't they let you out now and then to let you walk 
around, to exercise, to limber up ? 

The Witness. No. For 31 days it was quite difficult. It is not so 
easy to take so many railroad cars through whole Russia, so that 
nobody can see. We were always moving only in the night, and in 
the daytime we were on a sidetrack somewhere in the railroad station. 

Mr. Willis. So far as the people were concerned, if there were,- 
let us say, an American tourist who happened to be around the rail- 
road track when it went by, nobody would know who was in those 
cars? 

The Witness. Nobody would know, nobody would know. From 
the outside it looks like animals are inside the cars. But we met in 
many stations people in Siberia, who knew that inside these cars are 
people ; and everywhere we could see only sympathy from these peo- 
ple ; and they gave us food. 

They dropped through this little window food and they gave us 
good words; and I can tell you, nowhere could I see anything but 
sympathy from these people. We got always sympathy from these 
people. 

Mr. Arens. That is, the Russian people, by and large, who were 
the victims of the regime ? 
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The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. -Arens. All right, sir. Now you have arrived at this point of 
destination in Siberia. 

The Witness. We have arrived at Bukhta Nakhodka, which is the 
name. It is about 70 miles from Vladivostok. It is on the shore from 
the sea, and in this big receiving camp was already about 40 thousand 
people. - 

Mr. Arens. What was the nature of this camp, just a receiving 
camp? 

The Witness. Yes, just a receiving camp. 

Mr. Arens. A reception center? 

The Witness. A reception center. 

Mr. Aren. Were there women, as well as men? 

The Witness. Yes ; there were women. There was no work in there. 

Mr. Arens. No work in that camp?' 

The Witness. No. 

Mr. Arens. What happened next, please? * 

The Witness. Of course, in this camp were terrible conditions: 
again no water, very little food, and there happened here many .funny 
^things in this camp. I can give you a little episode. Once there was 
a.man standing beside the wire fence of the camp and he was looking to 
the tower where a Russian soldier watched us with a machinegun, and 
later this man recognized that this soldier was his son. 

Mr. Arens. The man recognized that the man who was holding the 
Jnachinegun was his own son ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. What happened then? 
; The Witness. Of course there was a big scandal, and this soldier 
was taken away. I don't know what happened to him. 

* Mr. Arens. How long were you in this reception center in Siberia? 
The Witness. In this reception center I was about 2 weeks. We 

were loaded in a ship. I should tell that the ship was American. 

Mr. Arens. You were loaded in an American ship ? 

The Witness. Yes, but with Russian letters on it. 
* Mr. Arens. All Tight, sir ; then what happened ? 

The Witness. We were loaded, about 3,000 or 4,000 men in this 
ship, and the conditions were terrible inside. 

Mr. Arens. This was an American-made ship but it was manned by 
Russians. It must have been some of the Lend-Lease. 

The Witness. Yes, exactly. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. Three or four thousand people were in 
^thatship? ' 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. And what was the weather like? 

* The Witness. The weather was already cold. 
Mr. Arens. How cold? 

The Witness. It was wintertime.. Here on this shore it was about 
freezing temperature ; but later, when we got out in the ocean, it 
was about 25 or 30 degrees below zero Centigrade. I don't know how 
much it is Fahrenheit. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have nice warm clothing to make the journey ? 

The Witness. Nobody gave us any clothes. We had just what we 
had from home. 
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Mr. Arens. What were your accommodations on the ship ? 

The Witness. We were inside the ship and we had nothing— if 
somebody wanted to go to the rest room he had to go upstairs to the 
deck, on the deck on the ship. 

Mr. Arens. There was no rest room? 

The Witness. Inside the ship there was not. 

Mr, Arens. And where were these several thousand people kept in 
the ship? * * 

The Witness. Inside the ship, under the deck. 
Mr. Arens. Down in the hold? 
The Witness. Down in the hold. 
Mr. Arens. What were the conditions there ? 

The Witness. There were many, many people downstairs, so that 
we couldn't move. 
Mr. Arens. Did anybody die? 

The Witness. Oh, they died; many, many people during this trip. 

Mr. Arens. Many died? 

The Witness. This trip took about 6 days. 

Mr. Arens. What did they do when they died? 

The Witness. These people who died, the Soviet soldiers dropped 
them just overboard in the ocean; they didn't identify who it was. 
Just they dropped them in the sea, in the ocean, in the water. 

Mr. Arens. Now, at the end of the 6 days' journey in this ship, 
what happened ? 

The Witness. I should add this, too, that during the 6 days I didn't 
drink any water, not one drop of water; and that is why I didn't eat 
anything, not only I, but many of the other prisoners. 

Mr. Arens. Was that because you didn't have the water available? 

The Witness. Because it was so miserably organized, this whole 
thing, that jpu can't give for every man a jar. They give buckets 
of water inside and you—when you get over 3,000 men, everybody 
wants to drink and the water was spilled out and nobody could drink 
anything. 

Mr. Arens. All right, sir. 

The Witness. And they gave us salt fish so we were terribly thirsty 
and exhausted, terribly. We arrived on the sixth day at Magadan, 
which is a nice little town. It is right across from Alaska, the same 
line. 

Mr. Arens. Up in Siberia, just across from Alaska ? 

The Witness, x es. 

Mr. Arens. What happened there? 

The Witness. When we arrived, there was already snow there, and 
there was big snow and it was very, very cold. Our clothes were wet 
inside from the transportation, and all the clothes were frozen on 
us, and we were so terribly thirsty that we ate snow all the way. We 
had to walk about 10 miles to our receiving camp and we ate snow dur- 
ing the way because we were so terribly dried out. 

Mr. Arens. How many people were there in this particular center 
where you had been taken ? 

The Witness. When we arrived at this center there were very few 
people, only the three thousand or four thousand people that was 
on our ship. 

Mr. Arens. Were there women, as well as men ? 
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The Witness. Yes, sir; there were women, as well as men; yes, sir.

«iSa WiTN3SSS ' ? his 7 as a r , ec ? ivin g ca ™P> too; and here the first 
time they gave us brand-new clothes, cotton clothes, underwear, shoes,

From here they selected people for work in the coal mines, *old 
mines, and lead mines. 5 1=3 

Mr. Arens. Were these gold mines, coal mines, and lead mines in 
the immediate vicinity ? 

The Witness. No, they were not. They were about a thousand, 
live hundred miles radius from this camp. 

™' ^? ENS ' W S e you selected t0 ™>rk in one of these places? 
Ihe Witness. No, fortunately I was not. I was very weak and I 
was already very sick. They put me in the hospital. 
Mr. Jackson. May I ask a question here? 

You say you were sick and you were weak. What, do you recall, was 
your weight when you were taken as a boy in Budapest? 
The Witness. Pardon? 
Mr. J ackson. How heavy were you ? 
The Witness. When I was taken? 
Mr. Jackson. Yes. 
The Witness. From home? 
Mr. Jackson. Yes. 

The Witness. I was about 60 kilograms which is about 130-140 
pounds. 

Mr. jACKSON. lt is hard to relate it because you were growing 
during that period. But how much did you weigh when you were 
at this last camp ? 

The Witness. I was 40 kilograms, which is about 80 pounds, 90 
pounds, I guess. 

Mr. Jackson. Down from 130 pounds as a boy of sixteen, to about 
80 or 90 pounds? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Jackson. You were how old at this time? 
The Witness. This was all in 1946. I was sixteen and a half, 
seventeen years. 
Mr. Jackson. Thank you. 

Mr. Arens. .All right, sir. What happened next with reference 
to yourself ? 

Mr. Jackson. May I ask one question at this pont? Did you hear 
from home or write to your people during this time ? 

The Witness. No, I had no opportunity to hear from anybody at 
home, and not only I, but even the Eussian people who were living 
in Russia, didn't get any letters from their relatives, and the post was 
not working at this time in Russia. 

Mr.ARENS. What happened to your father? 

The Witness. My father died in Odessa in 1945. 

Mr. Arens. You learned that subsequently ? 

The Witness. I learned that from another Hungarian fellow who 
saw him die. 

Mr. J ackson. He was in a camp at the time he died ? 
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The Witness. Yes, he was in this prison in Odessa. It was over 
there. 

Mr. Akens. Now, kindly tell us, if you please, the next significant 
occurrence. You have found yourself now in this reception center 
again, where you told us they were selecting people to work in these 
mines. 

The Witness. Yes, I was. They put me in a hospital. The hos- 
pital was comparatively clean. There was enough water. We were 
never thirsty in the hospital. I was here about one month, and they 
shipped me to another hospital about 400 miles from this place, from 
Magadan, 400 miles north. 

Mr. Arens. Did they operate on you in the hospital ? 

The Witness. Not in this hospital. They operated on me where 
they shipped me. 

Mr. Akens. That was because of the injury that was inflicted on 
you en route in the shij) to the place, was it not ? 

The Witness. Yes, it was; I had a bad back injury. In 1949 a fel- 
low German prisoner operated on me, and I can thank him for my 
life, because I would have died, I am sure. 

Mr. Jackson. You say a fellow prisoner operated ? 

The Witness. Yes. t ... 

Mr. Ajrens. How long were you in the hospital then ? 

The Witness. I was lucky, because I was in this hospital about 
until 1950. I could get a j ob in this hospital. 

Mr. Arens. You mean as a prisoner f 

The Witness. As a prisoner. 

Mr. Arens. Assigned there? 

The Witness. Yes. This hospital was specially for the prisoners, 
Mr. Arens. Your father was a medical doctor ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Akens. You had a rudimentary knowledge of certain phases of 
medicine? 

The Witness. Yes, and they were very short in medical personnel 
in this time, and I worked in this hospital in the pharmacy, and so 
I had here a better life, much better life, than the other prisoners had. 

Mr. Arens. Did you see the other prisoners as they came and went 
to the mines? 

The Witness. Here I had the opportunity to see this terrible injus- 
tice and terrible thing what was going on in this time in the Soviet 
slave-labor .camps. The people were exhausted. They died, many, 
many hundred thousand people in these camps. The roads over there 
were built on the bones of these poor people, and nobody cared about 
this. ' 

Mr. Arens. Did they have any uranium mines over there ? 

The Witness. I don't know this exactly, whether it was ov not. 
After 1950 I was shipped to a mine. It was called a lead mine, but 
everybody knew that this is not lead, because it was so heavy, the 
stuff was, that we thought it was uranium. I am not sure. 

Mr. Arens. Did they fly it'out of there in special planes? 

The Witness. Yes. This compound right uway they took in air- 
planes and they* shipped it to inside Russia, I don't know where. m 

Mr. Arens. Was it about 1950 that you were out of the hospital 
and in this mine? * ^ 



The Witness. Yes, it was in 1950. 

Mr. Arens. And where did you work in the mine, where was the 
mine? 

The Witness. I worked inside that lead mine with very primitive 
tools, and everything was made with hands, no special mine equip- 
ment. This time they had not. Now they have. 

Mr. Arens. What did you do in the mines? 

The Witness. 1^ pushed pushcarts- and shoveled this compound. 
Later on I was again lucky. They found out that I -understood some 
from medicine and they^ sent me in a forest to take care of some 
prisoners who were working over there in this forest. 

Mr. Ajrens. They sent you there as a type of medical 'practitioner, is 
that correct? 

The Witness. Yes. First I had to work in this forest tor cut woods,- 
and to do the same job as the others did. But later on* they found out 
that I understood some from this medicine, and I took care of these 
prisoners for the ill and for the sick there. 

Mr. Arens. Did the work in the forest follow your work in the 
mines? Was that the next slave-labor camp you were in? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. How long did you work in the mines ? 
The Witness. In the mines, I would say 4 months, I think, some- 
thing like that. 

Mr. Arens. How long after that did you work in the forest? 
The Witness. In the forest I worked until 1952, and from here I 
was freed. 

Mr. Arens. You had served your 8 years, is that correct ? 
The Witness. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Now, when you were freed, what happened ? 
, The Witness. When I was freed, they put me in a little town — 
you can call it a town or a village, I don't know — there were a couple 
houses over there and it was a big factory, and they told me that I 
would have to work here and it is not allowed for me to go anywhere 
from this place. 

Mr. Arens. This was still in Siberia ? 

The Witness. Of course — in Siberia. 

Mr. Arens. You had served your 8 years and you were free f roiii 
the slave-labor camp ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. But sent to a factory in Siberia to work ? 
The Witness. Yes. About 200 miles from this camp where I was. 
Mr. Ahens. And how long did you work in this factory ? 
The Witness. In this factory I worked until 1955. Until 1955, 
May. 

Mr. Ajjens. And you were paid in the factory a small sum, were 
younot? 

The Witness. Yes, I was paid here ; Here I got the same salary as 
the other Russians, so-called free Russians. 

Mr. Arens. Please give us a word about that salary. What is 
the nature of the pay that they got in this factory ? 

The Witness. I should add this: that everbody who is working in 
the High North in High Siberia gets a higher salary like inside Russia, 
and so I got for a starting salary 880 rubles. 



Mr. Ahens. What is that in American money, roughly speaking? J 
The Witness. This is very hard to translate into Hungarian f 

money. j 
Mr. Arens. In American money. J 
The Witness. For 800 rubles you could buy, let's see, you could buy J 

a no-good suit. 4 ' * I j 

Mr. Arens. And that 800 rubles was for working how long ? f 1 

The Witness. Fori month. ° i ; 

Mr. Arens. For 1 month you got 800 rubles ? i, 
The Witness. Yes. 1 
Mr. Arens. With this you could buy a no-good suit ? | 
The Witness. Yes. " \ 

Mr. Arens. How much food would that 800 rubles a month give !i 

you? to 
The Witness. Two pounds of butter, cost 30 rubles— 32 rubles was 

the price. f 
Mr. Arens. 32 rubles for 2 pounds of butter ? 

The Witness. Yes. * "*j 

Mr. Arens. Was your 800 rubles that you received for your labor 

in this factory adequate to maintain yourself ? 
The Witness. It was exactly enough that took care of food and the 

apartment. 

Mr. Arens. Could you leave the community to which you were 
assigned? 

The Witness. No, I could not. If I wanted to leave I had to ask 
the commandant from this place, and to ask him that he allows me 
to leave this place. t j 

Mr. Arens.? Were there guards around the community ? 

The Witness. No, there were not. Of course, in this community 
there were other labor camps, but I was not in the labor camps, and j, 
the guards didn't watch me. ~ ! 

Mr. Arens. How long were you in this community, working in this H 
factory to which you were assigned ? 

The Witness. I told you— about two and a half years. I worked 
here in a tractor factory. They made this tractor. It is an exact 
copy^ from the tractors we are using here in the United States, this 
particular tractor. ! 

Mr. Arens. Please tell us when it was that you were permitted to j 
leave the factory community to return to your homeland. ! 

The Witness. I wrote many times to the Soviet Supreme Court J 
that I wanted to go home; that now I served my 8 years, or already 
it was 10, and I didn't know anything about my relatives in Hungary. 
I couldn't get any letter from them, and I wrote them many times. I 
should add this, too, that in these times Stalin died already. It was J 
Khrushchev in the government, and I wrote many times to tlie supreme 
court, and they didn't answer me never. Once I got a letter from the 
Hungarian Embassy in Moscow. In it they sent all of my papers to 
Budapest, Hungary, to manage my transportation to Hungary. j 

Mr. Arens. You were saving money from these 800 rubles in order { 
to pay your transportation back when that day would arrive ? 

The Witness. Yes; I knew that my transportation will not be paid, 
because in Eussia they don't pay that, and I had to save money for 
my transportation. " j 
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Mr. Arens. What year was this that you were finally released from 
this city or this community ? 
The Witness. 1955. 

Mr. Abbot. Now, I suggest, Mr. Chairman, if it is agreeable with 
yoursell and the committee, it will be well to give the witness a few 
moments rest; and then we will resume, if you please, Mr. Chairman, 
with his experiences in the Hungarian revolution. 

Mr. Willis. I notice that someone in the audience has a camera. 
I know there is no evil motive behind it, but I caution you no pictures 
are to be taken. 

Mr. Wtlejs. We will stand in recess for a few moments. 

(foubcommitee members present: Representatives Willis and Jack- 
son.) 

(At this point a short recess was taken, after which the hearing was 
resumed.) & 

(Subcommittee members present: Eepresentatives Willis and Jack- 
son. ) 

Mr. Willis. I want to repeat the admonition, sincerely given: 
.Please, no pictures. You can see for yourself the reason we make this 
request of all members of the press and all our guests in the audience. 
If a flash bulb or anything is exhibited, I will hive to ask the marshai 
to retire anyone who does that. 

Proceed. 

Mr. Arens. Just before the recess you had told us, in essence, that 
you concluded a period of service of some 8 years in slave-labor camps 
and a period of, I believe, 2 years ^ 

The Witness. Yes. 

4? BKrs - ~^ which ^ ere as signed to a factory in Siberia? 
The Witness. Yes. * ~ 

Mr. Arens. And that you were able to eke out of your wages in 
the factory sufficient sums to pay your transportation back to vour 
native Hungary, to Budapest ? • J 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. I suggest, if it is agreeable with you in the sequence of 
your testimony, that you resume by telling us what transpired im- 
mediately upon your arrival at Budapest ? 

Mr. Willis. What year are we in now? 

The Witness. We are in 1955, in June. 

Mr. Willis. And you left Hungary when? 

The Witness. 1945, February. 

Mr. Willis. All right. 

The Witness. I arrived home. My mother didn't know about me, 
anything, during these 10 years, only that I was in Moscow. I was 
in Moscow about 9 days and from Moscow I have sent my mother a 
telegram that I am alive and I will be home soon. 

Mr. Arens. Excuse me just a moment. I don't like to disrupt the 
theme of your testimony. You say you were in Moscow 9 days. That 
is, en route back to Budapest ? 

The Witness. Yes, during the trip. 

M.v. Ajrens. Was there anything of significance that crossed your 
mind, or anything of significance when you visited Moscow on your 
way back?

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The Witness. Yes, I had opportunity to look around in this town. 
From the outside, Moscow is, a quite nice town^ clean, wide streets; 
but if you will look from inside, the houses and the living conditions, 
the people, this is just terrible. Here in the United States the Ameri- 
can people are used to lights; they are living in large apartments with 
bathrooms, with television, ai*d with cars. I must tell you that this 
is not in Russia. They are way behind the United States, I think if 
I tell 50 years, I will tell the truth, in these living conditions. Of 
course, maybe they have Sputnik but I think this is another question. 

Mr. Arens. Then you arrived in Budapest. Kindly resume the 
theme of your testimony at that point, please. 

- The Witness. When I arrived home I couldn't find a job. * irst o± 
all, the people in Hungary were very sympathetic to me, but the bosses 
from all, these factories and working places were afraid to hire me 
because I was for 10 years in the slave-labor camps. 

Mr. Arens. Your mother and another relative were there m Buda- 
pest when you arrived ? 

* The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Still living there? 

The Witness. Yes, still living in the same apartment. They dicln t 
bother her never. 

So I drove a truck. I drove a truck about one and a halt years, 
until the Hungarian revolution broke out. I worked 16 hours a day, 
and the wages translate in American money is about one pack of cig- 
arettes an hour. . 

Mr. Arens. I wonder if you could state that again. I don 7 t think it 
was very distinct for our reporter. 

The Witness. The wages that I could earn as a truck driver, to 
translate in American money, was about one pack of cigarettes m an 

k°Mr. Arens. That would be equivalent to about twenty-five cents an 
hour in American money, apparently. 

The Witness. Just about. I got 3 fonnts an hour. For 3 tormts 
you could get a pack of cigarettes. 

Mr. Arens. Go right ahead, please, sir. t 

The Witness. I worked as a truck driver until 1956, October tne 
23d, when the Hungarian revolution broke out against the Soviet 
suppression. , . . 

Mr. Arens. Can you keep your voice up just a little, please i 

The Witness. I worked until 1956, October the 23d, until the Hun- 
garian revolution broke out. . 

Mr. AreNs. Please tell us about that now, from the standpoint ox 
your own experiences. \ . 

• The Witness. I worked m the nightshift on this date when the rev- 
olution broke out, and I didn't know anything about the revolution 
or what was going on. I knew that there was a demonstration in the 
streets, but I didn't know anything about that because I was working ; 
and on the night of October 23, 1 wandered across the bridge through 
the River Danube, and the Hungarian Freedom Fighters stopped me 
a'nd they wanted to take away my truck because they needed it. § I 
didn't give it to them. They told me, "All right then, come you with 



us" 



Mr. Willis. They said what? 
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The Witness. Said, "If you don't want to give us the truck," they 
told me, "then go fight with us," with the Freedom Fighters. 

I told them "All right," and they sent me to a factory which is the 
biggest factory in Hungary. This is right in Budapest. 

Mr. Willis. You mean the Freedom Fighters sent you there? 

The Witness. Yes — with the truck, they sent me. They sent me in 
this region where I was living, where there are the workers from this 
big industry center, and these workers were already waiting in trucks/ 
There were already many trucks over there, and we were carrying all 
these workers inside the town in Budapest. I made several trips back 
and forth, and I don't know how many I brought^ about 150 people. 

Mr. Arens. ^ Would you please raise your voice a little? We are 
having some difficulty hearing you. 

" The Witness. I brought about 150 people to inside the town. Whefr 
I brought them in, there was already shooting hi Budapest. They were 
already there. The Russians came in; and after short fighting, the 
Russians went out from Budapest, because they had, I think, quite a 
few troubles with their garrison over there. They didn't want to fight. 
I saw myself — I saw a tank division of about 40 or 50 tanks who didn't 
want to fire on the Hungarian Freedom Fighters. And of course, 
these tanks were all taken out from Budapest. 

Mr. Arens. I want to be sure the record is clear on this. Are you 
saying, in essence, that the Russians, after the first volleys were 
fired , 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. — retired their troops because a number of , their troops 
and a number of the tank commanders did not want to fire against the 
helpless Hungarians ? 

The Witness. Yes. „ 

Mr.AjRENS. Is that correct? 

The Witness. Not helpless Hungarians. They sympathized with 
the Hungarians. This was the garrison that was stationed in Hun- 
gary. 

Mr. Arens. The garrison of Russian troops in Hungary was sym- 
pathetic to the Hungarian people ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Ajusns. All right, sir. Proceed, if you please. 

The Witness. And this was, of course, partly because, I think, even' 
the Russians didn't know what happened in Budapest. It happened 
from one place to another ; so we thought that we were free, and we 
called to the free nations, the first thing, to the United States, for help. 
And we got everything but weapons. We got medicine, we, got food, 
we got clothes, but weapons we didn't get. 

Everybody in Hungaay was hoping that the Western World would 
help us because we knew very^well that, we cannot be free without any 
help from the Western countries. 

We were free until October 4; 1956, October 3 — excuse me, October 
3, in the night, in the morning. 

Mr. Ajiens. Are you sure you don't mean November ? 

The Witness. November. Excuse me. Yes, November. 

Mr. Willis. Let's get the record straight. As I -understand it, the 
revolution broke out on October 23. 

The Witness. October 23, yes. 
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Mr. Willis. And you were, free, until November 3. 
The Witness. Until November 3, yes. 
Mr. Willis. A little over 2 weeks. 

The Witness. About. On November 3 they came into Budapest 
4,000 fresh Soviet Mongol tanks from inside Russia. 
Mr.AnENS. Did you say troops or tanks? 

The Witness. 4,000 Mongol tanks. The tanks were 4,000. They 
ran into the town. There were, of course, many destroyed from these 
tanks, but 4,000 tanks — I don't know — if you can imagine how strong 
can be 4,000 tanks. This is just a terrible force. 

Mr. Arens. About how many of the Hungarians were massacred by 
those tanks? . 

The Witness. As to the Hungarian losses, I heard they were about 
25,000. There were 25,000 people shot for nothing, because they 
wanted only freedom, and this is typical Russian Soviet colonializa- • 
tion, what they made in their country and all these satellite countries 
now. 

Mr. Jackson. May I ask a question, Counsel? How did the Free- 
dom Fighters manage to destroy tanks ? 

The Witness. To fight in a town, in a big town, with tanks, is very 
difficult, because the driver of the tank cannot see farther than ahead 
of him and he cannot see on the houses, on the tops of the houses; and 
if you just drop on the tank a bottle of gasoline, it burns the tank, 
and the whole tank burns, and they can't do anything. So I heard 
that there were destroyed about 700 Soviet tanks in this battle over 
there. I have several pictures with me from this whole massacre, 
what they did. 

Mr. Arens. You took those pictures yourself ? 

The Witness. Yes, I did. 

Mr, Arens. You have pictures with you, showing the terrible devas- 
tation there in Budapest, do you not ? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Do you have also pictures showing the destruction in 
the very home in which you were living ? 
The Witness. Yes/ 

Mr. Arens. Now, we are -in a period in which the Russian tanks 

have inflicted 25,000-odd casualities 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Upon the Freedom Fighters and the Hungarians? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. And have, I take it, , resumed control of Budapest? 

The Witness. Yes; they controlled all the important places, the 
post office, the Parliament, and of course, everything. 

Mr. Akens. And then tell us, if you please, what you did, after 
the resumption of control. 

The Witness. I saw that it is not reasonable to fight against these 
4,000 tanks, and it will do me no good, from this, and I saw we didn't 
get any help from the United Nations. I decided to escape by the 
first chance, to the free world. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us the pattern of the escape, if you please. 

The Witness. On November the 21st 

Mr. Arens. What year?

Mr. Arens. And you are living presently in the South ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arbns. I have just 2 or 3 questions of a general nature. I 
fold in my hand a very fine magazine, published and circulated here 
in the South, called The Atlantan Magazine. 

The Witness. Tes. 

# Mr. Aeens. A very fine magazine, we understand. In this maga- 
zine, one of the roving editors, or someone on the magazine, had an 
interview with an Atlanta Communist on certain of the problems con- 
nected with this operation; and the interview with this Atlanta Com- 
munist is published in the magazine. I would like to get your re- 

rnse to some of the questions which were posed to this particular 
erican Communist. 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. I will give you the questions and then I will give you 
the answer, and see if you agree with the answer that was given. 

Question : Do you seriously believe Russia, having once established dominance 
would surrender her sovereignty over these nations ? 

The answer is : "Yes." 

Question: Even though all previous evidence discloses a notable lack of 
willingness on the part of Russia to surrender any hold it might have on a 
satellite nation? 
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The answer is: 

Xes And I resent your use of the term "satellite nations." Such countries as 
Poland, Hungary, and others have communist governments because tne people 
themselves have so chosen. 

Now, Mr. Witness, what is your reaction to that? Are the people 
of Poland, Hungary, and the other what we would call Iron Curtain 
nations, in sympathy with the regime which is in power? 

The Witness. Those people have not chosen the Communist (govern- 
ment over there. They didn't choose it because they hadn't the choice. 
The Communist system is so that you can't choose ; you can vote only 
' for one man, and that is all what you can do, and there is no reason 
not to vote, because you get only in trouble. So they get, of course, 
99% percent in votes. So I can tell you that from this. 

Mr. Wmiis. You have only one candidate ? 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Wilms. Only one party? ,. 

The Witness. Only one party, only the Communist Party, nothing 
else ; only the Communist Party in these Communist b ocs • ^ 
it is only the Communist Party, nothing else. And I can tell you 
that these people in eastern European countries are very hopeful that 
once the Western states will wake\ip to recognize this terrible danger 

!£S? I Sdiike to askyou-or call your attention to an- 
oteq^Son and answer, which was posed to a local Communist 
hS^aScordingtotliisvery fine magazine. They asked him this-He 
is an American Communist : 

How do vou explain the actions of Bussia in Hungary, when the revolt of the 
Hunglrianp^was so ruthlessly stamped out with the aid of Bussian soldxers? 

This American Southern Communist gave this reply : 

* * * It was not a revolt of the Hungarian people, but a disturbance created 
and fostered by Fascist elements within Hungary. In fact Bussia- was pro- 
tecting the people of Hungary by helping to put down these disorders. 

On the basis of your background and experience, what observa- 
tion would you make in response to that question? . 

The Witness. This man who gives this interview, he is a man, 1 
think, who is reading only Communist propaganda and he believes it, 
vouiust can't tell him what is the truth, because it is no reason to him, 
because he is a fanatic. So if you tell him this is not true, he never 
w!u believe thUfbut this was a Fascistic uprising in Hungary, he 
Jells that from the Communist propaganda. ? TO Fy$^^ 
Communist is Fascistic. Even they say America is Fascistic and they 
sayTat France is Fascistic, everything is Fascistic except the Com- 

m M? Akens. Now, Mr. Witness, just one final question : In the course 
of thel^t 2 days here we have had just a sampling before , this ; com- 
mitted of hard-core zealots of the Communist conspiracy m the United 
StatS. I don't believe you have had the occasion to hear all of their 
testimony before this committee. 
The Witness. No, I have not. „ 
Mr Akens. They are working zealously, night and day, fanatically, 
in the interests of the international Communist movement. Do you, 
havins lived in a Communist regime under the dictatorship o± com- 
munism, have any message you would like to leave with these Amen- 
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can Communists who are working feverishly on behalf of the inter- 
national Communist movement ? 
* *u T H WlTNESS - I tllink that these people are honest people. I think 
that these people do not know what really Soviet communism is. They 
support an idea that is false, that is not true, that is only the propa- 
ganda, that is all lies; and they believe that. And I think that we 
can help only this way, as this man, whose questions and answers 
you read, that you should tell them really the truth. 

Yesterday I was here, briefly, and I heard a couple of the witnesses'* 
testimony in the hearings, and I am sure that there were a couple 
of gentlemen here, and they believe that really the Communist system 
is better than the system of the United States of America, but they 
don t know. They read only books from these Communist writers. 
They never were inside Russia or they never were in a satellite country 
like Poland^ Hungary, China, and you can call all of them. These 
people do not know what they support, and this is my feeling about 
* these people. I think that they are not right, that now in this difficult 

situation what is now in the world, that they oppose the United States. 

Mr. Arens. You have not described it, but you were able, also, to 
procure the escape of your mother from Hungary, were younot ? 
The Witness. Pardon me? % * 

Mr.AnENs. Your mother. 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. She has likewise, by certain devices, escaped from 
Hungary ? 
The Witness. Yes. ' . 

Mr. Arens. And she is likewise living with you in the South ? 
The Witness. Yes, she is. 

Mr. Arens. But you do have certain connections over there and cer- 
tain relatives? 
The Witness. Yes. 
Mr. Arens. Whom you must protect? 
The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman,, I respectfully suggest that so far as 
the staff interrogation is concerned, that will conclude our interroga- 
tion of this witness. 

Mr. Willis. Well, air, I think you have made a great contribution 
to this subcommittee and, through us, to the Congress of the United 
States and to the people. 

I wish more people throughout the United States, not only the few 
here present in Atlanta, could have had the opportunity to hear your 
story about the machinations of the Communist conspiracy. We are 
very grateful to you and wish you much happiness in this area. 
The Witness. Thank you. 

Mr. Wxdlis. And I hope that you will have occasion to talk to people 
and tell them what this thing is all about, that we, of this committee, 
are trying to fight. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Chairman, I certainly want to associate myself 
with what you have said with respect to testimony given by this wit- 
ness, and also to agree that it is a shame that a great many more people 
cannot see the side of the Soviet State and the Soviet system that is 
sometimes hidden from view by the smiling face of the Soviet 
ambassador to the United States. 
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I have a couple of brief questions: As a 16-year-old boy — and 
you were 16 years old at the time you were taken by the Soviet Secret 
Police 

The Witness. Yes. 

Mr. Jackson. Had you taken any part in politics ? 

The Witness. Before? 

Mr. Jackson. Before that. 

The Witness. No, never. I went to school. 

Mr. Jackson. You attended no anti-Communist rallies or meetings ? 
The Witness. No. 

Mr. Jackson. What was your principal interest in life at that time ? 
The Witness.- Well, girls. 

Mr. Willis. I think you will get along all right in the South 
Mr. Jackson. During the many years of your confinement in and 
out of concentration camps, slave-labor camps, you must have given 
a considerable amount of thought to the question of why the Soviets 
would take a child of 16 and send him to slave-labor camps; did you 
not? 

The Witness. Yes, I have thought many times about this question 
myself, and I have the answer. They needed laborers. They hadn't 
any. The whole Soviet Union was destroyed, and I should add this, 
too, that the Germans did terrible things m the Soviet Union. They 
just killed many, many people over there; 'and the Russians, they 
just hated everything that is behind the Russian border. These Rus- 
sian soldiers were all very mad, and this was a reason too, I realized, 
when I asked myself why this happened. And so this is my answer. 

Mr. Jackson. I am sure that you have read of the proposals for 
a summit conference 

The Witness. Yes. , 

Mr. Jackson. As between certain nations of the Soviet bloc and 
the free world, including the United States. 

What in your opinion will be the effect upon enslaved millions of 
people behind the Iron Curtain if such a conference takes place? 
What will they interpret it to mean, in your opinion ? 

The Witness. Such a conference, it depends in what forum that 
you talk, and I didn't understand quite your question. 

Mr. Jackson. Well, it is very difficult to arrive at any decision 
as to what is to be discussed. That is one of the big problems. 

The Witness. If there will be a talking about the special question, 
like Lebanon or like the Middle East, or something like that, I don't 
think so, that it could be any good. I think this is my opinion be- 
cause even if the Russians will step back one step, it is very naive to 
believe them that they will somewhere else not step two steps forward. 
And this is my opinion about the summit conference. 

Of course, it is never a bad thing to talk with each other, but now 
the situation is much worse, and I don't know what is — I am not a 
politician and I am not a military man— I don't know what we can do 
in the Middle East. How can we support over there some government 
or some troops, how can we get supplies for them, I don't know that, so 
I don't want to tell anything about that. t 9 

Mr. Jackson. I reiterate the expression of appreciation which the 
chairman has voiced, and will conclude by saying that if the Ameri- 
can people are aware, to any considerable degree, of the true nature 
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of the Communist conspiracy and of its operation behind the Iron Cur- 
tain and elsewhere throughout the world, it is due in large part to 
people like yourself, who do not have to speak theoretically about 
communism, but speak out of bitter experiences with it. 

I hope, too, that you will find every happiness for yourself and your 
mother in the United States, and close by saying that I am glad you 
are on our side, and not on the other. 

The Witness. Thank you. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Chairman, that will conclude the presentation of 
witnesses during this hearing; and I respectfully suggest that before 
you proceed with your closing statement, we permit Mr. Bonora to es- 
cort the witness from the hearing room so he will be unavailable for 
any further scrutiny. 

Mr. Willis. Will you do that now, before the closing statement? 

In concluding the hearings, I should like to make a few brief ob- 
servations respecting the significance and accomplishments of this par- 
ticular investigation. 

^ In the first place, we have seen here a pattern of Communist ac- 
tivities and techniques which verifies and confirms similar patterns 
which we have been observing elsewhere in the Nation. 

There has been developed here new and convincing evidence regard- 
ing the problem of Communist propaganda, both foreign and domestic. 
There has been revealed factual information respecting strategy and 
tactics of Communists in maneuvering into groups and organizations 
which they seek to influence in the Communist objectives. 

One of the world's top Communists, a former instructor in the Lenin 
School of Political Warfare, Georgi Dimitrov, once said: 

As Soviet power grows, there will be a greater aversion to Communist parties 
everywhere. So we must practice the techniques of withdrawal. Never appear 
in the foreground ; let our friends do the work. 

m Eef erring to the front organizations that have been sprouting by 
literally hundreds in America, we have a booklet for those who are 
interested, giving a list of all of these front organizations. It is an 
official publication, available to anyone who cares to write to our staff 
director. 

Finally, there has been developed information which should stand 
as a warning to the - South, namely, that as the textile and other indus- 
tries are developed in the South, there is the ever-present threat of 
Communist penetration. 

As Chairman Walter stated in opening the hearings, we have not 
tried to probe beyond the development of facts which show a pattern 
of operations ; we have not sought to run down all possible leads. We 
believe that the evidence which is in our records now, however, does 
add materially to the fund of information already available as a 
foundation for legislative action. 

There is a, collateral result, moreover, from hearings of this type, 
which I believe will have a salutary and important effect, and it is this : 
that the Communist Party operation is real; it is a continuing, menac- 
ing? dynamic force of intrigue and subversion. 

Communism is not merely a philosophical concept. The witness who 
testified respecting his harrowing experiences this morning in the 
Communist slave labor camps portrayed communism in action. I 
would not attempt to portray more vividly the realities of communism 
than he has done from the witness chair, under oath. 
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Here are recent words of J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, and I quote his words : 

Public apathy is the sure way to national suicide— to death of individual free- 
dom It allowed the Communists to penetrate and make sateMtes of once-free 
countries, and it is presently enabling them to honeycomb and weaken the struc- 
tures of the remaining countries, and there is today a terrifying apathy on the 
part of Americans -toward the deadliest danger which this country has ever 
faced. Some of that apathy is deliberately induced. 

He continues— this is J. Edgar Hoover speaking, one of the greatest 
Americans of all time : 

The Communist Party in the United States is not out of business i; it is not 
dead ; it is not even dormant. It is, however, well on its way to adnewjg ite 
current objective, which is to make you believe that it is shattered, ineffective, 
and dying. When it has fully achieved this first objective- 
talking about throwing the dust in your eyes, as though the Com- 
munist Party is dormant in the United States, he says, when it lias 
achieved that objective: 

it will then proceed inflexibly toward its final goal. 

and here are his concluding words : 

Those who try to minimize its danger are either uninformed or they have a 
deadly axe to grind. 

That is what J. Edgar Hoover said . 

We on the committee will return to Washington with the intorma- 
tion which has been developed here and use it as part of the fund ox 
knowledge which we are gaining to assist us in the discharge o± our 
duties, which, under a mandate of the Congress are, in essence, to 
maintain a continuing surveillance over the operation of our various 
security laws and to recommend, when necessary, amendments to those 
laws or the enactment of new ones. 

Before concluding, I should like to express the thanks of the com- 
mittee to Armando Penha, Avho unselfishly and patriotically served his 
country by working as an undercover agent on behalf of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in the Communist Party. 

Without such men as this hrave young man, the work of the 1< ederal 
Bureau of Investigation and our committee m the field of investiga- 
tion of subversion would be impossible. He has rendered an out- 
standing service, and we are pleased to commend him publicly tor it. 

Also on behalf of the committee, I would like to pay tribute to the 
Georgia Bureau of Investigation, Attorney General Eugene Cook, 
and to Mr. Irving Fishman of the Bureau of Customs. These men 
have likewise contributed substantially to the success of our work. 

I would not presume to express appreciation or thanks to the wit- 
nesses before this committee who have refused to cooperate, most ot 
whom h&ve been identified under oath as members of the Communist, 
Party. By indirection they have likewise, unwittingly perhaps, given 
the committee very valuable information, whether they know it or 
not, because we can match up what they said or did not say, or the 
way they said it, to the pattern of other hearings we have had. 

We would like to express our thanks to Federal Judge Frank A. 
Hooper, who has most courteously made available to us this very fine 
courtroom. We would also like to thank United StatesMarshal Wil- 
liam C. Littlefield and his capable and courteous deputies. 
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Finally, we would like to express our sincere thanks to the members 
of the press, and of the radio and television profession, who have been 
most courteous and cooperative. 

Mr. Jackson, would you care to add some extemporaneous remarks? 

Mr. Jackson. Nothing, I think, Mr. Chairman, can be added to 
what you said, except we on the subcommittee all appreciate, I am 
sure, the very warm reception we had in Atlanta. I don't know 
whether it is the very hospitable attitude of this City or not, but even 
the most cantankerous of the witnesses didn't begin to measure up to 
some we have had elsewhere, and they will probably be chided by the 
party for their dereliction in this regard. They didn't do a very good 
30b of being mean. With that, Mi\ Chairman, I simply want to say 
a word of personal thanks to all those you have thanked. 

Mr. Willis. This will conclude the hearings in Atlanta.

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Public hearings lield in New York on June 18 and 19, 1958, were a 
^continuation of a long series the committee has held on Communist 
"influence in an important phase of American life. Nearly all the wit- 
nesses called in these hearings were actively engaged in the entertain- 
ing arts — primarily the theater and the fields of radio and television. 

As pointed out in the chairman's opening statement, the witnesses 3 
field of employment was important to the committee only as a by- 
product of their present or recent membership in the Communist 
Party and their consequent knowledge of Communist Party opera- 
tions in this country, particularly in entertainment media. Had these 
persons lacked information which flowed from their Communist Party 
membership, they would have been of no interest to the committee. 

The hearings made it clear that the entertainment industry is still 
a special target for Communist infiltration. Nineteen witnesses testi- 
fied in them. One witness invoked the first amendment in refusing to 
answer questions about his membership in the Communist Party. 
The other 17 witnesses all invoked the fifth amendment. The only 
cooperative witness was John Lautner, a former official of the Com- 
munist Party who has given valuable testimony to various govern- 
mental agencies since his break with the party in 1950. 

In most cases, the firms which employed the witnesses who appeared 
in these hearings had no knowledge of their subversive backgrounds. 
This does not mean the employers were not concerned about tne prob- 
lem of Communist infiltration, nor does it mean that they had made 
no effort to check the background of their employees. It means sim- 
ply that a private business is not equipped to uncover the operations 
of an underground conspiracy. 

A reading of the testimony of the uncooperative witnesses in the 
hearings demonstrates that, in the main, they x were more concerned 
with protecting the Communist conspiracy and the identity of its 
members, and also in attacking this committee, than they were in pro- 
viding the Congress with information that would help it enact legis- 
lation vital to the security of the people of this Nation. They injected 
into the hearings statements designed to engender sympathy for them- 
selves as persecuted martyrs, attemped to becloud the real issues,^ and 
made unfounded statements in their efforts to discredit this committee. 
By indirection, however, they did unwittingly supply the committee 
with valuable information. 

The case of Paul Mann was typical. He falsely accused the com- 
mittee of having "investigated" Shirley Temple when she was only 10 
years of age. The truth, of course, is that this committee has never 
investigated Shirley Temple. The facts of the Shirley Temple inci- 
dent are as follows : 

-Twenty years ago, an expert witness, in the course of his testimony 
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before the Special Committee on Un-American Activities, explained 
how the Communist Party uses prominent non- Communists to pro^ 
mote Moscow's line, relying on the willingness of many such people (or 
their agents) to sign statements -without bothering to read them. As 
an example of what he meant, he pointed out that, on the occasion of 
its first anniversary, a French Communist Party newspaper had re- 
cently featured greetings from three of America's best-known male 
movie stars (whose names he gave) "and even Shirley Temple," 

The witness had prefaced this example of how the Communist Party 
uses non-Communists and anti-Communists to promote its cause with 
these words: "I am not trying to make these persons' names stand out 
in any odious manner whatsoever." A reading of the full testimony 
of the witness in question — a recognized authority on communism- 
makes it clear that lie had no intention of implying or hinting that 
Shirley Temple or any of the other persons whose names had been used 
by the French Communist newspaper were Communists, pro-Commu- 
nists, or fellow travelers* 

Yet Paul Mann attempted to use the testimony of this witness to 
give new and wider circulation to the tale that this committee had 
"investigated" Shirley Temple, a fable that has teen repeatedly used 
by Communists and their sympathizers, in their efforts to discredit 
committees of the Congress investigating communism. 

Mann tried to portray himself as a person who was interested only 
in the preservation of the American theater and free artistic endeavor. 
The committee has been reliably informed, however, that he obtained 
his United 'States citizenship and, later, a United States passport, by 
falsely denying affiliation with the Communist Party, 

Several witnesses expected to testify in these hearings did not 
appear because they were* hospitalized on the day of their scheduled 
appearance or shortly before. One such witness, Lbuis Solomon, also 
known as Louis Salaman, had been interrogated on May 8, 1958. His 
testimony of that date is released and made a, part of this volume. 

In connection -with a previous investigation in the entertainment 
field, testimony was taken from Lee Grant, an actress. Her testimony 
is likewise released and made a part of this volume. 

It is evident from a review of the hearing record that Communists 
use the various entertainment media to. promote the cause of interna- 
tional communism. Both through, fraud and the concealment of 
material facts., they have raised funds for the Communist Party and 
have endeavored to entraj> nonsuspecting Americans into believing 
that they, or the organizations which they were promoting, were de- 
signed for the betterment of the arts or of the American way of life.

Mr, Moulder. This series of hearings by the Committee on Un- 
American Activities is for the purpose of taking testimony from in- 
dividuals who, according to investigation, possess knowledge neces- 
sary for the consideration of legislation presently pending before 
the committee. The witnesses called maintain themselves economi- 
cally by employment in the entertainment mediums. However, they 
have been subpenaed because they possess knowledge of the manner 
and method by which the Cojnmunist Party operates or has oper- 
ated in the United States by infiltration in the entertainment field. 
If the witnesses did not possess such knowledge, neither they nor 
their field of employment would be of interest to this committee. 

We are interested in learning from these witnesses the extent to 
which the Communist Party uses talent, similar to the talent of the 
witnesses under subpena, for the purpose of facilitating the Com- 
munist Party program or assisting the party in formulating or fi- 
nancing its front activities. 

Previous hearings have established that Communist Party mem- 
bers enjoying large incomes from the entertainment field have sub- 
stantially financed the Communist Party. To protect their incomes, 
some of them have severed their formal connection with thfe Com- 
munist Party. However, this severance has not been the result of 
an ideological break, but one which merely permits them to deny 
party membership and maintain their lucrative employment In 
their "without portfolio" status, thejr seem to continue to finance 
the Communist Party through financial contribution or by hiring, 
if they are in a position to do so, members of the Communist Party 
who, m turn, support the party through their finances and their 
propaganda activities on behalf of the party or its front programs. 

This activity even includes the presentation, in dramatic f orrn, of the 
works of Communist authors and composers who, in turn, use their 
royalties to finance the Communist Party and its propaganda activi- 
ties not only in the United States, but in other free countries of the 
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world. These witnesses should be possessed with, vast knowledge and - 
important information on this subject, and their knowledge is needed 
by the committee. . 
No one will disagree with our finding that a Communist-front or- 

fanization cannot possibly succeed if its membership is restricted to 
nown Communists. We have seen how certain Communist-tront 
organizations were disbanded overnight when their leaders were 
disclosed before the Subversive Activities Control Board as members 
of the Communist Party. These proceedings before the Subversive 
Activities Control Board resulted from legislation reported by this 
committee which was based on information obtained during hearings 

similar to this one. jjj.ii. 

In addition to determining whether amendments are needed to the 
Subversive Activities Control Act of 1950, as amended in 1954, the 
committee is interested in learning to what extent the field o± com- 
munications, of which radio and television are such a vital part, en- 
dangers our national security when individuals engaged therein are 
members of the Communist Party. These fields must be free from 
possible subversion during a national emergency. That cannot be 
so if the Federal Government does not know the true identity of those 
with access to our airwaves. In the consideration of our security, 
should a person employed in the radio or television industry who has 
been a concealed member of the Communist Party be required to reg- 
ister such fact with the Federal Communications Commission i 

Inquiry into other fields of communications, such as telephone and 
telegraph, indicates that such a registration might be desirable, it 
is our hope that this series of hearings will enable us to receive knoAvl- 
edsre necessary to guide our legislative deliberations.

Mr. Gersten. At the American Shakespeare Festival in Stratford, 
Conn. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in response to a subpena served 
upon you by the House Committee on Un-American Activities? 
Mr. Gersten. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 
Mr. Gersten. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Will counsel kindly identify himself for the record? 
Mr, Fattlkner. Stanley Faulkner, 9 East 40th Street, New York 
16,N.Y. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been employed by the American 
Shakespeare Festival, Mr. Gersten? 
Mr. Gersten. One year. 

Mr. Arens. "What was your employment immediately prior to your 
present employment? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. As I understood the legislative purpose that was 
stated by the committee chairman, the legislation pending before the 
committee has to do with possible registering individuals who work 
in the television and radio industry. I work in neither industry and 
therefore I do not see the relevancy of that question, either to the 
legislation stated, the planned legislation stated, or to anything else 
that the committee chairman indicated. 

Mr. Arens. Perhaps it would help vou if we had another pre- 
liminary question. Are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Gersten. I feel that that question is an invasion of my rights 
of privacy. I do not think that this committee or any committee 
of Congress has the right to ask me questions about either political 
affiliations, religious associations. # I believe those questions are out- 
side of the purview of this committee or any committee of Congress. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly answer the question; and I point 
out, if you please, sir, to help clarify the pertinency of the question 
that we are not at any time, nor will we at any time during the course 
of the hearings here, interrogate any witness with respect to his be 7 
lief s or his associations. That is a fabrication that has been devised 
by the Communist Party and those under Communist discipline to 
undertake to discredit congressional committees seeking to develop 
facts with respect to a conspiracy in the United States which is de- 
signed to overthrow this Government and to further the interests of 
the international Communist operation. ^ 

The sole and exclusive question which is pending before you now, 
Mr. Gersten, is whether or not you are now a Communist, a member 
of the Communist Party. 

I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that he be ordered and di- 
rected to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. I wish to say that counsel said that you would not 
be asked questions concerning associations. I am sure that he in- 
tends to amend that by saying no questions or interrogation of you 
will be made concerning your personal, social associations, but most 
certainly you can be asked questions concerning your associations. 
■- Mr. Arens. I would amend^ it, if you please, Mr.. Chairman, by 
clarifying that we are not probing, never have, do not now, and never 
will, into associations for the sake pf associations only, but rather for 
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the sake of getting information respecting people whom this man or 
other witnesses may know who have been active in the Communist 
conspiracy. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. Mr. Chairman, I do not understand the amendments 
that are taken because the abridgement of this freedom of associa- 
tion—when the counsel tells me that he is only asking certain ques- 
tions about association, or certain questions about belief, I do not 
understand that. I really do not. My understanding and my very 
firm conviction, is that no committee of Congress may inquire as to 
any associations. 

Mr. Moulder. He has not asked you a question about your associa- 
tion. 

Mr. Gersten. He has. He has asked me a question about a po- 
litical association. , 6 

Mr. Arens. Let's, confine the question specifically to this question: 
Are you now a Communist ? 

Mr. Gersten, That is the question I am objecting to. 

Mr. Soherer. I ask you, Mr. Chairman, to direct the witness to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Gersten. I must decline to answer that question for the rea- 

^ sons stated and also because 

* , , (The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Moulder. The. committee has conferred and suggested that 
counsel give you further information concerning the purpose of this 
hearing, and the object of the committee in interrogating you and 
soliciting you for information that may aid and assist the committee 
in its legislative program. . , * r / 

Mr. Faulkner. Are you withdrawing the direction? 

Mr. Arens. No, sir. 

Mr. Moulder. The question will be reframed and asked again. 

Mr. Gersten. Any way that question is phrased, I would decline 
to answer it. 

Mr. Moulder. Advise and inform the witness. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Gersten, I would like to advise you, and this will 
be v advice that will be applicable to many questions which I propose 
to propound to you today. The Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties is a committee of the United States Congress which has almost 
unanimous support of the House of Representatives consistently in 
its- endeavors to develop factual information to recommend legislation 
dealing with the Communist operation in the United States. It is 
frequently and erroneously asserted t^at this committee is probing 
into people's . thoughts, political associations, and ideas. That, of 
course, is a device or a facade created, by the Communist conspiracy 
so they can hide behind it. 

This committee is now in' the process, of considering a . great number 
of legislatiye^proposals, including the ^roposalsjin a bill EL 9937, 
which was introduced by the chairman of this committee and has 
probably, I would estimate* as of the moment, 2 or 3 dozen separate 
provisions undertaking to cope with this, conspiratorial operation. We 
all know, at least the overwhelming majority of the American people 
know, it is not a political party, is not a political activity, but is a con- 
spiratorial operation designed to undermine this Nation, designed to 
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further the interests of the Soviet empire in its drive for global 
domination. 

In the consideration of that legislation, it is necessary for the com- 
mittee to have facts with which it can weigh and appraise the various 
proposals which are pending. In addition to the actual legislation 
which is pending in formal bills, the committee from time to time is in 
deliberation as to what legislation might be devised. It is also review- 
ing present statutes as to whether or not they are adequate. 

I say in the consideration of this legislation and these proposals and 
the^ discharge of its legislative functions this committee is constantly 
trying to develop factual information. 

It is our information that you, sir, are now a member of the Com- 
munist Party. It is our information that you have information 
respecting Communist penetration in the entertainment medium. We 
feel that if you would tell us now the information you have respect- 
ing Communist Party use of actors, entertainers, in the furtherance of 
the Communist front activities in the United States, the use of these 
people as Communists and as Communist fronters in the solicitation 
and development of funds for the conspiratorial operation, that you 
would add immeasurably to the fund of knowledge of this committee 
in its consideration and appraisal of its legislative proposals. 
^ Nowthat explanation, I hope, will be borne in mind by you in con- 
sider ation of a number of questions. 

I now pose to you, so the record is absolutely clear at this time, the 

grincipal question again : Are you now, this instant, a member of the 
Communist Party? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Gersten. Nothing that the counsel has said has altered my feel- 
ing from before the counsel spoke. It is an interesting speech and 
people may agree or disagree with him. I do not care to state my point 
of view whether I agree with him or disagree with him, and I chal- 
lenge the jurisdiction of counsel to ask these questions. 
t Mr. Soherer. I ask that you direct the witness to answer the ques- 
tion Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Motoder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Gersxbn. I decline to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. May we further advise you that when you consider 
your response to that direction, you are possibly placing yourself in 
the position of being in contempt of the Congress of the United 
States and you are advised of that, not in the spirit of threatening 
you or to coerce you, but so that you might know of the position in 
which you are placing yourself by refusing to answer. 

Mr. Arbns. So the record may be absolutely clear, is it clear in your 
mind, sir, that you have not invoked in your refusal to answer this 
question those provisions of the fifth amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States which give you the privilege of declining to an- 
swer questions which you, in good faith, feel could be used against 
you in a criminal proceeding ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
^ Mr. Gersten. Sir, I must continue to decline to answer that ques- 
tion and I take the chairman's advice about the possibility of con- 
tempt. I am afraid I cannot accept your statement that it is not used 
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as a means of coercion to apply pressure. I am afraid it is. The rea- 
sons I decline to answer that question are the reasons I have stated, 
and I will further add that a witness may not be compelled to bear 
witness against himself. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly feel, sir, that if you answered this last 
principal question truthfully as to whether or not you are now, at 
this moment, a member of the Communist Party, you would be sup- 
plying information which might be used against you in a criminal 
proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I must decline to answer that question as well for the 
reasons previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. I request that the witness be ordered and directed to 
answer that question in order to test the good faith of the witness now 
in invoking the fifth amendment. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed and ordered to answer the 
question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question under the fifth 
amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Is Mr. Will Geer engaged in the American Shakespeare 
Festival company ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I think that committee counsel has this ad in front 
of him, and he probably has a list of all of the actors. I did not have 
an alphabetical. We have an equal billing clause that requires, if I 
mention the name of one member, I must mention the name of all of 
them, and it is a list of 24 actors, and I do not have them memorized 
and Mr. Geer is certainly among them. 

Mr. Arens. To your certain knowledge is Will Geer a member of 
the Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I know Mr. Geer as an actor and as a member of the 
company and I know him no other, way, I am afraid. 
Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied for a United States passport? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I must decline to answer that question on the basis 
of the fifth amendment. 
Mr. Scherer. I ask you to direct the witness to answer the question. 
Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer the question. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. Again I must decline to answer that question on the 
basis that a witness may not be compelled to testify against himself. 
Mr. Arens. Did you in 1954 or thereabouts take a trip abroad ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Gersten. No. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever taken a trip abroad ? 
Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the basis of the 
fifth amendment. 
Mr. Arens. Have you ever gone to Czechoslovakia ? 
Mr. Gersten. My answer must be the same, 
Mr. Arens. The same as what?

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend if you tell this committee 
under oath whether or not you have taken a trip to Czechoslovakia you 
are supplying information which may be used against you in a crimi- 
nal proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the basis of the 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been on the initiating committee of the 
Third World Youth Festival which was held in Berlin in August of

Mr. Arens. Were you a delegate to that festival ? 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you a thermof ax repro- 
duction of a publication of the Third World Festival of Youth and 
Students for Peace, which was held in Berlin in 1951 -which, among 
other things, lists the initiating committee in the United States for 
, this enterprise. 

In that list there appears the name Bernard Gersten, stage man- 
ager. Kindly look at this exhibit as it is displayed to you and tell us 
whether or not the information contained in that exhibit with refer- 
ence to yourself is true and correct. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the basis previ- 
ously stated. 

(Document marked "Gersten Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Where -and when were you born ? 

Mr. Gersten. Irt Newark, 1ST. J., on January 30, 1923. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly give us a word, sir, respecting your formal 
education. 

Mr. Gersten. High school and 2 years at Rutgers University. 
Mr. Arens. When did you conclude your f ormal education at Rut- 
gers University? 
Mr. Gersten. May of 1942. 
Mr. Arens. I take it you did not receive a degree. 
Mr. Gersten. No, I did not.

Now would you kindly tell this committee what 
have been your principal employments since you concluded your 
formal education at Rutgers. 

Mr. Gersten. I worked principally as a stage manager. 

Mr. Arens. "What was the first principal employment you had as a 
stage manager? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Gersten. I must state as bef ore that I do not see the relevancy 
to either the stated purposes of the chairman or of the counsel of 
this committee. I therefore decline to -answer. 

Mr. Ajrens.. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. Yes, the witness is extremely uncooperative^ We 
do advise you and order and direct you to 'answer the question. 

Mr. Gerstest. I am sorry I have to be uncooperative, but I do find it 
necessary to be. I think the questions the committee asks are im- 
proper questions. I really do, and I find it difficult to answer what I 
consider to be improper questions. 

Mr. Scherer. Is there any question we could ask you that would 
be a proper question? 

Mr. Gersten. Are there what? 

Mr. Scherer. I will pass it up. 

Mr. Arens. Let's go backward for a little while, if you please. 

Mr. Gersten. I decline on the basis of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend that if you told this com- 
mittee the principal employments which you have had since you con- 
cluded your formal education at Rutgers you would be supplying 
information which might be used against you in a criminal proceed- 
ing? . 

Mr. Gerstek. That is a question which I have answered a number 
of times before, and I must answer it the same way again. 

Mr. Scherer. Witness, let me explain to you that your answer under 
that question must be "Yes." All the counsel is asking you is whether 
you are invoking the fiftli amendment in good faith. That is all 
counsel is asking you. 

k Mr. (Jerstek. 1 did not understand it that way at all. 
Mr. Faulkner. We have had a series of questions on that. 
Mr. Moulder. You can advise your client, but do not advise Mr. 
Scherer. 

Mr. Faulkner. I have been waiting for a half year for a reply from 
Mr. Scherer to my letter. 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Arens is asking you if you are invoking the fifth 
amendment in good faith and if you actually apprehend that an 
answer to that question would lead to criminal prosecution. You do 
not say that it would incriminate you to say that you are invoking the 
fifth amendment properly and in good faith. How could that possibly 
incriminate you ? 

Mr. Gersten. Everything I do here is essentially in good faith, so 
the question is, so far as I am concerned, a rhetorical question. 
Mr. Scherer. I just thought I would explain it to you.

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I request, Mr. Chairman, that you direct and order the witness to 
answer the question whether or not he is invoking the fifth amend- 
ment in good faith, and that if he answers the question that it might 
incriminate him. 

Mr. Gersten. I must decline to answer that question, as well, on the 
basis of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Has there been any principal employment you have had 
since you concluded your formal education at Rutgers concerning 
which you can tell this committee without revealing information that 
might be used against you in a criminal proceeding ? 

Mr. Gersten. T could discuss all of the jobs I have had in great 
detail. Do you want to know what troubles we have had? What do 
you want to know about my employment ? I have done a great number 
of shows. I have done summer stock. # I have done the Mike Todd 
birthday party. I would be happy to discuss that witH you. 

Mr. Arens. Would you tell us the principal employments you have 
had since you completed your formal education? 

Mr. Gersten. I have already declined to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. Are there some principal employments which you have 
had since you completed your formal education that you can reveal 
that would not be used against you in a criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Gersten. What facts is counsel after and what does it relate to ? 

Mr. Arens. I would be very glad to tell you in a little more 
detail. You have declined, sir, to answer the question as to the prin- 
cipal employments which you have had since you concluded your 
formal education on the ground that to do so would supply informa- 
tion that would be used against you in a criminal proceeding. I have 
now asked you whether or not there are some employments which 
you have had since you concluded your formal education concerning 
which you could tell this committee without revealing information 
that could be used against you in a criminal proceeding; in other 
words, any non-Communist employment or any employment. 

Would you tell us, are there some employments, principal employ- 
ments, that you have had, which in no way related to Communist 
activities? 

Mr. Scherer. Like he said, directing the Mike Todd show. 

Mr. Gersten. I was the stage manager. I did not direct it. 

Mr. Scherer. Are there any others like that? That would not 
incriminate you to tell us about the staging of the Mike Todd show. 

Mr. Gersten. What do you want to ioiow about them? I really 
don't understand the question. 

Mr. Scherer. We do not want you to tell us anything in detail. 
You told us that yon stage-managed the Mike Todd show. Are there 
any other shows you managed? 

Mr. Gersten. To what does such questions relate ? 

Mr. Arens. You are entitled to an explanation. If you tell us the 
principal employments which you have had, I then intend to interro- 
gate you with reference to each of the principal employments as to 
any Communist activity in which you may have been engaged as a 
stage manager — undertaking to do the Communist Party bidding in 
your activity. This would be in furtherance of the objective of this 
committee of obtaining factual information respecting Communist 
activities which might be added to the fund of knowledge this com- 
mittee has in appraising legislation which is pending before it. 
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(The witness conferred ^vith his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer any questions in relation to 
employment on the basis of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Akens. Do you honestly apprehend that if you answered ques- 
tions respecting principal employments you have had since your for- 
mal education at Rutgers you would be supplying information that 
would be used against you in a criminal proceeding ? 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully request that the witness be ordered and 
directed to answer that last outstanding question, because unless he 
honestly apprehends that the answers could be used against him in a 
criminal proceeding he is not entitled to invoke the privileges of the 
fifth amendment and is therefore not acting in good faith. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Gersten. I refuse to answer that question on the basis of the 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been secretary-treasurer of the Emergency 
Committee of the Arts and Professions To Secure Clemency for the 
Rosenbergs? 

Let me explain the question to you. 

Mr. Gersten. I understand the question. 

Mr. Arens. I will explain it. If you have been secretary-treasurer 
of the Emergency Committee of the Arts and Professions To Secure 
Clemency for the Rosenbergs, that would lead us into an area we would 
like to explore very greatly — the extent to which the arts and pro- 
fessions were used by the Communist conspiracy in the Rosenberg case 
for the furtherance of Communist propaganda objectives. 

Mr. Gersten. I have already answered the question. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly look at this thermof ax exhibit. It is captioned : 
"Must the Rosenbergs Die ? " And at the end reads : 

This advertisement was paid for by popular subscription and published by the 
Emergency Committee of the Arts and Professions To Secure Clemency for the 
Rosenbergs, Bernard Gersten, secretary-treasurer. 

If this is a Communist enterprise, then it would appear to be very 
clear from the standpoint of the legislative interest of this committee 
that the Communist Party, the Communist conspiracy in the United 
States, was using people in the arts and in the professions, Communists 
and non-Communists, for Communist objectives. 

Kindly look at that exhibit and tell us whether or not that desig- 
nation of you as secretary-treasurer of this committee is true and 
correct. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. I believe I have already answered the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answered the question. 
You have not answered the question. 

Mr. Gersten/ I decline to answer it on the basis of the fifth amend- 
ment. 

(Document marked "Gersten Exhibit No. 2" and retained in com- 
mittee file.) 

Mr. Arens. Sir, are there people in the entertainment industry who 
to your certain knowledge are, or in the recent past have been, mem- 
bers of the Communist Party ? 
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(The witness conferred with his counsel) 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the hasis of the 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Are you presently engaged in any professional organi- 
zation of people in the entertainment industry ? 

Mr. Gersten. I have already told you I am. I work for the Ameri- 
ican Shakespeare Festival. 

Mr. Arens. I mean a fraternal group of people in the professions. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Gersten. Are you asking me about a trade-union affiliation? 
Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Gersten. That has always been a bad question to ask, and 
congressional committees are not supposed to ask it. 

Mr. Scecerer. Senator McClelland committee has been doing that 
for weeks. 

Mr. Gersten. I am a member of the Actors' Equity Association. 
Mr. Arens. Have you held any office or post in Actors' Equity 
Association? 
Mr. Gersten. No; I have not. 

Mr. Arens. Have you participated in any of the deliberations of 
Actors' Equity with reference to the question of issuance of passports 
to Communists? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. No; I have not. 

Mr. Arens. Did you participate in the deliberations of Actors' 
Equity with reference to the question of issuance of, or denial of, 
passport to Paul Robeson? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. May I have the question repeated, please ? 

Mr. Arens. Do you want to withdraw your last answer? 

Perhaps there w&s a misunderstanding when I asked you whether 
or not you participated in any proceedings of Actors' Equity with 
reference to passports to Communists. 

Mr. Faulkner. Mr. Gersten was inquiring whether you had a stool- 
pigeon in Actors' Equity. 

Mr. Arens. What do you mean? 

Mr. Gersten. I wonder how the views come before a congressional 
committee. 

Mr. Arens. I have a publication before me entitled "Equity," June 
1958, which is the official organ of this fine organization, Actors' 
Equity Association. In this magazine I see quoted Bernard Gersten 
with reference to the matter of- the issuance of a passport to interna- 
tional Communist agent Paul Eobeson. Now will you tell us whether 
or not you participated in the deliberations of Actors' Equity with ref- 
erence to the issuance or denial of passports to Gommunists? 

Mr. Gersten. It is funny the way you put the question, Counsel. 
He was a member of our union. He was asked to play a part in a 
Shakespearean role in Stratford, England, where there is another 
place where they did Shakespeare. I am interested that a member 
of our union would be allowed to play in a Shakespearean role when 
he is offered, and that is what I did, and not the way counsel put it. 

(Document marked "Gersten Exhibit No. 3" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 
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Mr. Arens. Tell lis whether or not you were a proponent of the 
issuance of a passport to Paul Eobeson. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Gersten. Yes, I am afraid that I anticipated the Supreme 
Court's Monday decision. 

Mr. Arens. Then you could anticipate the reason why this commit- 
tee is interested in this area and would like to have an answer to this 
question as to whether or not you participated in the deliberations 
with respect to the issuance of a passport to, Paul Eobeson and 
whether or not you were a proponent for the issuance of a passport 
to Paul Eobeson. 

Mr. Gersten. You say international Communist agent. He is a 
member of the actors' union. We do not have such members in the 
union to the best of my knowledge. 

Mr. Arens. You are in the union. 

Mr. Gersten. I have answered that question. 

Mr. Arens. I do not want to quibble with you here. 

Kindly tell us whether or not you were a proponent in Actors' 
Equity deliberations with respect to the issuance of a passport to 
Paul Eobeson. 

Mr. Gersten. As a matter of fact, as I remember the issue, there 
was a resolution before the meeting urging that the counsel of Actors' 
Equity Association support, not propose, support the right of Mr. 
Eobeson, a member of the union, to travel in order to perform in 
Stratford, England, and I spoke in favor of that resolution. 

Whether that means in counsel's terms that I am a proponent of the 
issuance of a passport, I would say, "No, I am not." I spoke in favor 
of the resolution. 

Mr. Arens. You spoke in favor of the resolution presented for a 
passport for an international Communist agent, Paul Eobeson. 

Mr. Gersten. The words are yours, not mine. 

Mr. Arens. When you stood up and made this address to your col- 
leagues in the Actors' Equity, did you tell them whether or not your 
position was motivated by any affiliation or membership discipline 
under which you were operating at the behest of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Gersten. Mr. Chairman, I would like to make it clear to you, 
I do not know if I can make it clear to anybody else, any actions are 
motivated by my thoughts. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party 

> Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the grounds of 
the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party the very 
instant that you were speaking before the Actors' Equity membership 
on behalf of the resolution which advocated a passport for Paul 
•Eobeson? 

Mr. Gersten. I decline to answer that question on the basis of the 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Akens. I suggest that will conclude the interrogation of this 
witness. - 
Mr. Moulder. Are thei*e any questions of the witness ? 
The witness is excused. 

The committee will stand in recess for five minutes. 
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(Brief recess.) 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will please be in order. 

Call the next witness, please, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. William Lawrence, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Needleman. I represent a Mr. Lazar.^ Possibly you mean 
him.

I respectfully request, 
gentlemen, that you will not take pictures. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will conduct the hearing in accordance 
with what we believe to be the proper conduct and we are doing so. We 
now, of course, respectfully request the photographers to refrain from 
taking any pictures while the witness is testifying. 

Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are about to give 
before this subcommittee of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities of the United States Congress will be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Lazar. I do,

Mr. Lazar. Sir, your concept and my concept as to what I appre- 
hend are entirely two different things. I challenged the rights of this 
committee to probe into my personal affairs. 

Mr. Moulder. Counsel asked you whether or not you believe in good 
faith that your refusal to answer might tend to incrimininate you and 
subject you to a criminal prosecution. That is the question pending. 

Mr. Lazar. Mr. Chairman, I am invoking the first and fifth amend- 
ments in good faith. 
Mr. Soherer. That is the proper answer to that question. 
Mr. Arens. Where were you born, please, sir? 
Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. - 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully request that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer that question. 
Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer that question. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. Mr. Chairman, on advice of counsel I shall state I was 
born in the city of Kishinev, Russia. 
Mr. Ajrens. Kindly tell us when you came to the United States. 
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(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Lazar. 1921. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a citizen of the United States? 
Mr. Lazar. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Is that by naturalization or derivation? 
Mr. Lazar. Naturalization. , 

Mr. Arens. When and where were you naturalized? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I was naturalized in the latter part of 1926 or the early 
part of 1927. 
Mr. Arens. Where, please, sir? 
Mr. Lazar. In the city of Philadelphia. 
Mr. Arens. Under what name were you naturalized ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer this question on the grounds of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. At the time of your naturalization were you a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that question on the grounds of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Now we should like to invite your attention, Mr. 
Lawrence—; — 

Mr. Lazar. Lazar is the name. 

Mr. Arens. Do you deny your name is also Lawrence ? 
Mr. Lazar. I said Lazar was the name. 

Mr. Soherer. I think he should answer your question and I ask 
the chairman direct the witness to answer the question. 

Mr. Needleman. That was already gone into. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel knows that his sole and exclusive prerogative 
is to advise his client. 

Mr. Lazar, the question is : Do you deny that your name is also 
Lawrence? 

Mr. Moutt>ER. The witness is directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Lazar. I have already answered that question previously on 
the grounds of the first and the fifth amendments. 

Mr. Moxji/DER. Do you mean you decline to answer by claiming and 
invoking the first and fifth amendments ? 

Mr. Lazar. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. We have a copy of a clipping from the New - York 
Times of March 8, 1958, entitled "Three State Eeds Kesign," and I 
am going to read part of it : 

Three officials of the New York State Communist Party have resigned their 
posts — 

I am not reading it all ; I am only giving you excerpts. The article 
states that among those who are resigning — these three State Eeds — 
is one "William Lawrence, treasurer." 

Mr. Lazar, we want you to tell us, after you lookat that article, 
whether or not you are now, at this moment, a Communist. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Lazar. Mr. Chairman, would you permit me to ask counsel 
just how would it serve our Nation if you knew whether I am or am 
not a member of the Prohibition Party ? 

Mr. Arens. Prohibition Party? 

Mr. Lazar. Or any party. * -

Mr. Arens. We think there is a distinction to be made between 
the Prohibition Party, the Republican Party, the Democratic Party, 
and the Communist Party. We. believe there is abundant evidence 
developed by congressional committees, developed by the Subversive 
Activities Control Board, developed by the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, by numerous patriotic organizations, such as the American 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, and numerous comparable 
organizations, which establishes conclusively that the Communist 
Party is not a political party in any sense of the word, but that the 
Communist operation in the United States uses this facade behind 
which it operates so that it can come before the courts and can come 
before congressional committees and assert the position that they are 
only a political group, a political organization. That is the dis- 
tinction. 

Now, would you kindly answer the outstanding question. 

Mr. Scherer. The witness said a few minutes ago it was a covered 
wagon that built this Nation. The Communist conspiracy is the cov- 
ered wagon which will destroy this Nation. 

Mr. Arens. Now, would you kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Lazar. Yes; but you still did not tell me how would it benefit 
our country if you knew whether I am or am not a member of the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that the witness be ordered and 
directed to answer that last outstanding question. 

Mr. Lazar. You know, Mr. Chairman, this reminds me of a car- 
toon that appeared in yesterday's New York Post. 

Mr. Moulder. That is not in response to the question. The wit- 
ness is directed to answer the "question asked by counsel. 

Mr. Lazar. In other words, all you want is the truth as you see it. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Mootder. You know the truth and the question has been asked

Mr. Lazar. What is the question again, please? 
Mr. Ajrens. The question is : Are you now, at this moment, a Com- 
munist? 

Mr. Lazah. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments.

Mr. Lautner. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP JOHN LATJTNER 

Mr. Arens. Will you kindly identify yourself by name, residence, 
and occupation? 

Mr. Lautner. My name is John Lautner, and I live in Youngstown, 
Ohio. I am a Government consultant. 
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Mr. Arens. You have on our record previously given a recitation 
of your career in the Communist Party ; have you not ? 
Mr. Latttner. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. I expect later today to interrogate you at some length 
with respect to the use by the Communist conspiracy in the United 
States of persons in the entertainment industry 

Mr. Needleman. May I say the press is violating your admonition. 

Mr. Arens. — for the purpose of promoting communism and the 
Communist conspiracy in the United States. 

For the moment, I should like to ask you whether or not you have 
been at any time in the high echelon of the Communist operation m 
the United States. ^ . 

Mr. Laotner. I was a State functionary m the New^ York btate 
organization of the Communist Party. I was also on various national 
commissions of the Communist Party. I was district organizer of 
the Communist Party. If you call that a high echelon, then it is. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time were you in the Communist 
operation in the United States ? 

Mr. Latjtner. From 1929 up to 1950. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your service in the Communist 
Party did you know as a Communist a person by the name of Bill 
Lawrence, alias Israel Lazar ? 

Mr. Latjtner. I knew him as Bill Lawrence in the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Do you see in the courtroom now the person known by 
you while you were in the Communist Party as Bill Lawrence? 
Mr. Latjtner. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly point that person out to the com- 
mittee at this time ? 

Mr. Latjtner. He is sitting at the witness table. 

Mr. Needleman. Am I to understand you are going to permit this ? 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Lautner, would you kindly tell the committee 
briefly what function this man who is seated in the witness chair whom 
you knew as Bill Lawrence, performed in the Communist Party? 

Mr. Latjtner. "When I first became acquainted with Bill Lawrence 
he was a section organizer of the Communist Party in New York. He 
was a section organizer of Section 10, Queens. * 

Mr. Moulder. What year was that ? 

Mr. Latjtner. This was in the years 1933, 1934, and 1935. I was 
a section organizer, likewise, in a different section of the party at that 
particular -period. We used to go to weekly section organization 
meetings for a number of years together. If my recollection is cor- 
rect, in 1935, somewhere around 1935, Bill Lawrence became the sec- 
tion organizer of the Communist Party in the needle trades ; and I 
think he was in that capacity at the time I left New York City. I was 
in West Virginia from 1936, April, up to the end of 1940. I used to 
come in to New York three times a year to national committee 
meetings. . . 

At that particular time, Bill Lawrence was functioning m the 
capacity of State executive secretary of the Communist Party of 
New York State under the leadership of Gil Green. He functioned 
in that capacity, I think, up to 1945. At the emergency convention 
in 1945, there was a leadership change in New York State and he 
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left that capacity as executive secretary of the New York State 
organization. 

After that he was assigned as the general manager of the Daily 
Worker, in 1946 and parts of 1947. He was released from that posi- 
tion as general manager of the Daily Worker and he became State 
chairman of the Civil Rights Congress in New York. 

I was back in New York in 1945, and we sat in quite a number of 
meetings in the New York State Organizational Commission of 
which I was a member, and on many occasions we discussed the issues 
and problems pertaining to the Civil Eights Congress— the question 
of finances, raising money for Civil Eights Congress purposes, the 

?arty support, and involvement in the problems of the Civil Rights 
!ongress during that particular period. 

I left the party January 17, 1950. After that period Bill Lawrence 
was drawn back into the State leadership again under the leadership 
of George Charney Blake, and he was connected with organizational 
Work in the State organization and later on as treasurer when the 
resignation appeared in the New Yox*k Times. 

That, in brief, is my association and knowledge of Bill Lawrence. 

Mr. Arens. Although I expect to get into this subject matter with 
you at some length later on, I want for the present to have the record 
reflect testimony on this issue: Are there Communists who are not 
technical members of the organization known as the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Latjtner. There are Communists. Some are technically mem- 
bers of the party. Most of them are wait-and-see Communists. They 
are Communists. Technically they do not pay dues. They may make 
contributions. They have differences with the present line of the 
party, tactical differences, but nothing in substance, just tactical dif- 
ferences. They think they have a better approach than the official 
line of the Communist Party; that the official line is a liability today ; 
that the Soviet Union made too many mistakes to be palatable to 
the America people and the American working class; they would 
be much better off if they could shed that later on. Later on they will 
meet again but right now it is a liability ; and therefore the present 
techniques of the party are wrong and there are a lot of Communists 
who have this line at the present time. 

Mr. Arbns. Are they still in the conspiratorial international appa- 
ratus for the purpose of communizing the world and of overthrowing 
this Government oy force and violence? 

Mr. Latjtjster. Of course they are. 

Mr. Arens. I would like to suspend with Mr. Lautner's testimony 
at this time and proceed with Mr. Lawrence, and then resume with 
Mr. Lautner. 

Mr. Moulder. You are temporarily excused. You will be recalled 
as a witness, Mr. Lautner. 

TESTIMONY OF WILLIAM LAZAIU-Kesumed 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Lawrence Excuse me, Mr. Lazar. 

You have just heard the testimony of Mr. Lautner stating in effect 
that up until 1950, while he was in the high echelon in the Communist 
Party, he knew you as a member of the Communist Party and as a 
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high functionary of the Communist Party. We want to afford you an 
opportunity now, sir, while you are under oath to deny that testimony. 
Do you care to avail yourself of that opportunity ? 

Mr. Lazar. I have too much self-respect to debase myself on testi- 
mony of informers and paid stoolpigeons. 

Mr. Scherer. Irrespective of the fact—of course I think Mr. Laut- 
ner is a patriotic American and he has rendered a valuable service to 
the United States— but irrespective of the fact that you think he 
might be a stoolpigeon, is he telling the truth ? 

Mr. Lazar. I thiukhemightbe. 

Mr.^ Scherer. Is he telling the truth about you or is he lying to this 
committee? 

I assure you if you say he is lying, I am going to ask that the 
committee refer both your testimony and his testimony to the De- 
partment of Justice, so now you have the opportunity, if this man 
you called a stoolpie eon 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer the question on the grounds of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Scherer. I thought you would. 

Mr, Arens. Now, sir, kindly tell us what was your last principal 
employment prior to the employment which you presently have? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. How long did this last principal employment which 
you had endure ? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that on the grounds of the, first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Ajrens. We started with your present employment. What was 
the employment you had prior to this, which we shall call your No. 1 
employment? ** . 

Mr. Lazar. Counsel, you are getting me slightly confused. You 
are asking in terms of numbers, 1, 25 — frankly, I don't know what 
you are talking about. 

Mr. Arens. You have had employment prior to your present em- 
ployment, is that correct? 

Mr. Lazar. Do you mean was I working? 

Mr. Arens.^ Yes, sir. 

Mr. Lazar. Off and on, and when I had a chance to work I worked 
and when I got tired I got another job. 

Mr. Arens. Did you work as general manager of the Daily Worker, 
as Mr. Lautner stated? ~ 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer that on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Were you cultural director or< cultural commissar of 
the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Lazar. What is that? 

Mr. Ajkens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. MouiiDER. The witness is directed and ordered to answer the 
question if he knows. 

Mr. Lazar. Mr. Chairman, I am sure you expect an intelligent 
answer. I must comprehend. I must understand the question. I 
am merely asking counsel for clarity. 
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Mr. Moulder. Do I understand you to say that you do not know 
what cultural director is, or was, in the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Lazak. Yes, I want the counsel to tell me what he is talking 
about. 

Mr. Mouu>er. The question is, do you know what the cultural di- 
rector -was, or is, in the Communist Party ? 
Mr. Lazar. No, I do not know. 

♦ Mr. Arens. Did you have charge of cultural activities for the 
Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with Ms counsel.) 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. . - 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a man by the name of Joseph Klein? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Joseph Klein swore before this committee in April 
1954 that he knew you as a "political commissar for the International 
Brigade" in the Spanish Civil War. Was he in error on that state- 
ment? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. ' 

,. . Mr. Arens. Have you ever traveled abroad since you became a citi- 
zen 'of the United States ? 
Mr. Lazar. Same -answer, sir, first und fifth. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied for a, United States passport? 
Mr. Lazar. I decline to ajnswer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

, Mr. Arens. Do you now have information regarding the use to 



the operation of the international conspiracy ? 

Mr. Lazar. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. We have testimony likewise of a man by the name 
of William C. McCuistion that you, while one of the functionaries 
in a certain operation of the Communist Party, arranged for a pass- 
port for McCuistion to go abroad while he was a functionary in the 
Communist Party. Was he in error on that testimony? 

Mr. Lazar. Would you permit me for a moment to address the 
Chairman? 
, Mr. Moulder. . Certainly. 

Mr. Lazar. I would appreciate it if you would -ask the photog- 
raphers to, not .trouble me because. I am forced to sit sideways. I 
know it is ! a free country. They have a right to take pictures. 

Mr. Moulder. The photographers are instructed and directed not 
to take pictures of this witness while testifying. 

, r You may be assured that no pictures will be taken while you are 
on the -witness stand. 

Mr., Arens. If ^Mr. McCuistion swore before this committee in

TESTIMONY OP PAUL MANN (YISROL PAUL MANN UBMAN), AC- 
COMPANIED BY COUNSEL, ISIDORE GK NEEDLEMAN 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and occu- 
pation. , . ,10 

Mr. Mann. Would you wait just one moment, please t 
My name is Paul Mann. My full legal name is Yisrol Paul Mann 
Libman. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly spell your name. m # 

Mr. Mann. There is a little noise. As soon as you get it quiet I will 
be able to speak. 

My full name is spelled Yisrol, Y-i-s-r-o-1, Paul, P-a-u-1, Mann, 
M-a-n-n, Libman L-i-b-m-a-n. # 

Mr. Arens. Your residence and occupation, sir, for the purpose of 
identification? , 

Mr. Mann. I live in New York City. I am an actor, director, and 

teacher by occupation. 
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Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Mann, in response to a 
subpena which was served upon you by the Bouse Committee on Un- 
American Activities ? 

Mr. Mann. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel ? 
Mr. Mann. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Needleman. Isidore (x. Needleman, 165 Broadway, New York, 
N. Y. 

This witness, too, has a short 2-minute statement with respect Ito 
the challenge to the jurisdiction of this committee. 

Mr. Mann. I challenge the jurisdiction of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities to (juestion me and to conduct this inves- 
tigation of theater people, basing myself on the Supreme Court de- 
cision in the Watkins case. 

The way to build the American theater is to subsidize it — not to 
investigate it. Our country is in need of a national theater, and not 
of censorship and blacklist. 

In commanding me to appear before it today, the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities is ignoring and flagrantly violat- 
ing^ the Supreme Court decision in the Watkins case, which is in its 
entirety a strong judicial rebuke to this committee. 

I challenge the jurisdiction of this committee to question me upon 
all the grounds set forth in the Watkins decision, and specifically 
because the Supreme Court points out — 

First. That the committee's powers are too vague and undefined. 

It would be difficult to imagine -a less explicit authorizing resolution. Who 
can define the meaning of "un-American"? 

Second — 

' Investigations conducted solely for the persona) aggrandizement of the in- 
vestigators or to punish" ithose investigated are undef ensible. 

Third. No legitimate and specific legislative purpose is being 
served: 

Protected freedoms should not be placed in danger in the absence of a clear 
determination by the House or the Senate that a particular inquiry is justified 
by a specific legislative need. 

This committee knows that the Congress is forbidden by the first 
amendment of the Constitution to make any laws infringing on -the 
American theater. Where the Congress cannot legislate, this com- 
mittee knows well that it is forbidden to investigate — nevertheless, 
you continue to do so. 

This committee's absolute disregard of the first amendment and of 
the Supreme Court's decision is further demonstrated by the fact 
that you had previously compelled me to appear before you in closed 
session ; that you had at that time every opportunity to question me, 
to conduct your "investigation" — and nevertheless you force me 
again to appear before you today. Your purpose is plain — again 
blatantly disregarding the law, you wish to publicly punish me, to 
smear me, and by example to attempt to intimidate other theater 
people. 

Brooks Atkinson, in the New York Times, says : "Ignorant heresy 
hunters and bigoted character assassination" are draining "the vital- 
ity out of the American theater." 
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This committee has investigated nearly everybody— from Shirley 
Temple at the age of 10 to ex-President Truman. You boast of hav- 
ing a million names in your files. Only support of, and subservience 
to, this committee is accepted by you as your standard of Americanism. 

This committee, together "with its blacklisting allies, Aware, Inc., 
Counterattack, and Bed Channels, wants to control the casting for 
the American theater. You want your standards to determine who 
shall be permitted to act, direct, sing, dance, and play music in the 
American theater— even to dictate policy on plays and productions. 

Whoever disagrees with you or does not conform-to your way of 
thinking is blacklisted, deprived of his livelihood, smeared and pub- 
licly inquisitioned, or threatened, like Cyrus Eaton, with a subpena. 
All, to a greater or lesser degree, are labeled un-American. ^ "What is 
un-American ?", asks the Supreme Court. Anything that this commit- 
tee didn't like had been the answer for many, many years. # But that 
day is now clearly over. The American theater people are sick of this 
committee; Actors' Equity rejects all blacklisting; and now with the 
Supreme Court decision, the many intimidated people will be 
strengthened to stand up and fight you back. 

The theater needs no certificate of Americanism to make it legiti- 
mate— the legitimate theater already exists and will continue to exist 
without this committee. A s a member of the American theater I need 
no seal of approval from this committee. 

My Americanism is demonstrated by the fact that for 23 years I 
have worked as a professional actor, director, and teacher in the 
theater and my work has been judged and accepted by the American 
theater community— the audience, the critics, the producers, and my 
fellow artists. I submit myself and my daily work to their standards 
of Americanism and not to the McCarthyite standards of this com- 
mittee. IT 1 

Further, my American citizenship had to be earned, and I am proud 
to have passed the judicial tests that made me a citizen of the United 
States. As a former British subject, born in Canada, I had to study 
American history to learn how the Constitution and Bill of Eights 
came into being and to understand the rights that I now have as an 
American. It is because I understand clearly the meaning of these 
historic documents, which define the true American way of life, that 
I now stand in opposition to the House Committee on Un-American 
A.cti viti e s 

I refuse to permit the standards and political views of this com- 
mittee (composed of politicians elected for a temporary term) to sup- 
plant the Constitution of the United States and its Bill of Rights, 
and to hack away at the culture of my country. 

For all these reasons I demand that my -challenge to the jurisdic- 
tion of this committee based on the Supreme Court decision in the 
Watkins case be recognized — that my subpena be vacated — and. that 
I be permitted to return to my legitimate work in the free American 
theater. 

Now I would like to hear jouy answer, sir. 

Mr. MoTH/DER.' The Chair wishes to announce that in the event 
of any more demonstrations on the part of any person in the committee 
hearing room in support of or against the committee, or in support of 
or against the witness, such person will be removed from the hearing 
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room. We will not tolerate such demonstrations either way, for or 
against these proceedings. 

m The witness has been given, I would say, more than the reasonable 
time allowed in an opportunity to challenge the jurisdiction of this 
committee, but instead of giving legal causes or reasons for challeng- 
ing; the jurisdiction of the committee^ he has been permitted to make a 
very strong rabblerousing communistic speech. 

Mr. Mann. I beg your pardon. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will be in order. 

The Chair, Mr. Arens, requests that you advise the witness of the 
purpose and objectives of this hearing, and particularly of the ques- 
tions you are about to ask him. 

Mr. Arens. Would you permit me to hold that advice until I have 
him qualified as to Ms appearance under the subpena ? 
^ Mr. Scherer. I think the printed record will not disclose the at- 
titude of the witness during the time that he made this tirade against 
the committee. I would like the record to show he was highly con- 
temptuous of the committee in his manner, in his voice at the time 
he made that statement, reaching the point where he frothed at the 
mouth. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in answer to a subpena that 
was served upon you by the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee? 

Mr. Mann. Do I have the right 

Mr. Arens. Will you kindly answer the question? 

Mr. Mann. I wish to answer the question, but Mr. Scherer's char- 
acterization and Mr. Moulder's characterization of the contempt and 
manner of it are their interpretation of it. 

Mr. Soherer. The press saw it and everyone else saw it. You are 
an actor and you did a good job. 

Mr. Mann. I don't need any critical acclaim from you in that field. 
You are incompetent in that field. 

Mr. Arens. Are you appearing today in response to a subpena 
served upon you by the House Committee on Un-American Activities ? 

Mr. Mann. I am. 
* Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel? 

Mr. Mann. I am. 

Mr. Arens. Will counsel kindly identify himself? 

Mr. Needleman. I think we went over this before. 

Mr. Scherer. I can see your fine handiwork in that statement. 

Mr. Needleman. I had nothing to do with drafting that statement 
and I resent that insinuation. 

Mr. Arens. Do you represent Paul Mann ? 

Mr; Needueman. I do. My name is Isidore G. Needleman. 

Mr. Arens. I propose ~to explain your purpose before this com- 
mittee and the purpose of the hearings which are presently in process 
v here in this court room. 

Mr. Moulder. Preceding that, would you briefly explain the legis- 
lation which this committee has considered and reported and has 
been adopted by the Congress of the United States ? 

Mr. Arens. I will touch on that right away, if you please, Mr. 
Chairman.

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The Committee on Un-American Activities has instigated virtually 
all of the security legislation on the Federal books since its inception. 
This legislation includes, among other things, the Internal Security 
Act of 1950, the Communist Control Act of 1954, numerous amend- 
ments to the criminal and espionage code, amendments to the Foreign 
Agents ^Registration Act. . . 

It has, in addition, made numerous recommendations for adminis- 
trative action to be taken by the executive departments in undertaking 
to cope with this menace of the Communist operation. It has pend- 
ing before it at the present time a number of legislative proposals 
including H. E. 9937, which was introduced by the chairman of the 
committee for the purpose of plugging loopholes in the present law 
which copes, or attempts to cope, with the Communist operation in 
the United States. 

One of the phases of the work of the Committee on Un-American 
Activities deals with Communists who have penetrated the entertain- 
ment industry and who have used people in the entertainment indus- 
try for the purpose of promoting Communist fronts in the further- 
ance of the foreign policy not of the United States but of the Soviet 
Union, who have collected money from prominent persons in the en- 
tertainment industry to be used to finance Communist operations in 
the United States. * 

It is our information, sir, that you are a member of the Com- 
munist Party. It is our information, sir, that you have been or are 
the owner and operator of an actors workshop. 

It is our information that over the course of the last several years, 
as will be revealed to you here in exhibits, you have been & promoter 
of many of the Communist activities in this vicinity and in this area 
and that, on the basis of the extensive experience which you have 
had in the Communist Party and in the promotion of Communist 
activities, all in the furtherance of the godless, atheistic conspiracy 
directed from Moscow, you have information which, if you will tell 
this committee, will be valuable to the committee in assessing a great 
number of legislative proposals which are pending before the com- 
mittee, and, likewise, in assessing the administration, operation, and 
function of existing Federal statutes. 

Now with that explanation, if it meets with the approval of the 
chairman, I should like to ask you, first of all, are you now a member 
of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Mann. I will answer your questions It is a difficult question 
because it had such a strong and interesting preamble to it which con- 
sists, really, of about 20 others, but I imagine you bring them up. I 
answer your specific question in this way : 

The strength of the Constitution lies entirely in the determination 
of every citizen to defend it. 

Mr. Moulder. I will rule in this respect. You were given an op- 
portunity to make a preamble statement yourself in very violent and 
loud terms. The committee has been tolerant in that respect. We 
will not tolerate any exhibitions or displays in response to the ques- 
tion. . . 

You can either answer "Yes" or "No", or claim your privileges un- 
der the Constitution without a lengthy tirade. 

Mr. Manjst. Then I decline to answer on the grounds of the first 
amendment and further decline to answer under the protection of 
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the fifth, amendment and I wish to emphasize that there is no infer- 
ence to be drawn as to whether I am, was, or was not a member of the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. When and where were you naturalized, please, sir? 

Mr. Mann. In the southern district court in 1945, February 28 is 
the exact date. 

Mr.ARENS. Of what year? 

Mr. Mann. Of 1945. 

Mr. Arens. As of the time of your naturalization, were you a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer that question on the grounds previ- 
ously stated, the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you born? 

Mr. Mann. I was born in Toronto, Canada. 

Mr. Ajrens. When? 

Mr. Mann. December 2, 1913. 

Mr. Arens. When did you enter the United States for permanent 
residence?' 

Mr. Mann. May I ask the specific legitimate purpose of that 
question? 

Mr. Arens. Yes. sir. I will be as specific as possible. Among 
other things^ the Committee on Un-American Activities has pending 
before it legislation which would plug certain loopholes in the immi- 
gration and naturalization laws. 

In order to ascertain factual situations which can be applied and 
appraised against the proposals which are pending in the committee, it 
is of keen interest and, indeed, of necessity, that the committee acquire 
information respecting people who are Communists or have been 
Communists who have been processed in the immigration system. 
m It is our information that you are a Communist. It is our informa- 
tion that you were probably a Communist at the time you were natu- 
ralized as a citizen of the United States. 

Therefore, it behooves this committee in undertaking to develop 
factual information in this case, to be used in connection with other 
cases of similar content, to ascertain whether or not you were a Com- 
munist as of the time you came into the United States. 

To do so, we have to find out when you came into the United States. 
Now, kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Tuok. The record should show that the witness has been in the 
hearing room since 10 o'clock this morning and has heard statements 
made as to the objectives and purposes of this committee. 

Mr, Needlekan. The witness may have been in the room and not 
paid any attention to that. 

Mv. Arens. Your sole and exclusive responsibility is to advise your 
client. Your prerogative is not to advise the committee. 

Mr. Mann. In explanation, I have paid very close attention and 
very respectful attention, as I should to this committee, and I have not 
been able to understand, frankly, some of the questions, and I really 
do not even quite* see yet the answer of this, because I aske<l the specific 
legislative purpose of this and it is my understanding that the director 
here has said that in relationship to other cases — is that in relationship 
to cases of legislation or what? 

Mr. Arens. Cases of Communists who have been violating the 
immigration laws, who have been making false affidavits in attempting 
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to procure naturalization, who have been lying to the State Depart- 
ment in order to procure passports and the like. 

Now, sir, would you kindly answer the question, When did you 
enter the United States ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Scherer. I have an additional reason for wanting to know 
it, particularly in your case. I am going to see that the Department 
of Justice gets the transcript of this testimony. I am going to make 
a personal request, even if the committee should decide not to, that the 
Department of Justice determine whether or not denaturalization 
proceedings should be commenced in your case because of your activi- 
ties in the Communist Party. m 

Mr. Mann. Is that a legislative function of this committee? 

Mr. Scherer. I said that is the additional reason of this com- 
mittee member 

Mr. Mann. You are threatening me. 

Mr. Soherer. You can take it as you like. 

Mr. Mann. I will stand on my privileges of the first and tilth 
amendments. I decline to answer the question on the first and ap- 
pearing before this committee, I have a reasonable apprehension that 
the answer may tend to incriminate me and so I avail myself of the 
protection of the fifth. ^ , * ru 

Dean Griswold of the Harvard Law School stated that one o± the 
purposes of the fif th amendment is to protect the innocent and tak- 
ing it bears no inference of guilt. 

Mr. Arens. Will you tell us whether or not you have ever applied 
for a United States passport? 

Mr. Mann. What is the legislative purpose of that question* 

Mr. Arens. I think it is very clear. The Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities has presently pending before it H. K. 9937 which, 
among other things, would preclude the issuance of passports to 
members of the international Communist conspiracy. # _ 

Mr. Mann. Members of the international Communist conspiracy 4 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. And for the purpose of developing factual in- 
formation, we would like to know whether you have ever applied tor 
a United States passport. 

Kindly answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. I will take the first and the fifth amendments. ^ 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you a photostatic repro- 
duction of an application for a passport issued to you January 20, 
19S0, under the name of Yisrol Paul Mann Libman 

Mr. Mann. That is the name I gave you before. 

Mr. Arens. The application states, among other things, that you 
want to go to England, France, Italy, Poland, and Israel for the pur- 
pose of studying theater production methods, to find plays for possible 
American production, and the like. e . 

Kindly look at the photostatic reproduction of this application and, 
if you please, sir, at the signature appearing on the second page. I hen 
tell this committee whether or not that signature is your signature. 

(The document was handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) # 

Mr. Moulder. Let the record show that the witness and counsel 
are examining the document which was handed to them. 
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Mr. Mann, I decline to answer that question on the ground of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. You will observe the countries to be visited appear as 
follows: England, France, Italy, Poland, Israel. The purpose is: 
To study theater productions; to find plays for possible American 
production. 

With that in mind, I should like to lay before you a thermof axed 
reproduction of a photograph on page 9 of Czechoslovakian Life of 
August 1950. Under the photograph appears the following language : 
"Delegates to the Fifth International Film Festival held at Karlovy 
Vary." m 

Beading from left to right are a number of people, including an 
actor and theater director, Paul Mann, United States, and there is a 
picture at the right that looks very much like your physical appear- 
ance today. 

Kindly look at that picture and tell us whether or not you did go 
to Czechoslovakia and did participate in that film festival as recited 
in the language appearing under that photograph. 

Kindly look at the exhibit and the language and respond to the 
question which is outstanding. 

Mr. Mann. I must decline to answer on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 2" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. I put it to you as a fact, and ask you to affirm or deny 
while you are under oath, that notwithstanding that you submitted 
an application to the Department of State to travel abroad and did 
not list Czechoslovakia as one of -the countries to be visited, and did 
not list the purpose of participating in the Fifth International Film 
Festival, you did, in the year 1950, go to Czechoslovakia on a United 
States passport as a Communist and did participate in the Fifth Inter- 
national Film Festival. 

If that is not true, please deny it while you are under oath. 

Mr. Mann. The first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Moulder. You claim the privilege of the first and fifth? 

Mr. Mann. Yes. I am accepting your words. I am just declining. - 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman ? I respectfully suggest that these exhibits 
be incorporated by reference into the record. 

Mr. Moulder. So ordered. 

Mr. Arens. As of the 10th day of January 1950— which is the date 
the passport application was sworn to — as of that date, were you a 
member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer that question on my privileges under 
the first amendment and my constitutional privileges under the fifth 
amendment. ' 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been in receipt of a communication from 
the Department of State requesting you to surrender your United 
States passport? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. ,The fifth amendment on the answer to that question. 
.Mr. Arens. Now, Mr. Mann, I display to you a photostatic repro- 
duction of a letter dated January 20, 1954, which was received by the 
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Department, of State on a letterhead of Yisrol Libman, 36 West 84th 
Street, New York. Interlined between the name "Yisrol" and "Lib- 
man" appear the words "Paul Mann." 

Gentlemen : As requested I am sending you our passports ; numbered 173054 
in the name of Jennie Shaludel Libman, known also as Ann Shepherd Mann (my 
-wife) — and mine, 176643, in my full name, Yisrol Paul Mann Libman — 

and it is signed, "Yisrol Paul Mann Libman." 

Kindly look at the photostatic reproduction of this letter and tell 
this committee whether or not that bears a true and correct reproduc- 
tion of your signature. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. I will take my privilege under the fifth amendment. 
(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 3," and retained in committee 

fileS.) TTT 

Mr. Arens. I observe that the hour is now 20 minutes after 12. We 
have still a number of questions to ask of this witness, and I appre- 
ciate the fact that we might %eep the committee here an inordi- 
nate period of time before we conclude. Therefore, I suggest the 
committee recess at this time, and we will resume with this witness 
after the luncheon period. 

Mr. Needleman. May I be heard ? 

Mr. Moulder. Certainly. 

Mr. Needleman. I have a matter at 2 o'clock and that is the reason 
I ask the indulgence of this committee. 

Mr. Moulder. All right, we will proceed. ^ 

Mr. Arens. I believe we can finish in 15 minutes. 

Are you the owner and operator of the Actors Workshop ? 

Mr. Mann. In my specific challenge to this committee, which was, 
by the way, founded on the Watkins decision and was not a harangue 
as has been indicated, I said that one of the things that happens is 
that you wish to smear people and that you ask questions which have 
no relevance. I would like to know the specific relevance of that 
question. 

Mr. Tuok. We have already been subjected to two,- long, contuma- 
cious speeches by this witness and I request that he be directed to 
make his answer responsive to the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness has heard the statement .made by Gov- 
ernor Tuck and you are so directed and ordered to make a direct 
response to the question. 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer this question on the grounds of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. We display to you now, an original advertisement, 
"Paul Mann Actors Workshop. Courses in acting technique; pro- 
fessional actors workshop theatre, 1129 Avenue of the Americas, New 
York 36, N. Y. Day or evening classes. Enrollment limited." 

Kindly look at that advertisement 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer that question on the grounds of 
first and fifth amendment and if that is not interference in the theater 
and teaching the theater, I do not know what it is. 

(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 4," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Tell this committee whether or not that advertisement 
restates the facts in connection with your activities with this work- 
shop. 
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Mr. MouiiDER. The witness has examined the document. 
Mr. Mann. I refuse to answer on the grounds stated. 
Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Are you connected with the Neighborhood Playhouse? 

Mr. Mann. I decline to answer that on the grounds of the first and 
fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. What is the Neighborhood Playhouse? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. You have the answer to that in the record, as I recall. 
We had a previous hearing. 

Mr. Arens. Would you put it on this record? What is the Neigh- 
borhood Playhouse? 

Mr. Mann. I am a little bit apprehensive about what you are 
trying 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. The Neighborhood Playhouse is one of the most dis- 
tinguished names in the history of the American theater. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us a word about it. What is it ? 

Mr. -Mann. I think it is u matter of public record in any theater 
book. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly accommodate the committee. 

Mr. Mann. The Neighborhood Playhouse has been in the history 
of the American theater, % great and important theater, and that, I 
think, is sufficient to answer your question as to what is the Neighbor- 
hood'Playhouse. 

Mr. Arens. Have you belonged to the Neighborhood Playhouse? \ 
* You see, it is our information that this is a fine group or has been a 
fine group and we want to know about Communists who have been 

penetrating it. You have been identified with 

» Mr. Mann. The first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Are you connected, or have you been connected, with „ 
the Voice of Freedom Committee? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
. Mr. ManosT . I don't recall. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you, sir, -a thermof axed v 
reproduction, of two items from the Communist Daily Worker,-with 
reference to the Voice of Freedom Committee in which the name of 
Paul Mann appears as one of the speakers, in one instance ; and as one 
of the actors in another instance. 

Kindly look at those two exhibits as Mr. Appell displays them to 
you and tell us whether or not the information contained in them is 
true land correct. 

(The witness conferred with his .counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. First and £fth amendments. 

Would'it be, correct for me to say — I am not trying to hamper any- 
thing — but there are so many lists of so many organizations, and many 
of these organizations have very honorable purposes, but, nevertheless, 
they are considered by this committee to be subversive, and I am ap- 
prehensive before this committee of involving myself, in view of the 
things you said before about trying to make some kind of master file 
or list — I don't remember exactly what you said. 
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Mr, Arens. Just answer this question, if you please, sir. Accord- 
ing to one of the exhibits from the Communist Daily Worker you 
were one of the actors in The Case of the Loaded Mike. t Did you get 
paid for that performance or was that a nonpaid production ? 

( The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Mann. I i am compelled to take the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. You are under no compulsion at all to take the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Mann. It is quite plain that one must be apprehensive of many 
things before this committee and I } am apprehensive and I 'am taking 
the first and fifth amendments. 

(Documents marked "Mann Exhibits Nos. 5 and 6," and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you expressed yourself with reference to this 
committee in the form of any trip that you have taken to Washington 
to protest the committee ? 

Mr. Mann. I would like to ask you, would there be anything wrong 
in an American going to Washington to protest this committee or any 
committee of the United States ? 

Mr. Arens. Not unless it were controlled and dominated by the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Mann. I am under the dictates of my consicence, and my 
Americanism has been decided by immigration authorities and the 
people in my field and I do not consider you as an authority per se. 

You have your opinions and I have opinions, and I have a right 
to so do. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer the question and 
not argue with counsel. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer this question, sir. Are you identified in 
this exhibit which Mr. Appell will now display to you as one of a 
number of persons whose picture appears in this publication who was 
going in a delegation to Washington to protest the Un-American 
Activities investigations dealing with the Communists in Hollywood? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. I will take the first and fifth amendments. 

(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 7", and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Did the Communist Party, to your certain knowledge, 
organize and promote this delegation which went to Washington mas- 
querading as patriotic citizens to protest the Un-American Activities 
Committee? 

Could you answer that question ? 

Mr. Mann. It is a difficult question to answer because you have a 
lot of editorial comment in it so I do not know what the question is. 
Would you simplify the question ? 

Mr. Arens. Did the Communist Party organize the delegation that 
went to Washington to protest the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities during the time of the investigation of the Communists in 
Hollywood ? 

.Mr.MANN. I don't know. 

Mr. Arens. Who asked you to go? 

Mr. Mann. I take the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist at that time ? 

Mr. Mann. First and fifth amendments. 
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Mr. Arens. Have you been in Poland in the course of the last few 
years? 

Mr. Mann. In the course of the last few years ? 
Mr. Arens. Say, since 1950, have you been in Poland? 
Mr. Mann. What is the legislative purpose of that question? 
Mr. Arens. The use of passports by Communists. It has been ex- 
plained repeatedly. 
Mr. Mann. First and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you now, sir, if you please, 
a photostatic reproduction from the Daily Compass of October 16, 
1950. This article states Paul Mann, actor, director, and teacher of 
acting, and his wife had just returned from England, France, Italy, 
Czechoslovakia, and Poland. 

The article also states that Paul Mann, while in England, was in 
consultation with a man by the name of Sean O'Casey. 

Mr. Mann. What was that last name ? 

Mr. Arens. Sean O'Casey. 

Mr. Mann. He is one of the great people of the theater, and the 
correct pronunciation of his name is Shawn O'Casey. 

Mr. Arens. When did you last see him? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. I will take the first and fifth amendments. 

(At this point, Mr. Moulder left the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. Did you bring back greetings from Mr. O'Casey with 
respect to the Communists who were in jail at that time ? 

Mr. Mann. I will take the first and fifth amendments. , 

(Document marked "Mann Exhibit No. 8," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, we have other exhibits of similar ac- 
tivities by this witness. However, in view of the time element, I 
respectfully suggest the staff interrogation of this witness be con- 
cluded and I suggest, if it meets with the approval of the committee, 
we recess for lunch. 

(Mr. Moulder returned to the hearing room.) 

Mr. Soherer. Mr. Mann, when you made your application for a 
passport on January 10, 1950, did you tell the truth in that appli- 
cation? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Mann. Would you please restate the question ? 

Mr. Soherer. When you made your application for passport to 
the Government of the United States, you swore to it, did you not? 
You took oath on January 10, 1950, that the statements contained 
therein were true. 

Mr. Mann. I am taking the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Soherer. Would you tell us whether you swore to it? 

Mr. Mann. I am taking the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Soherer. The fact is that you lied under bath ? 

Mr. Mann. What you say, sir, is not a fact just because you say it. 
I have taken the fifth amendment on your question. 

Mr. Soherer. When I say that you lied in this application, am I 
telling the truth? 

Mr. Mann. I am taking the fifth amendment, Congressman 
Scherer. 

Mr. Soherer. That is all. 
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Mr. Motju>er. The witness is excused and the hearings will be re- 
cessed until 2 o'clock in this room. 

Those witnesses who were summoned for this morning will return 
here at 2 o'clock. 

(Whereupon, at 12 : 40 p. m., the hearing was recessed, to reconvene 
at 2 p. m. the same day.) 

AFTERNOON SESSION, WEDNESDAY, JUNE 18, 1958 

Mr. Tuck (presiding) . The committee will please come to order. 
We will now resume this hearing. 

Mr. Akens. Mr. Lautner, would you please come forward and 
take the witness stand. 
Mr. Tuck. The witness was sworn this morning. 

TESTIMONY OF JOHN LATJTNEE — Resumed 
Mr. Ajrens. Mr. Lautner, this morning you testified very briefly 



Communist Party. 

During the course of your career in the Communist Party, did 
you have occasion to become acquainted with the structural organiza- 
tion of the Communist Party insofar as it was designed to penetrate 
cultural groups and organizations in the country, particularly people 
in the entertainment industry? 
Mr. LAUTNER. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us if you please, sir, the structural setup 
of the Communist apparatus for this objective. 

Mr. Tuck. Under the rules of the House of Representatives, pic- 
tures are not permitted to be taken while a witness is testifying. That 
is not necessarily my view of what is appropriate but, nevertheless, 
that is the rule under which we are operating. 

Mr. Lautner. First of all, let me say that I taught in Communist 
Party classes the organizational structure of the Communist Party 
on numerous occasions in the years of 1947, 1948, and parts of 1949. 
I testified about that on many occasions. 

However, in this instance to answer your question, there was a 
deviation from the general structure of the party in the New York 
State organization with which I was acquainted as to service and 
which maintained control and discipline^m that segment of the party 
that comes under the heading of culture. 

In the New York State organization, there was a suborganization 
known as the Cultural Division of the Communist Party. 

This Cultural Division was not a part of any county organization 
in New York City. It was directly responsible to, and under the lead- 
ership and control of. the New York State apparatus, New York State 
organization of the Communist Party. 

The head of this Cultural Division in 1947 and 1948 and 1949 was 
a person by the name of Dave Golden. The two other full-time 
functionaries in this Cultural Division were Lionel Berman, who was 
the organizational secretary of the Cultural Division, and Dave 
Gordon, who was the educational director of the Cultural Division. 

This Cultural Division was responsible, in reporting about its activi- 
ties, directly to the State Organizational Commission and the State 
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board. In the State Organizational Commission, of which I was a 
member for a number of years, Lionel Berman attended these meetings 
and every time problems of such nature came up in which the Cultural 
Division should have taken a part, certain assignments were delegated 
to him to carry out in the Cultural Division. 

Mr. Auens. What was the purpose of the Cultural Division of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Latjtner. The purpose of the Cultural Division was a two-fold 
purpose; first, to carry out the general policies of the party in the field 
of culture ; two, to raise finances for the party. 

As far as carrying out the general activities of the party, the Cul- 
tural Division and its members and various sections and groups such 
as performers, musicians, and various other groups in the Cultural 
Diyision^carried out the general policies of the party to the best of 
their ability and keeping an eye always to develop a security conscious- 
ness in order to make their work more effective in the Cultural 
Division. 

- As far as finances are concerned, I will give you an example of just 
exactly what happened. 

In 1949 we had a State board meeting at which we projected the 
New York State organization budget of $650,000 for the coming year. 
This $650,000 was then split up and certain responsibilities to raise 
this money were relegated to Kings County, Queens County, et cetera, 
but the Cultural Division was not a part of this raising of this $650,000. 

Whatever was raised by the Cultural Division went straight into 
the State office and no county organization could benefit by it, which 
was a very substantial amount. So, out of $650,000 in 1949, the 
counties could take off so much percentage from what they raised, and 
what remained went to the State treasury, but no county could claim 
any part of the money of the Cultural Division, and it was one of the 
most lucrative fields for the party to raise money at that particular 
time. 

Mr. Akens. How did the members of the Communist Party have 
a connection with the Cultural Division ? What was the line of com- 
mand? 

Mr. Lautner. First of all, certain security measures were applicable 
there. For instance, a party member was recruited by an organiza- 
tion belonging to any county in the City of New York— Kings County 
or Manhattan. They could not get into the Cultural Division. That 
was one of the security measures. 

Being chairman of the Eeview Commission, we had numerous cases 
on review, complaints by individuals, musicians and artists, who 
joined the Ctfmmunist Party und they were members in some com- 
munity branch somewhere and they made requests to be transferred 
into the Cultural Division, and these requests were turned back by the 
members of the party in that particular craft where this individual 
was pursuing to enter. 

Only by request from the Cultural Division or its suborganizational ' 
level or a group or section, only this way could a member of the arts 
or sciences or cultural, could he get into the Cultural Division. That 
was one of the security measures set up by the party. 

Mr. Ajrens. When this committee investigates communism and 
Communist activities in a labor organization, we are accused, of 
course, of investigating the working people and investigating unions. 
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When we trace a "Commie" into a school we are accused of investi- 
gating schools. We are accused of investigating textbooks and 
authors. When we investigate entertainment, we are accused of 
being anticultural. 

Tell us from the background of your experience, how the Com- 
munists in the cultural field serve the cause of the international 
Communist conspiratorial apparatus. , „ . . 

Mr. Lautner. First of all, members of the Cultural Division are 
members of the Communist Party as such. The only special con- 
sideration that they do receive is one of security, one of concealing 
their identity as party members and the reason for that is a very 
simple one. ... , 

If a party member in any of the cultural activities, whether it be 
theater or television or radio or movie or whatever it is, if his identity 
would be known as <a party member, his effectiveness to do Com- 
munist work would be practically nil. Therefore, concealing party 
membership adds so much more to the effectiveness of that individual 
in carrying out Communist Party work. 

But he is a party member and he must carry out the policies ol 
the party. The party policies— tactical policies today— are very 
closely linked with that of the tactical policies of all Communist 
Parties, whether it be in the United States or wherever else. 

All Communist Parties carry out the policies, first of all, dedicated 
to the defense of the Soviet Union and carry out the best interests 
in their respective countries of the Soviet Union and of the Soviet 
Communist doctrine. . 

Mr. Arens. Based upon the experience that you had m the Com- 
munist Party, can you give us some instances which occurred during 
your period of service in the party in which people in the entertain- 
ment or •cultural field served to promote the Communist Party line* 

Mr. Laxttner. Yes. For example, the Hitler-Stalin pact was one. 
There, the party membership was to explain away the deal made 
between Hitler and Stalin in 1939. They blamed Chamberlain and 
they blamed Daladier, but not Stalin, for the treachery against the 
so-called anti-Fascist forces throughout the world when he made his 
pact with Hitler. , , « 

Later on, I recall the opening up of the second front campaign, 
which was a party campaign. All party members including mem- 
bers of the Cultural Division carried out that campaign. 

In 1947, for example, when the Cominform was formed and a re- 
port was made establishing the two world camps, all party members 
carried out that campaign. . ' 

In the early 1930's they all carried out the anti-Fascist struggle 
directed from the Communist International at the time. ....... 

In 1948 and 1949, the party as a whole was fighting for civil liber- 
ties and was fighting for interests of the Soviet Union against the 
interests of their own country. "When one talks about a political 
party, one presupposes that a political party in our country is dedi- 
cated to the improvement and to advancement of our country as a 
whole. That is the platform of a political party. They try to create 
that kind of a platform and sell it to the American people. 

Mr. Akens. Is the Communist Party, on the basis of your extensive 
background and experience, a political party? 
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Mr. Laotner. Not in that sense, no, because they are dedicated first 
of all, to the defense of the Soviet Union at all times, and as recently 
as even the last issue of Political Affairs— and this is 1958, June 

Mr. Arens. Identify Political Affairs. 

Mr. Lautotjr. It is the theoretical organ of the Communist Party. 
Mr. Arens. Proceed. 

Mr. Latjtner. Here is an article on the peace manifesto and the 12 
party declarations. This manifesto is issued by the National Execu- 
tive Committee of the Communist Party of the United States of Amer- 
ica. Among other things it points out that they wholeheartedly agree 
with the 64 Communist Party declarations in Moscow, to which Khru- 
shchev made his report on the great Soviet Socialist revolution; and 
they also welcome and equally wholeheartedly support the 12-party 
declaration which declaration accepts, underlines, and asks all par- 
ties to support the primacy of the Soviet party among all other 
parties, so the Soviet Party is the ruling party. 

There is no equality among the parties, which was one of the issues 
around which a factional struggle developed in this country. As late 
as 1958, this Communist Party over here subscribes to the 12-party 
declaration which accepts the primacy of the Soviet party, the de- 
fense of the Soviet Union and accepts the program laid down at the 
64-party conference at the 40th anniversary of the "great October 
Socialist revolution." 

Therefore, in no sense can one say that the Communist Party^ is a 
political party. At best, one can say that this party, so-called, is an 
adjunct to the foreign policy of the Soviet foreign commissariat and 
also a part of that world conspiracy which is dedicated to bringing 
about the downfall of free democracies, the Western democracies, and 
the free world. 

Mr. Arens.' We have been seeing in the papers over the course of 
some several months about a reduction in the technical membership 
in the Communist Party. 

First of all may I inquire of you, based upon your experience in 
the Communist operation, whether or not the menace of communism 
and the Communist program and Communist activity in the United 
States bear any relationship whatsoever to the number of technical 
members in an entity known as the Communist Party. 

Mr. Latjtner. It does not, for this simple reason, because it is 
never the numerical strength that determines the influence and lead- 
ership of a party. 

I will give you examples: In 1945, the Hungarian Communist 
Party had around 3,000 members of which over 1,200 came from 
Moscow. By 1947, because of a prevailing situation and world condi- 
tions, that 3,000 membership by 1947 captured the country and that is 
the lesson of all of these so-called democracies behind the Iron Curtain. 

The lesson is in Poland, in East Germany, in Czechoslovakia, in 
Rumania, and elsewhere in the country. 

Mr. Arens. When did they last have a reregistration for what we 
characterize as technical Communist Party members? 

Mr. Latjtner. To my personal knowledge the last registration we 
had in which I participated was the 1948-49 registration, on the basis 
of which the official figure of registered party members was 60,000; 
30,000 in New York and 30,000 elsewhere. 
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Mr. Aeens. Are these Communists now, in every sense, foreign 
agents on American soil ? 

Mr. Lautner. For many reasons, they are, because if any one sin- 
cerely broke, honestly broke, with the Communist Party, they would 
be cooperating with those forces that are fighting the dictatorships, 
that are fighting the Soviet domination in the new democracies. 

They would come out and they would come forward and would help 
our Government in every way to bring about understanding and unity 
in this country in the face of the danger confronting us today. 

Mr. Akens. During the course of your experience in the Communist 
Party, did you acquire information respecting the policies of the party 
which are imposed upon comrades, with respect to hiring or promot- 
ing fellow members within the cultural field? 

Mr. Laotner. That was a policy not only in the cultural field but 
in every field — in every field m which the Communist Party had any 
influence or any friends to help another comrade to get along and to 
entrench himself, to strengthen the party ; if it is a factory, to build 
a factory unit branch; if it is an office, to build a party numerically 
there. 

In all phases of human relationship in which the party was in- 
volved, it was always to advance the party in order to bring in others 
and build the party with new members. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that that would conclude our 
interrogation of Mr. Lautner at this time. 

Mr. Tuck. Do you have any questions, Mr. Scherer ? 

Mr. Scherer. Kb, sir. 

Mr. Tuck. Thank you very much, Mr. Lautner. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Earl Jones, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Delany. The witness does not desire to have his picture taken 
at any stage of this proceeding. 

Mr. Tuck. The Chair respectfully requests that no pictures be 
taken at this point. I am informed that the rule is not to allow pic- 
tures to be taken after he is sworn. 

Will you raise your right hand? In the testimony you are about 
to give, do you solemnly swear to tell the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Jones. So help me God. 

TESTIMONY OP EARL JONES, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 
HUBERT T. DELANY 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and 
occupation. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Jones. My name is Earl Jones. I live at 19 Commerce Street, 
and I am an actor. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in response to a subpena which 
was served upon you by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities? 

Mr. Jones. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ajrens. You are represented by counsel ? 
Mr. Jones. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 
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Mr. Delany. My name is Hubert T. Delany, 52 Broadway, New 
York City. 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Jones. At the present time I am not employed. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you last employed in the acting field? 

Mr. Jones. I decline to answer on the basis of the first and fifth 
amendments afforded me, as it might tend to incriminate me. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in the play, Strange Fruit? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in the TV presentation, Green Pastures? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in the play, The Iceman Cometh? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. DEiiANY. So that the record may be clear — the witness seems 
to be nervous. May the record show that he is declining to answer 
under the rights afforded him under the first amendment and the 
fifth amendment, because he does not want, among other things, to 
be compelled to be a witness against himself. 

Mr. Arens. We understand that, Counselor. 

Are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Jones. I will have to decline to answer on the same grounds as 
before, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a person by the name of Paul Eobeson? 
Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds 
as before. 

Mr. Arens. We would like to display to you now, a thermof axed 
reproduction of an article respecting annual citation awards set up 
for Negro leaders. According to this article, Paul Eobeson was the 
principal speaker and you were one of the participants at this meet- 
ing which took place here in New York City some few years ago. ' 

Kindly look at this article and tell this committee whether or not 
you are the Earl Jones referred to in that article as one of the par- 
ticipants in that enterprise. 

(The document was handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 1 

Mr. Jones. Sir, I respectfully refuse to answer on the same grounds. 

(Document marked ^'Earl Jones Exhibit No. 1," and retained in 
committee files. ) 

Mr. Arens. What is "New Playwrights, Inc."? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. I have here a photostatic reproduction of an article 
from the Communist Daily Worker (August 30, 1950) , which will be 
displayed to you in just a moment in which your picture appears un- 
der the caption, "Earl Jones in Howard East Play." It states Earl 
Jones has been cast as a Jewish labor organizer in the Howard Fast 
play, The Hammer, which New Playwrights is presenting. 

Kindly look at this exhibit, if you please, and tell this committee 
whether you are accurately described "here as the participant in the 
cast of this play by Howard Fast. 

(The document was handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. While you are looking at that, may I call your atten- 
tion to another article in the Communist Daily Worker (February 
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14, 1951), in which your picture appears with respect to your ap- 
pearance in the above production of New Playwrights, Inc. 

Kindly look at this picture and see if you could refresh your recol- 
lection from it. Then give us such information as I may hereafter 
elicit from you with reference to this particular organization. 

{The document was handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Jones. Sir, I respectfully decline to answer this question on the 
same grounds. 

(Documents marked "Earl Jones Exhibits Nos. 2 and 3," and re- 
tained in committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you, in the course of the last few years, been very 
active in promoting the fight against the "Smith Act persecutions" ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Here is an article about 19 notables who are fighting 
the' "Smith Act persecutions" which lists among others yourself. Earl 
Jones, the actor, as a participant in one of these rallies held here in 
this community at the United Mutual Auditorium. 

Kindly look at this photostatic reproduction of this article and 
tell this committee whether or not that refreshes your ^recollection 
with reference to your participation as an actor in this particular 
enterprise. 

(The document was handed to the witness.) 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Jones. I never knew I was" a notable, sir, but I must respect- 
fully decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr. Arens. Do you know whether or not you were a sponsor in 
this particular enterprise? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds 1 . 

(Document marked "Earl Jones Exhibit Hb. 4," and retained in 
committee files.) 

_ Mr. Arens. Can you tell the committee who solicited you to par- 
ticipate and lend your talents in this enterprise on behalf of these 
Communists who had been convicted ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. Do you have a recollection of who solicited you to lend 
your talents in this enterprise ? 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds 
as before. 

Mr. Arens. I have a clipping from the Sunday Worker (July 17, 
1949) , to which I want to invite your attention,„"Broadway Stars Back 
Eights Parley." It states : "A group of Broadway stars, musicians, 
and writers today issued an appeal to their colleagues in cultural fields 
to join with them in supporting the Bill of Rights Conference Satur- 
day and Sunday at the Henry Hudson Hotel." Among the signers 
are a number of persons — I would estimate a dozen — characterized as 
Broadway stars who lent their prestige and talent. One is identified 
here as Earl Jones. 

Please look at that article and see if it refreshes your recollection 
of lending your name and your prestige to that particular enterprise. 

( The document was handed to the witness. ) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr. Jokes. Sir, I respectfully decline to answer on the same 
grounds. 

(Document marked "Earl Jones Exhibit No. 5," and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. I have additional exhibits here with your name listed 
as a participant in front activities on behalf of the Communist Party. 
Have you, over the course of the last several years, knowingly and 
consciously lent your name and your influence and your prestige as 
an actor to Communist causes in the Greater New York area? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Jones. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 
Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that would con- 
clude the interrogation of this witness. 
Mr. Tuck. The witness is excused. 
(The witness was excused.) 
Mr. Arens. Will Lee, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Tuck. In the testimony you are about to give, do you solemnly 
swear to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so 
help you 'God? 

Mr. Lee. I do, sir. 

TESTIMONY OF WILL LEE (WILLIAM LTJBOVSKY), ACCOMPANIED 
BY COUNSEL, DAVID SCEIBNER 

Mr. Ajrens. Kindly identify ^yourself by name, residence, and occu- 
pation. 

Mr. Lee. My name is Will Lee. I live at 201 East 38th Street, New 
York, and I am an acfcor, a teacher of acting, and a director. 

Mr. Ajrens. You are appearing today in response to a subpena 
served upon yoxi by the House Committee on Un-American Activities ? 

Mr. Lee. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And you are.accompanied by counsel? 
Mr, Lee. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Scribner. David Scribner, 15 William Street, New York City. 

Mr. Ajrens. Plave you' been known by any name other than Will 
Lee? " * * * 

" Mr. Lee. As I told you in closed session, my given name is William 
Lubovsky. 

Mr. Ajrens. Where are you employed ? 

Mr. Lee. At the present time, as reported to you in closed session, I 
am now unemployed. 
Mr. Arens. Where were you last employed ? 

Mr. Lee. My last area of employment has been with the American 
Theater Wing school, a training area for developing actors. 

Mr. Ajrens. How long were you employed by the American Theater 
Wing, Inc. ? 

Mr. Lee. As I informed you in closed session, I have been employed 
with the American Theater Wing off and on for about 5 years or 
maybe a little longer. 

Mr. Arens. - Where is that located ? 

Mr. Lee. It is on West 48th Street. It is in the Bronx, t think it 
is 35 west. I am not sure.

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Mr. Arens. In what capacity were you employed there ? _ 

Mr. Lee. As I mentioned to you ? as an instructor in acting. 

Mr. Arens. How long did you instruct in acting at the American 
Theater Wing? 

Mr. Lee. I thought I just said off and on for over 5 years. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior to your 
employment with the American Theater Wing? 

Mr. Lee. If you want my theatrical history, I will be happy to give 
it to you because this is what I feel you are going for and I would be 
more than willing, which I did yesterday. 

Mr. Arens. Perhaps you could summarize your principal employ- 
ment. 

Mr. Lee. I feel all of my employment has been very principal and 
I would like to give it to you. 
Mr. Arens. Please do, then. 

Mr. Lee. I appeared at a reading of Spring Out of Season at 
Carnegie Hall in November of 1957. I did World of Sholem Alechem 
at the Bucks County Playhouse in June 1956. I played in Heaven 
Can Wait in August of 1955. I played in Born Yesterday in Play- 
house Park in July 1955. 

In October of 1954/1 did a 5-week tour of the World of Sholem 
Alechem. In August of 1954, 1 played Golden Boy at the Playhouse 
in the Park. I presume you heard this. 

Mr. Arens. Yes. Golden Boy was your last performance? 

Mr. Lee. In October 1954, 1 worked in the film Little Fugitive. In 
1952 1 appeared on Broadway in The Shrike. It is about a bird that 
picks your brains out. 

In 1951, 1 directed A Streetcar Named Desire, to Circle Theater in 
Atlantic City, the first time in the round. 

In 1947 I performed in such films as They Live by Night, Casbah, 
A Song Is Born, Life of Riley, and Letter From an Unknown 
Woman. 

In 1945, 1944, and 1943,^ and 1942 1 was in the United States Army, * 
part of the Special Services. I have received 2 citations from the 
United States Army, 1 for a VJ-Day program which I directed at a 
stadium in Manila, and also for a 3-day festival that I organized on 
Leyte. 

Mr. Arens. What was the period of time when you had this festival 
for the Army and directed this play for the Army ? 

Mr. Lee. 1945 in Manila, September of 1945. 

In 1942 I appeared in Lilies of the Valley, a play written by Ben 
Hecht, and also a play written by Paul Vincent Carroll called, The 
Strings, My Lord, Are False. In 1941 I was in Whistling in the 
Dark, Temporary Bride, Babes on Broadway, His Honor, and Ball 
of Fire. 

In 1940 1 appeared in Night Music, and "Heavenly, 55 Expressed the 
White-haired Boy. 

In 1939, 1 was in Family Portrait and Time of Your Life. 

In 1938, 1 was in Golden Boy, on Broadway, in London, and on the 
road. 

In 1937, I was in Boy Meets- Girl, Busman 5 s Holiday, and Place 
in the Sun. - 

In 1936, 1 was associated with the Federal Theater and Libby news- 
paper and also appeared in Johimy Johnson on Broadway. 
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This is the extent of my professional life. 

Mr. Arens. Thank you, sir. Now, kindly tell us, are you now, or 
have you ever been, -a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lee. I have been born in Brooklyn; and in Brooklyn, in Public - 
School 144 that I went to, I was always told that an individual had a 
right to select what he wants to be part of, speak freely, his associa- 
tions, and this was also clearly pointed out to us as inseparable from 
the Bill of Rights. 

I will not cast any shadow over the Bill of Eights; and in. raising 
this question, I stand on the right as given to us by James Madison 
and his associates in relation to the first amendment and also the 
privileges of the fifth amendment. 

Mx. Arens. Let us break the question into two parts. 

Did they also teach you about the Communist conspiracy being 
dedicated to the destruction of the Constitution of the United States 
and to the overthrow of this country by force and violence? 

, Mr. Lee. If you want to have a discussion on this, I would be happy 
to discuss this outside. 

Mr. Arens. Just tell us that. You told us they taught you at 
Brooklyn, and I was wondering what they taught with respect to the 
Communist Party. 

Mr. Lee. Because of the circumstances of this hearing here, I refer 
you to the principles inherent in the first amendment and, also, the 
privileges of the first. - 

Mr. Areks. Are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lee. I repeat the same statement again. 

Mr. Arests. Do you honestly apprehend that if you gave us a truth- 
ful answer to that question while you are under oath, that you would 
be supplying information that might be used against you in a criminal 
proceeding f 

Mr. Lee. I will not be part of dragging a shadow across this coun- 
try that separates the rights of an individual to do what has been 
given to him. 

Mr. Arens. I think your counsel wants to confer with you now. 
. Is that the only reason you give in declining to answer? 
Mr. Lee. Every answer I have given is in full faith of these 
thoughts. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lee. Also, quite sincere and honest, which relates to the first 
and fifth. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been one of the promoters of a group 
known as Actors' Laboratory, Inc., on the west coast ?' 

Mr. Lee. The pride and joy of being associated with a theatrical 
organization that contributes tremendously to the theatrical life of 
the west coast was an honor that was given to me. I earned it in 
terms of my theatrical life and not in any other way, and I still hold 
any relationship to this is still in the freedom of creativity of our 
country, the right for theater groups to spring up wherever they have 
a desire to do so, and work and be judged on the creative efforts of. 
their work and this is my relationship to my life, to my theater, to my 
films, to my TV, and to my teachings. 

I will not put myself in the dictatorial position in any way to deter- 
mine who shall live and who shall not live creatively. If we do that, 
we are having conformity of a severe nature and I will not be any 
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part of it and hence, in relation to your question, I reserve my rights 
that are given to me. 

Mr. Arens. You are offended by dictatorial actions ; is that correct? 

Mr. Lee. I refer you to my answer. 

Mr. Arens. Were you offended by the dictatorial actions of the 
Kremlin a few days ago in murdering the former Hungarian premier, 
ImreNagy? 

Mr. Lee. I have been reading the papers about many things. Are 
you asking me to take a stand? I ask you, is that justice? Is that 
right? 

Mr. Arens. I just wanted to be sure that the degree to which you 
are taking offense is only a degree of offense with respect to Com- 
munist activities; 

Now, sir, would you tell us whether or not you were one of the 
promoters of the Actors' Laboratory on the "West Coast? 

Mr. Lee. Same answer. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend that if you told this com- 
mittee truthfully while you are under oath, whether or not you were 
one of the promoters or organizers of Actors 5 Laboratory on the West 
Coast, you would be supplying information which might be used 
against you in a criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Lee. I repeat, the same answer. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to display to you, if you please, sir, a copy 
of a schedule of activities of Actors 5 Laboratory, Inc., Hollywood, 
Calif., on which your name appears as a member of the board of that 
organization. 

Kindly^ look at this exhibit and tell this committee whether or not 
the identification of you in that exhibit is true and correct. 
(The document was handed to the witness.) 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Lee. Same answer. 

(Document marked "Will Lee Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Do you remember a May Fiesta that was held several 
years ago in the New York area in which you participated for the 
Theater-Eadio Group, West Side Anti-Fascist Committee? Do you 
recall that? 

Mr. Aj>pell will display to you a copy of an advertisement from the 
Communist Daily Worker in which your name appears as one of 
the participants in that fiesta, and identified as one of the actors in 
Golden Boy. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lee. Same answer. 

(Document marked "Will Lee Exhibit No. 2," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you, in the course of your career as an actor, lent 
your talents to an enterprise in Hollywood on behalf of the Holly- 
wood Ten, they being the 10 Communists who were the subject of 
investigation by the Committee on Un- American Activities? 

Do you recall anything you did on behalf of the Hollywood Ten 
as an actor in the promotion of your creative art? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lee. May I see it, please? 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Appell will display to you, sir, a photostatic re- 
production of an article from the Daily People's World, which states 
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that you, Will Lee, an actor, were a participant of that enterprise 

on behalf of the so-called Hollywood Ten. 

(The document was handed to the witness.) . 

Mr. Lee. Whatever I did, I did with due respect to rights entitled 

to me via the Bill of Eights. 
Mr. Aeens. Would you kindly answer the question? m ^ 9 

Mr. Lee. I always looked upon that privilege of a community spirit 

which we are constantly urged to participate in, in all different ways. 
As regards to your question, sir, I give you the same answer. ^ 
(Docmnent marked "Will Lee Exhibit No. 3," and retained an 

committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. In this spirit of 'benevolence and brotherhood, have you 
participated in any session with reference to certain actors who have 
testified before the Committee on Un-American Activities and told 
the committee, while they were under oath, about Communist activities 
and the Communist conspiratorial operation in this country? 

Mr. Lee. The same answer. . . 

Mr. Ajrens. Do you recall a session m 1951 at the Hotel Diplomat 
here in New York where you made a speech berating Larry Parks, 
an actor who testified before the, Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities with reference to the Communist conspiracy in this country i 

Do you recall that session? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Scherer. He did not want Larry Parks to have free speech. 

Mr. Lee. Sir, I will make as many speeches as I can, or want to, or 
have a need to. I do not have to account to you when I do or do not 
make these things and I thought that was part of the integral rela- 
tionship we have in our country, in our form of democracy. 

I do not have to account this to you. I thought when I die and go 
before Peter at the gate, my accounting takes place. This is some- 
thing new that is taking place, and happening to me;here. 

It is again casting a wide shadow over the Bill o± Rights. Un tfte 
basis of this, I say I stand on the same thing as I said before, my 
rights of the first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Have you raised funds, or used your funds, your 
talents, your ability, your creative art, as an actor, to raise funds for 
Communist Party enterprises in the United States ? 

Mr. Lee. Same answer. > . , * i_ t. ± 

Mr Ajkens. Can you tell us in the exercise of your free speech what 
you did -as an actor on behalf of the 11 Communist traitors who were 
convicted here -at Foley Square ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lee. I repeat the same answer. m 
' Mr. Arens. Do you feel if you told this committee, while you are 
under oath in this public session what you did on behalf of the 11 
Communist traitors who were convicted here m Foley bquare, you 
would be supplying information which might be used against you m 
a criminal proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) . ... , 

Mr. Lee. I have used my rights under the Constitution in good 
faith, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly answer the question. 
Mr. Soherer. I think he has answered it. # # m 
Mr Arens. Have you signed any amicus curiae briefs filed in the 
Supreme Court of the United States ? 
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Mr. Lee. I will sign whatever I want to and I do not think I have 
to account to you for it. That is my privilege. That is what makes 
our country so healthy. 

Mr. Arens. Now, will you kindly answer the question ? 

Mr. Lee. I have. Oh the basis of that, I take my (rights and priv- 
ileges under the first amendment and the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. We would like to display to you a copy of an extract 
of a brief filed in the Supreme Court of the United States on behalf 
of John Howard Lawson and Balton Trumbo, to which a number of 
people in the motion-picture industry and entertainment field have 
affixed their names, including the name of Will Lee. 

Would you kindly look at this exhibit and tell this committee while 
you are under oath who solicited your signature to this petition? 

(The document was handed to the witness.) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lee. Anything I have done to uphold the rights of other people, 
I have done with full faith of my responsibility as a human being 
and I repeat again the privileges I have in executing this has been 
given to me in the first amendment and also in the fifth. 

(Document marked "Will Lee Exhibit No. 4" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

(At this point, Mr. Moulder entered the hearing room.) 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that this concludes the staff in- 
terrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Lee, you said you served in the Army of the 
United States? 

Mr. Lee. Yes; 3% years. 

Mr. Scherer. When was that? 

Mr. Lee. 1942, August to roughly December of 1945. 

Mr. Scherer. We were an ally with the Soviet Union at that time, 
were we not? 

Mr. Lee. I served in the United States. 

Mr. Scherer. I said we in the United States were an ally with the , 
Soviet Union at that time. 
Mr. Lee. That was not on my invitation to join the Army. 
Mr. Scherer. Will you answer the question? 

Mr. Lee. I do not mean to be unkmd to what you are asking but 
that is a definition that you are giving. I can't. I said I have served 
with our Army. 

Mr. Scherer. When you served with the Army were you a member 
of the Communist Party at the same time ? 
Mr. Lee. Same answer. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you mean you decline to answer by claiming the 
privilege under the Constitution ? 
Mr. Lee. That is right. 
Mr. Moulder. The witness is excused. 
(The witness was excused.) 

Mr ? Arens. The next witness, if you please, is Mr. Charles Dubin. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are 
about to give before this subcommittee of the United States Congress 
will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help 
you God? 

Mr. Pubist. I do, sir, 
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TESTIMONY OF CHARLES S. DUBIN (DOBEONOESKY), ACCOMPANIED 
BY COUNSEL, HUBERT T. DELANY 

Mr. Abens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and occu- 
pation. 

Mr. Dubin. My name is Charles S. Dubin; I live at 505 West End 
Avenue, New York City, and I am a television director. 

Mjt. Ajrens. You are appearing here today, Mr. Dubin, in response 
to a subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Dubin. That is correct. 

Mr. Abens. You are represented by counsel ? 

Mr. Dubin. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Abens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. Delant. My name is Hubert Delany, 52 Broadway, New York 
City. 

Mr. Abens. Where are you employed, Mr. Dubin ?^ 

Mr. Dubin. I am employed as director of a quiz show known as 
Twenty-One and I am also one of several directors on a summer 
replacement dramatization show called The Investigator^ 

Mr. Abens. Is Dubin the name you have used all your life ? 

Mr. Dubin. As I explained to you, Mr. Arens, in some detail at our 
last meeting which was a closed session, from the time I was born 
until 1929 the name my family had was Dobronof sky. 

In 1929 my father desired to shorten the name for purposes of 
convenience, and that is the name I have used for my entire life. 

Mr.ASBNS. Kindly spell the name. 

Mr. Dubin-. D-o-b-r-o-n-o-f-s-k-y. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Dubin, are you now, or have you ever been, a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dubin. Mr. Arens 

Mr. Delant. Would you break up that question ? 

Mr. Ajjens. Are you now, or have you ever been, a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr. Delant. I do not want to argue with you, but in view of the 
answer that was given at the May 8 [1958] session, it puts us in a very 
, embarrassing position. 

Mr. Abens. Kindly answer the question, are you now, or have you 
ever been, a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Delant. May I appeal to the chairman ? 

Mr. Abens. Counsel, your sole and exclusive purpose in appearing 
here is for the purpose of advising your client, and any statements 
that you desire to make to the committee should be made through your 
client, the witness. , 

Mr. Delant. I do not think he can answer it fairly unless it is 
broken up. 

Mr. Moulder. It is the rule of the committee that you speak through 
the witness. 

Mr. Dubin. As I told you on May 8,'Mr. Arens, and I believe you, 
too, Mr. Scherer, I was not then a member of the Communist Party. 
I declined at that point to answer in relation to past membership 
because after much discussion with my counsel, I am told that under 
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the Constitution I do not have to be a witness against myself and, 
therefore, I decline to answer questions about past associations. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at any 
time since you received your subpena some several weeks ago to ap- 
year before this committee ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dubin. As I replied to you on May 8, Mr. Arens, I respectfully 
decline to answer the question on the grounds that I do not wish to be 
a witness against myself. 

Mr. Delany. Except insofar as you have answered. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at any 
time since our executive session on May 8 ? 

Mr. DuBHsr. Well, of course not. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party on May 7, 
the day preceding the executive session ? 

Mr. Dubin. Again, sir, as I responded to that question on May 8, 
I must respectfully decline to answer. 

Mr. Arens. Are there persons presently in the entertainment in- 
dustry who, to your certain knowledge, in the recent past have been 
members of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Dubin. Would you repeat that question please ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. Are there persons presently in the entertain- 
ment industry who, to your certain knowledge, in the recent past 
have been members of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Delany. May I ask that that question be rephrased. Obviously 
a witness could not truthfully answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. Certainly he could. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you have any knowledge or information concern- 
ing persons in the entertainment industry who are now members of 
the Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
' Mr. Dubin. I think, in order to protect my rights, I respectfully 
decline to answer that question. * . 

Mr. Arens. It is the feeling of this committee that you, as a prom- 
inent member in the television and entertainment industry, director, 
and the like, have information which would be of significance to this 
committee in its endeavor to obtain information respecting the oper- 
ation of the Communist Party in the entertainment industry. 

If this committee should cause to be instituted proceedings which 
would grant you immunity from criminal prosecution, based upon 
any testimony you might give before this committee, and if those pro- 
ceedings were brought to a consummation so that you would be granted 
immunity from criminal prosecution based upon any testimony you 
would give before this committee ; would you testify fully and freely 
respecting any and all information which you possess with regard 
to the Communist Party, Communists, Communist activities, during 
the course of your life ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dtjbin. Mr. Arens, you put a very large and sweeping and very 
prof ound question to me. 

Mr. Arens. And you have had time to ponder that question since 
May 8 because I posed substantially the same question to you on 
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Mr. Dubin. Substantially the same, but in some ways different. 
For example, at this point you used the phrase, "during all my life." 

Mr. Arens. We will say during your adult life. Perhaps it would 
help you in your consideration before you respond to this question, if 
you would tell us whether or not you have considered the question 
which I proposed to you on May 8 of causing immunity proceedings 
to be instituted if you would testify fully and freely of your knowl- 
edge of the Communist operation. 

Mr. Dubin. I have not* had enough of an opportunity to consider 
all the many things that have to be considered in relation to such a 
question. I cannot answer you at this time. ^ I would have to take 
deep and serious legal counsel and advice and it seems to me the ques- 
tion is couched in a hypothetical manner and, therefore, I cannot 
answer it at this time. 

Mr. Arens. Have you resigned from the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Dubin. The same answer as before. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been expelled from the Communist Party? 
Mr. Dubin. I decline, respectfully, to answer on the same grounds 
as before. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now against the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Dubin.. Whatever my differences of opinion may be with any 
particular organization, I must at this point say, Mr. Arens, gentle- 
men of the committee, that I am entitled to those opinions as per- 
sonal beliefs. , 

I am willing to discuss them with friends, but I hardly think that 
this is the place or the time to discuss such opinions and, therefore, 
on that ground and on the ground that I do not wish to be a witness 
against myself as the privilege accorded to me in the Constitution, 
I respectfully decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. Are you or have you ever been a member of the Stage 
for Action? 

<Miv Dubin. I am not a member of Stage for Action. I decline, as 
1 have said before, to talk about my past associations because the 
Constitution says to me I do not have to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Did you produce Dream Job, for the Stage for Action? 

Mr. Dubin. Dream Job ? 

Mr. Ajiens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Dubin. I do not remember that at all, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you produced Omnibus? 

Mr. Dubin. No, sir j I did not produce Omnibus. 

Mr. Arens. What was your connection with Omnibus ? 

Mr. Dubin. I was hired as a director for many other segments, seg- 
ments being portions of programs. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your directorship of these seg- 
ments for Omnibus, were you a ;member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Dubin. I decline respectfully to answer that question on the 
same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you direct segments of 
Omnibus? 

Mr. Dubin. The first one, which was with Esther Williams, was in 
October of 1955. The last one was just a few weeks ago. It was The 
Passion According to St. Matthew. 
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Mr. Arens. With respect to the first one that you talked about, at 
the time of its production were you a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Dubin. I think I have already answered that question when 
you asked me prior, but I will repeat my answer, however, Mr. Arens. 
I decline to answer. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a member, or have you been a member, of the 
"National Council of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions? 

Mr. Dubin. Would you repeat that question, please ? 

Mr. Arens. Are you, or have you been, a member of the National 
Council of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions ? 

Mr. Dubin. I am not a member. I refuse to answer the question 
about my past associations because I do not wish to be a witness 
against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Were you stage manager for the National Council of 
the Arts, Sciences, and Professions' Carnegie Hall presentation in 
1949? 

Mr. Dubin. I am sorry, would you please repeat that question? 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Appell will exhibit to you the announcement of an 
enterprise under the auspices of the National Council of the Arts, 
Sciences, and Professions, listing your name as the stage manager. 

( The document was handed to the witness. ) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dubin. I respectfully decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. You can definitely help this Committee on Un- 
American Activities if you can tell us whether or not you were paid 
or whether or not you contributed your services, because this is an 
organization that has been cited as an entity controlled by~the Com- 
munist conspiracy. Could you help us? Oould you tell us whether 
or not your participation in that enterprise was one for which you 
received remuneration? 

Mr. Dubin. Mr. Arens, the best way I can help this committee is 
to go back to my work of good quality material for the American 
public. I have received some criticism of a negative sort, and that is 
the best way I , as a citizen, can function. 

I respectfully decline to answer the question with respect to this 
particular instance. 

Mr. Arens. Why? 

Mr. Dubin. Because I do not wish to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
whether or not you received compensation from the National Council 
of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions, you would be supplying in- 
formation that might be used against you in a criminal proceeding? 

Mr. Dubin. I do not wish to give you such an understandings. I 
simply say I do not wish to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. I request that the witness be ordered and directed to 
answer the last outstanding question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dubin. Would you please repeat the question, Mr. Arens ? 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
whether ov not you received remuneration for your participation in 
this particular enterprise under the auspices of the National Council 
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of the Arts, Sciences, and Professions, you would be supplying in- 
formation which, might be used against you in a criminal proceeding ? 

Mr. Dubint. Gentlemen, I respectfully decline to answer that ques- 
tion on the grounds that I do not wish to be a witness against myself. 

(Document marked "Dubin Exhibit No. 1," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Ajrens. Have you been an instructor in dramatics or in the field 
of entertainment^ in the course of the last several years? 

Mr. Dubin. I respectfully decline to answer that on the same 
grounds, sir. 

Mr. Arens. I have a copy of an article from the Daily Worker in 
which you are characterized, Charles Dubin, as one of the instructors 
of the School of the Stage for Action, Inc. Does that ring a, bell? 
Does that prompt your recollection with respect to your participation 
in that enterprise? 

Mr. Dubin. I am going to take advantage of my constitutional 
privilege again and respectfully decline to answer, sir. 

(Document marked "Dubin Exhibit No. 2," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Did you sign a nominating petition for George Blake 
Charneyinl953? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Appell will display to you a reproduction of a 
nominating petition for George Blake Gharney, who was at one time 
head of the Communist Party of the State of New York. On this 
petition as one of the signers is the signature of Charles S. Dubin, 410 
Central Park West. Is that your signature ? 

Mr. Dubin*. I respectfully decline to answer your first question 
which did not have anything to do with my signature. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly tell the committee whether or not 
the document which was just displayed to you bears a true and ac- 
curate reproduction of your signature ? 

Mr. Dubin. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

(Document marked "Dubin Exhibit No. 3", and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. What was your address on September 20, 1953? Do 
you recall where you were living then ? 

Mr. Dubin. I respectfully decline to answer the question, sir, on the 
same grounds. 

Mr. Scherer. I think the witness should be directed to answer 
the question as to where he was living in 1953. I cannot possibly see 
how that would tend to incriminate him. 

Mr. Moulder. Yes, the witness is directed to answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dubin. May I please, Mr. Chairman, Mr. Scherer, Mr. Arens, 
understand the question which I am directed to answer? Where was 
Hiving in 1953? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir, or make it the fall of 1953. 

Mr. Dubin. May I have another look at that petition please ? 

The reason I would like to decline to answer that question, Mr. 
Scherer, sir, since you raised the matter of directions, it seems to 
me pinpointing such a date is perhaps another way of getting me to 
answer the first question which I decline to answer. 

Mr. Ajrens. Did you ever live at 410 Central Park West? 
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(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Dtjbin. Yes, sir ; I did live at 410 Central Park, West. 

Mr. Arens. Did you live there at any time during the year 1953 ? 

Mr. Dubin. I respectfully decline to answer on the grounds that 
I do not wish to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. When did you live at 410 Central Park West? 

Mr. Dtjbin. I respectfully decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest we conclude the interrogation of 
this witness. 

(The witness was excused.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Carroll Hollister. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are 
about to give before this subcommittee of the United States Congress 
will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help 
you God? 

Mr. Hollister. I do. 

TESTIMONY 03? CARROLL HOLLISTER, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 

HARRY SACHER 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and oc- 
cupation. 

Mr. Hollister. My name is Carroll Hollister, 344 "West 72d Street ; 
occupation, musician. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Hollister, in response 
to a subpena served upon you by the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities? 

Mr. Hollister. Yes, sir. . 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel ? 

Mr. Hollister. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Will counsel kindly identify himself for the record. 

Mr. Saoher. Harry Sacher, 342 Madison Avenue, New York, BT. Y. 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Hollister. I am self-employed. 

Mr. Arens. Where, please, sir? 

Mr. Hollister. At my address which I just gave. 

Mr. Arens. What do you do there? 

Mr. Hollister. I teach singing and coach singers — music in 
general. 

Mr. Arens. Have you also been on the faculty of the Metropolitan 
Music School, Inc.? 

Mr. Hollister. I would find it difficult to understand why it is 
necessary for this committee to ask this question in order to further 
the aims of legislation which is required. I have no shame about 
any employment which I have ever had in my life or have at the 
present time and, as a music teacher, I would consider that I had the 
rights to seek employment in music at any institution of recognized 
musical standing. 

Mr. Ajrens. If you are n6t ashamed of it, then kindly tell us 
whether or not you have been employed as an instructor at the 
Metropolitan Music School. 

Mr. Hollister. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a member of the Communist Party? 
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Mr. Hollister. I feel that I must respectfully; refuse to answer 
this question as an invasion of my rights as a citizen of association 
or membership in organizations in respect to the first amendment; and 
in respect to the fifth amendment, my right to be called upon to 
testify against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Hollister, in April 1956 a man by the name of 
Hamez Idriss took an oath before this committee, laid his liberty 
on the line, said, "While I was a member of the Communist Party"— 
I am only paraphrasing what he said — "While I was a member of 
the Communist Party, I knew as a Communist in leadership capacity, 
a per son by the name of Carroll Hollister." 

We want to give you an opportunity now, sir, to deny that state- 
ment, that characterization, that identification while you are under 
oath. Was Mr. Idriss in error when he identified jou as a person 
known to him certainly, to be a leader of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Hollister. I would decline to answer that question on the 
same grounds which I asserted before— my rights under the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a person by the name of Idriss? 

Mr. Holuster. Same answer. 

Mr. Arens. At about the same time Mr. Idriss appeared before this 
committee, Don Christlieb also appeared and he likewise took an 
oath. If he lied before this committee he will be subjected to criminal 
prosecution for perjury. 

He said while he was a member of the Communist Party he knew 
you, Carroll Hollister, as a member of the Communist Party. Kindly 
tell us, was this man, Christlieb, telling the truth while he was under 
oath before this committee? 

Mr. Saoher. Mr. Chairman, I think Mr. Arens is arrogating powers 
to himself. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that counsel be admonished that 
his sole and exclusive rights are to advise his client. 
Mr. Moulder. Counsel is directed to speak through the witness. 
Now, your question is whether or not 

Mr. Arens. Whether Christlieb told the truth when he took an oath 
before this committee and identified the instant witness, Carroll 
Hollister. 

Mr. Moulder. It is the rule of the committee whenever a person is 
accused by a witness of being a member of the Communist Party, the 
person accused is given an opportunity to affirm or deny the accusa- 
s tion made by that witness. 

Counsel has read you a portion of that testimony. Now, do you 
wish to deny or affirm ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Hollister. Will you repeat the specific question ? I think there 
were two forms in which it was given to me. 

Mr. Arens. Was Christlieb telling the truth when he took an oath 
before this committee and identified you as a person known by him 
to be a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Hollister. I think this question is similar to the one asked of 
me before, and I would decline to answer for the same reasons, because 
of my rights as a citizen under the first amendment and fifth amend- 
ment. 
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Mr. Arens. Do you know a man by the name of Christlieb ? 
Mr. Hollister. Same answer. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been on the board of the Musicians Congress 
Committee? 
Mr. Hollister. Can you be more specific % 

Mr. Arens. Yes, perhaps I could help you by displaying to you a 
letterhead of the Musicians Congress Committee, Hollywood, Calif., 
on which the names of a number of persons appear on the general 
board, including the name Carroll Hollister. 

Kindly look at this exhibit and tell this committee whether you are 
properly characterized as a member of that board in that exhibit. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Hollister. Sir, I do not see anjr reason why the committee 
should ask me or I should answer .a question which has anything to do 
with joining a musical organization for the purpose of pursuing my 
profession in music. , 

Mr. Arens. Let us change the question. Was your affiliation with 
that organization solely and exclusively for the purpose of music? 

Mr. Hollister. I have not admitted anything yet. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us first of all whether or not you are honestly 
and accurately characterized there as a member of the board of that 
group. 

Mr. Hollister. I think I would decline to answer this question on 
the same grounds, sir, as I have given before. 

(Document marked "Hollister Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you been one of the promoters of the American 
Continental Congress for Peace ? 

\ Mr. Hollister. I decline to answer this question on the same 
grounds as an invasion of my rights as a citizen under the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. You would have no shame in undertaking to promote 
peace. 

Mr. Hollister. I certainly would not have. 

Mr. Arens. Then why don't you tell us whether or not you are 
honestly and truthfully identified as one of the sponsors of the Ameri- 
can Continental Congress for Peace, as I exhibit to you a leaflet of that 
organization. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Hollister. In asking^ this question, I think that you attempt to 
actually besmirch the activities which are legal and correct activity 
r for citizens of the United States even to the point of making it im- 
possible for me to participate in a movement which many citizens 
participate in, as you said yourself, to further peace; and I feel that 
this is a question that you have no right to ask me in connection with 
your inquiry. 

(Document marked "Hollister Exhibit No. 2," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Tell us whether or not, to your certain knowledge, this 
American Continental Congress for Peace is a ruse and a fraud and an 
enterprise promoted by the Communist conspiracy in this Nation. 

Mr. Hollister. I think that is a very loaded question, sir, and I 
refuse to answer it. 1 
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Mr. Arens. Why? 

Mr. Hollister. On the grounds that I have stated. 
Mr. Arens. On what grounds? 

Mr. Hollister. On the grounds of my right as an American citi- 
zen to free association and free speech and the right of participa- 
tion in any organization which has the aims that are correct under 
our form of Government. 

Mr. Arens. Is that the sole and exclusive ground upon which you 
decline to answer? 

Mr. Hollister. Also, on the grounds I refuse to be a witness 
against myself. m 

Mr. Moulder. In other words, you are claiming your privileges 
under the first and fifth amendments ? 

Mr. Hollister. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. I have a photostatic reproduction of an article from 
the Communist Daily Worker of March 21, 1952, stating, "39 More 
Notables Urge Negotiations in Germany," were signers of an open 
letter to former President Truman, which action was sponsored by the 
American Peace Crusade. 

I see among those notables who are lending their prestige and. dig- 
nity and position in the entertainment industry to the enterprise, a 
person named Carroll Hollister. 

Kindly look at that exhibit and tell this committee while you are 
under oath if that is a true and accurate identification of your affilia- 
tion with that organization. 

Mr. Hollister. I decline to answer that question on the same 
grounds as before. . . 

(Document marked "Hollister Exhibit No. 3," and retained m 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Are you a concert pianist in addition to your instruct- 
ing work? 

Mr. Hollister. I don't know exactly what you mean by concert 
pianist. I play the piano, yes, sir, in concerts. 
Mr. Soherer. Is that not a concert pianist ? 

Mr. Hollister^ No, sir. I play the piano not as a soloist. Gen- 
erally, the term applies to a soloist, although I have played solos at 
times. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever lived in Westport, Conn. ? 

Mr. Hollister. I think that I will decline to answer that question 
on the same grounds. _ « 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question as to whether or not 
he ever lived near Westport, Conn. It is easy for a person to live 
in Westport, Conn., without being a member of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Hollister. On advice of my lawyer, I refuse to answer. # t 
Mr. Moulder. Are you refusing to answer the questions claiming 
the privileges under the provisions of the first and fifth amend- 
ments? 

Mr. Hollister. Yes, I would claim those two. 

Mr. Arens. May I display to you a photostatic copy of a letter 
from "the Conference on Peaceful Alternatives to the Atlantic Pact 
to which is attached a copy of its open letter to Members of Congress 
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signed by persons from various States, including one Carroll Hol- 
lister, concert pianist, of Westport, Conn. 

Kindly look at this document and see if it refreshes your recollec- 
tion with reference to the lending by you of your name and prestige 
as a concert pianist. 

Mr. Scherer. He said he was not a concert pianist. 

Mr. Hollister. I think the formulation is incorrect. I decline to 
answer this question on the same grounds based on the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Is this characterization of this document of you as a 
concert pianist erroneous ? 

Mr. Hollister. I don't know what the characterization means in 
this document. 

Mr. Arens. Did you sign the open letter initiated by the Confer- 
ence on Peaceful Alternatives to the Atlantic Pact? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Hollister. As I said before, I see nothing to be ashamed of or 
nothing illegal in activities on behalf of peace. I have participated 
in such activities and I shall continue. I think it is important that 
we avoid war and avoid it for all people in the world. 

Mr. Scherer. Is not that petition directed to the Congress? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Scherer. Then we have a right as Members of Congress to 
know, also, whether or not those petitions come from the citizens who 
belong to bona fide organizations or whether they are inspired by the 
Communist apparatus. That is what we have a right to know to 
properly evaluate it. 

Mr. Hollister. I am not answering a question as to who signed. 
I am saying I have participated in organizations working for peace — 
peace is on behalf of all of you, even Members of Congress. 

Mr. Moulder. Then, as I understand your response to the question, 
you did sign the petition. 

Mr. Hollister. No, sir, I said I have a right to act on behalf of 
peace; but in regard to this particular question, in order to defend 
my rights under the Constitution, I will refuse to answer that particu- 
lar question. 

(Document marked "Hollister Exhibit No. 4" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Scherer. I said you certainly have a right to act on behalf of 
peace. I wish more people did so, but we Members of Congress have 
a right to know, when petitions come to us, whether they are inspired 
by the Communist apparatus. We have a right to know that. 

Mr. Hollister. I don't see that it is necessary to say who inspired, 
or what inspires, an a6tion on behalf of peace. 

Mr. Scherer. If we find out it comes from the Communist appa- 
ratus, we know it is fraudulent. 

Mr. Hollister. Peace is a good goal regardless of who or where it 
is inspired. 

Mr. Arens. Would it be a good goal in Spain ? 

Mr. Hollister. It would be a good goal anywhere. 

Mr. Arens. Was it a, good goal in Spain during the civil war? 
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Mr. Hollister, I say the fight for peace is important to any person 
living on any part of this globe. 

Mr. Arens. Did you undertake to promote peace in the civil war 
in Spain, or did you take sides and want to promote one side? 

I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that counsel be advised that 
his exclusive right is to advise the witness of his constitutional rights. 
I heard him tell the witness what to say. 

Mr. Saoher. I have >a constitutional right not to be eavesdropped 
on. 

Mr. Hollister. I am only 'asking his advice in guiding my answers. 

Mr. Arebts. Kindly look at this letterhead of the Musicians' Com- 
mittee To Aid Spanish Democracy, a document which was circulated 
around in these parts during the time of the war, not peace, in Spain. 
I see here a number of sponsors to "aid the Communists in their war in 
Spain, including one Carroll Hollister. 

JEindly look -at that document und tell this committee, while you 
are under oath, whether or not you were part and parcel of that enter- 
prise to promote the war in Spain. 

Mr.ScHERER. No, that is peace. 

Mr. Saoher. That is not the question, Mr. Congressman. 

Mr. Holuster. I think the question is formulated in such a way 
that I will have to take as an answer my rights as a citizen under the 
first -and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Is there any way I could formulate the question that 
would elicit a full and complete answer? 

Mr. Hollister. I don't know, I «am sure. 

Mr; Arens. Look ut this 'and tell me in any wot, shape, or form, 
whether you were connected with this Musicians' Committee To Aid 
Spanish Democracy. * 

Mr. Holuster. 1 think the question is in violation of my rights un- 
der the first and, fifth -amendments and I refuse to answer under the 
grounds previously stated. 

(Document marked "Hollister Exhibit No. 5" and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Moulder. We will take ; a 5 -minute recess. 

(Brief recess.) 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will be in order. 
^ Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that we conclude the interroga- 
tion of this witness. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is excused. 

(The witness was excused. ) 

Mr. Moulder. Call your next witness, Mr. Arens. 

Mr. Arens. Adelaide Klein Aonenberg, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony which 
you are about to give before this subcommittee of the United States 
Congress will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, so help you God?

You are appearing today, Mrs. Annenberg, in response 
to a subpena which, was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities ? 

Mrs. Annenberg. lam, sir. 

Mr. Arens. And you are represented by counsel ? 

Mrs. Annenberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself for the record. 
Mr. Eoss. My name is Paul M. Uoss, 635 Madison Avenue, New 
York, N. Y. 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed, Mrs. Annenberg? 

Mrs. Annenberg. I am not employed at the moment. 

Mr. Ajrens. Where were you last employed ? 
. Mrs. Annenberg. I just closed on Saturday night in a play called 
J ane Eyre. 

Mr. Arens. Where did it play ? 

Mrs. Annenberg. At the JBelasco Theater in New York City. 
Mr. Arens. How long were you employed in that particular pro- 
duction? 

Mrs. Annenberg. Six and a half weeks. 

Mr. Arens. What productions or play were you in immediately 
prior to it?

Mrs. Annenberg. That is all.

Would you kindly tell us whether you know of this 
organization : Peoples Radio Foundation, Inc. ? Is there such an or- 
ganization to your knowledge? 

Mrs. Annenberg. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
I have just stated. 

Mr. Arens. Are you on the advisory council, or have you been on 
the advisory council, of the Peoples Eadio Foundation, Inc.? 

Mrs. Annenberg. I must give the same answer, sir. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you now, please, sev- 
eral exhibits in which your stage name, Adelaide Klein, appears as one 
of the directors, as well as on the advisory council; of the Peoples Eadio 
Foundation, 100 Fifth Avenue, New York, N. Y.

Among the leading artists who are characterized as lending the pres- 
tige and dignity and prominence of their names to this statement is 
Adelaide Klein. 

Kindly look at that exhibit, along with the one just displayed to you, 
and tell this committee whether or not you did so participate in that 
enterprise. 

( The document was handed to the witness.) 
(The witness conf errerd with her counsel.) 

Mrs. Annenberg. I respectfully decline to answer the questions on 
all the grounds previously stated. 

(Documents marked "Annenberg Exhibits Nbs. 3 and 4," and re- 
tained in committee files.)

Mr. Lee. The only other name was the name I was born with which 
was changed by court order, which was changed about 25 years 
ago.

Mr. Arens. What was that name, please? 
Mr. Lief. Lipshutz.

Mr. Lief. I was born in London, England, June 4, 1907. 

Mr. Arens. When did you come to the United States for perma- 
nent residence? 

Mr. Lief. I believe at the age of about a year or a year and a 
half. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a citizen of the United States ? 
Mr. Lief. I am. 

Mr. Arens. Is that by derivation ? 
Mr. Lief. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today in response to a subpena 
served upon you by the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties? H 

Mr. Lief. Yes, I am. 

Mr. Arens. Are you represented by counsel ? 

Mr. Barnhard. David A. Barnhard, 2 West 46th Street, Man- 
hattan. 

Mr, Arens. What is your present occupation ? 
Mr. Lief. I am connected with the Moiseyev Dance Co. 
Mr. Arens. Is that the Moiseyev Russian ballet ? 
Mr. Lief. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. In what connection are you associated with that en- 
terprise? 

Mr. Lief. As American guest conductor. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been the American guest con- 
ductor of the Russian ballet? 

Mr. Lief. Since their first appearance here which is roughly about 
8 or 9 weeks ago. 

Mr. Arens. Have you actually conducted for them since they have 
been in this country ? 
Mr. Lief. Yes ; I have. 

Mr. Arens. Where have you been conducting for them ? 
Mr. Lief. In most of the cities where they have appeared from 
coast to coast. 

Mr. Arens. I have to confess to yoi% sir, a lack of close attention 
to the papers with reference to this Russian ballet. Where are they 
playing now? 

Mr. Lief. Right now they are playing in Washington, D. C. 
Mr. Arens. In what cities have you conducted? 
Mr. Lief. What cities? 
Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Lief. San Francisco, St. Louis, Cleveland, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Washington. 

Mr. Arens. How many performances? 

Mr. Lief. I do several of the numbers at each performance. 

Mr. Arens. Who first contacted you for your job as the American 
conductor of the Russian ballet? 1 

Mr. Lief. I applied for the job in the usual channels. 

Mr. Arens. Where did you apply for the job ? 

Mr. Lief. To the American impressario who brought the company 
here. 
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Mr. Arens. When did you apply for the job ? 

Mr. Lttcr When I first heard that the group was going to be 
brought here. 
Mr. Arens. What year was that? 
Mr. Lief. I would say sometime in the fall of last year. 
Mt.Arens. Who is this American impressario? 
Mr. Lief. Mr. Hurok. 

Mr. Arens. Did you know Mr. Hurok previously ? 
Mr. Lief. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. What has been the nature of your previous acquaint- 
anceship with Mr. Plurok? 
Mr. Lief. I had worked for him in the past. 
Mr. Arens. Are you a member of the Communist Party? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

^ Mr. Arens. Did you have any discussion with Mr. Hurok at any 
time with respect to whether or not you are a member of the Commu- 
nist Party? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Where have you been employed in the course of the 
last few years? 

Mr. Lief. Previous to the Moiseyev company, I was on tour with 
Invol. 

Mr. Arens. What is that? 

Mr. Lief. It is a folk-dance company from Israel. 
Mr. Arens. What did you do for Invol ? 
Mr. Lief. I was American guest conductor. 

Mr. Arens. Who arranged for your employment in that capacity? 
Mr. Lief. Mr. Hurok. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were a guest con- * 
ductor for Invol ? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Proceed to give us other principal employments you 
have had in the past few years. 

Mr. Lief. Previous to Invol, I traveled with the Eoyale Ballet from 
London, also as American guest conductor. 

Mr. Arens. Who arranged for your employment in that capacity? 

Mr. Lief. Mr. Hurok. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were the guest con- 
ductor for the Eoyale Ballet of England ? 

Mr. Lief. I respectfully decline to answer on the grounds of the 
first and fifth amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Give us another principal employment. 

Mr. Leef. Last summer, the summer of 1957, I was employed by 
Michael P. Grace in a production of a show in Central Park as mu- 
sical director. 

Mr. Arens. What was the show, do you recall ? 

Mr. Lief. Eosalie. 

Mr. Aiiens. Was that promoted by the municipal authorities or is 
it a private enterprise? 
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Mr. Lief. I cannot <juite answer that accurately. I believe tliat it 
was a private enterprise since Mr. Grace was licensed by the park 
department to produce shows in Central Park. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a man by the name of George Koukly? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know where Koukly is employed ? 
Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Was your employment with the Russian ballet pro- 
cured for you or facilitated for you by any person known by you to 
be a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fiftli 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Are you, or have you been, engaged in TV work in the 
recent past? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Lief. As far as I can remember, no. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a member of a trade union in the profession? 
Mr. Lief. Yes, I am a member of Local 802, American Federation 
of Musicians. 

Mr.. Arens. Have you held any office or post in that organization? 
Mr. Lief. No, I have not. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been the director of the Jefferson Chorus? 
Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever instructed at the Metropolitan Music 
School? * 
Mr. Lief. No, I have not. 

Mr. Arens. Is George Koukly one of the members of the orchestra 
of the Russian ballet company ? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have anything to do with his employment with 
the Eussian ballet company orchestra ? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Are there persons in the Eussian ballet orchestra who 
are members of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. Have you received any compensation as director of the x 
Jefferson Chorus? ^ 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens. I have a copy of the Communist Daily Worker in 
which an article appears : "Jefferson Chorus presents Informal Con- 
cert, directed by Arthur Lief," and so forth; that tickets are available 
at the Jefferson School Bookshop, Local 65 Bookshop, Workers 
Bookshop. 

Kindly look at that exhibit and tell the committee whether or not 
your participation in that enterprise described in the Daily Worker 
is true, honest, and correct. 
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Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the same grounds of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

(Document marked "Lief Exhibit No. 1" and retained in com- 
mitee files.) 

Mr. Arenb. Have you been in any sessions other than the profes- 
sional sessions with the members of the Russian ballet, their business 
agents, members of their company, in connection with that presenta- 
tion since their arrival in the United States ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Ltef. I decline to answer on the grounds of the first and fifth 
amendments. 

Mr. Arens, Do you honestly apprehend, sir, that if you told this 
committee the facts respecting any sessions in which you may have 
been engaged with the people of Soviet Russia in this ballet com- 
pany, wnether actors, performers, business people, and the like, you 
would be supplying information which might be used against you, 
sir, in a criminal proceeding? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Lief. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that the witness 
be directed and ordered to answer that outstanding principal question, 
which is posed to him for the purposes of testing Ms good faith, 
because if he does not honestly apprehend that the information might 
be used against him in a criminal proceeding, he has no right to 
invoke the fifth amendment.

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that would conclude the staff 
interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Tuck. The witness is excused.

Mr. Arens. Mr. James Proctor, kindly come forward. 

Mr. Tuck. In the testimony you are about to give do you solemnly 
swear to tell the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
so help you God? 

Mr. Proctor. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP JAMES D. PE0CT0K,, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 

EPHEAIM LONDON 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and occu- 
pation. 

Mr. Proctor. My name is James D. Proctor. I live at 20 West 
84th Street and I am a free-lance publicist. 

«Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Proctor, in response 
to a subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee 
on Un-Ajnerican Activities? 

Mr. Proctor. I um. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel ? 
Mr. Proctor. I am. 

Mr. Ajcens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. London. Ephraim London, 150 Broadway, New York City. 
Mr. Arens. Where are you currently employed? 
Mr. Proctor. I am currently employed for a play called Look Home- 
ward, Angel. 
Mr. Arens. Who is your employer ? 
Mr. Proctor. Kermit Bloomgarden.

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Mr. Ajsens. How long has that employment endured ? 

Mr. Proctor. That play opened in New York on Thanksgiving 
night, and I was employed on it for a period of 6 to 8 weeks pre- 
vious to its New York opening. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior to your 
employment in the production of this play ? 

Mr. Proctor. I believe it was in a production called The Diary of 
Anne Frank, 

• Mr. Arens. How long did that employment endure? 
Mr. Proctor. For a period of about 2 years. 

Mr. Arens. And your employment immediately prior to that, if 
you recall? 

Mr. Proctor. I believe it was a play called A View From the 
Bridge. 

Mr. Arens. How long did that employment endure? 
Mr. Proctor. I believe that play ran for a period of about 4 or 5 
months. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now, or have you ever been, a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Mr. Proctor. I am going to read a short statement, Mr. Arens, in 
reply to that question. 

I refuse on several grounds to answer your question. 

First, I consider your question improper. You are asking it, seek- 
ing to pry into my private opinions and associations. A concomitant 
of the right of free speech is the right to remain silent about one's 
thinking, and I have the right— in fact, the obligation— to resist any 
such invasion of my rights, to refuse to discuss or divulge my opin- 
ions and associations. I, therefore, exercise my constitutional rights 
under the first amendment to refuse to answer. 

Second, I do not think this committee has the right, the authority, 
or the power to require an answer to the question. TKere can be no 
legitimate purpose. The only possible results of the inquiry are to 
cause me to lose employment since, as you know, anyone called before 
this committee alone is considered controversial and, therefore, a can- 
didate for the blacklist. 

^ And, to publicly assist the members of this committee as a profes- 
sional publicist, I cannot publicly recognize the techniques employed 
by the committee in that respect. The committee cannot claim it is 
seeking information, since it has already questioned me in closed 
session. 

The committee cannot pretend after so very many years of investi- 
gation that there can be any legitimate reasons for the continuance 
of the investigation at this time. I consider the first two reasons 
adequate and sufficient. I know, however, if I rest on them alone 
I shall be subject to harassment and expense of defending contempt 
proceedings, which I cannot afford. 

I, therefore, also invoke my fifth amendment rights to refuse to be 
a witness against myself and on that ground, also, refuse to answer 
the question. 

I will add— not because this committee has any right to know, but 
only because under the circumstances my failure to make a statement 
may injure my associates— that I am not a member of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Would you read the last sentence ? 
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Mr. Proctor. I will add— not because this committee has any right 
to know, but only because under the circumstances my failure to make 
the statement may injure my associates — that I am not a member of 
the Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever been a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Proctor. I have just answered the question. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully request that the witness be ordered and 
directed to answer the question as to whether he has ever been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Tuck. The acting chairman of the committee orders and 
directs you to answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Proctor. I decline for the reasons I have already stated to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party since 
you were served with your subpena to appear before this committee 
some weeks ago ? 

Mr. Proctor. I have already declined to answer that question put 
in another form. 

Mr. Arens. I suggest it is a different question and a different time 
element and I request that the witness be ordered and directed to 
answer the question whether he has been a member of the Com- 
munist Party since he was served with his subpena. 

Mr. Proctor. I invoke my constitutional rights. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist Party member in the course 
of the last month ? 

Mr. Proctor. I refuse to answer that question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist Party member in the course 
of the last 2 weeks ? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question on the same grounds. 

Mr! Arens. Were you a Communist Party member any tune dur- 
ing the course of the last week % 

Mr. Proctor. I decline on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party any time 
in the course of the last 2 days ? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question for the reasons 
and grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Are there persons presently in the entertainment in- 
dustry who, to your certain knowledge are, or in the recent past have 
been, members of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Proctor. Your question assumes that I would be in a position 
to know whether or not there are such people in the entertainment 
industry, and I decline to answer that question on the grounds pre- 
viously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend that if you truthfully gave 
this committee such knowledge as you possess as to whether there are 
people in the entertainment industry who are members of the Com- 
munist Party, you might be giving information which might be used 
against you in a criminal proceeding ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Proctor. I believe that question really to be improper but I 
decline to answer that question on the grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully request the witness be ordered and di- 
rected to answer the question in order to test his good faith in the 
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invocation of the fifth amendment. He has no right to invoke that 
unless he truly apprehends that the information could be used against 
him in a criminal proceeding. 

Mr. Tuck. As acting chairman of the subcommittee,, the witness is 
ordered and directed to answer the (question. 

Mr. Proctor. My attorney advises me that the question is com- 
pletely improper. 

Mr. Arens. Does the record reflect an order and direction to the 
witness to answer the question ? The purpose of the question is to test 
the good faith of this man in invoking the fifth amendment because 
unless he truly apprehends possible criminal prosecution as a result 
of his answer, he does not have a right to invoke the fifth amendment. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Scherer. I think the statement of counsel is particularly ap- 
plicable in view of the fact that the witness, in reading his statement, 
said he was going to invoke the fifth amendment because he said he 
would face great expense in contempt proceedings. 

That statement on its face indicates that he is not invoking the 
amendment in good faith, and not because it will incriminate him, 
but because he will probably face contempt charges and put him to 
great expense. 

, Therefore, counsel's statement in this instance is particularly 
apropos in testing his good faith in invoking the amendment. 

Mr. Tuck. I think the point is well taken and it becomes my duty 
to advise the witness through no spirit of threat that he may find him- 
self in contempt of one of the committees of Congress. In the light 
of that information, do you still decline to answer that question? 

Mr. London. May I make a statement, Mr. Chairman ? 

Mr. Tuck. It is my understanding, under the rules of the commit- 
tee, that you are to advise your witness and he is to speak to the 
committee. 

Mr. London. It was for that reason that I asked the chairman's 
permission. I understand the rules to be the same, but I, of course, 
believe the chairman has the right to permit a statement to be made 
by counsel for any witness.

Mr. Arens. Do you have a recollection of a participation in March 
1949 in a Cultural and Scientific Conference for World Peace, the 
so-called Waldorf-Astoria Conference, held in March of 1949 under 
the auspices of the National Council of the Arts, Sciences, and Pro- 
fessions ? 
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(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Prootor. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
previously stated, the first and fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. The Secretary of State, some few years ago, character- 
ized the Waldorf -Astoria Conference as a sounding board for Com- 
munist propaganda. Did you know that the Waldorf-Astoria Con- 
ference was an enterprise for the dissemination of Communist 
propaganda? 

Mr. Proctor. I do not think I have to discuss my political opinions 
here, but I decline to answer on the grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Did you, as a publicist in the entertainment industry, 
lend your talents, your prestige, to the promotion of this so-called 
Waldorf-Astoria Conference in 1949 ? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question for the reasons 
previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know a man by the name of Elia Kazan? 

Mi*. Prootor. Yes, I do. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know his wife? 

Mr. Proctor. Yes, I do. 

Mr. Arens. Did you call his wife, Elia Kazan's wife, on the tele- 
phone and apologize to her for using her name, without her permis- 
sion as a sponsor of this Waldorf-Astoria Conference? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question, sir. I decline on 
the same grounds, to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. I should like to read you an excerpt from testimony 
under oath before this committee by Elia Kazan, in which he speaks 
about the Waldorf-Astoria Conference and then proceeds in part 
as follows: 

I did not sponsor or attend the Waldorf Peace Conference. My wife's name 
was used as a sponsor without her permission. She protested and asked for 
its withdrawal in a letter to Professor Harlow Shapley of Harvard University, 
who had some official post. She received no answer from him, but she did get 
an apology from James Proctor, who had given her name without her permission. 

Is this statement by Elia Kazan, to your certain knowledge, sub- 
stantially true and correct? 

Mr, Prootor. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Who was J. Edward Bromberg? 

Mr. Prootor. An actor. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know whether or not he was a Communist? 
Mr. Proctor. Your question assumes that I would be in a position 
to know whether he was a Communist. t 
Mr. Arens. Were you in such a position? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. I want to go into the question of assumption that you 
complain about. Were you in a position to know whether or not 
J. Edward Bromberg was a Communist? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you 

Mr. Scherer. Was Mr. Arens 5 assumption correct or incorrect? 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
previously stated. 
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Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you now a photostatic copy 
of a letter headed, "J. Edward Bromberg Memorial Evening" in 
which one of the promoters of this enterprise is listed as James 
Proctor* 

Kindly look at this letter if you please, sir, and tell this committee 
whether or not you, as a publicist in the entertainment industry, 
loaned your talents, your prestige, and your name to that enterprise 
honoring J. Edward Bromberg? 

(The document was handed to the witness-) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question on the grounds 
previously stated, but I would like to add that, in my opinion, this is 
a very unfair question because you are, by mentioning these names, 
injuring these people. 

I would have the same answer if I were asked by a member of the 
committee whether Mr. Arens was a member of the Communist Party. 

(Document marked "Proctor Exhibit No. 1," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. You would not take the fifth amendment on that, would 
you ? You have never served in a Communist Party meeting with me, 
have you? If ^ou did, you would not be invoking the fifth amend- 
ment in good faith and you would be subject to a contempt action. 

We would like to display to you a photostatic reproduction of a 
flyer, "Broadway Supports the Miners," issued in the early 1950's in 
which a number of people on Broadway — the majority of whom have 
been identified under oath by live witnesses as Communists — are to 
have, according to this flyer, a big midnight rally at the Carnival 
Room, Hotel Capitol, 51st Street and 8th Avenue, to hear Millard 
Lampell, who has been identified as a Communist. 

Among the persons on Broadway who are lending their names and 
glamor and prestige to this rally, we see listed the name of James 
Proctor. 

If this name is listed erroneously or without your consent, then 
kindly tell us. Kindly look at that document and be good enough to 
verify its authenticity, if you will, of that listing. 

( A document was handed to the witness. ) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Proctor. Have you made a statement or are you asking me a 
question? 

Mr. Arens. I think the record is clear. I respectfully suggest that 
you answer the question. 

Mr. Proctor. I am honestly puzzled as to the question. 
t Mr. Arens. Does that flier there, which you now hold in your hand 
listing your name along with a number of other persons sponsoring 
the rally, "Broadway Supports the Miners," truly and correctly rep- 
resent the fact that you did, with your knowledge and consent, let 
them use your name? 

Mr. Proctor. I must decline to answer that question sir. 

(Document marked "Proctor Exhibit No. 2," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you, over the course of the last several years, as 
a Broadway publicity agent, contributed your talents and your energy 
and your ability to the promotion of certain Communist-front activi- 
ties? 
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Mr. Proctor. I decline to answer that question, sir, on the grounds 
previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest we conclude the staff interroga- 
tion of this witness. 4 #

I reside at 410 Central Park 
West, in Manhattan, and I am a producer of Shakespearean plays 
for Central Park. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearmg today, Mr. Papirofsky, m response 
to a subpena which was served upon you by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities? 

Mr. Papirofsky. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, will you kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. London. Ephraim London, 150 Broadway, New York City. 

Mr, Arens. Are you also known, Mr. Papirofsky, as Mr. Papp ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, my professional name is Mr. Papp. 

Mr. Arens. Where and when were you born, please sir ? 

Mr. Papiropsky. I was born in Williamsburg, Brooklyn, June 22, 
1921. p n _ 

Mr. Arens. Give us a word please, sir, about your formal educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Papirofsky. High-school graduate. 

Mr. Arens. And a thumbnail sketch, if you do not mind, sir, of 
your professional career. 

Mr. Papirofsky. Working from the present back? 

Mr. Arens. Either direction, whichever is more convenient to you. 

Mr. Papirofsky. My present work is primarily centered around 
the New York Shakespeare Festival, which is an educational non- 
profit organization chartered by the State education department, 
established for the purpose of producing plays for the general public 
without admission charge. 

The programs also include free performances of Shakespeare for 
high-school students.

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Mr. Arens. May I interrupt to ask you right there, is there a dis- 
tinction to be made between the New York Shakespeare Festival and 
the New York Shakespeare Workshop ? 

Mr. Papiroesky. The Workshop is the correct corporate name 
under the New York laws. Shakespearean Theater "Workshop is a 
modification of that. 

Mr. Arens. The Shakespeare Workshop produces the Shakespeare 
Festival, is that correct ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. In effect, I would say that is correct. 

Mr. Arens. If I am not burdening you too much here in the reci- 
tation of the facts of this particular enterprise, what is your con- 
nection with the Workshop ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am producer of the New York Shakespeare 
Festival having the same role with the Workshop. 

Mr. Ajrens. How long has the Workshop been in existence? 

Mr. Papiroesky. I believe the charter was issued in September of 
1954. 

Mr. Arens. Is it incorporated ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It is a State-chartered organization. It is a non- 
profit organization. I am the head and founder of the organization 
and the movingf orce behind the organization. 

Mr. Arens* Does it enjoy tax-free status? 

Mr. Papiroesky. Yes, it does. 

Mr. Arens. Do you receive a salary from this Workshop ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I began to receive a salary 5 months ago. For 
the first 3 years, I received no salary. 

Mr. Arens. Is this a full-time activity by yourself ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It is a most time-consuming and full-time activity. 

Mr. Arens. Would you give us a word, sir, about your prior em- 
ployment? 

Mr. MoTTLDER. How is it financed ? 

Mr. Papiroesky. It is financed through contributions from the gen- 
eral public, from foundations, and part of the financing, indirect 
finance, is the fact that we are on city property and the city, in effect, 
contributes facilities for making that possible. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. On that same theme, could you give us a word about 
the budget? What is the aggregate income and expenditure of the 
organization? 

Mr. Papiroesky. It is related to what it costs to produce a Shake- 
spearean play. We have done, starting 2 years ago in the park, with 
Julius Oaesar, the Taming of the Shrew, which was done on the lower 
East Side. Then we moved into the Central Park with Eomeo and 
Juliet. 

Mr. Arens. I did not make myself clear. What is the approximate 
budget of the organization per year ? 

Mr. Papiroesky. It is very difficult to get an exact figure, but I can 
tell you what a show would cost. I mentioned the number of shows, 
you might add it up, because the 'costs have increased as we go on 
because we began to pay people's salaries. Prior to this point, there 
were no salaries paid. 

The production we plan to open on July 2, will cost approximately 
$4,000 a week to run and has a preproduotion cost of approximately 
$18,000. This is the highest budget we have had yet. 
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Mr. Arens. Would the budget in the aggregate for all of the activ- 
ities of the organization run in the neighborhood of a million dollars 

a Sr! Papirofsky. No, I am afraid not. I would say roughly if we 
were to continue on the basis we are playing now, it would cost ap- 
proximately—playing 10 or 11 months a year— $200,000 a year to 

0P Steib*ENS. j^^y tell tte employment you had 

prior to your connection with the Workshop ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I did not hear the first part of your question. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us the employment you had prior to your 
employment with the Workshop, just your prior employment. 

(The witness conferred with Ms counsel,) 

Mr. Papirofsky. Prior to working with the Festival, 1 was em- 
ployed by CBS as a stage manager. 
Mr. Arens. Over what period of time? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am still employed by CBS as a stage manager. 

Mr. Arens. When did that employment begin? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It began sometime in 1951. 

Mr. Arens. What productions have you managed ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. A variety of productions. I am on the stall ot 
the Columbia Broadcasting System and do many, many shows. The 
last show I did last night was, I've Got a Secret. 

Mr. Arens. What was your connection prior to * 

Mr. Papirofsky. Prior to that I was in California and I worked tor 
the Actors' Laboratory, Inc. 

Mr. Arbns. How long did you work for the Actors' Laboratory, 

Mr. Papirofsky. I came to the Actors 5 Laboratory as a student un- 
der the GI bill, and then I became employed there for approximately 
2 years. I think it was from 1948 to 1950. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity? * 

Mr. Papirofsky. I worked in the office as kind of a manager. 

Mr. Arens. Were there any other schools with which you were con- 
nected in California ? 

S'he witness conferred with his counsel.) m 
r. Papirofsky. Yes, I also taught acting to working people at 
the California Labor School; again, this was a labor of love. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you teach acting at the 
California Labor School? * 

Mr. Papirofsky. I do not remember exactly but I think it was lor 
about a year. I do not remember the exact date. 
Mr, Arens. Did you teach at any other school in California? 
Mr. Papirofsky.- I am trying to remember. I did do some teach- 
ing — this is extracurricular — at UCLA. 

Mr. Ajrens. Did you do any teaching at the People's Drama School 
of Theatre in California ? 
Mr. Papirofsky. No, not in California. 
Mr. Arens. Where was that? 
Mi. Papirofsky. In New York. 
Mr. Arens. What period of time did you teach there? 
Mr. Papirofsky. 6 or 7 months. I taught acting. 
Mr. Arens. Mr. Papirofsky, are you now, or have you ever been, a 
member of the Communist Party? 
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Mr. Papirofskt. I am not now a member of the Communist Party. 
m Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party at any 
time since you received your subjjena to appear before this committee? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirofskt. I must decline to answer that question on the 
grounds of self-incrimination. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party during 
the course of the last month ? 

Mr. Papirofskt. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. When were you served with your subpena to appear 
before this committee? Our records reflect it, but I do not have it 
readily available. 

Mr. Papirofskt. I wish you would read it to me because I do not 
have the exact date. 

Mr. Arens. You were served with your subpena to appear before 
this committee on April 16, 1958, according to our records. Does 
that refresh your recollection ? 

Mr. Papirofskt. I think that is approximately the time. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party at 
any time since you received your subpena on April 16, 1958? 

Mr. Papirofskt. 3STo, sir ; I have not. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party in 
the course of the last year ? 

Mr. Papirofskt. No, sir. Would you specify the years— 1957 and 
1958 — no, sir; I have not. 

m Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party any 
time since January 1955 ? 

Mr. Papirofskt. I must decline to answer that question on the 
grounds of self-incrimination. 

m Mr. Arens, Have you been a member of the Communist Party 
since June 1955? 

Mr. Papirofskt. No, sir. 
^ Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party any 
time since February 1955 ? 

Mr. Papirofskt. I must decline to answer that question on the 
same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Are there persons presently in the entertainment in- 
dustry who, to your certain knowledge, are or in the recent past have 
been members of the Communist Party ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirofskt. I am afraid I do not know the answer to that 
question. 

Mr. Arens. Have you resigned from the Communist Party? 

Mr. Papirofskt. The assumption is that I was a member of the 
Communist Party; and, therefore, I must respectfully decline to an- 
swer that on the basis of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a Communist, though not a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Papirofskt. The answer to that is "No." 

Mr. Arens. Have you been since January 1, 1955, a Communist? 

Mr. Papirofskt. I must decline to answer that on the same grounds. 

Mr.^ Arens. Did I understand you to say that when you were in- 
structing at the California Labor School there was no compensation 
involved ; it was a labor of love ? 
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Mr. Papirofsky. To the best of my knowledge, I think there was 
no pay. 

Mr. Ajrens. Did you know that the California Labor School was 
controlled by the Communist conspiracy ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I did not know it was so controlled, 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were teaching at the 
California Labor School ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer that on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were teaching at the 
Actors' Laboratory ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer that on the grounds pre- 
viously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Over what period of time did you teach at this Labora- 
tory? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I think it was about 6 months. 
Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you were teaching at the 
People's Drama School of Theater? 
Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer that on the same grounds. 
Mr. Arens. Are you a member of a professional trade union? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. Which one? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Eadio and Television Directors Guild. 
Mr. Arens. How long have you been connected with that organi- 
zation? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Approximately 6 years. 

Mr. Arens. Have you held any post or office in that organization? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I have never been an officer of the organization. 

Mr. Arens. During the course of your period of instructing at the 
California Labor School, the People's Drama School, or the Actors' 
Laboratory, did you ever recruit anyone into the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Papiropsky. I must decline to answer that, sir, on the same 
grounds. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papiropsky. If the intent of that question was whether I used 
my position to get members into the Communist Party, I must say 
"No* to that. 

Mr. Arens. Did you use your position as a director on behalf of 
People's Drama? 

Mr. Papiropsky. I taught acting at the People's Drama. 

Mr. Arens. I have a thermofaxed reproduction of an article ap- 
pearing in the Communist Daily "Worker entitled, "Theatre Groups, 
Noted Actors Wire Support to People's Drama." 

The wire of support from famous actors signed by half a dozen 
persons, including Joe Papirofsky, all of the executive committee of 
Actors' Laboratory Theatre, reads in part : 

Outraged at news of brutal hoodlum attack on Actors. Flagrant display of 
direct censorship. 

Kindly look at that article which Mr. Appell is now displaying to 
you and tell this committee whether or not it refreshes your recollec- 
tion, whether or not you used your prestige in the entertainment in- 
dustry in that protest. 

( The document was handed to the witness. ) 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) , 
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Mr. Papirofsky. I must say my answer is still unchanged, sir. ^ I 
have always been opposed to censorship and I would send another wire 
if there were censorship again, lending my support to an attack of this 
kind, because this was a direct attack on these people, and I felt 
at the time that it was absolutely wrong and I would do it again. 

(Document marked "Papirofsky Exhibit No. 1," and retained in 
committee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you sent that wire ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. What name did you use when you were in California? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Joseph Papirofsky. 

Mr. Arens. When did you begin the use of the name Papp ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. It was not my doing. It began at CBS. They 
have a very small type schedule and my name was too long, and they 
condensed it and they began to call me Papp, and I began to use the 
name. 

Mr. Arens. You have expressed yourself publicly with reference 
to the committee before which you are appearing today. 

Mr. Papiroeskt. Yes; I did express myself publicly, if I remem- 
ber correctly, and my opinion is exactly the same today as it was 
then. . 

Mr. Arens. Is your opinion— and I am not trying to probe your 
opinion— still in condemnation of Larry Parks, who broke from the 
Communist Party and came before the committee and identified a 
number of Communists % Axe you still hostile to that man ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Am I hostile to him ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirofsky. The feeling I would have about Mr. Parks would 
be the same feeling I would have about anybody who would gratu- 
itously injure the people who work with him in the way he did. 

Mr. Arens. What if Mr. Parks, instead of having been m the Com- 
munist conspiracy, had been in a narcotics ring and came before the 
appropriate investigating committee and identified persons active m 
the narcotics ring? Would you be in opposition to him then? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am afraid I cannot go into that question 'because 
the one 'case you mentioned with Mr. Parks, has to do with a man 
because of the way he functioned, hurt the employment of people, 
innocent people, by mentioning names, and so forth. Whereas, the 
narcotic situation is hurting men's bodies and not their thinking. 

Mr. Arens. You acclaimed Mr. Parks publicly at one time and 
used your prestige und used the glamour of your position to acclaim 
Mr. Parks when he at first refused to cooperate with the Committee 
on Un-American Activities. t 
' Mr. Papirofsky. I have no glamour and prestige. I think it is a 
misnomer to use that. , 

Mr. Arens. You let your n&me be used in acclaim of Larry Parks 
when he refused to cooperate with the Committee on Un-American 
Activities ; is that correct ? m 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes ; if you have & record of it there, I would have 
to say I did. 

Mr. Arens. Do you recall doing that % 

Mr. Papirofsky. No, sir ; I do not. ~> 
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Mr. Arens. Let nie lay before you a thermof axed reproduction of 
ail advertisement bearing the names of a number of persons: 

The Thomas Rankin Committee Must Go I 

We, the undersigned members of the acting profession, acclaim I^arry Parks 
one of the "unfriendly nineteen"; We acclaim those actors who appeared in 
Washington to protest the star chamber proceedings * * * those others who 
broadcast their indignation on the air and in the press * * * and those who 
remained to fight here. We are proud that they are upholding the finest tradi- 
tions of our profession and our country. 

This advertisement^ appeared just before Parks decided he was 
going to cooperate with the committee and it bears, among others, 
the name of J oseph Papirofsky. 

Kindly look at that and tell us whether or not you have a recol- 
lection of joining in that enterprise and letting your name be used. 

Mr. Papirofsky. "The Thomas Kankin Committee Must Go"? 

Mr. Akens. Yes; that is correct. 

Mr. Papirofsky. That is my name here. 

Mr. Arehts. Did you 'consciously and knowingly lend your name to 
that enterprise? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I think I have stated my position on" the question 
of the committee. 

Mr. Arens. Did you do so in that instance ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. My name is there so I certainly did. 

(Document marked "Papirofsky Exhibit No. 2," and retained in 
committee files.) ' 

Mr. Arens. Do you recall doing it? 

Mr. Papirofsky. No ; I do not recall. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you did it? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must refuse to answer on the same grounds as 
I mentioned before. 

Mr. Arebts. Have you knowingly lent your name in the course of 
your professional career to enterprises which to your certain knowl- 
edge were promoted by the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. -I must decline to answer that question, sir, on the 
same grounds I mentioned previously. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that would conclude the staff 
interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. MotjIiDer. -Are there any questions by the committee? 

Did counsel ask you your age ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I gave my date of birth, Representative Moulder. 

I would like to submit this, if you do not mind, sir. This is a maga- 
zine published by the State Department 'and sent to Russia — an ex- 
ample of American democracy at work. The work of this cover is 
the work of the New York Festival. Inside there is a series of pic- 
tures describing our work as descriptive of the free democratic culture. 
I see no mention of the Un-American Activities Committee, so I 
must assume what we are doing, the Department feels, is a much more 
important function. 

I also submit the Voice of America tapes that I have made to var- 
ious countries as an example of free democracy to this country. I feel 
that what I believe in can be best stated this way. 

Mr- Scheker. When you were making those Voice of America tapes, 
were you >a member of the Communist Party ? 
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Mr. Papirofsky. No, sir, I was not -a member of the Communist 
Party when I was making the Voice of America tapes. 

Mr, Scherer. Did you disclose to the State Department that you 
had been a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I must decline to answer that question on the same 
constitutional grounds as I mentioned prior. The State Department 
requested that these pictures be submitted. 

Mr. Scherer. I was talking about the tapes. 

Mr. Papirofsky. No, I must decline to answer that question on the 
grounds previously mentioned. 

Mr. Moulder. The magazine referred to by the witness will be re- 
ceived and filed with the committee in connection with your testimony 
and the recordings to which you have referred will also be received in 
connection with your testimony. 

Mr. Papirofsky. I hope to have this back. I would like to leave 
them if I can have them returned at a future date. 

Mr. Moulder. All right, they will be returned to you. 

I had forgotten what you said your age to be. 

Mr. Papirofsky. I will be 37 this coming Sunday, 

Mr. Moulder. Are you married ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, sir, and I have a 3% month old baby. 
Mr. Moulder. Were you in the Armed Forces? 
Mr. Papirofsky. Yes, sir ; I was in the Navy. I was in the service 
for 3 years. 

Mr. Moulder. At any time during your professional career or in 
connection with the work that you are doing at. the^ present time, do 
you have the opportunity to inject into your plays or into the acting or 
the entertainment supervision which you have, any propaganda in any 
way which would influence others to be sympathetic with the Com- 
munist philosophy or the beliefs of communism ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Sir, the plays we do are Shakespeare's plays. 
Shakespeare said, "To thine own self be true," and. various other lines 
from Shakespeare can hardly be said to be subversive or influencing 
minds. I cannot control the writings of Shakespeare. He wrote 
plays 500 years ago. 

I am in no position in any plays where I work to influence what 
the final product will be, except artistically and except in terms of 
my job as a producer. 

m Mr. Moulder. My point is, do you intentionally control the opera- 
tion of the entertainment which you produce or supervise for the 
purpose of influencing sympathy toward communism? That is my 
point. 

Mr. Papirofsky. The answer to that is obviously "No." The plays 
speak for themselves. I began to mention the plays that we did. 
Maybe some of these plays might be considered propagandists 

Mr. Arens. We are not concerned with the plays and you know we 
are not, and there is no suggestion here by this chairman or anyone 
else that Shakespeare was a Communist. That is ludicrous ana ab- 
surd. That is the Commie line. 

The inquiry of this committee is solely with reference to Communist 
activities, Communist propaganda, the extent to which Communists, 
people in the Communist Party, have used their prestige in the theater 
to promote Communists; and ior you to twist this testimony^ in the 
presence of the public press here to give an implication that the 
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chairman is trying to elicit information from you that Shakespeare 
was subversive or this committee is investigating Shakespeare, in- 
vestigating that type of thing, is not only ludicrous, but it is highly 
unfair. 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am sorry. I think you misunderstand me. 
Mr. Arens. I did not misunderstand you. 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am saying that over the past years I have been 
devoting all my energies to this project, in which the plays of Shake- 
speare are most important. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been devoting some of your energy to the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I think I have answered all of those questions the 
way you have put them forward to me. 

Mr. Moulder. I was very much impressed by your straightforward 
and honest replies to counsel concerning your background and your 
work. When it comes to the question of whether you h>ve*been ac- 
tively connected with the Communist Party, that is a different mat- 
ter. I do not intend to interrogate you about your philosophies or 
beliefs unless you volunteer to submit that information. 

Mr. Papirofsky. I voluntarily submitted that information because 
I think it is important in terms of how I am to be judged by anybody. 

Mr. Moulder. Have you undergone any change in your beliefs, in 
your philosophies or social beliefs, and the form of government we 
should have, during the past 2 or 3 years? Have you changed your 
opinion in that connection ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. Changed my opinion from what? 

Mr. Moulder. In your philosophy of government or form of gov- 
ernment we should have. 

Mr. Papirofsky. My opinions change constantly, and they have 
changed from time to time on many, many subjects. 

Mr. Moulder. You understand, of course, the Communist philos- 
ophy is antispiritual, antireligious, and is very much in conflict with 
our system in the American form of government and the American 
way of life. Do you agree with that ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I am not antispiritual or antireligious in any way. 

Mr. Moulder. You mentioned a while ago that to give names of 
other people, such as Larry Parks, you considered wrong, when it does 
injury to other people ? 

Mr. Papirofsky, Yes. 

Mr. Moulder. If communism is not subversive or a danger to our 
American form of government and our way of life, then what harm 
is done by revealing the names of people, who are active in the Com- 
munist Party and the Communist movement ? 

Mr. Papirofsky. First, the question assumes I know these people. 

Mr. Moulder. I am not asking you that. I am asking you, as a 
result of your statement, what harm is done if communism is not 
subversive and is not a threat to our form of government, and the 
American way of lif e 2 then what harm does it do to reveal the names 
of people who are active members of the Communist Party, if that is 
true? 

Mr. Papirofsky. I understand the question, Eepresentative 
Moulder. You know there is a blacklisting device that lists in the in- 
dustry ; and the naming of people this way does deny these people the 
right to work, which I think is terribly unfair and un-American.

Mr. Arens. Who denies them the right to work? 

Mr. PapirOeskt. Because of the kinds of publicity accumulated at 
these hearings, as was indicated yesterday, one of the people was. 

Mr, Arens. ^ Do you think it is in the public interest for those who 
are in a conspiracy to be engaged in public media of expression? 

Mr. Papiroesky. Do I think people should know about this, did you 

r. Arens. Do you think it is wrong to disassociate from public 
media of expression, in this country, people who are secret members 
of a conspiracy which has as its vowed objective the overthrow of this 
Government by force and violence ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papiroesky. I just think it is wrong to deny anybody employ- 
ment because of their political beliefs. 

Mr. Arens. Do you think it is wrong to employ them if they are 
members of a conspiratorial apparatus ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Papirofsky. This question that you ask assumes that there is a 
conspiracy and that I know about it, and I must decline to answer it 
on the same grounds. 

(Witness excused.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Benjamin Steinberg, come forward please. 

Mr. MoiHiDER. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony you are 
about to give before this subcommittee of the United States Con- 
gress will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
so help you God? 

Mr. Steinberg. I do. 

TESTIMONY OP BEN STEINBERG, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 
VICTOR RABINOWITZ 

Mr. Arens. Please identify yourself by name, residence, and oc- 
cupation. 

Mr. Steinberg. My name is Ben Steinberg. I live at 520 East 
90th Street, and I am a professional musician. 

Mr. Arens. Would you kindly spell your name, please ? 

Mr. Steinberg. B-e-n S-t-e-i-n-b-e-r-g. I was born Benjamin, as 
you said, but I always use Ben. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing today, Mr. Steinberg, in response 
to a subpena which was served upon you by the House Commit- 
tee on Un-American Activities % 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Are you represented by counsel? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel ; kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. Eabinowitz. Victor Rabinowitz, 25 Broad Street, New York. 
Mr. Aden's. Where are you employed, Mr. Steinberg ? 
Mr. Steinberg. I am employed m Music Man and in many other 
odd places where I do free-lance work. 
Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Steinberg. I am a musician. I am what is called an outside 
contractor and I am a violinist and I am assistant conductor. 
Mr. Arens. What do you mean by an outside contractor ? 
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Mr. Steinberg. I am only hesitating because I am trying to figure 
out how to make it as short as possible. The hiring methods in our 
industry are rather varied, as they are in many others. # 



Mr. Steinberg. An outside contractor is a man who represents the 
choices of people concerned with the production of a musical show 
with a theater contractor who is the only person officially empowered 
to engage musicians in New York City. 

Mr. Arens. Do you participate in any way as an outside con- 
tractor in selecting the musicians who are to play in these produc- 
tions ? 

Mr. Steinberg. In some way, yes. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us about that, please, sir. 

Mr. Steinberg. When one starts to put together an orchestra for 
a show, there are many people involved in the choices of musicians. 
For instance, there may "be a composer who might want a particular 
musician; a musical director mignt want certain people; somebody 
working in the office might have a musician. The theater contractor, 
of course, will have choices and the theater owners will have choices. 

Usually these choices come down to perhaps 99 choices for 24 jobs 
and then I would get together with the theater contractor, and we 
would try to iron out a list of 24. 

Mr. Arens. You, then, participate in the selection of the musicians 
who are to play ; is that correct ? 

Mr. Steinberg. That is true. 

Mr. Arens. Did you do so in Music Man ? 

Mr, Steinberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did you do so in Golden Apple ? 

Mr. Steinberg. In Golden Apple I would say "No." In fact, I be- 
lieve I was one of the last people engaged for Golden Apple. 
Mr. Arens. Were you engaged as a conductor? 
Mr. Steinberg. As assistant conductor. 

Mr. Arens. Did you participate in any other productions in the 
last few years? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, I have conducted quite a number of things. 
I was musical director for Sandhog, which is a musical at the Phoenix 
Theater. I conducted for Ballet Theater. I conducted odd shows, 
single things, records, different things like that. 

Mr. Arens. In the production in which you are presently engaged, 
did you participate in the hiring of June Eotenberg? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Arens. Did you recommend that June Eotenberg be hired? 

Mr. Steinberg. No, I did not have to because she had worked for 
the same people immediately prior to this and since she is one of the 
most famous of the bass players in New York, she is more than wel- 
come in any orchestra. 

Mr. Arens. Did you recommend or participate favorably in behalf 
of Sterling Hunkins in the orchestra? 

Mr. Steinberg. In this case it is not necessary because he is the first 
cello favorite of the theater contractor and I would have no objection 
to so fine a cellist as Mr. Hunkins. 

Mr. Arens. Do you know whether or not June Eotenberg is a 
member of the Communist Party ? 
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Mr. Steinberg. I would like to read a short statement in answer to 
this question, please ; 

The committee's investigation is not in fact being carried on for 
the purposes set forth in the resolution creating it It has harmed 
one of the finest symphony orchestras in the country— an orchestra 
whose Far Eastern tour for the State Department was so fantastically 
successful that official citations were received from Far Eastern gov- 
ernments and foreign musical organizations were formed in its honor. 

It is now 11 years since the first investigation of cultural artists, 
and this is the fourth consecutive year in New York City. I consider 
this a,n illegal harassment of members of the entertainment industry. 

This is beyond the jurisdiction of the committee as it is defined m 
the House enabling resolution. It is not pertinent to any subject 
within the committee's jurisdiction. 

The resolution creating this committee is unconstitutionally vague 
and, hence, invalid as the Supreme Court held in the Watkins case, and 
the question put by the chairman invades those privileges which I 
consider to be my birthright, the freedom of association, and the 
freedom of religion. 

Since I will not testify as to my own associations and beliefs, I 
would certainly not testify as to others. 

Mi*. Moulder. Those are your reasons for answer ? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Moulder.^ The committee directs and orders the witness to 
answer the question propounded by counsel. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. Now, kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Steinberg. I must decline to answer this question for the same 
reasons. 

Mr. Arens. Let the record be clear. We want the record to be 
absolutely clear. We have asked you if you know or do not know if 
June Eotenberg is a member of the Communist Party. You have 
declined to answer that question, but you have not thus far invoked 
those provisions of the fifth amendment which give you the privilege 
of not giving information against yourself which you think could be 
used in a criminal proceeding. Do you understand that ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I understand it and I do not think anything can be 
used in criminal proceedings against me. I believe that the fifth 
amendment 

Mr. Arens. Do you understand the question? The question is, Do 
you know whether J une Eotenberg is a Communist ? 

The reason why we want you to answer that question is because it is 
our information that June Eotenberg is, or in the recent past has been, 
a member of the Communist Party and she, along with others, has been 
engaged with you in Communist activities. - 

. We are interested in one thing and that is communism and Com- 
munist activities. The reason why we want to know that is because 
this committee has pending before it legislative proposals, dealing 
not with musicians as you would make the press believe, but with 
Communists and Communist activities ; and for the purpose of apprais- 
ing that legislation, it is necessary for this committee to have factual 
information. 
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"We have, we think, an instance here in which, if you will answer 
the question, we can develop facts which will be of use to this com- 
mittee iiuts legislative functions. 

Let the record be absolutely clear. Tou are not invoking, I take 
it, the fifth amendment in response to questions as to whether or not, 
to your certain knowledge, June Eotenberg is a member of the Com- 
munist Party. I just want the record to be clear on that issue. 

Mr. Steinberg. I think I said 11 years of investigation of this 
industry is a little bit too much for legislative use and justification, 
besides which that, although I believe every word of the fifth amend- 
ment is immortal— part of the Constitution of the United States— I 
believe that its use by citizens has been under attack and I believe 
that it is my patriotic duty to resist this attack by basing my defense 
here on the fact that Congress has reserved to the people the right of 
free association and free speech and it has specifically denied this area 
to Government. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, so the record can be clear, so clear no one 
can misunderstand it, in view of the fact that there has been an answer 
intervening here, I request that you again direct the witness to answer 
the question as to whether or not he knows if June Eotenberg is a 
member of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Moulder. Yes, the witness is ordered and directed to answer 
the question. 

Mr. Steinberg. I decline to -answer for the same reasons. 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us whether or not to your certain knowl- 
edge Sterling Hunkins is a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I decline to answer for the same reasons. 

Mr. Arens. Do those reasons encompass the provisions of the fifth 
amendment against self-incrimination? 

Mr. Steinberg. Do you mean for me ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Steinberg. They do not. 

Mr. Arens. In other words, you are not invoking the provisions of 
the fifth ^ amendment which give you the privilege of not giving 
information that could be used against you in criminal proceedings ? 

Mr. Steinberg. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully request the witness be ordered and di- 
rected to answer this last outstanding question. I am willing to repeat 
the recitation I gave before with respect to June Eotenberg, which is 
also applicable to Sterling Hunkins. 

' I respectfully request that the witness be ordered and directed to 
answer this question. 

Mr. MouiiDER. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Steinberg. I refuse to answer that. That invades my privacy 
of association and free speech. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Steinberg. I refuse to answer this question on the same 
grounds. 

Mr. Moulder. In other words, you are refusing to answer for all 
of the reasons you have previously stated throughout your testimony 
for refusing to answer ? 
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Mr. Steinberg. Thank you, Mr. Chairman; that is right. 

Mr. Arens. What has been your past employment over the course 
of, say, the last 3 or 4 years ? You have told us about your connection 
with Music Man and Golden Apple and 1 or 2 others. Can you give 
us a few of the highlights of the principal employment you have had ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I think that is principally it, as far as jobs of any 
length of time are concerned. . I may play a single record date here " 
or there or conduct a day here or there. 

Mr. Arens. Were you the conductor for a ballet presented in Los 
Angeles by a Greek theater association? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes; I was. 

Mr.AjRENS. When was that? 

Mr. Steinberg. Last August, the beginning of the month. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have anything to do m that instance with the 
employment of people? 

Mr. Steinberg. No. Since this is an orchestra engaged there, 1 
do not know the musicians available and who are working and who 
are not. They have someone there who does that. 

Mr. Ajiens. Do you belong to a musician's union? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. What is that? 

Mr. Steinberg. It is a fine union. Local 802. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever held any office or post in the union? 

Mr. Steinberg. Wo, sir. . 

Mr. Arens. Did you make a trip for the Symphony o± the Air 
under the auspices of the State Department ? ^ , 

Mr. Steinberg. I did not. This was an instance m which I should 
have been asked since I was a regular member of the NBC under 
ToseaninL However, I was not invited, so I did not go. 

Mr. Arens. Did you take any of the trips? 

Mr. Steinberg. No. I want to say m alluding to the orchestra 
that was hurt, in my statement, I meant the Symphony of the Air, sir. 

Mr. Ajrens. Were you connected, or have you been connected, with 
the Metropolitan Music School, Inc.? m 

Mr. Steinberg. Well, actually, no. There is this slight relation- 
ship with the Metropolitan Music School. I had been asked to give 
this school a scholarship and I at first refused because I just do not 
like to teach. . 

However, since some of the teachers are of very fine standing and 
they said the school needed help, I did agree to give a scholarship 
for this school. However, this scholarship was never taken advan- 
tage Of. 

I never gave a lesson for the school either at the school or any place 
else. My actual association with the school was, therefore, nil. How- 
ever, I must object to the kind of thing being said about this music 
school. I did not see a conspiracy in this school. 

Mr. Ajrens. Do you know any Communists in the school ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I decline to answer that for the other reasons. 

Mr. Arens. When you say there is no conspiracy in the school, you 
know, do you not, that this committee conducted such an investiga- 
tion? . » .-. vr 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, and your informer said politics was never 
mixed with music.

Mr. Arens. Most of the key people were identified under oath as 
members of the Communist conspiracy, Communist Party, When 
given the opportunity to deny the identification, they all invoked the 
privileges of the fifth amendment. Do you know that ? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, but I also know I read in the Herald Tribune 
that one person who cooperated with the committee said that politics 
was never mixed with music at the school, so to me it is simply a music 
school to teach music to children. 

Mr. Arens. Did you support the V. J. Jerome Defense Committee? 
Did you lend your name to that enterprise ? 

Mr. Steinberg. Mr. Chairman, this particular trial was, I felt, 
one of the most important in the last decade or more since this was 
the first time, I believe, people were being prosecuted for belief rather 
than deed. 

# I was asked to help raise funds for Mr. Jerome's defense. I felt 
since this trial was important, I felt Mr. Jerome deserved, like any 
other defendant, a right to a fair trial, the right to legal counsel, the 
right to raise moneys to pay his legal counsel, and all of the other 
expensive procedures of a court trial. 

*■ Although I offered and I did try very hard to get musicians to appear 
at a rally at which they would raise money for Mr. Jerome's defense, 
I was much saddened by the fact that many^ many fine musicians who 
agreed that, although they did not agree with Mr. Jerome's political 
views, nevertheless, they still felt he had a right to competent defense, 
but were afraid to play at this rally because they were afraid they 
would lose their j obs. 

I think this is one of the basic wrongs that 20 years of investigations 
of this kind has done, and that is, I believe, someone does have the 
right to defend an unpopular defendant in America. 

That is the kind of America that I grew up in and the kind I want 
back. 

Mt.Arens. Who was Mr. Jerome? 

Mr. Steinberg. I believe he was one of the first 11 people to be in- 
dicted under the Smith Act. 
Mr. Arens. As a what? 

Mr. Steinberg. I suppose he was an official of the Communist 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist when you undertook to elicit 
financial support for Mr. Jerome ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I did not quite finish. As I said, I was saddened by 
the fact that musicians who agreed with the principle, would not 
perform. Since I was unsuccessful in getting people to play at this 
particular rally, my association with, the committee ended at that point. 

Mr, Arens. Were you a Communist when you were soliciting funds 
for Jerome? 

Mr. Steinberg. Mr. Chairman, I must decline to answer that on 
the same grounds as before. 

Mr. Moui/DER. Without repeating the causes, you are now asserting 
and claiming all of the reasons which you have heretofore stated 
throughout your testimony as a reason for not answering? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Who solicited you to solicit funds for Jerome,? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
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Mr. Steinberg. Mr. Chairman, the idea of naming someone for this 
committee is repugnant to me. It is just an assault to me on my own 
personal dignity. I could not possibly turn informer and I decline to 
answer on all of the previous grounds I suggested. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Arens. It is clear you are not invoking the fifth amendment* 
Mr. Steinberg. It is very clear. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been a participant in the Young Communist 
League? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Steinberg. I must decline to answer that on the same grounds, 
Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Moulder. It is understood whenever you say on the same 
grounds that means all of the previous reasons stated by you in the 
course of your testimony. 

Mr. Arens. Has the Communist Party^ ever given you recommenda- 
tions of persons to hire or persons not to hire ? 4 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Steinberg. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. I want this record to be clear on one question I believe 
we covered before, but which I want to repeat so that the record is clear. 

Sir, are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Steinberg. I have stated, my answers and I am sure the com- 
mittee does not want me to repeat them. I have stated my reasons 
for not answering, and I am sure the committee does not want me to 
repeat them. I feel my privileges of free speech are inviolate 

Mr. Ajrens. Are you invoking those provisions of the fifth amend- 
ment to the question : Are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I do not. 

Mr. Arens. Do you refuse to answer the question ? 

Mr. Steinberg. I do. t 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully request the witness be directed and 
ordered to answer the question, and if he wants me to, I will again 
explain the legislative purpose and the like. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Steinberg. I understand. My answer remains the same. 
Mr. Moulder. You are not requesting counsel for additional in- 
formation? 
Mr. Steinberg. No, I want a smoke. 

Mr. Moulder. You say you are not asserting any of the provisions 
under the first and fifth amendments of the Constitution ? 

Mr. Steinberg. Yes, my free association and my free speech. I 
felt that my privileges of free association and free speech under the 
first amendment were being violated. m 

Mr. Moulder. They were clearly stated by you in your response tor 
refusing to answer, is that correct, but you, are not claiming under 
the'fifth amendment? 

Mr. Steinberg. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. I suggest that would conclude the staff interrogation. 
Mr. Moulder. The committee will stand in recess for 5 minutes. 
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(Brief recess.) 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will be in order. 

Mr. Arens. Will Paul Villard kindly come forward? 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony which 
you are about to give before this committee will be the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Vtllard. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF PAUL VILLARD, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 
VICTOR RABINOWITZ 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and 
occupation. 

Mr. Villard. Paul Villard, 245 W. 104th, New York, musician and 
singer. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearing in response to a subpena which 
was served upon you by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities ? 

Mr. Villard. I am. 

Mr. Arens. You are represented by counsel ? 
Mr. Villard. Yes, sir. 

Mr.AjRENS. Counsel^ kindly identify yourself. 
Mr. Eabinowitz. Victor Eabinowitz, 25 Broad Street, New York 
City. 

Mr. Ajrens. Are you employed, Mr. Villard ? 
Mr. Villard. I am unemployed at the present time. 
Mr. Ajrens. Where were you last employed? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Villard. I do free-lance work and have not had regular em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Arens. What type of free-lance work ? 
Mr. Villard. Musician and singer. 
Mr. Arens. When were you last employed? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Villard. I decline to answer that question on the ground of 
the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arews. Do you likewise decline to answer where you were 
last employed? 

Mr. Villard. Yes. 

Mr. Ajrens. I am trying to abbreviate an interrogation that could 
last extensively. 

Have you permitted your name and talents to be used for Com- 
munist causes and Communist enterprises? 

Mr. Villard. This question inquires into my private beliefs and 
political association and, therefore, I decline to answer on the basis 
of the first amendment. I further decline, claiming the honorable 
privilege of the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you signed a nominating petition for the Com- 
munist Party in New York ? 
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Mr. Villard. I decline to answer on the previous grounds. 
Mr. Arens. Mr. Villard, are you now a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Villard. I decline to answer on the previous grounds. 
Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest that will' conclude the interroga- 
tion of this witness. 
Mr. Moulder. The witness is excused. 
(The witness was excused.) 
Mr. Arens. Mr. Richard Sasuly. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you solemnly swear that the testimony which you 
are about to give to this subcommittee will be the truth, the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, so help you God ? 

Mr. Sasuly. I do. 

TESTIMONY OF RICHARD SASULY, ACCOMPANIED BY COUNSEL, 
VICTOR RABINOWITZ 

Mr. Arens. Kindly identify yourself by name, residence, and occu- 
pation. 

Mr. Sasuly. My name is Richard Sasuly. I live at 232 East 36th 
Street, New York City. I am a writer. 

Mr. Arens. For purposes of identification, have you been known 
under any other name? 

Mr. Sasuly. Some year and a half ago, Counsel, when you asked 
me that question in executive session, I refused to answer it. I have. 
I do not think it has become more germane in the time gone by. 

Mr. Aiiens. Why do you refuse to answer ? 

Mr. Sasuly. I think it is of no possible concern to you, it is of no 
public concern, and I decline to answer on the basis of the first and 
fifth amendments. 

Mx. Arens. Have you been known by the name of Alex Furth? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. What was the name under which you were born? 

Mr. Sasuly. The name I gave to you. 

Mr. Arens. You are appearingtoday in response to a subpena which 
was served on you by the House Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties? 

Mr. Sasuly. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. And you are represented by counsel? 

Mr. Sasuly. I am. 

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify jourself. 

Mr. Eabinowitz. Victor Rabinowitz, 25 Broad Street. 

Mr. Ajosns. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Sasuly. That is a question you asked a year and a half ago. 
I can hardly s believe that you have forgotten. It is a private mat- 
ter. I refused to answer >on the ground stated. 

Mr. Moulder. So the record might be clear, when you say you 
decline to answer on the same ground for the reasons previously stated, 
do you intend to invoke your privilege under the firstand fifth amend- 
ments every time you make that statement? 

Mr. Sasuly. I do. Thank you, Mr. Chairman, for bringing it up. 

Mr. Arens. Where were you born? 

Mr. Sasuly. Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Arens. When? 
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Mr. SAsuLT.'December 14, 1913. 

Mr. Arehts. A word about your education. 

Mr. Sa&uvt. The public schools in Washington, the University of 
• Arizona. 

Mr. Ajrbits. When did you complete your formal education ? 
Mr. Sasult. I went to the University' of Arizona until 1935 and 
I did a year at Columbia University after that. 
Mr. Arens. Did you receive an M. A. at Columbia ? 
Mr. Sasult. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. What year ? 
Mr. Sasult. 1936. 

Mr, Aben^ Give us the principal employments you have had since 
you reached adulthood. 

Mr. Sasult. I will add to what I said before, Mr. Counsel, that none 
of my activities have been criminal or have been in any criminal area 
at any time under any circumstances. Other than that, I refuse to 
answer on the same grounds as I stated, 

Mr. Scherer. How can you invoke the fifth amendment ? Tou say 
none of your activities has involved anything of a criminal nature. 
How can you possibly say you refuse to answer on the ground that, 
it might incriminate you ? 

I ask you to direct the witness to answer the question, Mr. Chairman, 
in view of his statement. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is so ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Sasult. It seems to me. sir, that there is a distinct possibility 
that answers here may be used for the basis 6f some unjustified prosecu- 
tion, and for that reason I stand on the ground I stated before. 

Mr. Scherer. That is not the law. 

Mr* Arens. Have you been employed by the Federal Government? 
Mr. Sasult. I refuse to answer on the grounds previously stated. 
Mr. Arens< Do you know Nathan Gregory Silvermaster? 
Mr. Sasult. I refuse to answer on the same grounds. 
Mr. Arens. He was your boss at one time in the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Sasult. I refuse to answer that question on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Can you help this committee with respect to any 
espiohage activities engaged in by Nathan Gregory Silvermaster? 

Mr. Sasult. I made a blanket statement, sir, as to myself and my 
activities covering a lifetime. I am 44 years old. I am making no 
further statement as to any other individual. 

Mn Arens* Do you know whether or not Nathan Gregory Silver- 
master has engaged in espionage? 

Mr* Sasult. I would doubt it extremely, but I certainly do not 
know. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever applied for a United States passport? 
Mr. Sasult. I refuse to answer the question on the grounds stated 
before. 

Mr. Arens. Do you honestly apprehend if you told this committee 
while you are under oath whether you applied for a United States pass- 
port you might be supplying information which might be used against 
you in a criminal proceeding ? 

Mr. Sasul*t. If you are asking me if I can visualize how that would 
be dtin$, I can visualize how such t prosecution could result. 
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Mr. Ajkens. Did you in any passport application make a misrepre- 
sentation of fact? 

Mr. Sasu&y. That goes to your previous question, and I decline to 
answer. 

Mr. Aeen's. Are you the author of a book entitled, "I, G. Farben"? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same grounds stated. 

Mr. Arens. Are you a propagandist now for the Communist Party 
of the United States under the name of Alex Furth ? 

Mr, Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same ground. 

Mr. Arenb. I put it to you as a fact, sir, and ask you to affirm or 
deny^ the fact that you are right now a propagandists the Com- 
munist conspiracy under the Communist Party. If it is not true, 
deny it while you are under oath. 

Mr. Sasttlt. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever served in the United States Army? 

Mr. Sasuly. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Arens. You were in the intelligence service of the United States 
Army, were you not ? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer any details of my Army service. 
If it is really genuinely germane, you can find out from the United 
States Army. 

Mr. Soherer. I request that you direct the witness to answer the 
question as to whether or not he served in the intelligence division 
of the Army. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr, Soherer. How could that possibly incriminate you? 

Mr. Sasuly. Mr. Chairman, I decline to answer on the same 
grounds. I decline to answer on the same grounds specified before. 

Mr. Soherer. Do you mean to tell us that answering the question 
as to whether you served in the intelligence service of the United 
States Army might tend to incriminate you? How foolish can we 
get? 

Mr. Sasuly. I do not believe that is foolish. I decline to answer on 
the grounds stated before. 

Mr. Arens. Did you engage in any illegal activities while you were 
in the intelligence service? 

Mr. Sasuly. Emphatically, no. I have already stated that. I have 
not engaged in any illegal activities at any time. 

Mr. Soherer. Then, again, I a$k that you direct the witness to 
answer the question whether he was ever in the intelligence service 
of the United States Army. If he says he engaged in no illegal activi- 
ties, how can he possibly invoke the fifth amendment? 

Mr. Moulder. You are directed and ordered then to answer the 
question by Congressman Scherer. 

Mr. Sasuly. My answer to the Congressman is the same as before. 

Mr. Arens. Were you Chief of Intelligence and Liaison for the 
Finance Division of the United States Military Government? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist conspiracy 
while you occupied that position? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same ground. 

Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you a few thermof ax ex- 
hibits. One is from the Daily People's World, August 23, 1948, re- 
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view by Richard Sasuly of a book which attacks the American Legion* 
Kindly look at that article as it is displayed to you and tell the 
committee while you are under oath whether you are the author of 
the article. 

Mr. Sasuly. On the basis of the same reasons which I stated to 
you before, Mr. Counsel, including the great lapse of time between 
when you first interrogated me and now, I decline to answer your 
question invoking the first, fifth, and sixth amendments of the Con- 
stitution. 

(Document marked "Sasuly Exhibit No. 1" and retained in commit- 
tee files.) 

Mr. Ajsens. Have you authored articles attacking congressional 
committees, not only the Committee on Un-American Activities which, 
of course, is attacked by all Communists, but other congressional com- 
mittees? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same grounds. 
^ Mr. Arens. We should like to display to you a thermof ax reproduc- 
tion of an article appearing in the Daily People's World, (March 19, 
1948) , by Richard Sasuly, attacking various congressional commit- 
tees, including the Committee on Un-American Activities. 

Mr. Sasttly. Is there a question with that? 

Mr. Arens. Did you author the article just displayed to you? 

Mr. Sastoy. I decline to answer on the grounds stated, including 
the first, fifth, and sixth amendments. 

(Document marked "Sasuly Exhibit No. 2," and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Soherer. Do you know, Witness, when you wrote those articles, 
whether or not the readers of the articles knew that you were a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party? 

Mr. SAStiiiY. I decline to answer that question, Congressman, on 
the same grounds. 

Mr. Scherer. Did you tell them that you were ? 

(No response.) 

Mr. Arens.- Here is a thermofax copy of an article — New York 
World Telegram, August 4, 1948 — that prompts our interest in con- 
nection with espionage and espionage agents to which I should like to" 
direct your attention. It is with reference to a man by the name of 
Nathan Gregory Silvermaster. 

Part of this article reads : 

Under the surveillance of FBI agents, she [Elizabeth Bentley] spent an evening 
with the Silvermasters and two guests, Eichard and Elizabeth Sasuly. She 
[Elizabeth Bentley] reported to the FBI that Mr. Silvermaster was "very 
cagey" — 

and the like. 

Do you recall that evening referred to in this article when you were 
in session with Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and Elizabeth Bentley ? 

Look at the article and see if it refreshes your recollection and tell 
this committee whether or not that is a truthful recitation of the facts. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
' Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer that question on the same grounds 
already invoked here. ' 

(Document marked "Sasuly Exhibit No. 3 3 " and retained in com- 
mittee files.) 
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Mr. Schejreb. I think the record should show who Elizabeth Bentley 

is. 

Mr. Arens. Elizabeth Bentley is a person who courageously 
served in the Communist conspiracy at the behest of her Government 
and testified respecting this group which is so casually passed off to 
the American people as a political enterprise, but whieh m truth and 
fact, so the abundance of testimony says, is part and parcel of the 
international conspiracy. 

Have you been an author of a series of articles in the Daily People's 
World, and Our World ? 

Would you kindly answer the question ? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer on the same grounds, 

Mr. Akens. Have you, over the course of the last 10 years, been one 
of the principal propaganda agents in the United States for the 
Communist Party? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer that question, Mr. Counsel, on the 
same grounds statedbef ore. 

Mr. Arens. I put it to you as a fact, sir, that over the course of the 
last several years you have been one of the principal propaganda 
agents in the United States for the Communist Party under various 
pseudonyms. If that is not true, please deny it while you are under 
oath. 

Mr. Sasuly. For all of the reasons stated before this is a repeti- 
tion of the same questions asked me before and I decline to answer. 

Mr. Aeens. Mr. Chairman, as I have indicated here in the ques- 
tioning, we have a great number of exhibits, all of which might well 
be characterized as I have in a few instances in undertaking to^ elicit 
from the witness information as to his activities and participation in 
Communist propaganda. 

I would suggest that the remaining exhibits be retained in the 
committee files. 

In view of the fact that we have a number of other witnesses to be 
heard, I respectfully suggest we conclude the interrogation of this 
witness at this time. 

Mr. Moulder. Are there any questions, Governor Tuck ? 

Mr. Tuck. No, sir. 

Mr. Moulder. Mr. Scherer ? 

Mr. Scherer. Witness, have you ever received any compensation 
directly or indirectly from the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Sasuly. I decline to answer that, Congressman, on the same 
grounds previously stated. 

Mr. Scherer. Have you ever received any compensation directly or 
indirectly from the Soviet Union ? 

Mr. Sasuly. Congressman, I have told you several times in the 
course of this interrogation I have participated in no criminal activity 
of any kind whatsoever. Other than that, I am not going to answer 
questions as to the work I have done or why I have done it or under 
what circumstances. Therefore, I refuse to answer that question on 
the same grounds. 

Mr. Scherer. Let us ask specifically without any reference to any 
possible criminal activities, have you received any compensation, 
either directly or indirectly, from the Communist Party or from the 
Soviet Union for any of your writings ? 
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Mr. Sastji*y. For the reasons just stated, I refuse to answer that 
question. 

Mr.ScHERER. I have no further questions. 
Mr. Moulder. The witness is excused. 
(The witness was excused.) 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Clifford Carpenter, kindly come forward.

You are appearing before this committee today in re- 
sponse to a subpena served upon you by the Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities? 

Mr. Carpenter. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. You are not represented by counsel ? 

Mr. Carpenter. That is correct. 

Mr. Arens. Under the rules of this committee, you have the privi- 
lege of counsel. 



Mr. Arens. Where are you employed? 

Mr. Carpenter. I am an actor and I am in a play called Sunrise at 
Campobello. 
Mr. Arens. That* is a play here? 
Mr. Carpenter. Yes, in New York City. 
Mr. Arens. How long have you been so engaged ? 
Mr. Carpenter. Since the play opened. 
Mr. Arens. When was that? 

Mr. Carpenter. It opened the latter part of January in New York. 

Mr. Arebfs. What have been the principal employments you have 
had in the past few years ? 

Mr. Carpenter. I have been an actor in the theater, and in the last 
few years I worked practically not at all in radio and television. I 
used to do a lot in radio and television. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been working in the legitimate theater? 

Mr. Carpenter. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Can you give us a word or two about the places of 
your employment? 

Mr. Carpenter. I was in the play, Inherit the Wind. 

Mr. Arens. Was that produced by Herman Shumlin ? 

Mr. Carpenter. Yes. I was in Caesar and Cleopatra, by George 
Bernard Shaw ; Eve of Saint Mark, by Maxwell Anderson. 

Mr. Arens.^ Doeg that cover the principal employments which you 
have had? 

Mr. Carpenter. I have been art acfor for many, many years and 
I have been in many, many plays. 
Mr: Arens, Do you know a man by the name of Berthold Brecht? 
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Mr, Carpenter. I don't know him, but I know who he is. 
Mr. Arens. Who is he? 

Mr. Carpenter. He is a dramatist, author, and playwright. 

Mr. Arens. Where is he now ? 

Mr. Carpenter. I think he is dead. 

Mr. Arens. Did he go behind the Iron Curtain? 

Mr. Carpenter. You know, any answers that I can give you, sir, 
are purely what I have read in the newspapers or elsewhere, I don't 
have any personal knowledge of him.

Mr. Arens. Counsel, kindly identify yourself. 

Mr. Boudin. Leonard Boudin, New York City. That is sufficient 
identification for you, Mr. Counsel? 

Mr. Arens. I believe it is. 

Kindly tell us if you have been known by any name other than 
Portnoy. 

Mr. Portnoy. I must decline to answer that question for reasons 
I gave you at executive session. 
Mr. Arens. What were those reasons, please ?

Mr. Arens. We would like to display to you an advertisement 
under music schools, New York Teacher News, Parkway Institute and 
the like, with Leon N. Portnoy, director. 
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~ Kindly look at the advertisement -and tell this committee* while 
you are under oath if that is a correct identification of yourself as 
director of that institute. 

Mr. Portnoy. New York Teacher News? 

Mr. Arens. Yes. 

Mr. Portnoy. I decline to answer that question, sir, for the same 
reasons already given. 

(Document marked "Portnoy Exhibit No. 1" und retained in com- 
mittee files.) 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever served in the Armed Forces ? 

Mr. Portnoy. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever lived in Chicago ? 

Mr. Portnoy. No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Do you suppose we have the wrong name here? We 
have the name of Leon Portnoy, Chicago, Army Air Force, as one 
who was petitioning against the indictment of the 12 Communist 
leaders.

Mr. Arens. Look at this exhibit -and tell us whether or not y ou are 
the Leon Portnoy who signed that open letter on behalf of the 12

Mr. Portnoy. This is bad work on the part of whoever did it. 

Mr. Arens. We certainly -apologize.

Mr. Silber. I will not deny or confirm that. I would like to know 
how that applies to the purposes of the committee. 

Mr. Soherer. I think the counsel of this committee has explained 
to hira why we want the information. He is a Communist propa- 
gandist using a pen name, and we have a right to know it, and I 
request you to direct the witness to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is directed to answer the question. 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Silber. Despite the fact that the question and the reason for 
the question have been explained to me, I still fail to see any proper 
legislative purpose being served by the question or by a possible an- 
swer to the question. 

Mr. Arbns. Would it help you to say that we have legislation pend- 
ing before the committee to cope with propaganda ? 

We think you are a Communist propagandist. 
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Mr, Silber. Since you phrase the question that way and base the 
assumption of a pen name on Communist propagandist, I consider 
that to be invading my privacy. 

You are questioning me about associations or articles of any kind 
that I may have or may not have written for political purposes. 
You say "Communist propaganda." 

Mr. Arens. The Communists constantly say that. Every Commu- 
nist propagandist, every time he gets the opportunity, tries to pervert 
a question relating to communism to one of thought control, one of 
political activity, trying to bamboozle the American people into be- 
lieving that the Communist Party is a political party, and you are 
doing that right now. 

I request, Mr. Chairman, that you direct and order the witness to 
answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is so directed to answer the question. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Soherer. He has had ample time to answer the question. 

Mr. Silber. I have been directed to answer it, so I would like to 
explain my reasons for not answering it. They may not be well and 
sufficient but if you are satisfied with them . 

Mr. Scherer. We are not satisfied. You have had time to answer. 

Mr. Silber. I would like to state that I have not made it clear that 
I have not stated all of my reasons for refusing to answer this ques- 
tion. I have not invoked all of the reasons for refusing to answer 
that question. 

Mr. Arens. Go ahead and invoke your reasons. 

Mr. Silber. I refuse to answer the question on a number of grounds : 

First of all, I consider that, t in an overall sense ; the purpose of the 
committee's hearing, the inquiry, is illegitimate m the sense that an 
investigation into propaganda, as such, constitutes an investigation 
into political beliefs and ideas, which is clearly removed from the 
committee's jurisdiction by the United States Constitution and most 
specifically by the first amendment to the Bill of Eights, in addition 
to which, I consider that it is an invasion of my own privacy as a 
writer, and a writer deals with ideals and specific ideals; and the 
fact that I may have used different pen names for different purposes 
clearly pan have no bearing on any possible legitimate constitutional 
legislation which this committee can pass, in addition to which, since 
the question was phrased in such a way that it related to my possible 
political beliefs and associations, I consider that the question, there- 
fore, violates my own personal rights under the first amendment to 
the Constitution, violating my freedom of speech and assembly and, 
therefore, I cannot answer the question. 

Mr. Arens. You are not invoking the fifth amendment ? 
Mr. Silber, No, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Silber. I just gave you a rather long recitation of my reason 
for not answering the last question. I would not like to bore you 
again. The answer to the question you just asked would be substan- 
tially the same answer. To summarize it briefly, your question related 
to my political activities and associations and you cannot possibly 
ask me that question . Therefore, I refuse to answer it. 
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Mr. Arens. Do you invoke the fifth amendment privileges against 
self-incrimination in response to the question which is outstanding, 
namely, are you now a member of the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Silber. I have great admiration for -the fifth amendment of 
the Constitution, and I do feel that anyone who invokes the fifth 
amendment has a shadow cast upon him. However, there is a public 
recognition, however, that the filth amendment admits some guilt on 
the part of the person using the fifth amendment. This is not true in 
my case, and I do not feel it is necessarily true in the case of people 
invoking the fifth amendment. However, for that reason, I choose not 
to invoke the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. We want you to tell us whether or not you are now 
a member of the Communist Party, because our information is that 
in the recent past you have been a member of the Communist Party 
and a propagandist for the Communist Party, writing tremendous 
amounts of Communist propaganda for Communist publications and 
non-Communist publications. 

This committee has pending before it legislative proposals which 
undertake to cope with Communist propaganda. Now, we want to 
know whether you are a Communist in order to elicit information 
from you as a Communist. The committee can then use your fund 
of information in appraising new or remedial proposals for legis- 
lation. 

With that explanation, I respectfully suggest at this time, so the 
record can be clear, the chairman order and direct you to answer 
the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Silber. Since you raise the question of legislation pending, 
would you mind referring me to the specific legislation that the com- 
mittee is ref erringto ? 

Mr. Moulder. That is not necessary. The record shows what legis- 
lation is pending, and you have been advised and informed by counsel 
the legislation which is before the committee for consideration by the 
committee and which will be reported to Congress 'for its action. 

Mr. Silber. I asked for two reasons, sir. 

First, I would really like to know what possible legislation would 
cover this area. 

Mr. Arens. Legislation is pending before the committee with refer- 
ence to Communist propaganda, as well as suggestions not yet in 
actual bill f orm ; which undertakes to require a true labeling of Com- 
munist publications. 

The Internal Security Act, for example, requires certain Commu- 
nist publications, after the Communist Party itself is registered or in 
default of registration, to be labeled as Communist. 

The Foreign Agents Registration Act has provisions relating to 
labeling of Communist publications. 

Believe me, sir, we are sincere and in earnest in our endeavor to 
develop factual information for the purpose of devising legislation to 
cope with this menace of communism, which the best experts in the 
United States, undercover agents in the conspiracy, tell us is a greater 
menace today than ever before.

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Mr. Silber. I^do not question your sincerity. I hope you do not 
get that impression. 

Mr. Arens. Then kindly answer the question. 

Mr. Silber. Once again, for the reasons I have already stated — and 
I think I have made them clear — and I may say in this connection 
that I also rest myself on the majority of the Supreme Court this past 
Monday in the Supreme Court case in which Justice Douglas said,^ 
"An inquiry into political beliefs is unconstitutional." 

Mr. Arens. We want to know whether you are now a member of 
the Communist Party, and if that is political belief and political asso- 
ciation, then our major premise is actually wrong. 

Mr. Silber. I disagree with your premise. 

Mr. Arens. Are you now a member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Silber. I still refuse to answer the question on the grounds I 
have previously answered. 

Mr. Arens. You understand you have been ordered and directed 
and you understand you have been given an extensive explanation? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, but it does not satisfy me. 

Mr. Arens. Kindly tell us where you are employed. 

Mr. Silber. I am employed by Avon Publications. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity ? 

Mr. Silber. Publicist, publicity director. 

Mr. Arens. Where is that employment? 

Mr. Silber. 575 Madison Avenue. 

Mr. Arens. How long has that employment endured ? 

Mr. Silber. About 4 months. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment immediately prior to your 
present employment? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel. ) 

Mr. Silber. Sir, I hope I do not sound redundant or anything, 
but could you make clear the purpose of that question ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes ? sir. It is our information that you are a Com- 
munist propagandist. We want to know where you have been em- 
ployed to ascertain what you have done in this field of Communist 
propaganda, concerning which this committee has a direct mandate 
from the Congress to develop information. 

Mr. Silber. Over the past number of years, I have had a good deal 
of different types of employment. Some of it may fall within the 
range of this committee and some of it may not, and I hesitate, frankly, 
to bring in the names of employers who have absolutely no connection 
with this. 

Mr. Arens. We are not asking you to do that. Have you been con- 
nected with the American Folksay Group ? 
Mr. Silber. Yes, sir. 
Mr. Arens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Silber. This is many years ago. I was an official of the group. 
I don't remember the exact title, f rankly. 
Mr. Arens. How long ago was it ? 
Mr. Silber. At least 10 years. 
Mr. Arens. What post did you have ? 
Mr. Silber. As I say, I do not remember the exact title. 
Mr. Arens. Were you the director ? 
Mr. Silber. I was one of the principal people in it. 
Mr. Arens. Have you been connected with People's Songs? 
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Mr. Silber. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ajoens. In what capacity? 

Mr. Silber. I was the executive director of People's Songs. 
Mr. Arens. Over what period of time were you the executive direc- 
tor of People's Songs ? 

Mr. Silber. A little less than 2 years. 

Mr. Arens. When? 

Mr. Silber. From 194/T to early 1949. 

Mr. Soherer. Counsel, I think while you are asking about these 
organizations, you should state for the record whether or not they 
have been cited. 

Mr. Arens. People's Songs has been cited. 

Mr. Silber. Could you tell me, since the question has been raised, 
could you tell me the manner in which it was cited? I never had any 
official information along those lines. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Appell will have that information for us. 

Who were the other officers of People's Songs when you were con- 
nected with the organization ? 

Mr. Silber. It was 8 years ago, sir, and I was with it for only a 
year and a half. I assume — you correct me if I am wrong — that the 
names of the officers appeared in the People's Song. If you have 
them there and it will refresh my memory, I will identify them. 

Mr. Arens. Was Pete Seeger connected with People's Songs while 
you were there? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. In what capacity ? 

Mr. Silber. I don't remember his exact title. 

Mr. Arens. Do you remember whether or not he was a member 
of the Communist Party when he was connected with People's Songs? 

Mr. Silber. I must again return to the position I took earlier on 
- that because I consider, despite what you have said to me, that this 
constitutes questions in the area of political belief and association 
and I cannot answer it about myself or anybody else. 

Mr. Scherer. Do we understand that you refuse to answer for the 
reasons you have given ? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, primarily the first amendment to the Constitu- 
tion. I have also mentioned that I feel that the inquiry is irrelevant 
and I feel that this particular question is irrelevant because I do not 
see how any possible mentioning of anybody else's political beliefs 
can. affect pending legislation. 

Mr. Arens. We differ on this "political beliefs." The Congress has 
found through extensive investigation that the Communist Party 
has a facade that it works behind. It purports to be a political or- 
ganization when, in fact, it is a conspiracy. 

Were you one of the promoters of the Communist peace petitions 
which they were circulating here just a few years ago ? 

Mr. Silber. I do not know what a Communist peace petition is. 

Mr. Arens. I would like to display to you, if you please, a photo- 
static reproduction of an article entitled "New Peace Petition Song 
at 'One World' Hootenanny." 

Put my name down, brother. 
Where do I sign? 

I'm gonna join the fight for peace, 
Right down the line. 
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Ashes to ashes, dust to dust, 

If you don't sign up, the world goes bust, 

So I'm gonna put my name down. 

At the end of the article it states that reserved seats for perform- 
ances are available at the Workers 5 Bookshop, the Jefferson Bookshop, 
and at People's Artists. 

Kindly look at this article which Mr. Appell will now display to 
you and tell us whether or not you authored that particular song 
and lent your talents as a musician, song writer, and entertainer to 
that enterprise. 

Mr. Silber. I find it hard to believe that you are interested in my 
songwriting abilities. 

Mr. Arens. You know we are not interested in that. Do not per- 
vert the issues. We are interested in whether you, as a Communist, 
used your talents on behalf of the Communist conspiracy in the United 
States and its front groups. We know — and those who have investi- 
gated it know — that the Communists have been promoting front 
groups. We have identified, on the basis of testimony under oath, 
600 organizations functioning in the United States today. 

Kindly answer the question. Did you author that song and did you 
author that song as part of deliberate activities to promote Communist 
peace-drive activities in the United States ? 

Mr. Silber. Mr. Chairman, it seems to me that there are so many 
assumptions in this question that even if I were willing to answer the 
question in terms of fact, they are controversial areas. 

Mr. Arens. Did you author the song? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, I did. 

Mr. Arens. Did you author it in connection with a Communist 
enterprise? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Silber. Once you make that political characterization of the 
enterprise, I do not see how I can answer it. I assure you when I 
wrote this song I believed it, and at nobody's behest. I wrote it 
because I thought it was worthwhile. 

Mr. Arens. Did you intend for it to be used in a Communist 
enterprise and only for a Communist cause? 

Mr. Silber. When you say "Communist enterprise" and "Commu- 
nist cause," you not only assume something which may not be proper 
but you enter the area of political belief and association. 

Mr. Arens. I respectfully suggest, Mr. Chairman, that the witness 
bo ordered and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. The witness is ordered and directed to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Silber. Such a question invades my political rights. Also, I 
consider the question irrelevant to any possible legitimate purpose of 
the Congress and, therefore, I respectfully refuse to answer the 
question. 

Mr. Arens. Did you receive compensation for writing that song? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Silber. No, sir. 

(Document marked "Silber Exhibit No. 1" and retained in commit- 
tee files.) 

Mr. Ajrens. Have you been an instructor at the Jefferson School of 
Social Science? 
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Mr. Silber. Yes, sir, 

Mr. Arens. When? , , 

Mr. Silber. I do not remember. It was for such a period ox time, 
I would say 6 or 7 years ago. 
Mr. Arens. What did you instruct? 

Mr. Silber. I gave two classes at the Jefferson School. I con- 
ducted a course in American folk music and I gave a course in tech- 
niques of square dance calling. 

Mr. Arens. Did you receive compensation for that service? 

Mr. Silber. I don't remember ; probably not. 

Mr. Arens. Did you know at the time that you were instructing in 
an organization which was controlled by the Communist Party? 

Mr. Silber. No, I don't. I never knew that and I still don't. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a Communist while you were instructing at 
the Jefferson School? 

Mr. Silber. Sir, we keep getting back to the same question, and the 
basis for my refusal to answer remains the same. I cannot answer 
that question and I assure you in all honesty that my refusal does not 
necessarily mean that if I were free to answer, that it would be yes 

° r Mr. Arens. I put it to you as a fact, sir, based upon investigative 
reports of this committee that you were a Communist while you were 
instructing at the Jefferson School of Social Science. 

If that is not true, deny it while you are under oath. 

Mr. Silber. The answer to that question is the same answer I 
would give you if you asked me if I am a member of the Democratic 
Party or Eepublican Party. 

Mr. Arens. You are not suggesting that the Democratic or lie- 
publican Party is controlled by a conspiracy of Moscow, are you? 

Mr. Silber. I am not making any such suggestion about anybody. 

Mr. Arens. Have you, over the course of the last 10 years, been 
actively engaged in using your talents in the music, songwriting field 
and in the instructing field for the purpose of promoting Com- 
munist causes and enterprises in the United States ? 

Mr. Silber. Again, there are a number of assumptions in the ques- 
tion and while I certainly think it is clear to the committee that I 
have no objection to discussing the^work and the activities that I have 
engaged in, once you throw in the term "Communist propaganda" 
as an assumption for my activity, there is no possible way. 

Mr. Scherer. Is he wrong in throwing it in ? 

Mr. Silber. He is wrong because he has no right to. 

Mr. Scherer. Is that assumption correct? 

Mr. Silber. I can neither affirm nor deny it because it is an im- 
proper question. 

Mr. Scherer. Assuming he is right, what would your answer 

^? . 

Mr. Silber. If I answered the question and even if my answer 
were "No," it would give legitimacy to the question and I cannot 

°Mr. Scherer. I suggest, Mr. Chairman, that the witness be ordered 
and directed to answer the question. 

Mr. Moulder. That is not sufficient reason. You are directed to 
answer the question. 
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Mr. Silber. I decline to answer in connection with all questions con- 
cerning political beliefs and associations. 

Mr. Arens. Does the record reflect that I asked you about pres- 
ent membership in the Communist Party ? 

Mr. Silber. I believe so. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, as in other instances, I could go into 
a vast number of particular instances, all of which I have tried to 
summarize here in this one general question to the witness which 
has elicited no substantial information; therefore, I respectfully sug- 
gest that we conclude the staff interrogation of this witness. 

Mr. Moulder. Based upon your reasons for refusing to answer, do 
you have any information or knowledge concerning subversive activi- 
ties within the Communist Party which would not tend to incrimin- 
ate you or subject you to criminal prosecution ? 

Mr. Silber. Sir, I have no knowledge of any activity in any politi- 
cal party that would subject me to possible criminal prosecution. 

Mr. Moulder. Then, do you have any information or knowledge 
concerning any subversive activities within the Communist Party? 

Mr. Silber. I would not like to engage in a debate, sir; but the 
term "subversive" is so general, it might mean a different thing to 
you than it would mean to me. 

Mr. Moulder. I think the meaning of that word is very clear. 

Mr. Silber. By "subversive" do you mean that which is opposed to 
our form of government and expects to change it illegally! 

Mr. Moulder. Yes. 

Mr. Silber. As I said, I know of nothing, criminal or illegal in my 
own past or in the past of others, that I could possibly testify about. 
I have no knowledge of any illegal activity. 

Mr. Moulder. That is, what you consider illegal ? 

Mr. Silber. That is, to the best of my knowledge, naturally. 

Mr. Moulder. In the event our country should become involved in 
war, conflict of war, with the Soviet Union, would you be loyal to 
your country and offer to serve it and be willing to serve in a conflict 
with that country ? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, sir, I would. 

May I ask the proper procedure? I have prepared here a state- 
ment to give to the press. Is it legitimate for me to give it to the 
press? 

Mr. Arens. Before you do so, I would like to ask one question: 
You recognize that you are under oath now. You recognize, also, that 
when I ask you the question: Are you now a member of the Com- 
munist Party, that if you make a misstatement of a material fact 
you can be subject to perjury, do you not? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Shjber. My lawyer advises me that it depends on the ma- 
teriality of the question. 

Mr. Arens. You recognize, too, that when you hand a document 
to the press, that document is not under oath and you cannot be sub- 
ject to perjury prosecution ? I have not seen your statement. I want 
to be sure you recognize it. 

Since we are on this issue, do you intend in the near future to tell 
the people around this community that you are not a Communist, that 
I was not going to tell the witch-hunting, red-baiting » 

Mr. Silber. The characterization is yours. 
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Mr.AKENrs. Do you intend to do that? 

Mr, Silber. This committee has no right to ask me my politics, I 
have the right to discuss my politics with anyone I choose. It can 
be with the press or with individuals, but I cannot be compelled to 
discuss my politics. 

Mr. Moulder. Do you consider the Communist Party a political 
party ? 

Mr. Siuber. Obviously, I do. 

Mr. Soherer. In the statement that you are going to give to the 
press, do you say anything about your membership in the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. ShiBer. I do not think it is proper for this committee to inquire 
into the contents of my statement to the press. 

Mr. Scherer. Do you really believe that ? 

Mr. Silber. Yes. * 

Mr. Soherer. Will you say now under oath that the statement you 
are going to give to the press is true ? 

Mr. Silber. Yes, sir. 

(The statement referred to follows :) 

Statement by Irwin Siujeb 

In testimony before the House Committee on Un-American Activities today, I 
have declined to answer questions concerning poUtical beliefs and associations. 
I have taken this position in the belief that the defense of our Constitution and 
the institutions of American democracy is the responsibility of every citizen, 
and that the provisions of the first amendment to our Constitution specifically 
enjoin Congress from legislating in the domain of free speech, press, and 
assembly. 

I believe that no committee of Congress has the right to conduct an inquiry 
into the political beliefs and associations of any individual, and that to answer 
such unconstitutional questions would make me a party to the violation of basic 
American liberties. 

I state this as a matter of deep political principle and, despite the fact that 
I am not a member of the Communist Party, I believe that every American has 
the right to belong to the political organization of his choice, including the 
Communist Party. 

I have refused to answer the questions cited above, believing that eternal vigi- 
lance for the rights of the individual is the price which every citizen must pay 
for his own Hberty. 

Mr. Moulder. Are there any other questions ? 
The witness is excused. 

The committee will recess for a period of 5 minutes. 
(Brief recess.) 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will be in order, please. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, there were two other witnesses who 
were scheduled to be here this afternoon. 

F^rst was Mr. Curt Conway. On May 16, 1958, he was ordered by 
telegram to appear, under continuing authority of a subpena, on June 
18,1958. 

Mr. Conway has failed to appear during the course of these pro- 
ceedings or by any device to notify the committee or its staff of his 
inability to appear. 

The next witness to be heard was Mr. Leo Shull. His counsel has 
informally advised us that Mr. Shull, although he was here in the 
courtroom a day or so ago, is not now available. 

Mr. GmiiK. My name is Leo Gitlin r 565 Fifth Avenue. 
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Mr. Shull was here Tuesday and Wednesday, both days, and he is 
suffering from anemia which apparently causes him exhaustion and 
the doctor put him to bed. I told him I wanted him here, but he said 
he could not be here. . 

Mr. Arens. It is the recommendation of the staff, Mr. Chairman, 
that the subpena under which Mr. Shull was to appear, be continued 
by the chairman, subject to his appearance on arrangements by counsel 
and myself. 

Mr. MotriiDER. Without objection, it is so ordered. 
Mr. Gitlin. Thank you very much. 

Mr. Arens. Under those circumstances, we have no further witnesses 
to be heard this afternoon. 

Mr. Moulder. In concluding the hearings here, the Chair desires to 
make a statement on which both members of the subcommittee have 
concurred with me in its preparation. 

In concluding the hearings, I should like to make a few brief 
observations. 

In the first place, may I say that these hearings have been only a 
sampling of a cross section of Communist activity in the entertainment 
field. It has not been our objective to hear all available witnesses or 
to conduct a searching investigation of all leads. 

Our work takes us into so many areas of Communist activity and to 
so many sections of the country that we cannot possibly do more 
than to develop information or patterns of activity for the purpose of 
establishing guidelines in our legislative endeavors to keep abreast of 
the constantly changing tactics of the Communist operations. 

Secondly, I should like to note that in these hearings we have devel- 
oped information which not only confirms factual material which has 
been developed by the committee elsewhere, but some new information 
which will be valuable to us in appraising several legislative proposals 
pending in the committee. 

This information includes' data on the misuse of passports by Com- 
munists; the propaganda uses to which the talents of Communist 
entertainers are put; the promotions of Communist fronts and Com- 
munist causes by actors and other performers who are Communists; 
and the devices by which one Communist aids and abets another Com- 
munist in his assignments, his employment, and his design. 

Much of the information has been of necessity developed by indi- 
rection, but in our investigative processes, we must be realistic and 
practical in appraising and piecing together bits of information from 
the testimony of witnesses who have been identified as Communists and 
who try to give us as little information as possible. 

Our task is not an easy one. The Communist operations in the 
United States today are deeper underground, have a more clever cam- 
ouflage, and are accordingly more difficult to trace. It is, nevertheless, 
a greater menace than ever before. 

One of the curious aspects of the Communist Party >s operation in 
this country is the fact that it has succeeded in surrounding itself with 
a protective ring of apologists, sympathizers, and dupes who, though 
not themselves Communists, do the bidding of the party. 

We shall take back to Washington the transcript of the proceed- 
ings here and, at the earliest opportunity, go over the material with 
our colleagues on the committee. 
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It is a source of satisfaction to those of us who serve on the com- 
mittee, that the principal security legislation of our Nation has been 
the direct result of the work of this committee, but our legislative 
activity in this field must continue as long as the menace of com- 
munism exists. 

I wish now to thank all who have cooperated with the committee 
during our hearings, including the Federal judge whose courtroom 
has been made avaflable to us, the United States marshal, his deputies, 
the superintendent of this building, and the representatives of the 
press in their work of keeping the public informed of the proceed- 
ings of this committee. 

Governor Tuck, do you have any additional statement? 

Mr. Tuck. I have nothing else to say. 

Mr. Moulder. Congressman Scherer? 

Mr. Scherer. Mr. Chairman, I Jiave no statement to make, but I 
would like to offer in evidence the statement referred to by Irwin 
Silber when he was on the stand a few minutes ago and which he dis- 
tributed to the press immediately following his departure from the 
stand. I ask that it be made a part of the record immediately fol- 
lowing his testimony. 

Mr. Moulder. The document referred to by counsel will be in- 
corporated into the record and included as part of the testimony of 
the person referred to by Congressman Scherer. 

(See p. 2587.) 

Mr. Scherer. I might make this observation in connection with 
that statement. 

Although he refused to tell this committee whether he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party at the present moment or had ever been 
in the past, it should be noted that in his statement to the press he 
merely said, "I am not a member of the Communist Party." He does 
not say whether he was a member of the Communist Party this morn- 
ing, yesterday, or last week. 

Mr. Moulder. The committee will be adjourned. .

Mr. Solomon. My name is Louis Solomon; I live at 226 West 70th

Mr. Arens. Would you spell that name, please ? 

Mr. $olomon. Solomon is S-o-l-o-m-o-n. 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Arens. I asked him how he spelled the name. 
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Mr. Boudin. I thought he had responded. It is S-o-l-o-m-o-n. 
Mr. Arens. I am a little uncertain here. Are you also Louis Sala- 
man? 

Mr. Solomon. Mr. Arens, I shall decline to answer.

Mr. Solomon. Sir, on the grounds that I stated previously, I shall, 
with all due respect to the Congress of the United States, decline 
to answer this question. 

# Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party any 
time in the course of the last year ? 

Mr. Solomon. Sir, I think that is the same question. 

Mr. Arens. No, it is not. A year is not quite as long as forever. 
Have you been a member of the Communist Party any time in the 
course of the last year ? 

m Mr. Solomon. My understanding of that, sir, is that essentially this 
is the same question. 

# Mr. Arens. Have you been a member of the Communist Party any 
time in the course of the last month ? 

(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 
Mr. Solomon. Will you forgive me a moment ? 
(The witness conferred with his counsel.) 

Mr. Solomon. Mr. Arens, sir, once again I shall, on the same 
grounds, decline to answer that question. 

Mr. Arens. Were you a member of the Communist Party yesterday ? 
9 Mr. Solomon. Of course not, Mr. Arens; but this is the same ques- 
tion, and I am refusing to answer any questions, declining respect- 
fully, may I say, since I respect the Congress of the United States. 

Mr. Arens. You said "of course not" yesterday. That is on this 
record under oath. 

Were you a member of the Communist Party at any time during the 
past week? 

Mr. Solomon. Mr. Arens, I respect my oath and I have sworn to tell 
the truth and I shall continue to do that. 

Mr. Arens. Will you tell us whether or not you were a member of 
the Communist Party during the course of the last week? 

Mr. Solomon. Mr. Arens, I shall refuse to answer that question on 
the same grounds as previously stated. 

Mr. Arens. Are you presently under Communist Party discipline? 
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Mr. Solomon. Mr. Arens, I don't understand that question actu- 
ally ; but if you are asking me am I now a member of the Communist 
Party, I am not, sir, and I explained that to you, I think. 

Mr. Arens. Where are you employed?

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully request that the witness 
be ordered and directed to answer that question.

Mr. Kearney. Mr. Counsel, if you have no further questions, I will 
direct the witness to step aside, and continue the subpena that he is 
under for a public hearing the week of J une 15.

What engagements have you undertaken, or been in- 
volved in, in the course of the last few years as an actress? ^ Give us 
the principal productions which you have been connected with in the 
last few years. 

Miss Grant. Hole in the Head. 

Mr. Arens. Give us a word of identification about this. 

Miss Grant. I am in it now. 

Mr. Arens. Where is it and what is it? 

Miss Grant. It is a play on Broadway. Then the last one was 
Wedding Breakfast, a play on Broadway. Then Lo and Behold, play- 
ing on Broadway; Arms and the Man, on Broadway; and Detective 
Story, playing on Broadway and the picture; and that is the last 3 
years. 

Mr. Arens. Have you been engaged in the last few years in a play 
called Danger?

Miss Grant. Would you repeat that?

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Mr. Arens. Yes. Has your present employment been procured for 
you by a person known to you, at any time, to be a member of the 
Communist Party? 

Miss Grant. My present employment ? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, has it been procured, or facilitated in the procure- 
ment, by any person known to you to have been a member of the 
Communist Party ? 

Miss Grant. You mean an agent? 

Mr. Arens. Yes. Where are you presently employed? 

Miss Grant. Where am I? 

Mr. Arens. Yes, ma'am. 

Miss Grant. I am employed in a play called Hole in the Head. 

Mr. Arens. Was that employment procured for you, or was the 
procurement facilitated for you, by any person known by you to be a 
Communist or at any time a Communist ? 

Miss Grant. No. 

Mr. Ajoens. Was your employment in the production Danger pro- 
cured for you by any person who, at any time, was known to you to 
have been a Communist ? 

Mr. Boudin. Could I have a word with the witness? Will you 
excuse me a second, Mr. Congressman ? 

Mr.DomE. Yes. 

(Counsel conferred with the witness.) 

Mr. Boudin. The answer with respect to that, and generally, would 
have been the same, namely, that Miss Grant got the job through the 
routine way and is not prepared to say who were and who were not 
members of the Communist Party. 

Mr. Arens. Danger was a series of productions, was it not, or 
was it a single production ?

Miss Grant. No, it is not a serial. It is a series, like Alcoa. 
Mr. Arens. It is a series then? 
Miss Grant. Yes. 

Mr. Ajrens. Which ran for how long ? 

Mr. Soherer. Who was it that played in that? I have forgotten. 
Miss Grant. There was ixo lead in Danger. 
Mr. Soherer. A different cast? 

Miss Grant. A new show every week like all these shows, Alcoa or 
Montgomery or Philco. 
Mr. Soherer. Didn't you yourself play it regularly ? 
Miss Grant. No. 

Mr. Arens. Were you in just one show? 
Miss Grant. No. 

Mr. Arens. Did you participate in more than one show ? 
Miss Grant. Yes. 
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Mr. Arens. There were other actors and actresses who appeared in 
it more than once ? 

Miss Grant. Yes. You see in all these shows, such as Mr. Mont- 
gomery, for instance, likes an actor, and he finds in a certain particular 
play he played a father best, and another play he does the hoy best, so 
then he will hire him once every 6 months, you know. 

Mr. Arens. But Mr. Montgomery didn't have anything to do with 
this series entitled "Danger"? 

Miss Grant. No, I am giving you a going example. 

Mr. Arens. I just wanted the record to be clear that Mr. Mont- 
gomery had nothing to do with the series. 

Miss Grant. I see. 

Mr. Arens. Who engaged you for your performance in Danger? 
Miss Grant. I want to ask my counsel something. 
Mr. Arens. Any time you have any doubt, go ahead and confer 
with Mr. Boudin.

Did you make a speech on the subiect of the Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee's investigation of J. Edward Bromberg in 
New York City at the Hotel Diplomat back in 1951 ? 

Miss Grant. I refuse to answer that question on the grounds of 
the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you, in the course of your professional career, 
let's say in the last few years, ever signed any statements for an em- 
ployer or prospective employer covering the subject matter of mem- 
bership in the Communist Party ? 
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Miss Grant. I refuse to answer that question on the grounds of 
the fifth amendment. 

Mr. Arens. Have you ever signed a so-called loyalty oath as a pre- 
requisite to obtaining employment ? 

Miss Grant. Same answer. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Chairman, I respectfully suggest that would con- 
clude the staff interrogation of this witness. 
Mr. DoYiiE. Do you nave any questions ?
